MATERIALISM.

I confess to an admiration for pluck. I 
like to see a man standing stoutly np for 
what he thinks right, and all the more so, 
when be knows that he is out numbered. 
My mental constitution is such, that in such 
a case I naturally feel disposed to side with 
him, and so strongly do I feel this, that if 
there is only a fair show of argument on his 
side, the very fact of him being in a 
minority would dispose roe, were I to yield 
to mere impulse, to give him my support. I 
am far lrom being of opinion that truth lies 
with the majority. I believe the opposite, 
and were I to find myself the object of pop- 
ular applause, a thing which never has been 



well as for others, his will exceeded his power. 
If his essay did no good it did not do much 
harm. Considered as a literary production 
it was beneath par. Some one has said that 
a good sermon is one which is well provided 
with hooks to fasten itself upon the memory. 
Eld. Fassett'swas not one of that description. 
His arguments glided from the mind like a 
spittle off a tailor's goose. For one, I do not re- 
member a word he said. All that I remem- 
ber is that Eld. Fassett read an essay strong- 
ly tinctured with Materialism, but what ar- 
guments he made use of I do not remember. 
At the time when I listened to him I saw 
them through a haze, and now in the course 
of a few days that haze has gradually thick- 
ened into a cloud, through which the eye of 
the memory may in no wise penetrate. 

Very different was the discourse of Eld. 
Litch upon the same subject. It was full of 
hooks which grappled with the mind and 
refused to let it go. One argument he made 
use of, was of itself sufficient to cut up Ma- 
terialism by the roots. If there be no soul 
there can be no personal identity, and if 
there be no personal identity, there can be 
no resurrection. It is not the body that 
forms the man, it is the soul. It is that that 
gives him his personal identity. The body 
is continually changing, so that the body of 
to-day is not the body of yesterday. A stout 
fleshy man is seized with cholera. In the 
I course of a few hours his flesh is all gone, 
he is collapsed, he is reduced to a skeleton. 
In the course of a few weeks he is well 
again and as stout as ever, and you say that 
it is the same man. So indeed it is, but how 
does it happen that he is' the Sf.mc man ? 
Not because he is possessed of the same 
body, for in point of fact he has got a new 
one, but because he is possessed of the same 
soul, the same spirit. It is the soul there- 
fore which gives him his identity, it is not 
the body, and if therefore a man has no soul 
it follows that there can be resurrection, for 
the man that would then be formed would 
be a new creature. It would not be same

himself to be in the right. Indeed it struck 
me as most singular that a man of intelli- 
gence and Christian character should labor 
with so much apparent earnestness to prove 
that be himself, and all who listened to him, 
were no better than the beasts. I am utter- 
ly at a loss to conceive the grounds of this 
apparent fervour on the part of a Christian. 
I can well understand how he can earnestly 
exhort sinners to flee to the Saviour, for be- 
ing taught of Qpd himself, that inevitable 
destruction awaits all who reject the salva- 
tion of God, it is only natural and right that 
he should be in earnest in so doing. The 
wonder is, how we are not more in earnest. 
Our want of earnestness speaks volumes for 
our want of faith. I can understand also 
how a man who truly believes in the near- 
ness of the Second Advent of Christ, should 
be zealous above measure in proclaiming it. 
No stronger motive can be conceived for in- 
ducing men to flee from the wrath to come, 
than that the day of the Lord is at hand. 
If all who profess to believe it, did in very 
truth hold it as a matter of faith, rather than 
as a mere matter of opinion, they could no 
more be silent about it than Noah could be 
silent about the coming flood. 

But how a man can he in earnest in striv- 
ing to persuade men that they have no souls, 
is to me utterly incompiehensible. Even 
supposing I was foolish enough to entertaiu 
.such an opinion, I think I would keep it to 
myself, lest I should sink iu the opinion of 
Christian friends. I cannot see what good 
is to be effeced by its propagation. It will 
not convince sinners, it will not strengthen 
saints, it will not serve any good purpose. 
The only effect that it can produce, is to de- 
vide the church, to bewilder weak minds, 
and furnish an occasion to the enemies of 
the Lord to blaspheme. And yet, it is an 
unquestionable fact that many of those who 
embrace it, do it with all their heart, and la- 
bor as earnestly to convince others of its 
truthfulness, as tho earliest Mahommedans 
did to promote the cause of the false prophet. 

Having occasion to visit Montreal shortly 
after Eld. Grant had been there, I heard 
him frequently spoken of, and invariably as 
an Materialist, but never as an Adventist. 
I do not mean to say that he preached only 
upon Materialism aud never upon the Sec- 
ond Advent, the fact o( his handbills announc- 
ing that he was to lecture upon the Secoud 
Coming of Christ, may perhaps be adduced 
as proof to the contrary ; but what I saj is 
this, that so far as my personal experience 
goes the impression made upon the public 
mind of Montreal, was that he had come to 
propagate the belief that man had no sou', 
rather than that the Advent of Christ will 
be Pre-millenial and is nigh at hand. Eld. 
Fassett seems equally impressed with the 
subject, for not only had he the temerity to 
ventilate his errors in the presence of men 
well qualified to meet them, but he shouted 
and gesticulated with all the earnestness of a 
man who was' persuaded that he was saying 
a good thing. Fortunately for himself as 



in Godwin's tale of that name, succeeds by 
means of necromantic art, in making a man. 
He infuses life into this man, that is to say, 
he gives him breath, and so this man made 
man becomes a living being without a soul. 
Now suppose that I being dead, Frank- 
ensteen had made this man in my likeness 
so that every person said that that was me. 
Would it be me ? No. It would simply be a 
likeness of my body. It would be nothing 
better than an animated statue of me. Now 
carry the matter a step farther. Grant that 
I have no soul. Then when I die, my body 
is resolved iuto dust, my breath is exhaled 
into the air and I cease to be. But when 
the last trumpet blows a man will spring 
from the dust bearing my lineaments, so that 
all who see him say that is me. Will it be 
me ? No more than Frankensteen's man 
would be me. In either case it would be a 
new creature, the sole difference being that 
in the one case it would be effected by man, 
and in the other case by God, but there 
would be no resurrection because there 
would be no personal identity. But grant 
that I have a soul, and that that soul returns 
to the earth with Jesus, as indeed it will do, 
for "them that sleep in Jesus will God bring 
with him," then when my body is raised and 
fashioned like unto his glorious body and 
when my then perfect soul shall animate 
that body, my personal identity will be 
complete. It will not be a new creature 
but a resurrection. It will be the identical 
man with this transcendently important dif- 
ference that it will be a glorified man, glori- 
ous in the likeness of his Saviour and his 
God. 

But the error of materialism, as a friend 
suggested to me after the debate upon Fas- 
sett's essay, is also proved from the primary 
sense of the word "die," Materialists maintain- 
ing that death is the extinction of being, but as 
will be seen from a reference to Webster, it 
is simply a change of state. The words "die" 
and "dye," the lexicographer informs us are 
radically one word and their primary mean- 
ing is to plnnge, fall or sink. Hence to die 
is not to cease to be, it is simply to change 
ones' position and descend so a lower level. 
Hence on the very day when Adam ate the 
forbidden fruit he died. Before that he oc- 
cupied the highest conceivable position that 
a human being could do, for he was made in 
the likeness of God, but when he sinned he 
plunged, fell, sank ; that is he died morally. 
Hut he did not cease to be. Neither did he 
cease to be when his body died. It simply 
plunged, fell, sank into the grave, to rise 
again in God's good time. Death therefore 
is not extinction of being, it is descent, it is 
separation. By natural death the soul is 
separated from the body. In the words of 
Peter, the man puts off his tabernacle (2 
Pet. 1 : 14,) and that body descends into the 
dust. By spiritual death the soul is sepa- 
rated from God, and consequently gravitates 
to a lower level. 

How are we to account for the apparent 
earnestness with which men advocate such a 
palpable and pestiferous error as material- 



ism ? I have at times felt inclined to say it 
was because "God hath sent them strong de- 
lusion that they should believe a lie," but 
when I remember that many who hold it 
are good people, I cannot do so. In my 
opinion Materialism and TJnivcrsalism bear 
such an amount of resemblance to each other, 
that they may almost be regarded as twins, 
but I am constrained to confess, and it pains 
me while I do it, that although I never met 
a TJniversalist that I could regard as a Chris- 
tian, I have met with some Materialists of 
whose Christianity I could entertain no 
reasonable doubt. I have often felt at a loss 
to account for this, but when I consider the 
awfully important character of »the truth of 
the Lord's near Advent, and remember that 
it is because of that truth that the Advent 
Church has formed itself into a separate de- 
nomination; and that it is in the Advent 
Church that this error has raised its head ; 
and when I recollect that the devil is always 
laboring to hinder the progress of truth, I 
am constrained to come to the conclusion 
that the whole thing is the work of Satan.

REPORT OF BUSINESS, &C. 



Pursuant to the call, the American Mil- 
lennial Association held its regular Annual 
Meeting and Anniversary at Waterbury, 
Vermont, Thursday, October 12, 1865, com- 
mencing at nine o'clock A. M ., Elder Josi- 
ah Litch, President, in the Chair. 

Elder Frederick Gunner, Kecording Sec- 
retary, then read the following Report :

REPORT OF THE RECORDING 8ECRETART. 

To the Life and Associate members r#the 
American Millennial Association, convened 
in Anniversary for 1865. 

Another year of labor performed by your 
Executive Committee for this Association 
having terminated, it is my duty to submit 
before you some account of operations by the 
Board, for the furtherance of the several in- 
terests connented with our Christian cause. 

Owiug to the late war, (aud we thank God 
for his permission to so speak) the past year 
has been one of more than ordinary anxiety 
and care. Still we have had more to en- 
courage, than to depress us in our work, aud 
we have come up to the present Anniversary 
animated with hope, and with our confidence 
unshaken iu the ability and willingness of 
God to help forward this Association iu dis- 
chargiug its importaut trusts. 

In the performance of duty, your Commit- 
tee have held regular Quarterly Meetings iu 
the Bostou Office, as required by our Con- 
stitution. 

Owing to my present residence in Ver- 
mont, I have been hindered by distance and 
expense, from meeting as heretofore with the 
Brethren in regular session. Our Bro. J. 
H. Van Derzee, as Sec. pro tem, was appoint- 
ed to fill my place. 

From his abstract of minutes, I gather 
that communications from Brn. Leslie and 
Child of the "Freedmen's Mission in Ten- 
nessee," have been received and considered 
by the Board. The first communication re- 
lating to "Future Conduct of Freedmen's 
Mission," was referred to Eld. John Pearson 
with discretionary powers. At a subsequent 
meeting, held July 5, 1865, the Presideut 
of this Mission desired the employment of a 
Female Teacher, and the Board voted to' ac- 
vertise for one, at a salary of $450 per annum, 
aud consultation was held, respecting tbe 
propriety of sendiug out to Leslie and Child 
a portable Chapel and School-room, their 
place of meeting having been burned down. 

Our esteemed Brn. Leslie and Child have 
done a gord work in their arduous field of 
labor, and have experienced the truthfulness 
of Wheedon's axiom, "For Great Missions, 
tho preparation is Great Trials." Our Brn. 
have visited the United States' Soldiers iu 
their Hospitals, reading aud preaching to 
them of our Saviour's love, aud praying with 
them for his pardon aud graco. They have 
also visited, instructed, and comforted the 
despised Freedraeu of the South, aud have 
taken hold of those who had no helper ; mul- 
titudes of those sable children of the "Sunny 
South were prostrate with exj osure and dis- 
ease, without home or friends, strangers, with- 
out a place to lay the weary head, fast sink- 



ing into the obscure and unmarked grave. 
Our Brn., acting uuder the auspices of the 
A. E. A. Conference and A. M. Association, 
have been instrumental in soothing the dy- 
ing woe, and in some instances, (as may be 
learned from their letters published in our 
Advent Herald) they have inspired hope in 
Christ Jesus within the breast of these sad 
children of the sable skin. And our beloved 
Brethren are mucli worn and exhausted, but 
are willing and anxious to still' labor on in 
their well chosen field, if spared by our Lord 
so to do, and they receive from this Associ- 
ation and its friends the practical encourage- 
ment they so much need. Hitherto ye have 
done well, but there remaineth much ground 
to be possessed. What course of action then 
shall we now adopt, to help conquer the diffi- 
culties attending the "Freedmeu's Mission ?" 

In the Publishing Department, the aim of 
your Committee has been to prevent any 
greatly increased expenditures, under the 
prevailing high prices of necessary material. 
One of the gratifying results of this year's 
labor is seen in the continuation of our Peri- 
odicals, the Advent Herald and Youth's Vis- 
itor, without intermission, reduction in size* 
or extra price per annum. During the ab- 
sence of our respected Editor, Eld. J. Litch, 
the Board decided to employ Eld. H. Can- 
field in the Office at Boston, under salary of 
$600, per annum, and what he might receive 
as remuneration for preaching iu the neigh- 
borhood. Bro. Canfield has returned to his 
charge in Waterbury, and Eld. Litch has re- 
sumed his labors in the Publishing Office. 

A communication was received from Sandy 
Hill, July 1, 1865, relative to the Boston 
Advent Chapel property, and Eld. J. Litch 
and Dea. R. R. Knowles were appointed a 
Committee to attend to this matter. 

In the important matter of helping forward 
young men in the work of the ministry, noth- 
ing important has yet been done. Your 
Committee have held this matter under ad- 
visement ; they are desirous of extending 
ministerial sympathy and practical encourage- 
ment to sincere and worthy young men who 
are moved of the Lord to devote themselves 
to his sacred cauBe among men. They would 
like to found and endow a College Institution* 
if a suitable nmour r'of fowls should be placed 
at their disposal. The large and valuable 
Library, now in the Publishing Rooms at 
Boston, Mass., could in this way be made 
subservient to the high interests of Evan- 
gelical truth. 

What shall be done for our young men 
whose hearts are turned to this cause ? If 
we fail here, we fail seriously, for the young 
men in our churches are to be our hope and 
stay in the Lord. 

Within the year past, sickness and death 
has removed our respected Bro. Osmund 
Doud, of New Haven, Vermont, for many 
years a Life-Member and Director in the 
Executive Board. 

It is sad to record the decease of onr help- 
ers, especially when we know them to have 
had it in their hearts and hands to aid our 
work financially, and who yet depart this 
life without having made any appropriation 
of fuuds to help forward the Objects of this As- 
sociation. To our friends who love this good 
cause of Christ, we say let the benevolent 
thought of your heart toward the A. M. As- 
sociation be made practical aud sure while 
you have your health, strength, and means 
to perform it, for death is a cruel archer, aud 
heirs at law are not always benevolently dis- 
posed. Friends who are stewards of our 
Lord's funds, had better donate to the A. 
M. Association as soon as their mind is dis- 
posed of the Lord to replenish his treasury. 
Who can calculate the amount of good that 
may be done by keeping up the stream of 
Scriptural knowledge which has been flow- 
ing through our weekly periodicals for the 
last quarter of a century ? "Brands may be 
plucked from the burning," and thousands of 
minds who hunger weekly and constantly for 
Advent truth, may be as constantly fed, and 
so be kept joyful in the congregation of the 
saints. 

Our hearty thanks are due to the many 
friends who have throughout the fiscal year 
so generously responded to our financial call, 
funds amounting to upwards of $1,800, from 
various sources having been contributed, and 
we feel confident, that should the call souud 
yet more loudly, we shall not call in vain. 

And may God bless our "little doers !" 
Dear children of the Advent circles, keep on 
doing ; for if you know these things, happy 
are ye if ye do them. 

Reverently and heartily we return thanks 
to God for all his favor shown in continu- 
ance, and as we report the past, and glance at 
the future, we are led to inquire of our God, 
Lord, what wilt thou have us to do this 
year ? 

And we ask of you, Brethren and friends, 
both counsel, prayer, and means to help the 
A. M. A. go forward iu publishing the ever- 
lasting gospel to every creature under heaven, 
for behold the day of the Lord'cometh, it is 
near, and it hasteth greatly. You can htlp 
us by being Life and Associate members, &c.

L. Osier, Chairman of tbe Committee on 
Publications, then read their Report : 
REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PUBLICATIONS. 

Yonr Committee on Publications, begs 
leave to congratulate the A. M. Association 
on the happy auspices under which we meet 
to day. Six years ago, this Association was 
called into existence in the providence of 
God by the necessities of a suffering cause. 
Without means, without a paper, without a 
publishing office, without anything but a 
clear, strong conviction that God, truth, aud 
duty required something more and different 
should be done, than what had been or was 
being done for the spread of truth on the 
great questions of the times ; trusting in 
the divine guidance, and expecting the di- 
vine blessing, this organization was effected 
after its plans and purposes hid been fully 
announced and discussed. Especial faith^ 
patience, courage, and prudence were re- 
quired during the first years of its existence. 
But the One who called us to this work, 
opened the way for its prosecution as neces- 
sities pressed upon us, and kind and gener- 
ous friends showed their interest and faith in 
the work, by their timely and liberal contri- 
butions. To day we are happy to say that 
the Association owns a paper, and has an 
Office free from debt, has some means, and 
many more friends than at its origin. The 
Herald has had its weekly issue, and that too 
without increasing its price of subscription. 
Its character as a religious educator, we are 
willing its friends and patrons should decide 
upon. 

The Youth's Visitor has appeared unusu- 
ally regular during the past year, and has 
been doing its noble work of enlightening, 
encouraging, and blessing. 

During the past year there has been pub- 
lished from our Office, two editions of "The 
•Vindication," three of "Will Christ Reign on 
Earth," one of "The Cup of Wrath," one of 
"The Second Advent of Christ will be Pre- 
millennial," one of "The Lords Coming a 
Great Practical Doctrine," one of "Glorifi- 
cation," and one of "Jerusalem in Gloom and 
Glory."

which being accepted, the consideration of 
further business was proceeded with. 

Eld. Osier remarked that there- were sev- 
eral present who were not voting, and asked 
those who were not members of the Associ- 
ation to rise, whereupon it appeared that the 
following ministering Brethren were not 
members. Elders B. S. Reynolds of Upper 
Canada, Hector Maibeu of Broome, C. E., 
and G. C. Baker of Garrettsville, Ohio. 
The audience then contributed a sufficient 
amount to constitute these Brethren Life- 
Members of the Association, and they were 
duly vouched for and voted in as such. 

The following Brethren paying $25 each, 
were also proposed as Life-members of the 
Association.

On payment of $2 each, the following 
Brethren became Associate Members of the 
Association: Chas. Benns of Burlington, 
Vermont, Rev. D. B. MeKenzie, Waterbury. 

The names of the following sisters were 
presented as fit candidates for Life-Member- 
ship, and the amount necessary, viz., $25 
each, was subscribed by the meeting : Mrs. 
E. O. Gunner, Mrs. S. S. Garvin, Mrs. H. 
Canfield. 

At this stage of the proceedings, motion 
was made and carried that Question No. 2 
in the printed programme be taken up and 
considered : What steps should be imme- 
diately taken by us to bring the faith we 
cherish more directly to the attention of the 
Church and world ? 

Bro. Osier advocated the sending of a Mis- 
sionary Agent through the land, the holding 



of Camp-meetings, and referred to Camp- 
meetings held in Pennsylvania, which he had 
attended, as patterns of good order and use- 
fulness. He also urged the necessity of pre- 
paring a literature for our people, the push- 
ing forward of publications, the enlarging of 
the Herald's list of subscribers, &c, and pre- 
sented the necessity of laboring for these 
ends, by toil and labor, and liberality in do- 
nations. 

Rev. H. Mail ten considered it "all import- 
ant to urge and heartily believe the near 
coming of our Lord ; talk and introduce it 
everywhere lovingly, but perseveringly. 

Bro. Bittleston urged the importance of 
circulating truth by tracts and publications 
in the railroad cars and in other places, re- 
marking that he was especially very zealous 
for young men. 

Deacon Knowles, the Treasurer, remarked 
that "In disseminating truth, a very necessa- 
ry agent is funds. He would insure success 
if they were presented in sufficient amount." 
The Deacon was very earnest in his appeals 
for the needful. 

Eld. John Pearson remarked that much 
and great good might be accomplished by 
sending the Editor out into the field as a 
Missionary Agent, as already suggested, that 
he could push forward the sale of books and 
tracts, and increase the list of subscribers to 
our papers, and solicit donations and by so 
doing, bring the faith we cherish more direct- 
ly and extensively before the world, aud at 
the same time, the Association should em- 
ploy a practical business agent in the Office, 
who will operate an active business system 
for us, that although this might, for a short 
time, requires additional funds, still the re- 
sults would more than counterbalance the 
expense. 

If all who are interested in the spread of 
truth, will act for themselves upon these dif- 
ferent suggestions, without waiting for others, 
much good might be done, and a healthier 
cause established. 

The discussion of this question being 
brought to a close, the third question in the 
programme was taken up : Are our churches 
and brethren, meeting the requirements of 
the New Testament, on the subject of syste- 
matic benevolence ? 

Rev. Hector Maiben said, "The churches 
don't pay me ; a certain brother indebted to 
me his proportion, offered me a looking-glass. 
As I had as many as I needed, declined tak- 
ing it, and have never received the amount ; 
determined that if a looking-glass is ever of- 
fered me again, I will take it." 

Evidently the meeting thought the deter- 
mination a wise one, and the Pedestrian pro- 
ceeded to tell of a brother who being in- 
debted to his preacher to a certain amount, 
carried him a pup in payment, and in order 
to make it morally certain that he was not 
in debt to the preacher, threw in a youthful 
kitten. Bro. Maiben does not think, takinsr 
his experience, that the churches are doing 
what they should for their ministers. 

Elders Pearson, Gunner, Gates, Osier and 
Reynolds presented their views on the sub- 
ject, taking the ground that we are not meet- 
ing the requirements of systematic benevo- 
lence. 

Tho discussion was here closed, and a mo- 
tion made and seconded that Eld. Litch be 
relieved from all responsibility in connection 
with the Boston Office, other than is necessa- 
ry to the faithful performances of his duties 
as Editor of the Advent Herald, and that he 
be authorized to travel as Missionary Agent 
in furtherance of our religious interest. 

Eld. Canfield related his experience in con- 
nection with the Office, and felt that Elder 
Litch should be relieved. 

The Secretary then put the motion, snd it 
was unanimously carried. 

Eld. Litch returned his grateful thanks 
for this release, haviug always felt that the 
conduct of financial affairs was not his post, 
and indeed he had never been assigned it. 
Peculiar circumstauces, with the death of the 
late lamented Editor, led him so to occupy. 

The Treasurer then referred to a corres- 
pondence had with Eld. J. V. Himes, from 
which it appeared that Eld. Himes would 
sell out his stock at par value, to the Ameri- 
can Millennial Association dollar for dollar. 
The subject was referred to, aud left in the 
hands of, the Business Agent. 

The Association then adjourned until two 
o'clock, to listen to Reports of the Freed- 
men's Mission. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

At two o'clock in the afternoon the Amer- 
ican Millennial Association was called to or- 
der by Eld. Josiah Litch, Presiding Officer. 

The minutes of tbe morning session were 
read and approved. 

Deacon E. Parker and Wealthy R. Park- 
er of Waterbury, Vermont, being vouched 
for, were then voted in as Life-Members of 
this Assosiatiou. 

The Chairman then appointed Brethren 
Knowles, Osier and Garvin, a Committee of 
three to make arrangements for filling the 
vacancy in the Bostou Office of "Business 
foreman," occasioned by the relief of Dr. 
■Litch. 

The Freedmen's Mission was next consid- 
ered. 

The Treasurer read his Report which was 
as follows :

This Report was on motion received. 

Eld. J. Pearson, Chairman of the Special 
Committee on Freedmen's Missions, then ad- 
dressed the meeting, stating that the Ameri- 
can Millennial Association was among the 
first to enter the field of missions to the 
Freedmen, and when commissioning Bros. 
Leslie aud Child to the arduous, yet noble 
mission, had sent forth two men well adapt- 
ed to the work. They were ordained to the 
ministry by the American Evangelical Ad- 
vent Conference, assembled in Providence, 
Rhode Island, in October, 1864, and went 
out immediately to the mission field in Ten- 
nessee. At first they visited the soldiers, 
spending seme time at the outset in Hospital 
duty, and finally, found a location, and en- 
tered directly upon their appointed labors; 
met with much and discouraging opposition, 
but at length succeeded. The enemy saw 
their prospective success, and being evil-dis- 
posed persons, first thieatened, and then 
burned down their Chapel and School house 
in Edgefield, Tennessee. Some interesting 
letters were received, giving some account of 
this disaster. The mission found firm friends 
in Gen. Fisk and the Christian Commission, 
and were offered by the latter a portable 
Cbapel aud School-house under very favora- 
able terms. Soon after the burning down of 
the building an open air meeting was held, 
at which Gen. Fisk and his staff were pres- 
ent. The General addressed the meeting, 
and offered to give $25, if they, the colored 
friends, would give $75 to make $100. The 
seventy-five dollars were raised, and in the 
meantime the General's staff had raised $25 
more. The house is being erected, and doubt- 
less sufficient funds will be contributed by 
the friends of the Mission to complete the 
necessary repairs and additions, so that the 
house may soon be occupied. Eld. Pearson 
spoke of the self-sacrificing devotion of our 
three missionaries, Brother and Sister Child, 
and Bro. Leslie. 

A written Report from the missionaries 
was then read by the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee. 



TO THE CHAIRMAN OF THE COMMITTEE OF 
THE A. M. A. F. M. 

Dear Brother : — Nearly a year has passed 
away since you and those associated with you 
set us apart for the work of the ministry, 
and sent us into this wide field as mission- 
aries and teachers to the poor Freedmen. 
We came here as you directed, and are now 
able to report what we through the help and 
blessing of God have been able to do. 

It would please us to give you a detailed 
statement of our labors and experience 
among this people, but we feel that such a 
lengthy report would be tedious to you ; es- 
pecially as you desire the result of our labors 
rather than the manner in which we have 
performed them. 

By your directions we first entered the 
service of tbe U. S. Christian Commission* 
and was thereby enabled to come into this 
State, and secure this field in which we have 
labored the last eight months, and where we 
trust, under God, we have established a 
mission which will continue until the coming 
of our glorious King. 

Our time with the Commission was about 
two months ; a part being spent in Louis- 
ville and the remainder at Nashville. Our 
work was to visit the hospitals containing 
sick aud wounded soldiers ; dstributing 
books, tracts, and papers, conversing aud 
praying with the men, holding meetings, 
preaching the word of God, and otherwise 
laboring for the benefit and salvation of those 
who had been and were fighting for our be- 
loved country. We have the satisfaction of 
thinking that our labors were well appreci- 
ated by the officers of the Commission, and 
that in the Lord our work was not in vain. 

At the expiration of oar time with the 
Commission, we went to the Contraband 
Camp, (so called) a mile west of the city of 
Nashville, thinking there to enter upon a work 
for the Freedmen ; but after spending a 
week at the camp found no door open 
for us. We then returned to the city and 
remained at tbe Commission Rooms until we 
had surveyed this field and concluded to 
cross the river to this village, and if possible 
establish here a school and preach as God 
might open the way. We found here a large 
field unoccupied, which God has since given 
to us, and with his blessing and the aid of 
the Church of Christ at the North, we hope 
to hold and occupy. 

Our coming here and commencement of 
the work of the Mission was under the 
most discouraging circumstances. We had 
no means aud no friends. What we did 
God helped to do. Everybody but the poor 
blacks were against us ; and neither a room 
to teach in nor lie in, could we obtain by 
importunity or any other means. As soon 
as it was known that our business was to 
teach the poor slave, every Christian and in- 
fidel door was closed against us. At length 
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after many days of travel and inquiry, we ! Bi ns. Pearson, Fassett and Knowles were 
found a small one-atory building which we appointed a Committee to arrange a plan for

we might obtain for a place in which to

house was a rebel, and had gone away into 
the rebel lines. Upon this statement the 
commander of the post here gave us an as- 
signment for the house. We took posses- 
ot k the first of February, lilted it up and 
began our school the 20th day of Feb., 1865. 
The week previous, sisters Child aud Whit- 
ney arrived from Massachusetts. Although 
we had now obtained a house in which to 
teach, no place whatever could yet be found 
where we could all live ; and uot until the

Mission, and one which we care not much 

to remember. Our obtaining this house was 
purely providential, God opening the way to 
it ; for since then no other has been found 
which we could obtain ; and were we now 
to be turned from this, we should have to 
be scattered among the poor blacks, aud 4ook 
to them for shelter and food. 

On the 20th of Feburary, as we have 
said, we began our school. We opened with 
105 scholars. This number steadily in- 
creased, until it reached 100. The whole 
number of scholars registered and who en- 
tered our school was 180. The time during 
which our school was in active operation was 
four months. This does not include two 
weeks' vacation — one in April and the other 
in Juno. The progress of the scholars was 
rapid. Nearly all began with learning their 
letters. Reading, Aritberaetic and Writing 
were taught. 

On the 13th of July our school-house was 

burned, since which time we have had no

Since, we 
have been obliged to meet in the open air, 
the attendance has not been as great, but 
there is still a good school, and some im- 
provement is being made., „«,,,<, ■■. 

-..^.church was formed March 19th, and 
was culled the Mission Church. Fifteen 
persons were tlieu admitted to membership, 
under the following 

"Believing in the Lord Jesus Christ, we 
hereby unite, and agree to take the Bible as 
the rule of our faith, and guide of our prac- 
tice in all that pertains to our salvation ; 
and we covenant together to watch over 
each other, performing the relative duties of 
Christians, granting liberty of conscience in 
all matters of faith pertaining to the Chris- 
tian religion, upon which there is an honest 
difference of opinion ; promising to extend 
tbe mantle of charity to others, which we 
ask and claim for ourselves. 

Siuce the formation of the church, 39 
have been baptized and united with it. 
The whole number admitted has been 99. 
The number of conversions we are unable to i 
state, as not all have united with us who J 
have professed faith in Christ since the 
Mission was established. Some of these 
are now waiting for baptism, and wo hope 
many others will be added to them. 

We feel confident that as soon as a place 
in which to teach and hold our meetings is 
obtained, the interest iu the church will be 
greater than it has ever been. God has 
greatly blessed this part of our work here, 
and Hi- blessing is being continued unto us. 

We are now in the miudst of perplexity and J Browu » E 
trial. With all our efforts we have been as 
yet unable to obtain laud upon which to place a 
house of education or a dwelliug. We can 
obtain none from the Government, nor can 
we lease any from individuals. It is possi- 
ble that we might purchase a lot if we had 
the means with which to do it ; but it is 
doubtful if we could openly and with- 
out deception of some sort, get legal posses- 
sion of any land for our purpose. At least 
we have not yet been able to do so, aud we 
have made every effort thus far possible. 
What in the providence of God wo may ob- 
tain, we know not, but at present the pros- 
pect is gloomy and dark. 

Till'. PURCHASE OK A HOUSE. 

Shortly after the destruction of our school- 
house, wo started a subscription among the 
Freedmen here, and have raised by this 



a statement from Eld. D. I. Robinson, that 
"He was ready to go out on the Freedmen's 
Mission if needed there, and his wife would 
accompany him," and moved that the proper 
officers of this Association be empowered to 
open communication with Eld. Robinson and 
wife, in case their offered services were re- 
requircd, which was carried. 

The following proposition was then re-, 
ceived. 

"We propose to pay one-fourth of the ex- 
pense of sustaining Eld. Robinson and wife 
as missionaries for the Freedmen's Mission, 
with the aid we may receive from the church 
in Waterbury for the term of one year.

The report 
of the last meeting was called and read. 

Moved that a Committee of three, be ap- 
pointed to tuke the supervision of the meet- 
ing, present business &c. Carried. Brn. 
Welcome, Carr, aud Dammon were ap- 
pointed. 

The Committee reported as follows: 1 
That we hear the report of the Committee 
on the Constitution- 2. That wo have two 
sessions each day, one at 9 A. M., and the 
'other at 1 P. "M. Preaching at 7. P. M. 
Adopted. Adjourned at 12 A. M., to 1 P. 
M. Met at 1 P. M. The Constitution was 
adopted with amendments. 

CONSTITUTION. 

Of the Maine Second Advent Ministerial 
Conference. 

Article 1. This Conference shall be called 
The Maine Second Advent Ministerial Con- 
ference. 

OFFICERS. 

Article 2. The Officers of this Conference 
shall be a President, Vice President, Secre- 
tary, Treasurer, and a Committee of three, 
to be an Executive Board, and shall be chos- 
en annually. ; 

• MEETINGS. 

Article 3. The regular meetings shall be 
held annually, on the second Tuesday in 
January. 

Article 4. The Executive Board shall call 
an extra session of the Conference, at such 
time'and place, as they judge best for its 
welfare, always previously giving six. weeks' 
notice. 

OBJECTS. 

Article 5. The objects of this Conference, 
shall be to obtain a more thorough investiga- 
tion of the Scriptures, by united examina- 
tion; a greater unity in the faith, in purity, 
and in doctrine, among the Ministry ; the 
promotion of gospel order and discipline 
among ourselves and the churches ; Christian 
union aud effort to build up the believers in 
Christ in the doctrine of the New Covenant, 
and in the knowledge of all Bible truth, es- 
pecially the proclamation of the immediate 
personal Advent of Christ to restore all 
things. Also to bring sinners to Christ for 
pardon and salvation in the kingdom of God, 
by harmony of action in preaching, to en- 
courage all whom we believe divinely im- 
pressed to preach the Word, to move forward 
in the work of God ; and to circulate such 
publications as we believe the best adapted 
for these ends. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Article 6. The members of this Confer- 
ence shall consist of all such ordniued and 
uuordained ministers as wish to, unite in the 
above objects, and who are uot objected to 
by nny of its members. 

Article 7. No person called a preacher, 
shall be received into this Conference, unless, 
in the judgment of all its members present, 
such has natural qualifications to teach, grace 
enough to be taught, and a call from God to 
preach though he be a Christian. 

Article 8. All complaints against the char- 
acter o'* conduct of any member, to receive 
attention, shall be put in writing, accompa- 
nied by the name of the complainant, and 
then presented to the Secretary, who shall 
lay it before, the Executive Board at once; 
who [if satisfied there is heed of discipline 
for moral delinquency,} may notify the ac- 
cused to refrain from preaching, and the pub- 
lic from giving him countenance, until the 
next session of the Conference, when proper 
investigation of the case shall be had* 

ORDINATIONS. 
Article ; 9. No person ordained by mem- 
bers of this Conference shall be thus recog- 
nised, unless their character and qualifica- 
lions agree with article 7.

Article 10. All members of this Confer- 
ence shall report at each session, either per- 
sonally, or by letter to the Secretary.

In saying "The {CSt^pf; the dead lived not 
again until the thousaud years were fiuished«" 
it implies that when the thousand years are 
finished the rest of the dead, all the unjust 
will live again. And so our Saviour taught 
in our text, "They that have doue evil, to 
the resurrection of damnation." But in the 
face of these and other declarations to the 
fact of tho resurrection of the unjust, there 
are those whose great labor it is to prove 
that the wicked will never be raised ; or if 
raised, will come forth dead corpses to stand 
before God and be judged. It may be a 
matter of wonder to some, that such a doc- 
trine can find advocates, in this age. But 
why not ? it found advocates in the time of 
Christ. The Stidducees taught and believed 
that "There is no resurrection of the dead, 
neither angel nor spirit." The denial of the 
resurrectioU} grew out of a denial of the ex- 
istence of spirits. They denied a future ex- 
istence in any form. They said death is the 
extinction of life; the whole of man dies 
when his breath leaves the body. Starting 
out with ti, (•.-!■ premises, the conclusion was 
unavoidable. And we are bound to acknowl- 
edge the correctness of their logic, if they 
cau establish their premises. Our personal 
identity does not cousist in any particular 
particles of matter constituting the body at 
any one time. We often see persons reduced 
to skeletons by disease, and recovering. The

THE ABODES OP POVERTY. 

8everal gentlemen connected with the 
press of New York have recently made a 
tour of the thickly settled parts of that city 
under the guidance of a city missionary, and 
the reports of impressions appear in the 
newspapers. One rej)ort says : "It is diffi- 
cult to fiud language with which to portray 
the shocking, indecent and murderous places 
in which a large porportion of our popula- 
tion is doomed to live." Iu one place, near 
Broadway, up and down which noble 
thoroughfare sweep the throngs of business 
and fashion, they found a building contain- 
ing over three hundred fnmilies, or over 
twelve hundred persons, occupying rooms no 
larger than an ordinary closet, where there 
are no provisions for air, light or water, no 
hope iu case of fire, and where the sun never 
sends a solitary ray. People are born, live 
and die in such places, and othor people 
know nothing of their existence. The abodes 
of poverty in our great cities is the one sub- 
ject which now demands the most earnest 
attention. Not alone because a deadly epi- 
demic has alreary appeared upon our shores, 
after sweeping through cities of Europe, but 
also because these resorts of misery are fes- 
ter spots upon our civilization. With what 
regard can a beneficent Providence look 
upon the erection of costly church edifices 
and their adornment with every form of ele- 
gauce and beauty that refined taste can in- 
vent and unlimited wealth can purchase, 



the marshes and cess-pools are closed it must 
be less contagious than it would be in the 
spring, or when autumn taints the atmos- 
phere from the decaying matter. It may 
possibly pass the eastern section ol the coun- 
try, at the rate it has been travelling, before 
spring. However that may be, everybody 
should prepare for the fearful visitant, to 
which we give a name, but know uot its na- 
ture or the laws it obeys. Precaution is the 
first duty. To this end everything possible 
should be done, and without delay. The 
sanitary condition of our city should also be 
thoroughly looked to, and every infection 
breeding nuisance removed. Cleanliness, al- 
ways a duty, is now doubly so. Fortunately 
it will not be a> difficult matter to make 
Newburyport a model in this respect. Our 
drainage is so good, and there are so few 
crowded and unwholesome precincts, that 
there can be nb excuse for the existence of 
cholera nests here. Let a most thorough 
examination be made at once, and the proper 
reraedies.be promptly and vigorously applied, 
wherever needed. The Council should not 
only recommend to the citizens, but it should 
command ; and the City Marsha! should be 
ordered to remove all nuisances without de- 
lay and at the public expense. There is no 
need of alarm here, and there is no need of 
the oholera ; and it will never come here as 
an epidemic, if we do our duly. It did not 
prevail here in its former visits to America, 
and we have no apprehensions of it now iu 
New England now. — Herald of Gospel Lib-

Probably no man was ever executed here 
who went on to the scaffold more calmly and 
died more quietly than Wirz. Major Rus- 
sell, Provost Marshal, asked Wirz to excuse 
the part he (Russell) was taking in the exe- 
cution, as he was only obeying orders. Wirz 
replied : "I understand that. I am a soldier, 
and I am to die for executing orders." He 
protested that he was innocent to the last, 
though declining to say so audibly on the 
scaffold. 

The crowd perched on the tree-tops, and 
the roofs of houses surrounding the prison, 
gave a cheer as the drop fell and the misera- 
ble man swung off" into eternity. 

[to tite associated press.] 
Washington, Nov. 10. This morning 
Father Boyle administered the sacrament to 
Capt. Wirz, and Father Wiggett then placed 
upon the prisoner the black cambric robe 
and remarked, "I hope this will be turned 
into a white one in the other world." 

At twenty minutes past ten Capt. Wirz 



came from his cell in the Old Capital Prison, 
accompanied by Provost Marshal Russell 
and other officers, and by Fathers Boyle and 
Wiggett, and- passing between the military 
guard they ascended the scaffold. The pris- 
oner was then seated. The guard consisted 
of the 195th Pa. Vols., and threo detach- 
ments of the Veteran Reserve Corps, under 
Capt. Walbridge, the Military Superintend- 
ent of the Old Capitol Prisopi { { 

There were several hundred spectators 
besides the military. Amid profound silence 
Provost Marshal Russell proceeded. It was 
the order of the War Department, founded 
on the verdict of the court martial, which 
tried the prisoner. The following is the 
President's order : — 

Executive Mansion, Nov. 3, 1865. 
The proceedings, finding and sentence of 
the court in the Wirz case are approved and 
it is ordered that the sentence be carried into 
execution, by the officer commanding the 
Department of Washington, ou Friday, the 
10th day of November, 1865, between the 
hours of six in the morning and 12, at noon. 
(Signed) ANDREW JOHNSON, 

President of the United States. 
After the reading of the order was com- 
pleted, Wirz conversed with those on the 
platform with seeming calmness and self- 
possession, and it was remarked that he had 
a smiling countenance. To his spiritual ad- 
visers he said : "I am innocent. I have to 
die, but I can die like a man. I have hope 
iu the future. I have nothing more to say." 
His legs and hands were tied, the uoose 
passed around the neck, and the black cap 
placed over his face. He stood erect with- 
out faltering, evidently having nerved him- 
self for the solemn event. Those on the 
platform retired to the railing, leaving the 
doomed man iu the centre of the structure. 
After a few moments of profound quiet the 
drop, at a preconcerted signal, fell. The 
sound thus occasioned having reached the 
ears of a promiscuous crowd outside the Old 
Capitol grounds, and was responded to by 
repeated shouts of aprobation. The couvict 
directly after falling was considerably con- 
vulsed in the legs, but the agony was soon 
over. He hiiug about fifteen minutes and 
was then cut down, the body laid upon a 
stretcher and conveyed to the • prison, where 
it was placed in a coffin and transferred to 
Father Boyle for interment. His neck was 
broken by the fall. The proceedings occu- 
pied about three-quarters of an hour. 



THB AMERICAN CHRISTIAN UNION 
ASSOCIATION. 

Tho American Christian Union Associa- 
tion, organized in 1863, having steadily ad- 
vanced in the prosecution of its work, and 
feeling that the time had come when it was 
required to' make a definite statement of its 
principles and aims, appointed a committee, 
consisting of Rev. Drs. E. S. Porter, G. R. 
Crooks, and John Cotton Smith, to draw up 
a declaration and plan of action. 

The committee presented their report on 
Thursday last, November 2d, to a large num- 
ber of clergymen of different denominations 
gathered in the Chancellor's Room in the 
University of this city. " 

A frank, fraternal, and harmonious discus- 
sion of the report was followed by its unani- 
mous adoption. The meeting represented 
the Methodist, Baptist, Presbyterian (both 
branches,) Episcopal, Congregational, and 
Reformed Dutch Churches, among whom 
were Rev. Drs. Vermilyc, John Cotton 
Smith, R. Smith, R. D. Hitcock, Bacon, 
Professor Martin, H. J. Foss, and Church. 
Dr. Ferris presided, and the Rev. Henry 
Kimball was appointed secretary. Resolu- 
tions offered by Rev. Dr. Vermilye were 
adopted. The meeting was one over which 
the spirit of Christian love evidently bore 
sway. The following is the report as adopted : 

"Declaration of Principles and Plans. — 
Knowing it to be the will ot our Lord JeBiis 
Christ, the King and Head of the Church, 
that his people should be all one, in and 
through him ; and believing that the Holy 
Ghost, by his Divine power, hath in these 
latter days wrought effectively upon the 
hearts of Christians, thus drawing them to- 
gether as by a mystic bond, and unifying 
them in faith, hope, and charity : Therefore, 
moved by convictions of imperative duty, and 
encouraged by the events of Providence, we, 
the members and the friends of the American 
Christian Association, do set forth the fol- 
lowing declaration : 

1. That the unity of the Spirit creates the 
unity of the one Holy Catholic Church. 

2. That the doctrines of the common sal- 
vation set forth in what is called the Apostles' 
and the Nicene Creeds, compose the broad 
basis with which all subsequent formularies 
of the evangelical denominations of the 
Christian Church cohere. 

3. The Church thus one in spirit, and 
agreeing upon the cardinal and eternal truths 
of revelation and redemption, ought to be, 
and may be, so unified in visible fellowship, 
as to give evidence to the world that it is one 
in spirit, faith, and purpose. 

4. Denominational organizations do not 
destroy spiritual onenes? — auy more than the 
several members of the human body destroy 
its integrity — so long as they are animated 
by the mind of Christ. 

5. As the "communion of saints" is an ar- 
ticle in the universal creed of the church, 
and ought to be incorporated among its 
usages, we believe that wise, fraternal, and 
expedient measures should be taken to bring 
into closer communion all who now love and 
serve the same Lord* and confess themselves 
to be "brethren one of another." 

These five propositions compose the funda- 
mental principles on which the Christian 
Union Association has been organized. These 
furnish the warrant for its existence, and de- 
fine the main object it will labor to attain. 
We believe its aims will be approved by 
those who know what the will of their Lord 
is respecting his people; and though obsta- 
cles to its realization must be expected, yet 
do we fervently thank God for help in our 
past efforts, and take courage from the 
righteousness of our cause to labor for large 
results in the future. 

In farther prosecuting its undertaking, it 
has, in our judgment, become necessary to 
define more exactly than has been done Lit h-

lis action on National A ffairs — Important 
Address from Seven Bishops. — The following 
most important paper was read to the House 
of Bishops just previous to their adjourn- 
ment : 

The undersigned have desired one of their 
number to read, in his place, in the House of 
Bishops, the following paper. It is uot a re- 
monstrance against action which is already 
past. It is not a protest, for which they are 
aware that tho wholsome rules of the House 
allow no place upon its journals. It is sim- 
ply a statement, which, after it has been 
read, can be by themselves preserved, made 
public, and transmitted to the knowledge of 
those who shall come after. 

In the decision of the House of Bishops 
with reference to the day of Thanksgiving 
far the restoration of peace, and to other im- 
portant subjects, the ground ha3 been taken, 
that, for the sake of more complete concilia- 
tion, no sentiment should be expressed by 



erto what is the main outline of the plan of 
operations to be Observed. For the sake of 
clearness, this plan may be described hr.-t in 
its negative, and second iu its positive char- 
acteristics. 

First — Negative, (a.) The Christian Union 
Association does not iutend to assail peculi- 
arities of denominational doctrine, usage, or 
worship, nor to question the right of the sev- 
eral denominations to maintain their own 
forms of culture. 

(b.) It does not intend to express its pref- 
erence for one f6rm of policy over another ; 
nor to urge that there shall be but one type 
of custom or usage common to all branches 
of the Church catholic. 

(c.) It will not allow any denominational 
ascendancy to define its aims, control its op- 
erations, or execute its plans of Christian 
usefulness. Its existence and influence are 
both conditioned upon its olose adherence to 
the fundamental principles herein contained 
and in order set forth. 

(d.) It is not the purpose of this Christiau 
Union Association to organize a new sect, 
denomination, or order, nor to aid any one 
denomination in finding fault with another. 

The positive features of its plan are these : 

(a.) To recognize the existing spiritual 
unity of the people of God as a grand and 
potential fact, to be setlbrth, proclaimed, and 
enforced by all the arguments and sanctions 
of truth and charity. 

(6.) On this vital fact as a ground-work 
to promote, so far as possible, the spirit of 
brotherly confidence, of courtesy, and of tol- 
eration, among all who agree in essentials 
and differ only in non-essentials. 

('•.) To diffuse this feeling ot confidence, 
and to exalt the idea of spiritual oneness, the 
Association will aim to employ all the cus- 
tomary channels through which the Christian 
people of this and other lands may be ad- 
dressed. These channels will include the 
pulpit, the platform, the press, and such af- 
filiated organizations as may be established 
throughout these States in Union. 

(d.) While this Association cannot under- 
take to foretell whereunto its work, as above 
defined, may giow, nor to commit itself to 
possible results, still it frankly expresses a 
hope that the day is not distant when it will 
be found practicable to convene a body of 
representatives of various Christian denomi- 
nations to discuss such plans as may be pro- 
posed, whether of federative or organic union 
among believers, and to adopt such measures 
as may seem best calculated to strengthen 
the common defences of Zion, to promote 
peace and good will, and to further the gos- 
pel throughout the world. 

The members and friends of the Christian 
Union Association adopting this declaration 
claim for themselves no wisdom other than 
the Word of the gospel has made common 
to all. Sorrowing as they do over real or 
seeming divisions which nbw impair the 
streugthof the Church, they have undertaken 
in no spirit of self-confidence, and from no 
motive of partisanship, to realize, so far as 
the infirmities of our partially sanctified na- 
ture will permit, the unrepealed declaration : 
••< )nu is your Master, even Christ ; and all 
ye are brethren." 

Perils environ the Church. Romanism, 
hostile everywhere to God and mun, is put- 
ting forth all its powers to add our country 
to its mauy spoils, Iufidelity, raging at the 
cross, is raging still, and uses every device to 
deceive, if it wero possible, the very elect. 
Materialism flaunts its splendors before the 
eyes of the people, and by its sensuous en- 
chantments draws them into practical athe- 
ism. And the Church, divided, coufuscd. and 
disarranged, employs too often against itself 
tho sacred weapons whereby it is charged to 
overcome the enemies of truth. Whether the 
people of God sluml>er, or engage in envious 
disputations, their foemen are busy sowing 
tares, which springing up, choko the word, so 
that the word itself becomes partially un- 
fruitful. 

Believing that these things ought not so 
to be, aud that there is a sovereign power in 
the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ to draw 
together in one those who are saved by his 
blood and sanctified by his Spirit, we commit 
our undertaking to the disposal of him who 
among his last words on earth, prayed the 
Father, in behalf of his people, "that they all 
may be one ; as thou, Father, art in me, and 
Lin thee, that they also may be one iu us j 
that the world may believe that thou hast 
sent me." 

These are the principles and the design of 
this Association. They are fraternally com- 
mended to brethren of every name and of 
every section of our country. If they are 
right and wholesome, we beg they may be 
adopted, and that measures be taken to co- 
operate with us in our efforts to heal divi- 
sions, allay strifes, combine energies, and 
sanctify means, for the glory of our Lord in 
the salvation of sinners."

The House of Bishops unquestionably 
loved their country and its unity, and "they 
could not approve the system of human bond- 
age ; but they will seem to have adopted as 
the position to be henceforth occupied by 
this Church, one which is consistent with in- 
difference to the safety and unity of the na- 
tion and to the freedom of the oppressed. 

This is the position which, as the under- 
signed believe, should not be maintained by 
any branch of the Christian Church in the 
United States, whether in the present or any 
future generation. To siguify that it was 
not accepted by all on this occasion, and that 
those who did not accept it believed it to 
have been accepted at all only because an 
extreme desire for conciliation and unanimity 
prevailed for the hour, the undersigned have 
prepared this document, with perfect and 
cordial respect for their brethren, but under 
the consciousness of a great duty to the in- 
separable interests of their beloved Church 
and couutry.

LETTER PROM NEW ORLEANS. 



Mr. Editor : — Sickness has prevented me 
from writing for two weeks, and has done a 
good deal toward disgusting me with this 
part of the country. The weather is warm- 
er now than when I arrived here the first of 
the month, with no signs of frost, or a cessation 
of hostilities upou the part of tho mosquitoes. 
My sickness has been light, compared with 
that of the other geutlemen who came from 
Philadelphia at the same time as myself. I 
have, however, quite enough of New Or- 
leans, and shall be entirely satisfied when my 
time of service has expired, and I am per- 
mitted to start for home. 

There are ^ great many things besides the 
climate here that I do not fancy. The whole 
country appears to be forsaken by God, and 
by everything good. You go out juto the 
street, and you meet with French, Spanish, 
Creole, German and negroes. And even the 
negroes talk "Gumbo," so that they are not 
like the old-tashioned negroes one has been 
accustomed to. Is it the Sabbath day ? 
There are but faint signs of it in the street. 
Places of business are all open just as upon 
any other day. You will see ladies in dry 
goods stores, making purchases of dresses and 
other articles as usual, and so with all other 
kinds of business. Thanks to the military, 
the theatres are not open on Sundays now. 
They were before the Federal occupation al- 
ways. Truly, war is in some respects a civ- 
ilizer ! 

There is a great deal of talk hero about 
re-construction and of matters resuming 
their former channels. The old politicians 
are very solicitious to secure the reins once 
more, and it is a significant sign of the times 
that the greatest rebels are considered most 
eligible to the emolument of office. They 
are clamorous to have the Federal troops re- 
moved, and to have militia organized all over 
the State. And then what ? No Southern 
man doubts that vengeance is to be wreaked 
upon the helpless negro. On the slightest 
pretence there will be wholesale massacres 
just as soon as tho protection of troops is 
withdrawn. 

The real Union men of this State are very 
desponding at the prospect before them, as 
well as at the action of the Executive in so 
freely pardoning men so deeply dyed in trea- 
son. One said to me last evening — a Ger- 
man who has been loyal through all the civil 
commotion the country has suffered — "It ap- 
pears to me that a premium is put upon dis- 
loyalty, and the greater rebel a man has 
been, the greater pet he is made now. All 
his property is restored. Power and position 
are conferred upou him, and the men who 
bave stood by the government are passed by 
unnoticed, .or given over to the tender mer- 
cies of those who have ever been their ene- 
mies." 

Some interest is felt here by certain par- 
ties in a scheme to emigrate to Mexico. 
Maximillian has offered to emigrants and es- 
pecially those from the Southern States, 
grants of land, six hundred and forty acres 
to beads of tamilies, and three hundred and 
twenty to single men. The country within 
which the grant is made, is said to be fertile 
and healthy, and to abouud with all the pro- 
ductions indigenous to the latitude. A fow 
who are bitter in their feelings still toward 
the government, have already gone and set- 
tled there, and others of the same stripe may 
follow, but so much is conceded to them 
here, that upon "second sober thought," most 
of them I think will remain, rather than to 
"fly to evils they know not of." 

The government is discharging colored 
troops now very rapidly, and our hospitals 
are thinning out so that there is a prospect 
that we shall not be retained here till spring. 
The hospital to which I am attached occu- 
pies a confiscated cotton press. The former 
proprietor by tho magic working of the Ex- 
ecutive clemency, has come in possession of 
his property again, notwithstanding tho con- 
fiscation act, and yesterday came and made a 
formal demand for the evacuation of the 
premises or a rent of $50,000 per annum 
We shall leave and occupy barracks at the 
lower end of the city. From what I hear 
of them, we shall have mnch more comfort- 
able quarters, both for officers and men than 
here.

Solemnitt in Preaching. — The impor- 
tance of our matter condemns coldness and 
sleepy dullness. Our spirit should be awak- 
ened, that we may be fit to awaken others. 
If our words be uot sharp and piercing, they 
will hardly be felt by strong hearts. To 
speak lightly and coldly about heavenly 
things, is as bad as to say nothing of them. 
All our work must be managed reverently, 
as becomes them that believe in the presence 
of God ; not treating holy things as common.

To manifest irreverence 
about the things of God, is so far to manifest 
hypocrisy, and that the heart agrees not with 
the tongue. I know not how it is with other 
persons, but the most reverent preacher, who 
speaks as if he saw the face of God, does 
more to affect my heart, though with com- 
mon words, than au irreverent man, with 
the most accurate preparations, though he 
bawl it out with ever so much seeming cor- 
rectness. If reverence be not equal to fer- 
vency, it has but little effect. Of all preach- 
ing in the world I hate that which tends to 
make the hearers laugh, or to effect their 
minds with such levity as stage-plays do, in- 
stead of the name of God. We should sup- 
pose, when we draw near him in holy things, 
that we saw the throne of God, and the 
millious of glorious angels attending him 
that we may be awed with his majesty, lest 
we profane his service and take his name in 
vain.

Syria. — The official reports received at 
the Sate Department in Washington repre- 
sent that the present year has thus far 
proved disastrous to Syria, agriculturally, 
for nearly every green thing was devoured 
by the locusts. In many parts of the coun- 
try during the* spring this evil was followed 
by a murrain which carried off' five per cent 
of the cattle. Then came the cholera, which 
is still at work at Damascus, Harm and 
Aleppo. The mortality at Samaria has been 
estimated at 2000, aud at Joppa 1000. The 
mortality still lingers at Berot, but has lost its 
epidemic form. The Consul at Paris says 
there is no longer any doubt that the cholera 
has commenced its ravages in that city. Re- 
ports from Florence to the State Department 
represent that the cholera has greatly di- 
minished in the southern and eastern por- 
tions of the Italiau Kingdom. It is on tho 
decline at Jerusalem, and is also abating at 
Barcelona.

GREED OP GOLD. 



When Napoleon, about 1811, desired 
to build for the king of Rome, near 
Barriere de Passy, the shop of a poor 
cobbler, named Simon, stood in the 
way. Simon having learned what was 
going on, demanded twenty thousand 
francs for his tenement. The adminis- 
trator hesitated a few days, and then 
decided to give it ; but Simon, goaded 
by the love of gain, now asked forty 
thousand francs. This sum was more 
than two hundred times its value, and 
the demand was scouted. An attempt 
was made to change the frontage, but 
being found impossible, they went again 
to the cobbler, who had raised his price 
to sixty thousand francs. He was of- 
fered fifty thousand, but refused. The 
emperor would not give a franc more, 
and preferred to change his plan. The 
speculating son of St. Crispin then saw 
his mistake, and offered his properly for 
fifty thousand francs, forty thousand, 
thirty thousand, coming down at last to 
ten thousand. The disasters of 1814 
happened, and all thoughts of a palace 
for the king of Rome were abandoned. 
Some months after, Simon sold his shop 
for one hundred and fifty francs, and in 
a few days after the sale, was removed 
to the insane asylum; disappointment 
had driven him crazy. 

"There was an old man,'' says an 
eastern parable, "who had an abun- 
dance of gold ; the sound of it was 
pleasant to his eats, and his eye delight- 
ed in its brightness. By day he thought 
of gold, and his dreams were of gold 
by night. His hands were full of gold, 
and he rejoiced in the multitude of his 
chests ; but he was faint from hunger, 
and his trembling limbs shivered be-, 
neath his rags. No kind hand minis- 
tered to him, nor cheerful voices made 
music in his house. And there came a 
child to him, and said : "Father, I have 
found a secret. We are "rich. You shall, 
not be hungry and miserable any more. 
Gold will buy all things." Then the 
old man was wroth, and said: "Would 
you lake from me my gold ?" 

Many years since, a seafaring man 
called at an inn on the coast of Norman- 
dy, and asked for supper ana a bed. 
The .landlord and landlady were elderly 
people, and apparently poor. He en- 
tered into conversation with them, invit- 
ed them to partake of his cheer — asked 
them many questions about themselves 
and their family, and particularly of a 
son who had gone to sea when a boy, 
and whom they had long given over as 
dead.

She 
returned to her husband and showed 
him the gold. For its sake they agreed 
to murder the traveller in his sleep, 
which thev accomplished, and buried 
the body. In the morning early, came 
two or three relations, and asked in a 
joyful tone for the traveller who had ar- 
rived the night before.

"It is 
your own son, who is lately returned to 
France, and is come to make happy the 
evening of your days, and he resolved 
to lodge with you one night as a strang- 
er, that he might see you unknown, and 
judge of your conduct toward wayfar- 
ing mariners." Language would be in- 
competent to describe the horror of the 
murderers, when they found they had 
dyed their hands in the blood of their 
long-lost child. They confessed their 
crime, the body was found, and the 
wretched murderers expiated their of- 
fence by being broken alive upon the 
wheel. 

A London shipping merchant, on a 
beautiful May morning of 1862, was 
found dead in his chamber, with so hor- 
rible an expression on his countenance, 
that the persons who first entered the 
apartment instinctively turned away 
their faces in uncontrollable terror. 
Death had given him but a minute's no- 
tice, but it was a minute of sane con- 
sciousness that he was leaving four mil- 
lions of dollars; that he would instantly 
stand before his Maker, to give an ac- 
count of his stewardship ; and through- 
out a long life he had made it his boast 
and a consistent practice : "I never be- 
stow a penny in charity."

— A corres- 
pondent of the Cincinnati Commercial 
has been to Greenville, Ten., and visited 
the house of Andrew Johnson there. It 
is a plain, two-story brick, with a one- 
story and basement L, having in all, 
six square rooms, and the cook-rooms 
below.

After visiting the vis- 
itors proceeded to the celebrated tailor- 
shop, a few squares to the east, and sit- 
uated on the brink of a small mountain 
streamlet. This is a little frame house, 
gable end toward the street, twelve feet, 
by fifteen, and standing alone. On a 
sign-board over the door, (which is iu 
the centre, flanked by two small win- 
dows,) are the simple words, 
A. JOHNSON, 

TAILOR."

THE SECOND ADVENT. 

»r A PEDESTRIAN MISSION A It V. 



The tendency of humnn nature ia ever to 
go to extremes. This is especially the case 
when we espouse any cause which we feel 
to be important, and see others slighting it. 
In that case we brood over it and talk about 
it until it assumes gigantic proportions in 
our eyes, and if we are not upon our guard, 
blind- us to other truths. No truth how- 
ever important should be converted intg a 
bobby. No truth however clear it may ap- 
pear to our apprehension, should ever be so 
perverted as to lead us to assnme the chair 
of the censor, and set in condemnation upon 
those who may differ with us. We should 
ever remember that we also are in the flesh, 
and therefore prone to error, uor should we 
forget the amazing power of a theory in pre- 
venting men from abandoning error, and 
submitting to truth. On no account should 
we conduct ourselves in such n way as to 
eive opponents a handle against us, and af- 
ford them an opportunity of making us© of 
the caustic words of the man of Uz : "No 
doubt you are the people, and wisdom shall 
die with you." 

There now ! I have delivered myself of 
a burst of wisdom worthy of a Solon, and 
should undoubtedly be handed down to pos- 
terity as a philosopher of the first water. 
But what has called forth this astonishing 
display of profundity ? It was the first ques- 
tion set down for discussion by the Confer- 
ence, which was, (I quote from memory) 
whether the doctrine of the Second coming 
of Christ and other doctrines connected with 
it, were of vital importance ? I confess I 
doubt the propriety of ever debating such a 
question, unless it should be distinctly un- 
derstood that it is not the Pre-millenial com- 
ing of Christ that was meant. I take for 
granted that all Christians believe that 
Christ will come again, and would stand 
greatly in doubt of a man's orthodoxy if he 
denied it, but if I am asked whether or no a 
belief in his Pre-milJcnial coming is essential 
tp salvation, I answer unhesitntiugly in the 
negative. Vital is that which affects the 
life. My arms are of vital importance to 
me, but as I could live although they were 
cut off, they are not of vital importance. 
So it is with the doctrine of the Lord's Sec- 
ond Coming. It is of great importance, and 
the man who rejects it suffers, but he does 
not die. It appears to me therefore that it 
is going to an extreme to maintain it to be 
vital, and that the fact of such a question 
beiug entered on the programme, may lead 
to the impression on the minds of some that 
there is a disposition on the part of Advent- 
istB to condemn those who do not agree with 
them. No vote was taken on the question. 

Many valuable, practical suggestions were 
thrown out as to the best means of bringing 
the subject of the coming of Christ before 
the minds of men, such as by preaching, cir- 
culating tracts, writing, &c. The great dif- 
ficulty on the part of members of the Advent 
Church lies in reaching those outside its 
pale. It is an easy mutter to reach Advent- 
ists, for they are willing to hear, but how 
are others to be reached ? how is existing 
prejudice to be overcome? how is the doc- 
trine to be recommended to men's minds ? 
It seems to me that after all that can be 
said upon the subject, the matter resolves 
itself into one of personal exertion. How 
did the apostles spread the glad tidings of 
great joy thtt the Christ was come ? By 
persoual exertion. And how can we spread 
to the saints, glad tidings of great joy, that 
Christ is coming the second time, and at the 
same time warn sinners to flee from the con- 
sequent coming wrath ? By the same means. 
In so doing we may expect to meet with 
opposition, and 'perhaps with persecution, 
even as they did, but if we indeed believe 
what we profess, that will not deter us. I 
am no admirer of Dauiel O'Connell, but I 
am willing to take the hint of Bro. Osier, in 
this matter, and adopt his well known motto 
Agitate, Agitate, Agitate. It is only by 
agitating the question that we can make its 
importance known. And this is the course 
which wo will pursue if we are really in 



earnest. And surely if indeed it be true 
that the day of the Lord is nigh at hand, 
there is room for earnestness. The subject 
is one of tremendous importance. Its great- 
ness cannot be overestimated. The fate of 
the world is dependent opon it, and if men 
could only be convinced of its realities, they 
would infallibly be led to flee to the Saviour 
and thus avoid the coming storm. 

But let earnestness be tempered by pru- 
dence and by stern adherence to the teach- 
ing of the grace of God. Thanks to past 
errors there is a prevailing impression in the 
minds of many, that there is a close connec- 
tion between fanaticism and a belief in the 
Lord's speedy coming. Hence the necessity 
of prudence. Thanks to the terrible error of 
Materialists, there is a prevailing impression 
that there is a connection between the doc- 
trine of the Lord's speedy coming or the 
other doctriuea flowing from it and heretical 
error. Hence the necessity of a strict ad- 
herence to the Word of God, and an entire 
rejection of all false and heretical ideas. 
There are advantages and disadvantages to 
being connected with the Advent Church. 
It is no small disadvantage to be regarded 
with suspicion by other denominations, and 
to be made to feel that you are looked - upon 
as a fanatic or a heretic, or both. But to 
the Christiau this position, howevGr unpleas- 
ant it may be, is attended with this advan- 
tage, that it places him upon his guard 
and renders him more watchful over 
himself than he would otherwise be. This 
is no small mutter. The whole tendency of 
of human nature is towards error, and we 
are only prevented from yielding to that ten- 
dency by the restraining grace of God. 
•'Behold," says the Lord to his ancient peo- 
ple, "thou hast spoken aud done evil things 
as thou couldst." It is therefore a cause of 
thankfulness when the Lord so hedges up 
our ways that we cannot speak or do evil 
things without being made to feel the con- 
sequences of so doing. 

Closely connected with the subject of the 
best mode of directing men's thoughts to the 
coming of Christ, although not immediately 
succeeding it, was the discussion at the meet- 
ing- of the American Millenial Association, 
about the past history of Pre-milleuialism in 
America. It was to me a somewhat curious 
thing to hear great, sober, thinking men, who 
had passed through the whirlwind of 1843, 
and been lifted off their feet by it, relate 
their past experience and confess their error. 
Never having been exposed to the same in- 
fluences as they were, I am unable to enter 
into their feelings, or to comprehend how 
with such a declaration in the Word of God 
as "Of that day knoweth no man," they 
could ever have fallen into such a mistake. 
But the thought has frequently occured to 
me, ought this mistake to be received as 
proof that they must needs Jae mistaken in 
thinking that the day of the Lord is nigh ? 
I cannot see that it should. One man may 
imagine that the Lord would come in 1837, 
another that he would come iu 1843, a third 
in 1857, and a fourth in 1866, and all may 
be wrong, but surely it would be a great 
mistake to take for granted that therefore 
his coming cannot take place for a century 
or a millenium. If I am sick and one phy- 
sician gives it as his opinion that I will die 
within a week, a second that I will die with- 
in a fortnight, a third that I will die within 
three weeks, and a fourth that my decease 
will take place within a month, does it fol- 
low that because I outlive all of their peri- 
ods that therefore I will continue to live tor 
twenty or thirty years ? Does it follow that 
these four physicians have erred in predict- 
ing my speedy decease ? I trow not. Their 
solo error might consist in fixing the precise 
date of it, but one and all of them might bo 
right in the main. And so may it be, and 
so I believe it is, with those who believed 
that the Lord would come in 1^37 or 1843. 
They erred only in fixing the precise period, 
but they were right in the great truth, 
that the day of the Lord is nigh, even 
at the doors. And it is this truth that we 
should hold by and refuse to let go. Pa- 
tiently abiding God's time, looking for and 
hasting the coming of the day of God, we 
should adopt the mental attitude of the Thess- 
alonians who turned from dumb idols to 
serve the living and true God, and to wait 
for his Son from heaven, even Jesus who 
delivered us from the wrath to come. This 
cannot be wrong, this must be right, for 
even although, the Lord should not come for 
another hundred years, which I do not be- 
lieve, we cannot tell that such will be the 
case, for the reason which proves that no 
man can tell when he will come, proves with 
equal cogency that no man can tell when he 
will not come, for "Of that day knoweth no 
man ;" while on the other hand Christ has 
said "Be ye also ready, for at such a time as 
ye think not the Son of Man comcth." 

But another thought has occurred to me. 
Those who looked for the Lord's coming in 
1843 were, as all men knew, mistaken, and 
had in consequence to stand the brunt of the 
ridicule, both of the world and the church. 
But grant that they were sincere in the be- 
lief, and also granting that they were dis- 
posed to believe that he was coming because 
they loved him, can it be believed that he 
was grieved or displeased at their mistaken 
expectations? I trow not. Some months 
since I had occasion to visit Montreal, and 



resided there for a week in the house of a 
friend. During almost the whole of that time 
my friend and his wife were absent, and did 
not return till the close of the week. The 
boat by which they were coming was ex- 
pected to arrive about three o'clock, and 
when the hour came, the children were all 
dressed and ready to receive them, and like 
all children in like circumstances, full of 
gleeful expectations. From some cause, 
however, the boat was delayed and did not 
reach its destination till nearly eight o'clock, 
so that -all their excitement was thrown 
away ; but when my friends reached home 
at last, and when their children rushed out 
with a shout to greet them, crying "oh papa, 
oh mamma why did you not come sooner ? 
we have been waiting for you for five hours," 
think you that. they were displeased? think 
you that they rebuked their dear little ones 
because they wished them to come back 
sooner than they did ? I trow not. On the 
contrary, had they seen their children mani- 
fest indifference to their return they would 
have been deeply grieved. 

But the Lord loves his children far better 
than my friends love theirs, for has he not 
given his only begotten and well beloved Son to 
die that they might live ? and we may rest as- 
suredthat he will notregard with indifference, 
far less with displeasure, their longing for the 
fulfillment of his promise, "I wil' come 
again," even although they may have fallen 
into mistakes as to the time when that prom- 
ise should be fulfilled. What do such mis- 
takes amount to but that they have misun- 
derstood the chronological numbers, or mis- 
interpreted the predicted signs, and after all 
that is a small matter, if they were right in 
'concluding that Christ was coming soon, and 
were striving to be prepared for the event. 
But what should be said of those who en- 
tirely ignore the subject of his coming, and 
and still more of those who not only ignore 
it but are offended at those who proclaim it ? 
Is it likely that such a course of conduct can 
be agreeable to him who loved us and who 
has washed us from our sins in his own 
blood ? Is it indicative of love to him ? The 
blessing of the Lord it maketh rich, and he 
addeth no sorrow with it, but is it likely that 
that blessing will be sent to those* who net 
in such a way ? For my part, if I must 
needs go to an extreme, I had rather com- 
mit the mistake of looking for the Lord on a 
particular day, than of not looking for him 
at all. The one would be simply a blunder, 
the other is a sin.

CHRIST AND HIS TEACHINGS. 

Christ, the Saviour of fallen man, when 
here in the flesh, suffering all that human na- 
ture can endure, used the utmost simplicity iu 
his teachings. He spoke to them of the 
mountains, of the sea, of the forest trees, aud 
things that could be easily understood by 
the common people. Hence they came out 
en masse to hear the divine problem ex- 
plained. How different his style from many 
of the D. D.s of our day, which to understand 
you must consult one of Webster's Una- 
bridged. In the gospel of Luke we have a 
divine problem recorded, "For whosoever 
will save his life shall lose it ; but whosoever 
shall lose his life for my sake, the same shall 
save it." This cannot be solved by Euclid, 
or any rules of mathematics, but by a lofty 
and spiritual process of reasoning, and a 
humbling of ourselves under the " Cross of 
Christ. This saying of Christ seems to in- 
volve us in death anyhow. By loving this 
world and neglecting our future state, that 
changeless condition, when the filthy shall 
remain so, we shall be doomed to the horrors 
of the second death. But on the contrary 
by renouncing the world and embracing the 
gospel, may find a murtyr's crown and roam 
o'er the fair plains of Eden, where sighs 
and groans are unknown. How is death to be 
avoided ? Where is safety ? All our hopes 
are at stake, and the divine problem must 
be solved. If life and the whole world here 
gained, and the soul be cast away, what 
would be the profit ? But if health and 
pleasure be renounced for Christ or to spread 
the gospel, then all is gained. And what 
though the sun sets for a moment in a cloud 
of temporal darkness and death, it will sure- 
ly rise in the full blaze of a glorious immor- 
tality. This is the soi rowing state of God's 
chosen people ; and from this vale of earth's 
shades, they pass on to the mansions of eter- 
nal joy, when tears shall be wiped away 
from all eyes.

THE PULTON ST. PRAYER MEETING, 
AND THE GREA-T REVIVAL 
OP 1857-8. 



MR. LANPHIER, THE ORIGINATOR. 

He bad been a merchant. He knew how 
difficult it was to get a devotional meeting 
in the evening. Ho knew that the hour of 
leisure for merchants, clerks, draymen, aud 
men of toil. He resolved to open a daily 
meeting for prayer from 12 to 1. It was to 
be a union meeting — one of short songs, brief 
speeches, and limited supplications. The 
old, long, cold, formal routiue was to be bro- 
ken up. No one should be obliged to stay 
the whole hour. Any one could come iu 
and go out when he pleased — stay one min- 
ute or one hour — sing, or pray, or speak, or 
depart. 

Much of the freshness of the meeting and 
unflagging interest is due to the presence of 
strangers. One of the rules required the 
leader each day to especially invite ''brethren 
from abroad to take part in the meeting." 

Scarcely a day passes in which some voice 
is not lifted which was never heard before 
in that room. The speaker merely expresses 
his gratification at what he sees and hears, 
or makes some suggestions, or proposes a 
subject of prayer, or narrates some recent 
manifestation of God's grace in the neighbor- 
hood from which he comes. His presence 
is felt as a stimulous and encouragement by 
those present. Particularly is this the case, 
when, as often occurs, the meeting is in- 
formed that the reports, whether verbal or 
in print, of what God has been pleased to do 
in the North Dutch Consistory room and 
similar places in New York, going out 
through the land, have wrought in some com- 
munities like a spark touching a whole train 
of combustibles. 

ORIGIN OF NOONDAY MEETING. 

The idea of a meeting such as was insti- 
tuted flashed on the mind of the Missionary 
one day while he was contemplating the des- 
titution of the lower part of New York. Mr. 
Lanphier tells his own story with touching 
simplicity : "Going my rounds in the per- 
formance of my duty one day, as I was walk- 
ing along the streets, the idea was suggested 
to my mind that an hour of prayer, from 12 
to 1 o'clock, would be beneficial to business 
men, who usually in great numbers take that 
hour for rest aud refreshment. The idea 
was to have singing, prayer, exhortation, re- 
lation of religious experience, as the case 
might be ; that none should be required to 
stay the whole hour ; that all should come 
and go as their engagements should allow or 
require, or their iuclinatious dictate. 

It was decided to open a men's prayer 



meeting at the hour of noon. The services 
should not exceed five minutes each No 
sectarian topic should be introduced. Much 
song should distinguish the meeting. The 
service should continue but one hour — should 
begin on the striking of the hour of 12, and 
close at 1 precisely. Much notice was given 
of the intended service, and a card issued at 
the time in a graphic manner, tells the story : 
"Daily prayer meeting from 12 to 1 o'clock. 
Stop five, ten, or twenty minutes, or the 
whole hour as your time admits." The place 
appointed for the meeting was in a small 
upper room used as a Sunday-School room 
in the Consistory building, in the rear of the 
Cnurch. 

THE FIRST MEETING. 

At 12 o'clock on September 23, 1857, the 
doors were thrown open to all who were 
ready to avail themselves of the invitation 
to attend a noonday prayer-meeting in the 
heart of New York, in the busiest place and 
busiest season of the year. The Missionary 
was to Conduct the service. The movement 
was a bold one. The appointed day came, 
the hotlr of 12 was struck on the chime of 
Old Trinity ; the Missionary was in the small 
upper room ; but no attendance came. At 
half-past 12 the step of a solitary one was 
heard on the stairs. One was added, then 
another, till six persons made up the compa- 
ny- 

On the 8th of October the meeting so in- 
creased that the small upper room was 
abandoned. The large lecture room was 
opened, and in that room the meetings have 
daily been since held. The new room was 
ornamented with cards of caution and instruc- 
tion to the attendants of the meeting. "Breth- 
ren are earnestly requested to adhere to the 
five minute rule ;" "Prayers and exhorta- 
tious not to exceed five minutes, in order to 
give all an opportunity ;" "Not more than 
two consecutive prayers or exhortations ; 
"No controversial point discussed," are spec- 
imens of their character. To the leader of 
the meeting the rules were laid down : "Be 
prompt. Commencing precisely at 12 
o'clock ;" "The leader is not expected 
to exceed ten minutes iu opening the 
meeting. 1. Open the meeting by singing 
from three to five verses of a hymn. 2. 
Prayer. 3. Read a portion cf the Scrip- 
tures. 4. Say the meeting is now open for 
prayer and exhortations, observing particu- 
larly the ru'es overhead, inviting brethren 
from abroad to take part in the service. 5. 
Read but one or two requests at a time — re- 
quiring a prayer to follow — such prayer to 
have special reference to the same. 9. In 
case of my suggestion or proposition by any 
person, say this is simply a Prayer Meeting, 
aud that they are out of order, and call on 
some brother to pray. 7. Give out the clos- 
ing hymn five minutes before 1 o'clock. Re- 
quest the Benediction from a Clergyman, if 
one be present.." 

The success of the meeting surprised all 
who had watched its beginning and progress. 
That a meeting for prayer could be inter- 
esting, was a novelty. For more than fif- 
teen years a New York prayer meeting was 
a stereotyped thing — long, dull, and inani- 
mate. The elders, and deacons prayed, 
talked, and sang. A full half-hour was con- 
sumed in opening. Prayers for the same 
purpose, and in the same language, of the 
same length, and by the same persons, were 
repeated year after year. The few young 
people who were compelled to attend such 
meetings could go to sleep, and on waking 
up tell by the theme how near to the con- 
clusion the prayer was by the matter in 
hand. The singing was dull and the old 
routine so tiresome that few attended the 
church prayer-meeting in any congregation. 
But a new era was dawning.^ 

PECULIARITIES OF THE NEW MEETING. 

Brevity was its marked feature. It took 
some men a long time to get broken in. Men 
who had prayed twenty years iu the same 
words, with the same ^gngth, on the same 
topics, could not realize how short a time 
five minutes were, and before they got ready 
to pray their time was up. Often a rap on 
the desk from the Leader was needed. Ear- 
nestness marked the meeting. Instead of 
long and painful pauses, two, three, and often 
more persons, would struggle for the floor. 
Twice as many persons wanting to speak or 
pray as could find lime ; this made each per- 
Bon jealous that "the five minutes' rule" 
should be strictly enforced. The singing 
was ecstatic The best voices of the whole 
church came out in song, and in the hallowed j 
old tuues that in volume and power could be 
heard in no place but in Fulton street. That 
a meeting for prayer could be enthusiastic, 
crisp, exciting, and that tbe close could be 
reached too soon or the hour seem too short, 
was a wonder. At first it was a men's 
prayer-meeting aud none others would attend. 
The hour was found to be exactly suited to 
the busiuess customs of our city. The rule 
of New York is to allow clerks and others to 
have from 12 to 1 o'clock for refreshments, 
aud this hour was allotted by these young 
men to this daily prayer-meeting. They 
came with bank books in their hands, pen- 
cils behind the car, memorandum books just 
peeping out of their pockets, and other marks 
of trade about them, and joined heartily in 
the service. Carmen and waggon-men drove 
up their teams to the curbstone, in their 



frocks, with the marks of their employ on 
them, came into the meeting, joined heartily 
in the song of praise, knelt down and prayed, 
and then passed out, jumped on their teams, 
and drove off to their work. The merchant 
from his store, the mechanic from his shop, 
the carman from his cart, the clerk from his 
desk, the lad from the errand, the lawyer 
from his brief — all were to be seen in this 
place of prayer. 

THE WORK EXTENDING. 

Three rooms could not hold all the people 
who desired to attend. John street Meth- 
odist Church, the oldest in America, was 
thrown open for daily prayer and was crowd- 
ed. Within a year from the time the lone 
Missionary was on his knees in prayer to 
God to bless the meeting about to be held, 
in what was but the original six, one a Pres- 
byterian, one a Baptist, one a Congregntion- 
nlist, one a Reformed Dutch, several hun- 
dred places are opened daily for prayer on 
the Fulton street plan in tljo city of New 
York. In February, 1868, a noonday 
prayer-meeting was opened in Jaynes Hall, in 
Philadelphia, capable of seating three thou- 
sand persons. This immense room was 
crowded daily. The leading clergy and lay- 
men in Philadelphia gave the meeting coop- 
eration, and its fame for size, spirit, and suc- 
cess filled the land. The revival pervaded 
the whole City of Brotherly Love. Concert- 
rooms, theatres, engine-houses, bar-rooms, 
were open for prayer and all were crowded. 
Immense tents were spread, under which 
thousands were seated to worship God. Al- 
most daily telegraphs came from spiritual 
brethren in Philadelphia to the leader of the 
noonday meeting in New York, telling of the 
great things God was doing for his church 
and for the salvation of souls. Prayer-meet- 
inga similar in kind were simultaneously es- 
tablished at all the fashionable watering 
places in the land — at Boston and Charleston 
at Baltimore and Savannah — at Portland 
and Richmond — at Chicago and New Or- 
leans. The whole land seemed to be blest 
with a spiritual rain. At the end of the 
fourth month, the little cloud that arose from 
the sea at New York covered all the coun- 
try.. No paper could be opened in which 
refereuce was not made to the "unwonted or 
glorious revival," as it was called in all quar- 
ters. It spread among all sects. It touched 
all classes. It was a spectacle of unwonted 
confidence in God. All seemed to pray and 
all to expect a blessing. The "Great Awak- 
ening" in New England, so long the theme 
of wonder, was lost sight of in the new awak- 
ening, aud the union of all Christians in 
heart and soul. 

It was a revival without machinery, or the 
aid of men known as revivalists. There was 
no undue excitement. The ordinary chan- 
nels of religious effort were alone employed 
— the Sabbath, the Sunday School, the usual 
preaching of the gospel, the meetings of 
prayer, and what are understood by the or- 
dinary "means of grace." There was no ex- 
citement to get up and none to keep up. 
There was enthusiasm, but, while it was joy- 
ful, it was regulated. • The doors were open 
for a noonday prayer-meeting. It was to be 
conducted on the Fnlton st. model. Men 
and women came together. Some asked for 
prayers. People prayed with ferver and 
faith. Answers came down. So it was the 
land over. Laymen were at home in these 
meetings. No learned clergyman awed them 
into the sober and staid routine of the old 
prayer-meeting. No elder with formal rule 
threw a wet blanket over the fervent spirit 
too great for his alow order of things. If 
clergymen came in they sat with the congre- 
gation. Assistance from them was gratefully 
received. Bnt they assumed no control. It 
was a layman's meeting, free and spirited. 
No jealousy was created between the clergy 
aud the laity. The lay talent, so long hid- 
den in a napkin, was shaken out, and the pas- 
tor found unexpected and abundant help in 
the church. The design of the noonday 
prayer-meeting was not to create a revival. 
It was to appoint a daily meeting for prayer. 
But a powerful revival was the fruit that 
extended round the globe. Great conven- 
tions were held in the West to guide this 
work. It was the theme in hotels, stores, 
cars, steamboats, and in all places. The 
meeting became the Religious Exchange of 
New York. All the region round contribut- 
ed to its interest. A good sermon, a state of 
revival, interesting facts of the Sabbath 
School, were repeated with warm and thrill- 
ing effect, Straugers from the country or 
foreign lands, and eminent men, could be 
seen and heard at Fulton st. Letters came 
from across the seas, Missionaries from Jeru- 
salem, Africa, and the islands amid the ocean, 
contributed to the interest of the meeting. 
Men would rise in the meeting and ask 
prayers for a friend, a son, or a wife ; for the 
conversion of a soul, the reclaim of a drunk- 
ard, or the end of some domestic trouble. 
Some, unable to be present, sent up written 
requests. Requests soon .came in from all 
parts of the land — from beyond the seas — in 
all languages, demanding a translator. Some 
of these requests were of a most touching 
character. They gave spirit and enthusiasm 
to the meeting. They came full of good 
news, and often laid the wants of foreign 
lands on the altar of this American Zion. 
Soon thanks came in for mercies, conversions* 
marvelous submissions to the Saviour, tie-* 



liverance from painful and dangerous sick- 
ness, and deliverance from death. Requests 
and letters sometimes amounted to 60 a day, 
and could not all be read for want of time. 
For years fbese requests have been a marked 
feature of the noonday meeting. 



LECTURE ON "MARTIN LUTHER," 



BY REV. DR. LORD. 



The first of Dr. Lord's lectures before the 
Christian Association was delivered to a 
very large auditory in Roger Williams Hall, 
on Monday evening, the course being maug 
urated with extraordinary success. Rev. Dr. 
Caldwell introduced the lecturer, who said : 

I propose this evening to present for your 
considerations a very great and illustrious 
name ; greater than any I have had the 
honor to discuss ; greater than Daute or 
Gallileo or Michael Angelo ; greater as a 
man, and greater as a representative of a 
grander cause than poetry, art or science, 
since it pertains more directly to the emanci- 
pation of the mind and soul and to those 
moral and religious interests^which cannot 
be transcended in importance and dignity. 

Martin Luther is the 'exponent of that 
great movement which resulted in the dis- 
enthralment of Europe from the authority 
and despotism of Rome. To him belongs the 
glory of leading successfully the grandest 
insurrection against formulas and spiritual 
tyranny which our world has seen. We 
cannot therefore speak of him without asso- 
ciating in our minds the religious struggles 
and aspirations he has experienced. We 
cannot discuss his career without primary 
reference to these ideas which produced the 
Protestant Reformation. 

And we cannot give our attention to 
grander ideas than these, whether we con- 
sider their origin, their sublimity, or their 
interest. The repetitions of ten generations 
have not destroyed their freshness. Secta- 
rians may have invested them with offensive 
technicalities. The zeal of bigoted theologi- 
and may have narrowed down their original 
significance. Yet philosophical minds will 
ever contemplate them with curisoity, and 
religious minds, whether cultivated or un- 
cultivated, with earnestness. So vast are 
these ideas that they are indivisibly con- 
nected with the progress of society and the 
interests of overy man in Christendom — 
with liberty, with education, with the whole 
tenor of society. And as their connection 
has been most marked with the past three 
hundred years, we have reason to believe it 
will be equally powerful for centuries to 
come, changing government and science and 
moulding all the relations of humble life. 

I must not dwell on the details of Luther's 
personal history, since there is probably no 
historical character with which you are 
more familiar. You know his humble child- 
hood, his difficulties in getting an education, 
his early entrance into an Augustinian mon- 
astery, his religious doubts, his glorious 
emancipations, his conflicts with monks, Doc- 
tors aud Papal embassies, his successes, dan- 
gers and victories. You know how he 
looked, and you have wondered how so 
coarse a figure and countenance could con- 
ceal so ardent and heavenly a soul. You 
have wondered how the poor miner's son, 
singing hymns for a living, without early 
advantages, could so powerfully have 
aroused his countrymen, and have so sudden- 
ly risen to such a height of greatness. It 
was the greatness of his personal gifts and 
virtues. 

Luther's gifts were such as peculiarly 
fitted him to be the leader of a great moral 
conflict. There were men in Germany more 
learned than he, greater logicians, greater 
scholars, greater philosophers, but none who 
combined such peculiar excellencies as the 
times and circumstances demanded. 

Ho was a man of great physical strength, 
and physical as well as moral courage. He 
was capable of undergoing without fatigue 
immense labors and privations. He was never 
weary in bis Herculean tttek. His animal 
spirit supported him under rebuffs and made 
him always cheerful. 

He could retire from the charmed circle of 
friendship to the most intense studies. He 
was familliar with the classics and the school- 
men, with all systems of philosophy, with 
all the creeds, the poetry and learning of his 
age ; aud added to these gifts of intellect and 
all the vast attainments which he had treas- 
ured up in his mind, he had those noble qual- 
ities of soul which give sympathy, toleration, 
love. His amenity was as remarkable as 
his talents. His person was accessible to 
every one. He was kindled with indigna- 
tion by reports of injustice. He gave every- 
thing he had away ; attached no value to 
money ; was hospitable, courteous, tender- 
hearted magnamiuious in all his aets and 
sentiments, with benevolence that knew no 
bounds, with sympathies active as electrical 
light. Everybody loved him who knew him. 
Everybody trusted him. Deceit was im- 
possible with him. He was as transparent 
as a child. 

Now let us consider his work, the services 
ho rendered, the effect of his life and labors 
on civilization. We know in general what 
that work was. I shall not enlarge on what 
is technically called the Reformation, but 
confute myself to a consideration of its lead- 
ing principles. 
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Luther did not enter upon life «with the 
desire or intention of becoming a reformer. 
By nature he was conservative and clung to 
old opinions with peculiar tenacity. He was 
only emancipated from them by violent in- 
ternal storms. 

Luther from a boy was religiously in- 
clined. The great question of all time 
pressed upon his mind With amazing force. 
"What shall it profit a man if he shall gain 
the whole World and lose his own soul." 
To solve this question of questions, he did 
what religious men for thousands of years 
had done ; he entered a monastery. It was 
believed to be peculiarly fitted for the at- 
tainment of the exalted ends he had in view. 
"Within the quiet shades of that venerable 
and consecrated retreat, surrounded by 
books, hallowed associations and holy men, 
where no tumult of the noisy world could 
disturb repose and study, he would meditate 
on the great mystery of existence. He 
entered the Augustiniun Monastery. But 
the penance, the asceticism, singing in the 
choir and meditation in the cell, did not sat- 
isfy him or give him the repose. His agonies 
and doubts remained. He could mortify his 
body but that did not satisfy his soul. At 
last, profoundly impressed with the utter 
vanity of mortal goodness, he providentially, 
like St. Augustine of old, finds light in the 
sacred scriptures. He discovers what Paul 
declares to be the true grounds of justifica- 
tion, ami is filled with holy transports and 
lofty resolutions. He renounces his studies 
and labors, for he is satisfied that the end he 
seeks is a gift, not to be bought. He be- 
comes Professor of Theology in the new 
University, dwells on the great idea so new 
to him and hia age, kindles in view of its 
vast applications. It might do for others 
what it had done for him. It might convert 
thousands. It might revolutionize the Pa- 
gan world. 

It happened about this time that the Pope 
was in great want of money, two hundred 
millions of dollars. So he sent out his agent 
to sell indulgences for sin of which he had a 
large stock, and which had been accumulat- 
ing in monastic warehouses during the mid- 
dle ages. 

Luther was indignant. His whole soul 
• was roused. . He saw with his clear head 
that it was at war with all that was vital in 
the fundamental principles of Christianity. 
His protest against the system of penance 
and self-expiation was the first great step in 
the reformation. This great idea was the 
foundation and substance of the ninety-five 
propositions which he affixed to the gate of 
Wellenberg University. This kindled the 
devastating fire which swept over Germany 
and almost reached the Papal throne. It 
made a sensation such as only new ideas can 
make. The students, professors, and people 
of Wellenberg were electrified. The new 
invention of printing scattered the new doc- 
trines into every hamlet. The people could 
not but see that deliverence from papal' im- 
posture was at hand. The whole fabric of 
society was shaken. The people of Germa- 
ny said one to another "Why if these views 
of Luther arc true, all our penances, and 
offerings, and sacrifices are worse than 

wasted. Thfiy nrp. nn insult to the God of 

Heaven, and we are as Pagans." 

It was necessary to silence Luther. It 
was time for the Pope to be alarmed. These 
ninety-five propositions were the basis of a 
movement which gave frigtful indications of 
an awful contest. The Pope sent of his 
most learned men to argue with Luther and 
contute him. But Luther was not the man 
to be silenced. He challenged the whole 
Chnrcb. The more the question was dis- 
cussed, the brighter the truth shone. In his 
Leipsic controversy with Eck, the whole 
authority of the Catholic Church was cited 
against his doctrines. An inspiration of 
genius seized him. He denied the authoity 
of the Pope's Councils and Universities, and 
appealed to the scriptures as the only and 
ultimate standard. This developed the sec- 
ond idea of the reformation — the supreme 
authority of the Bible in all matters of re- 
ligious faith. 

"But who," said the Romanist, "shall in- 
terpret the Scripture ? Ooly the church and 
the clergy. It requires learning and wisdom 
to reconcile so many contradictions." But 
Luther said "no," let there be private judg- 
ment. Thus was born the third great idea 
of the Reformation : that every man has a 
right to interpret the Scripture for himself. 
This gave to the reformation its enthusiasm. 
This has been the parent of civil liberty and 
caused all those revolutions which have re- 
sulted in the establishment of the right of 
man. It is this that has given Luther im- 
mortality. In the battles to which he is now 
called, we recognize not so much the theolo- 
gian and philosopher as the man of action. 
He toils on, fighting Popes, burning Bulls, 
fuhriimrtrngTrantheuias, reducing monks, as- 
sailing all that was most venerable, en- 
couraging the marriage of Priests and abol- 
ishing ceremonies and symbols. The Pope 
would kill him if he could catch him, but 
Luther is preserved and protected by a pow- 
fnl Prince. He is summoned before the 
Diet of Worms, and there nobly illustrated 
the repose and majesty which reliance on 
truth can give in'the hour of danger. 

We will not follow him through the ex- 
periences of his declining years to his tri- 
umphant death, in the town in which ho was 
born. When we remember his triumphs 
over the disadvantages of poverty, his ex- 
traordinary attainments, his unparalleled la- 
bors, his heroic courage, his serene •faith ; 
when we remember his translation of the 
Bible, the psalms, hymns and commentaries 
which he prepared, his controversial writings, 
theological lectures, eloquent sermons, vast 
correspondence and the general oversight of 
affairs he was obliged to maintain, we can- 
not but feel that no man ever rendered great- 
er services to humanity or more richly de- 
serves his transcendent fame.

if there be any other commandment it is 
briefly comprehended in this saying, namely, 
Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself." 
How is it possible to crowd in the seventh 
day ? See how plain : "If there be any 
other." Would he, could he, as the great 
preacher and expounder of the blessed gos- 
pel, omit anything needful lor the Gentile 
Church to observe ? No, never. Neither 
Paul nor Jesus could ever be so near the 
seventh-day Sabbath again. 

Why not then say, "Keep the seventh 
day." None of our seventh-d»y brethren 
come half so near to omit saying, "Keep 
the Commandments." 

But he says, "Jesus never abolished the 
Sabbath." I ask if Jesus himself ever abol- 
ished the Mosaic ritual ? The ordinance of 
the Passover, which in Exodus 12 : 14-17, 
is styled "an ordinance forever," or any one 
of the 23 Commandments in the 20th chap- 
ter ? or any of the 31 in the 21st chapter, or 
the 27th in the 22d chapter ? or the 26 in 
the 23d chapter ? Did he ever abolish the 
offering of the scapegoat ? In Lev. 16: 29, 
we read, "This shall be a statute forever unto 
you," and in the 34th verse, "And this shall 
be an everlasting statute unto you to make 
an atonement once a year." He "came not 
to destroy, but to fulfill." Paul has told us' 
something about the abolishing, but says no- 
where that our Lord retained or excepted 
the seventh day. "The law came by Moses» 
but grace and truth came by Jesus Christ." 

The seventh day, or creation's Sabbath 
was a thing of Eden. The curse excluded 
sinful mortals from its joy ; outside of Eden 
there is no rest ; all is toil, pain and care. 
But the rest or keeping of a Sabbath that 
Paul speaks of, "remaining," or is preserved, 
as is our Eden for the Eden state ; there is 
rest. All the joy that cluster around a holy 
Sabbath where all is peace and quiet, no dog 
to bark, or boys with loud clamor in the 
streets to anuoy ; no sin, no pain, no long 
procession following the hearse in mournful 
silence ; no loud pealing of great bells from 
towering Rome, that calls the Papists to 
prayer at early dawn ; no remembrance that 
fifty millions of martyred saints are crying, 
how long. No ! where such thiugs exist, 
there can be no Sabbath rest. No, we look 
for that rest that remains, that "cannot be 
shaken" or "removed;" kept safe for the 
weary pilgrim when the labor and toil is 
over ; to be enjoyed with the "Lord of the 
Sabbath day." 

G, what a blessed Sabbath morning that 
will be ! what a great church-meeting, camp- 
meeting, love-feast, class-meeting ; the holy 
kiss, the loving embrace, the fraternal greet- 
ing of dearest friends! the enrapturing 
scenes when long parted friends that have 
loved, shall meet and find a "heavenly union." 
That is the rest ; and let me dwell in immor- 
tal bloom, and in unfading youth with gar- 
ments white, and forever see the glory of 
Eden restored. There let me ever dwell.

SOME REFLECTIONS UPON THE SEV- 
ENTH DAY SABBATH 

A great deal is, and has been said about 
the ten Commandments, and they are said to 
be what was written on the two tables of 
stone given to Moses. In the margin it is 
"ten words," which of more than 100 in Ex- 
odus is the ten ? The Catechism has culled 
out ten from the twenty-three in the twen- 
tieth chapter. If that was the Decalogue, 
the ten Commandments sure, and because 
the Sabbath is among them. It follows there- 
fore that what "God himself wrote," must 
be of perpetual obligation upon us ; and we 
are referred to the seventh day of creation, 
&c, and then are told that our Saviour 
"never abolished" the seventh day Sabbath, 
and therefore "we must keep the Command- 
ments," the seventh day especially ! Now, 
will some brother tell me where was the sev- 
enth day, creation's Sabbath, after the fiery 
flame was set to guard the way to, and of the 
tree of Life ? Was it ever once enjoyed out- 
side of Eden ? Can you point to one of all 
the ancient worthies that ever kept a sev- 
enth-day Sabbath down to A M 251-3 ? at 
that time, Exodus 12 : 2, it is said, "This 
shall be unto you the beginning of months, 
the first month of the year." Was not the 
law then and there instituted a national rit- 
ual for their observance during their national 
existence ? The law aud the prophets were 
until Johu. Was there auy intimation 
given to Abraham of a seventh-day Sabbath 
for him to observe? When the young man 
came to Jesus to ask "What good thing 
shall I do to inherit eternal life ?" and was 
told to "keep the Commandments," he said 
"Which?" Matt. 19: 18. Our Saviour 
names six of the "Decalogue," but no sev- 
enth-day Sabbath If it was so binding as 
some say it is, how could he fail to refer to 
it here, for he never was asked "Which" so 
directly, and in view of "eternal life" too, 
where he could in as few words say, keep 
the seventh-day Sabbath ; just say so, and 
that would have settled that question. But 
nowhere in all his teaching does he say keep 
the seventh-day. 

AL'itin. when the Great Defender of the 
gospel in all its paitswas enforcing the Com- 
mandments in Romans 13:9, he also names 
six. But alter naming five he says "And

A LABORER IN THE FIELD AGAIN. 

As many of the readers of the Herald are 
acquainted with our dear Bro.

loved work with new zeal and increasing ac- 
tivity. 

For the last three weeks those here who 
have been looking and longing for the great 
Shephered to appear, have been fed by this 
under shepherd, and he has dispensed to us 
rich food from the sweet pastures of heavenly 
truth. Our hearts were stirred to their 
depths by his words of warniug. Deep hu- 
mility aud penitence took possession of our 
souls, as Christ, the spotless Lamb of God, 
was dwelt upon as having become the man 
of sorrows aud acquainted with grief for our 
transgressions. And blessed confidence aud 
exultant joy were excited as he spoke of the 
precious promises of his return, for the glori- 
fication of all that believe. He had evident- 
ly drank deep from the fount of holy inspi- 
ration, as he gave utterance to words that 
seemed to burn in his own heart, and to go 
with melting power to the hearts of those 
who heard him. May the same power at- 
tend his labors wherever he goes ; may open 
hearts and doors ever be found to receive 
him, and he be spared to labor in the bless- 
ed work of gathering sheaves for the heav- 
enly garner, till the Lord of the harvest come, 
and the laborer's work be done.

SCRIPTURE PRECEPTS CONCERNING 
MEEKNESS. 



Meekness is a lovelygrace, and is reck- 
oned by the apostle as one of the "fruits of 
the Spirit* Gal. 5 : 22. . In these days of 
pride, self-will, and arrogance, it is truly re- 
freshing to recognize this Christ-like trait. 
Meekness is simply humility, resignation, 
submission to the Divine will, withont mur- 
muring or peevishness. It is a grace which 
will act an important part in fitting us to 
dwell with God. None of the ancient heath- 
en philosophers, who are lauded for their ex- 
cellencies, deemed to have understood, or 
recomineuded this virtue. Need we say that 
the one who selected the following for the 
Review has our thauks ? It is from the pen 
of that excellent divine, Matthew Henry. 

If we lay the word of God before us for 
our rule, and will be ruled by it, we shall 
find meekness aud quietness as much our 
duty as our ornament. We are there told, 
as the will of God, that we must "seek meek- 
ness." 

1. This command we have in Zeph. 2 : 
3, and it is especially directed to the meek. 
"Seek ye the 'Lord, all ye meek of the 
earth ;" "seek meekness." Though they 
were meek, and were pronouueed so by Him 
who searches the heart, yet they must seek 
meekness : which teaches us that those who 
have some degree of this grace, have still 
need of more, and must desire aud endeavor 
to obtain more. 

Paul was a man of great attainments in 
grace, and yet we find him "forgetting those 
things which were behind, and reaching 
forth to those that were before." Those who 
"took joyfully the spoiling of their goods," 
are yet told that they "have need of patience." 
Thus the meek of the earth (who, being on 
the earth, are in a state of infirmity and im- 
perfection, of trial and temptation,) have still 
need of njeekness ; that is, they must learn 
to be yet more calm and composed, more 
steady, and even, and regular, in the gov- 
ernment of" their passions, and in the manage- 
ment of their whole conversation. They 
who have silenced all angry words, must 
learn to suppress the first risiugs and emo- 
tions of angry thoughts- 

It is observable that when the meek of 
the earth are especially directed to seek 
meekness, when the day of the Lord's anger 
hastens on, when the times are bad, and des- 
olating judgments are breaking in, then we 
have occasion for all the meekness we have, 
and all we can get, and all is little enough ; 
meekness to bear the trial, aud to bear our 
testimony in the trial. There is sometimes 
"an hour of temptation," ^critical day, when 
the exercise of* meekness is tbo work of the 
day ; sometimes the children of men are more 
than ordinarily provoking, and then the 
children of God have more thau common 
need of meekness. When God is justly an- 
gry, and men are unjustly angry, there is 
anger enough .stirring, and theu "blessed are 
the meek," who are careful to keep posses- 
sion of their souls when they can keep pos- 
session of nothing else. 

Now the way prescribed for the attain- 
ment of meekness, i» to seek for it. Ask of 
God ; pray for it : it is a fruit of the. Spirit ; 
it is given by the God of all grace* 'and to 
him we must'go for it. It is a branch of 
that wisdom which he that lacketh must ask 
of God, and it shall be given him. The God 
we address is called "the God of patience 
and consolation ;" and he is the God of con- 
solation, because the God of patience, and as 
such we must look to him when we come to 
him for grace to make us "like-minded," that 
is, meek aud loving one toward another. 

God's people are, and should be, a people 
that "covet the best gifts," and make their 
court to the best Giver, who "ncVer said to 
the praying seed of Jacob, Seek in vain ;" 
but has given us an assurance firm enough 
for us to build upon, and rich enough for us 
to encourage ourselves with, — "Seek and ye 
shall find." What would we more ? Seek 
meekness, and ye shall find it. The promise 
annexed is very encouraging to the meek of t he 
earth who seek meekness : "it may be ye 
shall be hid in the day of the Lord's anger." 
Though it be a promise with an "it may be," 
yet it ministers abundance of comfort ; and 
the meek ones of the earth that hope in his 
mercy, and can venture their all upon an in- 
timation of his good-will, shall find, to their 
comfort, that when God brings a flood upon 
the world of the ungodly, he has an ark for 
all his Noahs, his resting, quiet people, in 
which they shall be hid. 

2. We must put on meekness. "Put on, 
therefore, (as the elect of God, holy and be- 
loved) — meekness." It is oue of the mem- 
bers of the new man which we must put on. 
Put it on as armor .to keep provocations 
from the heart, and defend the vitals. They 
who have tried it will say it is "armor of 
proof." When you are putting on "the 
whole armor of God," do not forget this. 
Put it on as attire, as your necessary cloth- 
ing, which you cannot go without ; look upon 
yourselves as uugirt, undrest, unblest with- 
out it. Put it on as a livery garment, by 
which you may be known to be the disciples 
of the meek, and humble, aud patient Jesus, 
and to belong to that peaceable family. Put 
it on as an ornament, as a robe aud a diadem, 
by which you may be both beautified and 
dignified in the eyes of others. Put it on as 
the elect of God, holy aud beloved, because 
you are so iu profession ; aud that you may 
approve yourselves so in truth, bo clothed 
with meekness as the elect of God, a chosen 
people, whom God hath set apart for him- 
self from the rest of the world, as holy . 
study these graces, which put such a lustre 
upon holiness, and recommend it to those I 
that are without, as beloved of God and be- 
loved of men : for love's sake, put on meek- 
ness. What winning, persuasive rhetoric is , 
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here ! enough, one would think, to smooth 
the roughest soul, and to soften and sweeten 
the most obstinate heart ! Meekness is a 
grace of the Spirit's working, a garment of 
his preparing, but we must put it on, we must 
lay our souls under the commanding power 
and influence of it. Put it on, not as a loese 
outer garment, to be putoff in hot weather, but 
let it cleave to us, as a girdle cleaves to a 
man's loins ; «o put it on as to reckon our- 
selves naked to our shame without it. t f& } 
3. We must follow after meekness. This 
precept we have in 1 Tim. 6: 11. Meek- 
ness is here put in opposition to those foolish 
and hurtful lusts that Timothy must flee 
from: "Thou, O man of God, flee these 
things, and follow after righteousness, godli- 
ness, faith, love, patiences, meekness." See 
what good company it is ranked with. Every 
Christian is in a sense a man of God, and 
those that belong to God are concerned to 
be, aud do, so as to recommend themselves to 
him, and his religion to the world ; therefore 
let the men of God follow after meekness. 
While others are ingenious and industrious 
enough in following after malice and revenge, 
projecting and prosecuting angry designs, be 
you wise aud diligent to preserve the peace, 
both within doors aud without. Following 
meekness bespeaks a sincere desire, and a 
serious endeavor to get the mastery of our 
passion, and to check, govern, and moderate 
all the motions of it. Follow meekness, that 
is, as much as iu you lies, live peaceably 
with all -men, endeavoring to keep the unity 
of the Spirit ; we can but make one side in 
the dispute ; if others will quarrel, let us be 
peacable : if others will strike fire, that is 
their fault ; let us not be as tinder to it. 

THE REFUGEE CHURCH. 

The following interesting narrative of a 
Baptist church which fled from oppression at 
Fredericksburg, Va., to Washington, D. C, 
we find in the Christian Secretary : 

At the outbreak of the rebellion, there was 
a colored Baptist church at Fredericksburg, 
Va., consisting of nearly 750 members, all 
slaves with the exception of about one hun- 
dred. This church had purchased a house 
of worship, fitted it up in good taste at an 
expense of a little over four thousand dollars, 
from their owu hard earnings by over-work, 
&c According to the slave code of laws, a 
congregation of colored people could not as- 
semble even for religious worship without a 
white man being present. Thus, they had a 
white man they called pastor, and a colored 
brother who preached to them, whom they 
called their speaker. 

As oue of the foundation principles of slav- 
ery is to rob the colored man, the white pas- 
tor took the salary, three hundred dollars ; 
the preacher got nothing. When our army 
evacuated Fredericksburg, Aug. 30, 1862. 
many of the colored population left with 
them. Their owners were running them 
South to save them, so they were obliged to 
escape to our army and leave all behind- 
Ainong those who left was tins church al- 
most in a body; nt least, over five hundred 
of them came off ; including five out of six 
deacons, with their preacher, liro. "Walker, 
they struck for freedom. One of their num- 
ber, a free brother, with his horse and cart, 
was very active in bringing to the river the 
2oodsand little ones of his brethren. As Le 
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came down with the last load just as the pon- 
toon bridge was beiug taken up, one of the 
"chivalry" rode up to him, demauded "what 
he meant by running oft* his property /" drew 
his pistol, and shot him dead by the side of 
his cart. These five huudred members came 
to Washington and scattered through the 
city, finding employment where they could, 
creeping with their wives and little ones into 
any corner -which afforded shelter, many be- 
ing obliged to lie out on the naked earth. 
What they suffered, what privations they un- 
derwent the following winter, is only known 
to him whose watchful eye was over them. 
I wish many of your readers could sit as I 
have, aud listen to the recital of their suffer- 
ings. I am sure many an eye would moisten, 
and if auy one has voted against the Consti- 
tutional amendment, he would pray God to 
forgive him, and ask for an opportunity to 
retrieve the act. 

As a church they clung together. The 
colored churches here were literally full ; 
their houses of worship crowded. There ap- 
peared to be "no room" for them. They did 
not wish to unite with other churches, but to 
keep up their own organization, thinking the 
time might come when they coiild return to 
Fredericksburg. Dr. Samson, President of 
Columbiau College, in his visits to Freder- 
icksburg, had occasionally preached for this 
colored church. They sought him and asked 
his advice. Two years ago this present fall, 
he called a council for them at the 13th 
Street Baptist church, (now Dr. Gillette's.) 
After hearing their condition and what they 
desired, it was resolved to organize them into 
a churce here, aud at their request ordain 
Bro. Walker to be their pastor. The coun- 
cil listened with deep interest to Bro. W.'s 
Christian experience and call to the ministry, 
and resolved to ordain him. It was oue of 
the most interesting meetings of the kind I 
ever attended. 

The next week the services took place, and 
they were, ushered forth a church. Where 
were they tp meet for worship ? Out of their 
scanty earnings they purchased au old build- 
ing not worth $50, lor which they paid $300, 
aud fitted it up at an expense of $400 more, 
all of which they have paid themselves. The 
question has been asked them, why have you 
done all this if you hope to return ? "Be? 
cause we love the Lord Jesus, and wish to 
worship him," they said. They have added 
to their number thirty by experience, (for 
they could not bring letters,) and about the 
same number by profession, during the two 
years they have been organized. Dr. Sam- 
son speaks in high terms of Bro. Walker, 
their pastor, as a worthy man and Christiun 
brother. There will always be in every 
church those we denominate leading mem- 
bers, or prominent men. This colored church 
has one whom I cannot forbear introducing 
to your readers. I know his history will be 
interesting to many. 

Deacon Frazier, dear readers, stands be- 
fore you, a pure African, sixty-live years old, 



very black, a countenance strongly marked 
as an humble. Christian. I called on the dea- 
con a few evenings siuce, and as I sat before 
him, I could but feel I was learning of oue 
far above me in the -divine life. Let him 
tell his own story. "I was born and raised 
a slave. When a young man, I was sold to 
an Episcopal minister, who for many years 
hired me out to a Mr. C, cashier of one of 
the Banks at Fredericksburg. He was kind 
to me all the time I worked for him. In 
1850, Mr. C. said to me one day, 'Deacon, if 
your owner will sell you, you may purchase 
yourself, and I will assist you.' O, here light 
from heaven shone into my soul now. The 
-bargain was made. I was to pay five hun- 
dred dollars for myself at fifty years of age. 
Mr. C. gave his note and insured my life. 
He had paid my owner over two thousand 
dollars for my labor. Mr. C. rented me all 
the ground I wanted for a garden, (as that 
was my business and cultivating flowers,) 
and told me to start life for myself." Here 
I must leave the deacon's history. p. 
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CONFERENCE ESSAY. 



The subject assigned us for a Conference 
^Essay, was "The Resurrections, their nature, 
order, peculiarities, and results." As the sub- 
ject was delivered extemporaneously, we can 
ouly give its substance in the Herald, with- 
out pretending to verbal accuracy. 

"Marvel not at this : for the hour is com- 
ing, in the which all that are in the graves 
shall hear his voice', and shall come forth ; 
they that have done good, unto the resurrec- 
tion of life ; and they that have done evil, 
unto the resurecction of damnation." — John 
5 : 28, 29. 

TWO FORMS OP DEATH. 

The Bible always speaks of two forms of 
death as pertaining to man, moral and physi- 
cal. Speaking of the widow who liveth in 
pleasure, Paul says she is .dead while she 
liveth." — 1 Tim. 5 : 6. This is moral or 
spiritual death, a separation from God. 
Again, "You hath he quickened who were 
dead in trespasses and sins." — Eph. 2:1. 
Once more, "Having the understanding dark- 
ened, being alienated frnm the life of God, 
&c. — Eph. 4 : 18. "When we were dead in 
sins, hath quickened us together with Christ." 
—Eph. 2 : 5. 

When did this moral or spiritual death, or 
alienation "from the life of God,"come on 
mankiud ? When man siuned and the Holy 
Spirit withdrew from him. In other words, 
in the day he eat of the "fruit of that forbid- 
den tree" in the garden of Eden. That was 
the first effect of sin. Physical death, with 
an innumerable train of ills, not named in 
the original penalty of the divine law, came 
as the consequence of the loss of spiritual 



on the condition of faith in him, and it can- 
be obtained from no other source and by no- 
other means, by any adult who has come to- 
years and a state of accountability. Every 
infant has it unconditionally till forfeited by 
unbelief and rebellion. 

It is urged that eternal life is a future be- 
stowment to be gained at the resurrection. 
Granted: for to them who "by patient con- 
tinuance in well doing seek for glory, honor, ' 
and incorruptibility, eternal life," will be 
awarded at the appearing of Christ. And 
again, "These shall go away into everlasting 
punishment ; but the righteous into life eter- 
nal." All this is true, and yet it is also true 
that "he that believeth in the Son of God 
hath (iu the present tense) eternal life." Sal- 
vation is to be received at the appearing of 
Christ. But we also have salvation now. 
Salvation is both present and future ; so also 
is eternal life. We have the rudiments of 
both salvation and eternal life here; we shall 
find thci#full development there. 

That language of the Bible iu reference to 
the present possession of eternal life, is as 
explicit as it is in reference to the bestow- 
ment of eternal life at the appearing of Christ. 
And both classes of texts are alike true. 
Why should I profess to hold to the Bible 
and deny one class and hold to the other. 

Seeing then, that all men possess a natu- 
ral soul which is the animal life-element, and 
that the word die does not, as used by our 
Saviour, imply extinction of that soul, but a 
separation from the body and its develop- 
ment iu a new form and with greater euergy, 
the doctrine of the resurrection of all that 
are in the graves, each in his own order, 
stands confirmed and immovable. 

Did I believe death was a cessation or ex- 
tinction of the soul, I should be compelled 
as an honest man to admit the doctrine, not 
only of the non-resurrection of the wicked, 
but of the righteous also ; aud thus take the 
side of the Sadducees, rather than stand with 
Paul and say, in view of their faith in the 
resurrection of both just and unjust, and the 
existence of both angels and spirits, "I am a 
Pharisee." But now holding to the faith of 
the Pharisees that there are both angels and 
spirits, I believe also in the resurrection of 
all the dead, because the mouth of the Lord 
has spoken it. 

THE RESULTS. 

The results of the resurrection will be a 
future existence of the man, consisting of 
soul, body, and spirit. Without a resurrec- 
tion the man is gone. Even admitting the 
separate existence of the soul to all eternity, 
the man that was, consisting of a corporeal 
as #ell as spiritual nature, has ceased to be. 

The future as well as the present of the 
saints of God relates to the earth. God's 
promises are to them of an eternal inheri- 
tance on earth. But without a resurrection 
of the body there am be no such inheritance 
received or enjoyed. What part can a dis- 
embodied spirit have in a physical inheritance 
like this globe ? 

The resurrection of the saints will fit them 
for fullness of enjoyment aud service. The 



life. Man was left with a natural soul to 
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spirit, to give him understanding of the things ' connected with the comin 



of this world. But this nwturat man cannot 
understand or know the things of God. they 
are foolishness to him. All the kuowledge 
we now have of divine things, is by revela- 
tiou of God, by his spirit acting on us. "This 
I is the true light which lighteth every man 
that cometh into the world." When man 
fled to hide himself from God, and sought 
covering from fig leaves, he was evidently 
spiritually dead. The sentence which fol- 
lowed affected the body: "Dust thou art and 
uuto dust thou shalt return." 

Man in the beginning possessed a two-fold 
life. "Aud the Lord God formed man of the 
dust of the ground, and breathed into Ins, 
nostrils the breath of lives," {nismath chat- 
yim.y This plural form of the Hebrew indi- 
cates a plurality of life, aud hence a plurality 
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day of judgment and the resurrection of the 
just. "You shall be recompensed at the res- 
urrection of the just." "A crown of right- 
eousness which the Lord the righteous Judge 
shall give me in that day ; and not to me 
only, but to all those also who love his ap- 
pearing." "Thy wrath is come, and the time 
of the dead that they should be judged, and 
that thou should'st give reward to thy ser- 
vants the prophets, and to the saints and 
them that fear thy name small and great, 
and shouldst destroy them that destroy the 
earth." "They lived and reigned with Christ 
a thousand years ; hut the rest of the dead 
livid not a^ain until the thousand years were 
finished ; this is the first resurrection." 
While, therefore the righteous are "blessed" 
nnd "comforted" in the intermediate state, it

psnche or natural soul. The life of the spirit 
or spiritual life, is "the zoe of God." From 
this zoe of God every sinuer is alienated, aud 
hence is dead iu trespasses and sins. 

Psuche, reudered both soul and life, is al- 
ways used to express the natural or animal 
lile. Zoe, is always used to designate the 
divine life in man, and the fact of living; but 
never to designate the animal life element. 
These distinctions are all-important in con- 
sidering this subject, for the reasou that nou- 
resurrectionists lay so much stress on such 
texts as these : "He that hath the Son hath 
life ; arM he that hath not the Son of God 
hath not life." — lJoun5:12. From this 
it is argued that the sinner will have no fu- 
ture existence. But the text makes no ref- 
erence to a future existence. It is in the 
present tense "hath life" "hath not life," and 
is a correct rendering of the Greek. If it 
means non-existence at all, it means present 
non-existence. We make a poiut here from 
which we are not to be moved. Apply the 
most rigid grammatical roles and we will 
abide their decisiou. The" text simply affirms 
that he that hath the Son hath zoe, the life of 
God. He that hath not tho Son of God hath 
not zoe, the life of God : that is he is dead in 
trespasses and sins. 

Again, he that believeth on the Son hath 
zoe Qik) everlasting ; and he that believeth 
not the Son shall not see zoe, but the wrath 
of God abideth on him." — John 3. 

Neither of these passages say or mean that 
the uubeliever has not psuche, or soul, for he 
has as long as he breathes. When he ceases 
to breathe, the psuche departs from the body 
to live in a separate form in connection with 
the spirit constituting the "inward roan." 
But they do mean that he neither has or 
will have union with Christ while he contin- 
ues an unbeliever. Christ is the fountain of 
the zoe. "In him was zoe, (life J and the 
zoe is the light of men." — John 1:14. And 
this is the record that God hath given unto 
us, eternal life (zoen aioonion, and this zoe is 
in his Son." — 1 John 5: 11. Zoen aioonion 
does not signify conscious existence merely, 
but union with God forever. The believer 
possesses the union now and it will be eter- 
nally perpetuated. The spiritiml natures is 
quickened by it, the body will be iu the res- 
urrection. Adam possessed that same union, 
but lost it by rebellion. Cluist restores it 



So also with the wicked. • It is at the res- 
urrection they are to come forth to "shame 
and everlasting contempt," or to the "resur- 
rection of dumnati<*h." "We must all appear 
before the judgment seat of Christ, that 
every one may receive in body the things he 
hath done whether good or bad." — 2 Cor. 5 : 
10. In quoting the foregoing I have left out 
the supplied or italicized words, as unneces- 
sary to the sense; and reading it thus, it 
clearly teaches the resurrection of those who 
have done evil to receive their retribution 
in body. 

Like the Apostle Paul, then, we should 
earnestly labor, if by any means we may at- 
tain unto the resurrection (cx-anastasis) out 
from among the dead, or "have part in the 
first resurrection, for on such the second 
death has no power."

but they will beat him in Congress — see if 
they don't. There is not a public sentiment 
on this subject that will hold a representa- 
tive to account if he plays into the hands of 
speculators, so long as he acts with the party 
on other questions. Prices ought to come 
down. II Congress will give McCulloch the 
legislation he asks, he will put gold at 120 
by next June, aud prices will gradually fall 
fifty per ceut. Give him his way and he 
will give us specie payments by 1867, and 
without a crash. The wages of the workmen 
at the navy yards have been reduced by or- 
der of the department. Wages are gradual- 
ly growing lower. Then how can the labor- 
er live? Prices must also come down. Mc- 
Culloch will ask Congress, for power to put 
a new loan in the market — a six per cent, 
currency loan — for the sole purpose of re- 
tiring a part of the legal tender notes in cir- 
culation.

The Queen of Spain, has given one mil- 
lion of reals, for the relief of cholera stricken 
patients m her dominion. 

The Emperor aud Empress of France, and 
Prince Imperial, for the same purpose, have 
given 50,000 francs. An official report states 
the deaths by cholera in Turkey this year to 
be 11,000 

At the recent election in Italy, the Catho- 
lic party in a house of over 400, have se- 
cured ouly .about 10 members. It is assert- 
ed by leading European Journals, that Na- 
poleon intends to withdraw his troops from 
Mexico bynnstallments, and that all will be 
withdrawn by August 1866.

The latest 
uews is that 1050 have been couvictcd and 
hung, and that probably before it is over, 
10,000 will pay the penalty of rebellion by 
hanging.

Numerous highway robberies and murders 
are of daily occurrence all over the country, 
and even on the great public thoroughfares 
of our large cities. In this city scarcely a 
night passes without a robbery or murder. 

A dispatch from Nashville, Teun., Nov. 
18th, says, "Robberies and murders still con- 
tinue in this city and vicinity. Four men 
aud one woman were killed near the Chatta- 
nooga depot last night." 



New York, Nov. 18. Rio Jameiro corres- 
pondence states that the Emperor of Brazil 
is urging a vigorous prosecution of the war. 
The allies are very sanguine that Lupez, the 
President of Paraguay, must soon succumb. 
On the occurence of such an event their 
intention is to compel arrangements for a 
liberal navigation of the interior waters, 
which will create a heavy demand for Ameri- 
can steamers.

troops and increase the navy. Up to the 
date of latest accounts no collisions between 
the hostile forces had occurred ; but Admiral 
Pareja kept up hii blockade, and threatened 
to bombard the city of Valparaiso, aud the 
Chilians were arming. The Spanish squad- 
ron, however, is entirely unequal to an effi- 
cient blockade, and even from Valparaiso 
two Well-armed Chilian war vessels, ou an 
uudivulged expedition, succeeded in getting 
through it. The foreigu Ministers had held 
meetings, and protested against the action of 
Pareja. _ . 

The New Ministry. — The Times ac- 
cepts the re-constructed cabinet as a necessi- 
ty. It acknowledges that Earl Russell has 
some geuius and a good deal of political ex- 
perience, but regrets that it should be neces- 
sary to recur to a politician more than sev- 
enty years old. The Times would rather 
have another premier ; but it is conteut to 
admit for the time that Russell is inevitable. 
T^pe premier should be chosen from the Com- 
mons, especially when so many have been 
peers. The Times cannot look upon the ar- 
rangement as long-lived. The State wants 
new blood. 

The Star says : We are about to have a 
cabinet, the leading member of which is 
pledged, by precedent and the one great pur- 
pose of his whole life, to reform. 

The Advertiser thiuks Russell's ministry 
may be suffered to exist, and that will be all, 
until the meetiug of Parliament. 

The Daily News, in a friendly article, 
points out the difficulties of the position, and 
says if the ministry is once more to lay claim 
to a definite policy, the cabinet must speak 
with the sense of having the support of the 
country, and it is impossible to do this effect- 
ually, unless a preponderance of ministerial 
influeuce lies in the representative chamber. 
Notwithstanding difficult and delicate points, 
the position of the government in the House 
of Commons is far too unsatisfactory to af- 
ford their consideration beiug definitely post- 
poned. 

Burial of Lord Palmerston. — Palm- 
erston was buried in state at Westminster 
Abbey on the 27th ult. The Queen and 
Cabinet were present, and Parliament and 
the diplomatic body were largely represented. 
Immense erowds thronged the streets through 
which the funeral procession passed. Busi- 
ness was partially suspended in most parts 
of the country. The proceedings passed off 
satisfactorily. - 

Frankfort. — The Senate had addressed 
an identical note to the great German Pow- 
ers, energetically rejecting the demands made 
upon it. The uote of the Senate cites the 
Federal Constitution, which allows no mem- 
ber of the German Confederation arbitary 
iutervention against the sovereign rights of 
other German States.

Dear Bro. Litch : — As you may desire to 
know the result of my expedition to Marl- 
boro', Mass., I will give you a brief account 
of it. Marlboro', is an old manufacturing 
town, situated about seven miles east of this 
place, on a branch railroad connecting with 
the Boston aud Worcester nt Framingham, 
twelve miles from Westboro'. The popula- 
tion of the entire town is about 8000. The 
moral and religious condition of the place I 
judge is rather below the average of New 
England towns. 

The orthodox denomonations represented 
there are the Congregational, Methodist, and 
Baptist. Beside, these the Catholics have a 
large church, and a proportionate number 
who do homage and penance at her shrines. 
Tho Universalists are erecting a new place 
of worship, aud their doctrines have a stroug 
hold on the community. 

In the West Parish the Unitarians are 
largely in the ascendency. The Spiritual- 
itsts also have public and private meetings, 
and command quite a hearing. How many 
more forms of evil are flourishing, I could 
not from the shortness of my stay ascertain, 
but no doubt when a soil becomes so vile 
and corrupt, it is capable of producing every 
species of iniquity, and it is niorully certain, 
that surrounded by such influences, Chris- 
tians will either become dreadfully, dwarfed 
and contaminated, or developed into the full 
measure of the stature of the fullness of 
Christ. It will require fish that have life 
iu them to swim against such a current. 

On Friday, the 10th iust., I went there 
with a number of our tracts and books, se- 
cured the Town Hall, and published my 
meeting for Sabbath evening. I also wrote 
notices and left them in tho hands of a 
brother to band to the different clergymen 
to read to their congregations on the Sab- 
bath. I was informed, however, the Metho- 
dist clergyman was the only one who read 
it. The subject announced was "Christ's 
Second Coming, with a review of Spiritual- 
ism." 

I spent Friday and a part of Saturday, 
distributing tracts from house to house, 
aud in the public buildings, and de- 
signed going over the whole Borough but 
my strength failed me. 

I called on the Editor of the Marlboro' 
.Mirror, (a neat little sheet just started,) 
found him somewhnt familiar with our laith, 
and taking the Herald as an exchange. He 

is a member of tlie Congregational church, 

and still holds to the temporal Millennium the- 
ory of the world's conversion. I gave him 
Pearson's tract, "Christ's coming Pre-mil- 
lennial," and Orrock's "Jerusalem in Gloom 
and Glory," with the request that he would 
read them carefully. I take him to be an 
honest man, and if so, I can scarcely cou- 
ceive how he can resist the force of the truth 
set forth iu those works. 

When the hour of the meeting arrived 
Sabbath evening, we had a very respectable 
audience to preach to, numbering between 
two and three hundred. We showed from 
the Scriptures that that same Jesus who was 
taken up into heaven, must return in like 
manner as he went away. Having a num- 
ber of Universalists present who cluim that 
Christ came at the destruction of Jerusalem, 
we showed that God's authorized method of 
interpreting the Scriptures (which is the lit- 
eral oue) proved Christ's coming still future. 
Isaiah foretold the birth of Jesus of a pure 
virgin, and the New Testament affirms that 
it was literally fulfilled. Micah spoke of the 
place of his birth, and Matthew informed us 
that occured precisely as predicted. And 
hence when the Scriptures declare that 
Christ will appear the second time, and that 
he will be revealed in flaming fire, taking 
vengeance on the euehiies of God, we can 
but expect a literal realization of the event. 
Further,' that the lauguage of Christ in Matt. 
24, was not exclusively in answer to the 
question "Whett shall these things be ?" but 
also in reply to the questions "What shall be 
the sign of thy coming, and of the end of the 
world?" "For as the lightning cometh out 
the east" &c, so shall also the coming of the 
Son of man be. And "They shall see the 
Son of man" — not Titus coming to overthrow 
Jerusalem — "coming in the clouds of heaven 
with power and great glory, and he. shall 
send his angels with a great sound of 
a trumpet, to gather his elect," &c* And 
finally that Christ's Second Adveut is pre- 
sented in the Scriptures as a motive to re- 
pentance to sinners, and an object of joyous 
hope to the people of God. "Looking for 
that blessed hope," certainly not the destruc- 
tion of Jerusalem, or the coming of Titus for 
that purpose, but "The glorious appearing 
of our g!£at God and Saviour Jesus Christ." 

We next alluded to the characteristics of 
the progress of time and the proximity of 
the day of God, and among the number the 
latter-day revival of ancient necromancy 
under the modern name of "Spiritualism." 

On this point we labored to prove that 
this was uot a hoax or pretence, as some 
have attempted to show, but a fearful and 
living reality. 

The most conspicuous advocates and abet- 
tors of Spiritualism, are bold to affirm that 
"the doctrines of the oracles and soothsaying 
and witchcraft of the past ages were kindred 
to these manifestations." 

The publisher of the Spiritual Telegraph, 
in speaking of the Witch of Endor, said, 
"Call her witch or what you will, she was a 
medium for the spirits." 

With such God solemnly forbid the 
Israelites associating, because they had fa- 
miliar spirits. In first lungs, 22d chapter. 



we are informed that Ahab'-B false prophets 
were not only inspired, but inspired by a 
"lying spirit." 

And St. Paul tells us that in the last days 
some shall depart from the faith, giving heed 
to seducing spirits, and doctrines of devils. 
This is Paul's definition of Spiritualism. 
Their doctrines are the doctrines of devils, 
and those who adhere to, and teach them, 
are seduced by "seducing spirits." And they 
teach "lies in hypocricy," as Paul said they 
would. For the essence of their teachings 
on the Scriptures are that it is "incorrect," 
"fictitious," horrible, &c, and yet when put 
under oath, or adjured in the name of the 
Lord, acknowledge that it is inspired, and 
a revelation of God's will to man. ^Vt this 
juncture of the meeting, there was considera- 
ble flutter among the astrologers. Aud sev- 
eral arose to propound questions, but we 
soon restored order by telling them that if 
they wanted to discuss the subject thorougly 
I would produce them a champion. 

At the close of the discourse, the sheriff of 
the town, who is a Universalist I presume, 
arose and requested for the benefit of the 
audience and for personal infomation, an 
explanation of Matt. 1 6 : 27-28. I read in 
connection the parallel texts in Mark and 
Luke, and the Saviour's explanation of it. 
That it was simply a miniature discription 
of the future coming and reign of Christ. 
He thanked me for the explanation, and 
said no more. 

The attention of the audience throughout 
was excellent, and I can but hope that good 
will result. There has never been any Ad- 
vent preaching in the place.

LETTER FROM NEW ORLEANS. 

Mr. Editor : — I have received orders to- 
day relieving me from duty in this city, and 
assigning me to duty at Thibodoux, which I 
am informed is about forty miles distant on 
a bayou. I have also learned it is a more 
desirable situation than here in respect to 
climate, and ou other accounts. ^1 shall ex- 
perience a slight disadvantage in being more 
remote from postal facilities, &c, but I pre- 
sume this will be more than counterbalanced 
by other considerations in my favor. 

Iu fact, I can readily make a virtue of ne- 
cessity, as my relations at this place, where I 
have served just four weeks, have not been 
of the most pleasant character. Some of 
these I shall refrain from explaining at pres- 
eut. One I will mention. The location of 
this hospital is in about the most unhealthy 
portion of this, the most unhealthy city of 
the United States. I thought when I first 
came here, that the climate had been misrep- 
resented, the air seemed so balmy, the 
weather so" pleasant. But when one comes to 
inspect the condition of the soil — a mere 
marsh ; the condition of the streets — mere 
reservoirs of filth ; and besides, the facts 
which come daily tinder his observation of 
the deleteriousness of these influences upon 
all strangers who come here, he is willing to 
subscribe to the doctrine, "What every body 
says may be true." I have had two attacks 

of sickness already oincu I came -here, not- 
withstanding I have used the utmost precau- 
tions to avoid it. 1 have not been off duty a 
single day, but our duty is light, and takes 
but little time to perform ordinarily. And 
as there is considerable elasticity in my con- 
stitution, by the divine blessing, I soon rally. 

I have attended a Baptist church since I 
came here, and participate usually in the so- 
cial exercises. On last Sabbath morning the 
minister baptized two persons, one of whom 
was his own wife, just imj>orted two weeks 
ago from New Jersey. There was consider- 
able interest .manifested upon the occasion. 
The sermon was upon the prejudices of the 
present day against revealed truth, against 
experimental religion, and against other sects 
by professors of religion. In the evening, at 
the social meeting, I improved the occasion 
by taking a portion of the morning sermon 
as a text — the prejudices against revealed 
truth that prevails — and showed how true it 
is even of professing Christians, manifesting 
itself in two ways. First, Christians at the 
present day seem to have shut their minds 
against the reception of God's word in toto. 
That is, they practically say it is unnecessary 
for them as private Christians to be versed 
in any but the most elementary truths of the 
Bible. They consent to admit it only in ho- 
meopathic doses. Secondly, . they have a 
special antipathy for certain truths of God's 
word. And unfortunately those truths are 
among the most vitally important of any con- 
tained in the whole Cyclopredia of Revela- 
tion. Such, for instance, are those relating 
to the Kingly character of Christ. 

Our Saviour ha-< declared that "Every 
scribe instructed in the kingdom of heaven, 
is like unto a householder that bringeth forth 
out of his treasures things new and old." 
The remarks with which the passage is con- 
nected, indicates that the purport is : that the 
proper understanding of that subjoct throws 
light upon the Bible — is in a word the key to 
the Scriptures. Yet, what crude ideas pre- 
vail ! And what antipathy to any investiga- 
tion that militates against the received stereo- 
typed notions, or to the promulgation -of a 
consistent and correct theory. "Is this," I 
asked, "consistent with our character as pro- 
fessors of the religion of Jesus, who are to 
'live by every word that proceedeth out of 
the mouth of God,' who are sanctified by the 
truth ?" 

It is absurd to say these matters are for- 
eign to our work, which is to do good and 
save souls. We are never capacitated to do 
real good till we are ourselves good. The 
great and glorious truths of the gospel must 
find a lodgment iu our own hearts ; must be- 
come incorporated with our personal experi- 
ence ; must influence us as motives to intel- 
ligent action, before we can act as teachers 
to others. God saves men through the 
truth, and only when wo have thus received 
the truth and are saved aud sanctified through 
the truth, can we act as "laborers together 
with God," for the salvation of others. By 
this, the operation of truth upon our hearts, 
we become strong, healthy men and women 
in Christ, and from this moral standpoint, 
when we exhort men to be "reconciled to 
God," they cannot retort "Physciau, heal 



thyself," but are bound to acknowledge the 
our preaching aud teaching is not founded in 
the wisdom of men, but in the power of God. 

I regret that I shall not be able to follow 
up the subject with additional incursions into 
this inviting field of scriptural truth, but the 
Lord knows best, and I am satisfied that an 
impression was made in some minds, of a 
proper character. 

I covet the privilege of thus advocating 
these neglected, yet important themes, among 
those who only see men as trees walkiug. I 
feel how impregnable is onr position on the 
subject of Jesus' coming and reign! And 
how important that those "who the truth can 
tell," should give the trumpet a certain sound, 
that men may prepare for the thrilliug events 
connected with our Lord's return.

WALTER DAVIS- 



Death, cruel death, could not be satisfied 
by taking one member of the family, but ou 
the first day of November, 1865, Walter Da- 
vis of Magog, C. E., died of erysipelas, after 
an illness of four days, in the 70th year of 
his age, thus leaving these sorrowful children 
to drink again so soon of the bitter cup of 
deepened sorrow. 

The deceased never made any profession 
of religion, but was friendly to Christianity, 
aud it was said by those present with him in 
his last hours, that he committed his case to 
God in prayer, and expressed a willingness 
to depart, and felt as though he bad obtained 
mercy of the Lord. 

The funeral services were conducted by 
Elder E. Mitchel, of the Baptist denomina- 
tion. The text was Job, 14 : 10. "But man 
dieth," &c. 1. Man, iu telling us of man, he 
referred us to Gen. 1 : 26, what the object 
of his creation was, as also referred to in the 
8tb Psalm, i. e., to have universal empire or 
dominion. 2. His loss, as referred to in Heb. 
2, and the place to be occupied by the sec- 
ond Adam. Thus in verse 9th we see Je- 
sus, &c. 2. Man dieth, referring to man's 
temptation, man's sin, his fall, and as our fed- 
eral 'head, all fell in him, and consequently 
all have died, and all will die. Enoch died, 
and Elijah died, and as proof, he referred to 
Rom. 5 : 14. "Death reigned from Adam to 
Moses," and as Enoch lived between Adam 
and Moses, he must havedied. But says the 
objector, Paul says Heb. 11:5, "Enoch was 
translated that he should not see death." 
True, but Paul does not say he did not die. 
To> illustrate : sometimes persons are struck 
with lightning and killed instantly, or die 
suddenly by the breaking of a blood vessel, 
so that it is said they did not know what 
hurt them. Others had a long, lingering dis- 
ease, and saw death approaching, while 
Enoch like those who died suddenly, did not 
see death, though he died and had a resur- 
rection and was translated, he did not see 
death, for as he was a type of Christ, and as 
Christ died, so Enoch must have died. 

Again, the objector says, Elijah did not 
die. But there is no proof of that, though 
he and Elisha travelled some way together, 
and Elisha saw bim go up to heaven in a 
chariot, yet the truth is, he died aud had a 
resurrection. For proof, we have the case 
of the two disciples ou their way to Em- 
maus, and Christ appears after his death and 
resurrection, and they thought him to be a 
common traveller, so the probability is, that 
Elijah died, and had a resurrection, and that 
Elisha did not know it. Thus as our text 
says, "man dieth." 

Again, says my opponent, does not the 
Apostle tell us in 1 Thess.

A PROCLAMATION. 



By Charles Anderson, Governor of the 
State of Ohio — Thanksgiving for Peace. 
Victory and Our Country Saved. 

Yet another year has passed over our 
State and Nation. All the people of Ohio, 
iu accordance with a usage of our dead 
fathers, older than the State itself, have once 
again invoked, by a joint resolution of their 
Gencral Assembly, to unite in a public ac- 
knowledgment, as well of the existence, pow- 
er and eoodness of God, as of his interposing 
hand in all the works, ways and relations of 
men. 

And now upon a full consideration of all 

the religious truths connected with this ven- 
erable custom, and with a lively remem- 
brance of all the events of that passed year, 
— what ought this whole people to feel and 
to utter, at their family reunions, in the 
greeting of friends aud neighbors, and around 
the altar of the Most High ! Can it be pos- 
sible that any people ever before could have 
had such causes as ourselves for thankful- 
ness and praise to God ? If the annual sea- 
sons of the regular year, and fhe varying 
climates of our globe, with all their goodly 
fruits and health, and other countless com- 
forts and delights, have ever been and shall 
always be, severally aud in their due suc- 
cession, fittest causes for greatful homage to

be read at or to the church at Philippi, and 
also at Corinth, and thus they would get the 
whole truth as referred to in those Epistles.

It should read thus : "He that be- 
lieveth in me, though he were dead, .yet shall 
he live." That is, the soul live in heaven, 
and thus living and believing in me, shall 
never die. Again, the case of Lazarus, dead 
but a short time ; then the widow's son, the 
daughter of Nain, two of which had no buri- 
al and a sudden resurrection, as it will be 
with those that die and are not in their 
graves when the trumpet sounds. Thus man 
dieth, and as the Word declares, we must 
needs die. Thirdly, we were referred to 
man's wastiug away betore and after death, 
first, by disease, second, decaying in the 
grave. Next we were referred to man's giv- 
ing up the ghost, and lastly, where is he ? It 
was easy to tell where the body was as a 
general*thing, but where is he ? that is, the 
soul. The Apostle informs us that he had a 
"desire to depart and be with Christ," and 
that to be "absent from the body was to be 
present with the Lord." We will refer you to 
the case of Bro. Stephen when be was being 
stoned, prayed, "Lord Jesus, receive my 
spirit." Also Christ addressed the peniteut 
on the cross, "This day shalt thou be with 
me in Paradise." Thus he took the soul of 
the penitent to Paradise as a kind of first 
fruits. But you inquire, are they perfectly 
happy ? The Apostle has informed us that 
to be "absent from the body is to be present 
with the Lord," and David informs us, Pg.

Well may we sing in 
the words of that singer after God's own 
heart, amongst his former chosen people, 
"Thou hast turned, for me, my mourning into 
dancing ; thou hast put off my sackcloth and 
girded me with gladness." 

Let us then, fellow citizens, each and all — 
all and each of us, "give thanks unto the 
Lord for he is good, for his mercy endureth 
forever." It is a good thing to give thanks 
unto the Loid and to sing praises to his 
name. Nor (let casuists and doubters deny 
as they may) shall these our songs be a vaiu 
thiug ; for if we may not by our prayers and 
praises bend the Divine Will and Love to 
us, surely we can raise ours toward Him.

Pernicious Influence ok Tobacco. — 
It bos been proved that the increase of luna- 
cy in France has kept pace with the augmen- 
tation of the revenue from tobacco. From 
the years 1812 to 1832, that tax produced 
28,000,000f, and the lunatic asylums of the 
country contained 8000 patients. The to- 
bacco revenue has now reached the sum of 
180,000,000f, and there are no less than 44,- 
000 paralytic and lunatic patients in the va- 
rious hospitals devoted to their accommoda- 
tion. This parallel has been drawn by M. 
Jolly, and laid before the Academy of Sci- 
ences. The last words of his speech on that 
occasion are worth recording in this age of 
universal smoking, and young boys, to whom 
whom this pernicious practice has not yet be- 
come second nature, would do well to reflect 
ere it be too late on the frightful warning the 
above statistics contain, as well as on M. 
Jolly's words. He says : "The immoderate 
use of tobacco, and more especially of the 
pipe, produces a weakness in the brain, and 
in the spinal marrow which causes madness." 



A Faithful Dog. — Here is another in- 
teresting, though melancholy incident, which 
happened in a town in England called Charl- 
ton, a few weeks ago. A little girl, six 
years old, was burned so badly that she 
died. She was left in a room on the ground 
floor with two younger children by their 
mother, who had gone out to market. Upon 
hearing the screams of the children, a little 
dog jumped through a pane of glass into the 
room, and upon their mother's return, which 
was in a few moments, she saw the faithful 
animal tearing away the deceased's clotbes 
with his mouth and paws. Upon his seeing 
the mother, he went up to her, and laid hold 
of her gown to draw her toward the child. 
She succeeded in extinguishing the firo, and 
the deceased was removed to the infirmary,

THE TWO DREAMS. 



"God speaketh onoe, yoa twice, jet man perceiveth 
it not. In a dream, in a vieion of the night, when 
deep sleep falleth upon men, In slumberings npon the 
bed ; then he openeth the ears of men, and sealeth 
their instruction that he may withdraw man from his 
purpose, and hide pride from man. He keepetfi back 
his soul from the pit, and his life from perishing by 
the sword." — Job 33 : 14-18. 

"I am, I believe, about twenty-five 
years old. My mother said I was 'turned 
of five' when father died, and I know 
that the year he was buried I used to 
play a great deal in the churchyard. I 
had a tenderness about walking: over 
the mound under which his remains lay, 
and one day I remember that I was ter- 
ribly excited by seeing the sexton dig- 
ging a grave next to his, and throwing 
the clay on my father's grave in a heap. 
The sexton was a kind old man, and 
when I rushed to him and cried, -Stop ! 
you daren't do that !' he patiently 
paused and said, 'What, child?' 

" Tt is ours,' I exclaimed, 'don't cover 
it up; our father is under it.' 

" 'Go away, you little goose, and 
don't be watching here,' said Mr. Moore, 
'there is no use in fretting what comes 
to his bones ; they're gone, and you 
must just leave 'em to take chance. 
Spell me what is on the new headstone 
on the next tomb. Ain't the urn the 
mason put at the top pretty V, 

"It was a pretty urn, and I was di- 
verted from my grief by admiring it, 
but I could not spell the words that were 
cut under it. I had just learned figures, 
and I made ont, I, 8, 4, 5, slowly ; that 
was all I could do. 

" 'Very good, little 'un, now go to 
school and learn the rest,' said the old 
man. 

"When I have been passing that tomb 
since, it has occurred to my mind that 
when it was placed there, my father had 
been newly buried ; and, therefore, that 
date, 1845, must be the year of his 
death. On this evidence, and on my 
mother's words, 'You were turned of^ 
five when your father died,' I say that 
I am now in my twenty-fifth year. I 
might be twice that length of time in 
the world, I know so much. -I know a 
great deal that very clever people have 
never heard of. I could surprise many 
knowledgeable folks, and tell most of 
them something that they had no notion 
of before. But I had best keep my in- 
formation to myself; it would shock 
good people dreadfully, and bad ones 
would only say, 'what news !' to my 
most astonishing stories. The secrets 
that I mean are nothing but accounts of 
the way in which regular wicked peo- 
ple live. This uncommon knowledge 
of mine is just the full history of their 
doings. No one knows their ways but 
themselves, and 1 am one of them, so I 
am up to all about them. I mean by 
'regular wicked people' those who have 
no other livelihood but what they get 
by crime. There are other sorts of bad 
men and women who only now and 
then do a wrong thing, and slip back 
again among regular good people, and 
stay quiet and easy, pretending to be- 
long to them ; but I am one of the lot 
which stays outside and never tries to 
get through good. I never do anything 
for my bread but sin. Every day I live, 
all my provision comes to me by sin. 1 
sin for food, I sin for clothes, and I sin 
for shelter. 1 sin for pleasure. I love 



sin. I have no happiness out of it. I 
have nothing else to do in the world. It 
is my habit and nature to do it ; any- 
thing else would be out of my power. 

" 'Leave off your wretched course of 
life, and come and live in the Refuge,' 
ladies say to me, coming up to me in 
the open street. 

"I am often accosted by women who 
loathe the very sight of me, and who 
have to struggle with their disgust at 
my presence to bring themselves within 
earshot of me. I can see their aversion 
to me as 'a vile creature,' and see also 
their anxiety to make me one of them- 
selves. . I do not wonder at them, be- 
cause I have the same spirit in myself. 1 
also have a desire in me to make others 
become like me, and I, too, would in- 
duce others to be the same as I am. 
This is truth ! I often tell lies, but now 
I am saying what I really feel. I long 
to pull others into the state in which I 
am, and the only feeling I have, which 
is different from that of the ladies who 
try to alter me. is that I have no dislike 
to go after those that I want to turn to 
sin. It gives me no trouble to try to 
bring them into the place where 1 live, 
and to go and talk to them, and tell 
them all the tales that may tempt them 
to come and stay with us ; with ?/.v — 
away from all others. We don't want, 
and don'tJike any one near us, nor with 
us, but those who belong to us, and are 
exactly of our peculiar nature. 

"Now we have a peculiar nature. 
This is one of the things that I under- 
stand, and which seems to be entirely 
unknown to those who talk and write 
about us, and work for our reformation. 
The ignorance of those who engage 
themselves in the effort to make us 
change, often surprises me. They have 
no more idea of what we really are 
than the born-blind have of daylight. 

"We are a separate, distinct sort of 
women, not to be classed up with the 
general set. 

"Ours is a case of difference. We do 
not resemble the rest of the women of 
the world, who are not what we are. 
There are two kinds of women on earth ; 
some who neither will nor can do as we 
do, and there are we, who neither will 
nor can do as the rest. Sometimes one 
of the others falls in among us by mis- 
take, but she gets back. We never rise 
by any chance but we drop down again, 
too, as surely as she goes up. I am say- 
ing a hard word. Christians don't be- 
lieve such strong opinions, but I hold 
them, for I know the facts of the mat- 
ter. They are awful thoughts, no 
doubt, and seem to be contrary to the 
mercy of God, but they are not, and 
have nothing to do with his mercy one 
way nor the other. Why should theie 
be mercy for me? 1 don't want mercy, 
if mercy means going to heaven. 1 
should not like to go there, and it is 

mercy to let me go where 1 choose. I 
choose sin, and where sin is allowed I 
must go, and with sinners I will live 
now, and forever. This is my true and 
sincere wish. Now what do Christians 
want with me ? They would be the 
better and the happier, I suppose, for 
my being added to their company, just 
as I should be all the gayer and more 
triumphant for having brought more 
women into our set, and making it 
greater and gladder. This is the feeling 
that urges them, I dare say, for it is that 
which excites me. We shall struggle, 
then, together ; each to have her own 
way ; who for us all ? Not God for me 
any way. He has long ago left such as 
me to myself. Christians say that we 
can be made fit for the kingdom of 
heaven. I don't believe it. Solemnly, 
it appears to me holy uonsense to say 
such a thing. I know nothing about 
the Bible. I know all about sin though." 

The foregoing are as nearly as possi- 
ble the words, and they appeared to be 
truly the sentiments of a young woman 
whom I met in a prison. They were 
uttered on several occasions and I have 
collected them into a speech. Her strong 
assertions, and serious, earnest convic- 
tion of their truth, used to take a great 
effect on me. I listened to her, shudder- 
ing lest she might be right. It occurred 
to me that perhaps the class to which 
she belonged may be parallel to the 
heathen, and permitted to live in our 
midst in illustration of the same divine 
economy which deals with the world as 
a whole, and Christendom as a part, on 
the same principles. She puzzled me, 
until I thought of the Saviour and "the 
woman that was a sinner." 

She could not argue away the, Mag- 
dalen, though I confess she staggered 
my faith in the efforts to draw her out 
of the snare. It takes Christ to do such 
work, and none but he. Reformatories 
without him are powerless. Refuges 
without him are mockery. With him 
all things are possible. Harriet Walton 
shall not make me think that his arm is 
shortened. I know that he can, I be- 
lieve that he will, save her. 

Successive conversations with Harriet 
seemed just idle words. 1 always left 
her unsatisfied with my own powers of 
vindicating the gospel. She had the 
best of the argument, and was generally 
boastful. 

"You see, madam, you can't upset 
me. There are lots of things about my 
sin that you don't understand. It is 
perfectly useless fo talk to me. It would 
be hell to me to live tlje way you wish. 
Where is the use of talking?" 

"Where indeed ?" I left her one day 
after a discussion of this sort, impressed 
that it was my duty not to visit her 
again.

BALLOONING. 

A recent ascent in one of Professor 
Lowe's balloons is thus described by a 
writer in the Christian Times, (N. Y.) 
If every aeronautic expedition could be 
accomplished as safely and pleasantly, 
ballooning would, we dare say, become 
almost a popular amusement: 

At a signal from the Professor the 
(Tnrth had quietly dropped away under 
the basket, and before we could fully 
realize the fact we found ourselves 
more than a thousand feet in the air, 
gently swaying to and fro directly over 
Sixth Avenue. We say the earth fell 
away from under us, because the mo- 
ment the balloon starts, such actually 
appears to be the case. The sensation, 
as may be supposed, was novel, while 
the prospect was extremely grand and 
beautiful. We never before had any 
adequate notion of New York, nor even 
of Central Park. Indeed, the only way 
to become acquainted with either, is to 
make this ascension, when you may not 
only see New York as it is, but view 
the surrounding country for an immense 
distance, landward and seaward. At 
this height one may see all the ribs and 
arteries of New York, and tell all its 
bones. Every object below is reduced 
to pigmy proportions. The houses are 
mere kennels and the men mice. We 
look far away up the Hudson, which at 
the Palisades appears hemmed in by a 
little board fence; miles away beyond 
High Bridge; over the waters of the 
East River ; through Long Island Sound, 
and down to Sandy Hook. At this 
height, the robes of old mother eanh ap- 
pear unusually beautiful. From this 
position we are able to see exactly what 
kind of a thing the great ball upon 
which we live actually is, and take our 
first, truest and best lesson in geography. 
Such an ascension is not a mere sensa- 
tion ; ifc j£ educational. Removed far 
away from the region of contrasts and 
false comparisons, the eye becomes a 
true theodolite, and we learn the real 
insignificance of the little plot of ground 
with which the individual ordinarily has 
to deal. The visit thus made to the 
skies is one of real value, for looking 
down from thence, the earth really ap- 
pears to be a thing with a soul, a*hd the 
reminiscence will be treasured for a 
life-time. 

After remaining here some time in 
this quiet region, which is never invad- 
ed by the uproar of the great busy city 
below — 

Fumum et opos strepitumque Romce, 
the earth gradually rose up again, and 
things terrestrial began to assume their 
wonted proportions. And they not only 
rose up, but as the field of vision con- 
tracted, the blocks of brick houses moved 
toward us with alarming celerity, (rush- 
ing red on the sight,) and as our friend 
remarked, St. Luke's Hospital appeared 
inclined "to come and get in !" Alto- 



AN ANCIENT DINNER. 

The excavations at Pompeii are going 
on with an activity stimulated by the 
important discoveries made at almost 
every step, and the quantities of gold 
and silver found, which more than suf- 
fice to cover the cost of the works. Near 
the Temple of Juno, has just been 
brought to light a house belonging to 
some millionaire of the time, as the fur- 
niture is of ivory, bronze and marble. 
The couches of the triclinium, or dining- 
room, are especially of extreme richness. 
The flooring consists of immense mosa- 
ic, welljKeserved in parts, and of which 
the centre represents a table laid out for 
a grand dinner. In the middle, on a 
large dish, may be seen a splendid pea- 
cock, with its tail spread out, and placed 
back to back with another bird, also of 
elegant plumage. Around them are ar- 
ranged lobsters, one of which holds a 
blue egg in its claws, a second an oys- 
ter, which appears to be fricasseed, as 
it is open and covered with herbs ; a 
third, a rat farci, and a fourth, a small 
vase filled with fried grasshoppers. 
Next comes a circle of dishes of fish, 
interspersed with others of partridges, 
hares and squirrels, which all have their 
heads placed between their fore feet. 
Then comes a row of sausages of all 
forms, supported by one of the eggs, 
oysters and olives, which in its turn is 
surrounded by a double circle of peaches, 
cherries, melons, and other fruits and 
vegetables. The walls of the triclinium 
are covered with fresco paintings of 
birds, fruits, flowers, game and fish of 
all kinds, the whole interspersed with 
drawings which lend a charm to the 
whole not easy to describe. On a table 
of rare wood, carved and inlaid with 
gold, marble, agate, and lapis lazuli, 
were found amphorae still coutainino 
wine, and some goblets- of onxy. — Shil- 
ling- Magazine. 



The French Boy, — A little French 
hoy in one of the Sabbath schools of 
Paris was asked by his teacher if there 
was gnything in the Bible about Sab- 
bath schools.

BT A PEDESTRIAN MISSIONARY. 

I regretted that owing to a press of busi- 
ness it whs found impossible to bring the 
question of the Freedman's Mission more 
fully before the Conference. To be sure a 
collection was taken up amounting to a con- 
sibcrablo sum, but I feel persuaded tliat if 
the matter had been fully brought under 
their notice, not only would the collection 
have been increased, but the hearts of the 
brethren would have been warmed to the 
cause and great good been done. Many 
most cogent reasons might be given on be- 
half of Missions to the Frccdmen. There 
can be no doubt in the mind of any unpre- 
judiced man, that the root, and cause of the late 
terrible war, was slavery, and that but for 



particular people ; — there must have been n 
special cause for a special judgment ; what 
was it ? It is to be found in the words of 
Moses, recorded in Deuteronomy 25 : 7, 18. 
"Remember what Amalek did unto thee by 
the way whou ye were come forth out of 
Egypt ; how he met thee by the way, and 
smote three hundred of thee, even all that 
were feeble behind thee, when thou wast 
faint and weary ; and he feared not God." 
Herein lay the especial wickedness of Ama- 
lek. lie ..did not fearlessly confront the 
armed warriors of Israel, but he basely aud 
wickedly selected the hindmost of them, even 
all that were feeble behind them, and that 
too when they were faint and weary, aud by 
so doing he showed that he feared not God. 
Therefore God's auger waxed hot against 
him, und length of time did not assuage it. 
The Lord declares, "At what time I shall 
speak concerning a natiou aud concerning a 
kingdom, to pluck up and to pull down and 
destroy it ; if that nation against whom I 
have pronounced, turn from their evil, I will 
repent of the evil that I thought to do uuto 
them." Had Amalek repented of their siu> 
they in virtue of this principle would have 
been forgiven, but because they did not re- 
pent, therefore the lapse of centuries had no 
effect in pacifying (he wrath of God against 
them, and at hist, after well nigh five hun- 
dred years had passed away, it buret forth 
upon them like fire, and they were utterly 
destroyed. 

Now what Amalek did to Israel, America 
has done to the negro. In point of physical? 
strength, intelligence, wealth, skill aud in 
short iu every conceivable way the Ameri- 
cans are infinitely superior to the poor de- 
graded blacks, and therefore on Christian 
principles they were bound to deal kindly 
and geutly by them. They were bound by 
the laws of him who is the God of the stran- 
ger to have nourished and* cherished these 
poor strangers, and tried to impart to them 
that civilization, and that Christianity of 
which God has made themselves partakers.

their gates — "and tho Levite ;" thus runs the 
law, ("because he hath no part nor inheritance

fied ; that the Lord thy God may bless thee 
io all the work of thiue hand which thou 
doest." If we enter into the spirit of these 
passages we will require no farther proof to 
convince us that to oppress the weak is to 
incur iu an especial degree, the displeasure of 
the Lord. 

But farther proof, and that of a singularly 
striking character is not wanting. When the 
Israelites were in the wilderness, Amalek 
came and fought against them, and after the 
conflict was over the Lord said unto Moses, 
"Write this for a memorial in a book, and 
rehearee-it in the ears of Joshua, for I will 
utterly put out the remembrance of Amalek 
from under heaven. And Moses built an al- 
tar, and called the name of it Jehovah nisae ; 
for he said Because the Lord hath sworn 
that the Lord will have war with Amalek 
from generation to generation." 

Forty years afterwards when the Israelites 
were about to enter the Promised Land, 
Moses, returning to the subject, said to the 
Israelites, therefore it should be when the 
Lord thy God hath given thee rest from all 
thine enemies round about in the land which 
the Lord thy God giveth thee for an inheri- 
tance to possess it, that thou shalt blot out 
the remembrance of Amalek from under 
heaven ; thou shalt not forget it." And 
four hundred years after that, when the reign 
of the judges had ended, and that of the 
Kiugs had begun, the Lord said to Saul, "I 
remember that which Amalek did (o Israel, 
how he laid wait for him in, the way when 
he came up from Egypt. Now go and smite 
Amalek and utterly destroy all that they 
have, and spare them not ; but slay both 
man and woman, infant and suckling, ox and 
sheep, camel and ass." And because Saul 
did not obey this command to the very letter, 
but spared Agag the king of the Amalekites, J it to be with the down-trodden negro. The 



I not visit for these things, saith the Lord, 
shall not my soul be avenged on such a 
nation as this ?" That awful question was 
answered in the affirmative by the Lord him- 
self by means of the wide-mouthed cannon, 
and human lives by the hundred thousand, 
and treasure by the million were wasted 
before the sin was atoued for, if indeed it be 
yet atoned for. 

But by the action of the executive, this 
foul blot is now wiped away, and the United 
States is now entitled to look other nations 
in the face and say that legalized slavery has 
no longer any existence within their borders. 
The Christian poet Cowper has nobly sung, 

"Slaves cannot breath in England, when their 

lung* 

Receive our air, that moment they are free. 
They touch our country and their fetters fall." 

And now for the first time iu the history of 
their country, Americans can say the same 
thing of the United States. So far, so well. 
But is that all that is required at their handi ? 
Nay verily, if I wrong a man by fastening 
chains to his limbs, do I make sufficient com- 
pensation if I merely consent that these 
chains be struck off? Surely not. I must 
make every lawful and possible means of 
reparation. "Behold the half of my goods 
I give to the poor, and if I have taken any- 
thing from any man by false accusation, I 
restore unto him fourfold." Such was the 
language of an early convert to the faith of 
Christ, such were the words of a now born 
son of Abraham. He had done wrong, and 
without attempting to make any excuse for 
the wrong that he had done, lie without a 
moment's delay set al out repairing it. Here 
was exhibited the very spirit ot Christianity ; 
a magnanimous confession of error aud a 
practical resolution to atone for it. So ought

All 
that is noble in human nature is denied him, 
he is shut out from the benefits of intellect- 
ual culture, the Bible to him is a sealed book, 
he can only know its truths at second haud. 
What a blessed work, therefore, not only to 
send him that Word, but at the same time to 
give him the ability of reading it. How 
truly in accordance with the word of Him 
who brought life and immortality to light 
through the gospel. On the ground, there- 
fore, of justice to the negro as well as obedi- 
ence to the commands of God, I would urge 
the claims of the Freedincn's Missiou.

The entrance to tho meeting is from Fulton 
and Ann sts. Large flights of steps have 
beeu built on the outside of the room to give 
more space within. It can be entered on 
either side. The room is so crowded that 
the Missionary stands at (he door with reso- 
lute purpose to compel persons to sit close. 
A layman usually presides. Men of all de- 
nominations are present. Baptists, Episco- 
palians, Methodists. Presbyterians of the Old 
School and the New — not as idle spectators, 
but as active participators. The leader 
is not appointed by the meeting. He 
is selected by the member of the con- 
sistory whom the Collegiate Church ap- 
poiuts to take care of the meeting. 
Great care . is taken to have all denom- 
inations represented in the leadership. 
As the City Hall bell booms out the hour of 
12, before its iron tongue has ceased its cla- 
mor, the leader rises to give out the introduc- 
tory hymn. "From every swelling wind that 
blows" is sung to the tune of Hamburg. 
Such congregational singing would be pop- 
ular anywhere. The audience is made up 
of the cream of the churches trained to sing. 
It is one vast choir. The tunes arc familiar, 
and the hymns are associated with the heart's 
best affections. Borne on the tide of warm 
and deep emotion, the full swelling song of 
praise is wafted heavenward. The Chair- 
man leads iu prayer and then reads a few 
verses from the Word of God. The requests 
are read from every part of the world, re- 
presenting every phase of Christian experi- 
ence, indicating every form of sorro.v and 
want peculiar to man, blended often with 
triumphant notes of thanksgiving. These 
requests come through every conceivable 
channel — through the mail, through the May- 
or's office, through public men — on tinted 
paper aud on sheets of the coarsest texture 
— in the bold, rapid hand of business, and in 
the lady's neat Italian characters — gilt edged 
and the black edgiug of sorrow — filling 
large books till literally there is not room to 
contain them. A request full of bad errors, 
bad spelling, and bad syntax, from one "who 
has been a very bad girl, has led a very 
wicked life, and feels her need of Christ.'' 
A daughter asks prayers for her father, 
"aged, absent, and far from God." "For 
pity's sake lend me your prayers for a first- 
born son. He curses me, his widowed 



mother." "Oh pray for my three sons who 
are backsliders." "Pray for my husband* 
who wandered away from duty and from 
God." "I have one besetting sin which 
stands like a mountain in my way." "I am 
a little girl and scarcely know how to write 
but oh ! I want to be a Christian so much. 
I saw a notice in a New York paper the 
other day that God's people would pray for 
any one who sent in their requests. Per- 
haps God will see fit to answer your prayers 
and make me an ar<gel." 

A village in Illinois is prayed for, and a 
church iu Texas. A little girl prays for her 
grandmother. A Roman Catholic servant 
asks prayers. Requests come from the .North 
of England add from Ireland and from on 
board steamships. These requests are va- 
ried by thanksgivings rendered. The widow 
who asked prayers for her son who cursed 
her comes with thanksgiving that the pray- 
ers were heard. Good news comes from the 
Penitentiary, and instances multiply of re- 
markable and almost miraculous answers to 
prayers. The meetings are not uniformly 
the same. Some men have little common 
sense and less judgment. Some even try to 
be eloquent in prayer and put on the airs of 
a stump orator. Parade, fiue language, and 
pompous declamation are an abomination. 
They are the liies in the ointment that spoil 
the fragrance. A few men that ride hobbies 
and have impractical theories often thrust 
themselves and their views on the meeting. 
But such instances are rare. Harmony and 
brotherly love prevail. Short addresses, and 
touching, fervent prayer, and frequently in- 
terspersed with spirited singing, make up the 
services of the hour of prayer. Not unfre- 
quently the emotional feelings are so wrought 
upon that loud demonstrations attend the 
serviee. 

But to continue the meeting. No such 
sermons are preached as are preached in 
Fulton street. All verbiage is stripped off*, 
and they are direct to the heart and con- 
science, and must, be to do any good in five 
minutes. The flash of light is thrown on a 
passage of Scripture. A touching recital of 
a widow's sorrow is followed by a hymn be- 
ginning : 

"From every stormy wind that blows, 
From every swelling t ide of woes, l^k^.j 
There is a culm, a sure retreat, 
'Tis found beneath the Mercy Seat." 

Pniyor 1« i.ffVji-o^ for an impenitent SOU, 

followed by the hymn : 

"Sinner, turn,*hy will ye die ? 
God, your maker, asks you why." 

A thrilling message comes from (he moun- 
tains of Asia. The meeting shouts out its 
response iu the triumphant song : 

"Blow ye the trumpet, blow." 
A poor sinner asks prayers to help him to 
find peace. Prayer is offered, and the hymn 
sung : 

"Rock of ages, cleft for me." 
So with alternate prayer, singing, aud ad- 
dresses, with thrilling narativc, touching 
petitions, tearful requests, with good news 
from a far couutry like cold water to a thirs- 
ty soul, the hour speeds away with the ve- 
locity of light, all too soon. The inexorable 
rule closes (he meeting at 1, and the unsat- 
isfied audience- depart, anxiously waiting 
for the next day's noontide hour of prayer. 

THE GREAT REVIVAL. 

This majestic meeting, originated with six 
persons iu a small upper room in the city,* 
produced marvelous results. It seemed to 
wake up the whole of religious New York, 
and extended to all parts of the laud. The 
religions and secular press spread the fame of 
the meeting. Men crossed continents and 
oceans to look on the unwonted sight, and 
went away fo say that one-half had not been 
told them. Meetings multiplied in all parts 
of the city ; hotels and theatres were opened 
for dr.ily prayer. The largest churches were 
thrown open and filled ; and all was con- 
ducted on the model of the Fulton st. meet- 
ings. The young men were especially in- 
terested, and conversions were daily report- 
ed of large numbers who turned to God. 
And with the political and commercial news, 
along with stocks and fiances, the great "re- 
ligious excitement," as it was called, held a 
marked place in all the secular papers iu the 
land. Stores, lofts, aud chambers were 
thrown open and business men flocked to the 
place of prayer conducted under the "one 
hour aud Ave minutes' rule." Kneeling on 
the bare floor of some loft, Bishop Mcllvaine, 
and other dignitaries of the church could be 
often seen ; while on window-sills, stairs, and 
doorways, and on seats without backs, could 
be daily seen the most eminent merchants of 
New York joining in the service of prayer 
and praise. Zealous friends leased (he thea- 
tre of the well knewn comedian, Burton, and 
called the ci(y to prayer. The immense 
buildiug was thronged day after day. The 
attendant thousands made the vaults ring 
with the tiiuinphant songs of praise, and 
tears of real sorrow, peniteuce, and joy filled 
the eye. Requests for prayers came from 
the abandoned, from the disolute, and intem- 
perate, aud from many who had acted on (he 
stage now consecrated to religion. 

Not alone in New" York, but in all (he 
laud, did the revival spread. All eyes turned 
to New York and to Fulton st. The hope 
of a revival, (he indications of one, a series of 
mee(ings established, a uniou meeting began 
iu any place — a notice was at once sent to 



the daily meeting in New York, and prayer 
requested. Fulton st. was the Mecca, the 
Medina, the City of the Sepulchre of the 
Great King to the tribes of our spiritual 
Israel. 

The great religious interest originating in 
Fulton st. continued to spread aiid reach 
every part of the land. Meetings were es- 
tablished similar to the Fulton st. meeting 
in nearly every city and village in the United 
States. Religious controversies were hushed. 
Religious jealousies Ceased. Men of every 
sect came up to the common altar and laid 
on it their united sacrifice of prayer and of 
praise. The spirit of union and of prayer 
spread over the prairies like a fire, followed 
the mighty rivers from their source to their 
mouth, leaving verdure and fruit on either 
bank, girdled the seaboard with a perpetual 
incense of praise, and erected altars of prayer 
on the extreme Western frontier. Thou- 
sands were converted, and strengthened the 
churches of every name. Marvelous in- 
stances of answers to prayer were recorded, 
such as had not blessed the church since the 
time of the Apostles. An interchange of 
sympathy and affection was kept up between 
these meetings and the original one at Ful- 
ton st., not only by letter, but interes(ing 
facts and incidents were communicated by 
telegraph, which, read to the meeting, thrilled 
it like electricity. 

FRUITS OF THE REVIVAL IN NEW YORK. 

The prayer-meeting was opened at Fulton 
st. on. the 23rd of September, 1857. In six 
months over two hundred places of prayer 
were opened in the city of New York. The 
Academy of Music was engaged for Sunday 
evening preaching, the ablest divines in the 
city conducted service, aud thousands were 
turned away nightly who were unable to cross 
the threshold. A large-hearted Christian 
man hired the great hall of the Cooper Insti- 
tute, and threw it open on the Sabbath for 
public worship. The leading merchants had 
placards hung in their counting-houses an- 
nouncing the hour and place of prayer. Re- 
ligious meetings were held in unusual places, 
at unwonted hours, and were thronged. 
Meetings were held on the decks of vessels, 
on the wharves, steps of public buildings, in 
theatres, hotels, and dance-rooms. The con- 
gregations became crowded. Scarcely a 
Sunday school in the city that did not report 
instances of conversion. Hardened charac- 
ters were reformed, fighting men in fight- 
ing trim, with their hair cropped close to 
their heads, rose in the prayer meeting and 
asked divine assistance to change their course 
of life. At Five Points the voice of prayer 
mingled with the execrations and blasphe- 
mies of that abandoned region, while at Hell 
Comer, in Cow Bay, in Murderer's Alley, 
and similar localities, daily meetings for 
prayer were held. Abandoned women and 
men, notorious iu the city as leaders of our 
most desperate classes, shook off' their aban- 
doned life and stood up as advocates for the 
Gospel, joining in the song : 

"Amazing grace, how sweet the sound 
That fuved a wretch like me ! 
I onee was lost, but now am found, 
Was blind, but now I see." 

These instauces of reform and conversion 
of desperate characters were confined to no 
locality. The recital of such instances was 
usually followed by fervent prayer in the 
meeting, followed by some appropriate hymn, 
such as : 

♦'Sow in the morn thy seed, 

At eve hold not thy hand. 
To doubt and fear give thou no heed, 

Broad-cast it o'er the land. 
Thou canst not toil in vain ; 

Cold, heat, and moist, and dry, 
Shall foster and mature the grain 

For garners in the sky." 

The interest among the seamen was par- 
ticularly marked. When the sailor has any- 
thing to do with religion he does it with all 
his heart. Thousands of these were con- 
verted. Daily meetings were held on board 
of men-of-war and merchant ships, in sailor 
boarding houses, and along tho shore. A 
converted sailor usually brought a mate with 
him. A sailor was invited to prayer-meeting. 
"What do they do at a prayer-meeting ?" 
said he. "They pray, and sing, and make 
remarks," was tho reply. "They pray, do 
they ? I never prayed in my life." He at- 
tended, and asked for prayer, and was con- 
verted. A sailor came into one of our meet- 
ings, wiping the perspiration from his brow. 
He had to leave his ship, cross the ferry, at- 
tend the meeting, and get back within an 
hour. To gain time he used to run both 
ways. Yet this same man a few weeks be- 
fore was a dissolute and profane man. Re- 
ligion changed him into an industrious, sober, 
and devout Christian. 

Widely as the influence of the meeting has 
been recognized and acknowledged as a 
great instrument of good in all the world, the 
same simplicity (hat marked its commence- 
ment distinguishes its progress. The great 
number of requests sent to the Fulton street 
meeting and their character, forbid spiritual 
pride. No special grace or virtue is at- 
tached to the meeting, but parties in sorrow, 
in woe, and in sin, who want relief, feel that 
a company of sympathizing Christians as- 
semble daily at noon for prayer, and that 
their requests will find a warm and sympa- 
thetic welcome. The requests for prayer 
come from a feeling heart. They bear un- 
"mistakable marks of anguish and agony for 
unconverted friends. They sweep the whole 



circle of domestic and social life. With 
churches, parishes, and ministers, they beget 
humility, and the burden of nearly every 
prayer is what are we, or what is this place, 
that we should make intercession to God for 
others. 

The number of conversions cannot be 
counted by the additions to the churches of 
New York, though these were very large — 
larger than had been known since the Great 
Awakening. For men of all nationalities, 
from all sections of our own country, partici- 
pated in these meetings, and shared the 
blessing, of whom no mention can be made. 
Tho whole world shared in the blessing, and 
every altar of Christendom was revived, and 
from every quarter of the globe thanksgiv- 
ings were sent to the New York noonday 
meetiug, blessing Almighty God for its ori- 
gin. — 2V. T. Paper.

enter their dreary abode the jail, the State 

prison, with a leeling of malice against tho

LECTURE ON "JOHN CALVIN" BY REV. 
DR. LORD. 

The second of (he course of historical lec- 
tures before the Christian Association was 
delivered on Friday evening to an audience 
larger than any similar occasion lias called 
together this season. The theme. Although 

remote from the sphere of present interests, 
was invested with a fascinating interest which 
secured au attentive hearing for the entire 
discourse. It was "John Calvin," whom tho 
speaker presented as an exponent of the the- 
ological era of modern history. The follow- 
ing is an outline of the lecture: 

Perhaps the most striking feature of the 
sixteenth century was the discussion of the- 
ological questions by the people. It was a 
theological age — au age of religious inquiry, 
when men thought of God aud the great doc- 
trines of Christianity aud a future life more 
than at any subsequent period- As the ex- 
ponent of this feature of the century I select 
John Calvin, whose name cannot be men- 
tioned without (he association of much that 
is repulsive in many minds as the prophet of 
everlasting doom, who, with pallid, calm and 
ghastly features would pronounce the funer- 
al of* the universe ; while to. others he is the 
oracle of such tremendous wisdom, that they 
would be as much scandalized to hear any of 
his positions controverted, as the School-men 
of the twelfth century would have been if 
auy one had dared to assail St. Augustine or 
Aristotle. But Calvin, if severely and crit- 
ically viewed, apart from controversial aud 
sectarian grounds would loom up as the 
great intellect of his century — a great intel- 
lectual autocrat who set in motion a scries of 
inquiries never equalled for sublimity, and 
utterly transcending all the agitations of 
three centuries in the greatness of their con- 
sequences. 

Calvin was precoisous. At twenty-two 
be was a great champion of the reformation. 
At twenty-six he had published his immor- 
tal "Institutes." Before he was thirty he 
was the oracle of the Protestant Church, 
sending forth from Geneva, where he was 
settled as a pastor until his death, those de- 
crees that no one thought of resisting — a 
Protestant Pope, though ruling like Bernard 
in the middle ages by the force of learning 
and saaeUty> ..... * tl t u! i-oi) ikAi .■■ ' 

Calvin is one of the most striking exam- 
ples of pure intellect which has ever shone 
upon our earth. With him as with Plato, 
Des Cartes, Spinoza and Kunt intellect was 
so prominent that it overshadowed his hu- 
manity. I suppose he had human affections, 
but it is very difficult to conceive of his fall- 
ing in love, or giving way to passion, or in- 
dulging in ordinary pleasures. His very fig- 
ure and countenance would repel most wom- 
en, however severely calm and placid, how- 
ever free from blemish . and coarse effects. 
Only an ancient Greek, seeking an object 
for a statue, would like that placid and un- 
sympathetic repose. He is usually represent- 
ed as pallid, wasted with thought, and study, 
but not pre-occupied with visions of poetic 
joy ; not pensive and Bcornful like Dante, 
who touches our sympathies iu his dreary 
isolation ; nor lean and hungry like Cassius, 
as if devoured by jealousy and envy ; but 
simple, dry, and hard, loving nothing but 
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truth and ideas, living in » World differen 
from other peoples' world, perhaps a higher 
world, but still not sttch as one would alto- 
gether fend 'least of all those of us who 
are warm, impulsive, vissionary, and affeo-' 
lionatc. lie would please Ralph Waldo 
Emerson ; or Boston strong-minded women 
going over to Cambridge for views, provided 
I Ik- y were, ouly orthodox and pious ; or an 
Andover student after three years exhaust- 
ing labor over Hebrew roots ; or a New 
England minister in the country who never 
dared to tell anybody anything, from a com- 
mendable and overstrained prudence and re- 
serve. 

Ordinary flesh and blood would keep at a 
respectful distance from him through an un- 
conquerable awe. His mission wus not to 
please or to attract. b*t to do work for Chris- 
tendom, not with his hands, but with his 
brains. He was not communicative about 
trifles, rarely giving vent to grief or joy, and 
was seldom seen to smile, except as a statue 
smiles or as 4he moon smiles. He loved 
without romance, and suffered bereavement 
without tears. He sought a wife, not for 
communion or sympathy, but to ease him of 
his burdens ; not to share his confidence, but 
to take care of his voice ; not for companion- 
ship, but for convenience. 

His most remarkable peculiarity of mind 
was logical severity and analytic skill, which 
admirably fitted him to be a system-maker. 
But he was preeminent for all the mental 
faculties, except wit, imagination, and the 
perception of the beautiful. 

This age, accustomed to rhetorical "arts, 
intense expressions and start ling paradoxes 
— this sensation age would not consider him 
very eloquent. He hated the tricks of those 
who sell words for a living, and jingle ex- 
pressions as if they were meant to make a 
noise. He was sparing of language, and yet 
spoke with clearness and terseness, using 
neither sarcasm nor invective. He appealed 
to reason, not to passion, to conscience, not 
to fancy. Ho hated dissensions, and strove 
to heal divisions of the church. 
. , He died at fifty-three, being worn out 
with care. ., <.]jj 10 eta ofit <>-:•<*! ol 

Calvin had no relaxation. All his time 
was consecrated to his church, lie might 
have lived longer and prolonged his influ- 
ence had he been more egotistical and provi- 
dent for himself. He spent himself in the 
fight. And what a fight he fought! What 
a race he ran ! What a crown not of leaves 
but of heavenly gems, he wears 1 For "to 
him that overcometh shall be given the 
morning star." 

There is one spot on the brightness of this 
blazing sun, — that is his intolerance and per- 
secution of those whom he regarded as her- 
etics. Doubtless it was an error to have 
lunt him influence to persecution as in the 
case of Servetus, For it is a mere quibble, 
to say that he did uot burn him, when he in- 
formed against him, and to those he knew 
would never allow him to escape. He did 
not apply the torch with his own hand; but 
he did not interpose to save him. lie did 
not deem his death any other than just for 
such heresy as his. Amiable in other re- 
spects as was his life, Calvin was intolerant, 
especially to heretics, and heretics in his eyes 
___j3fii»-pi*ecTseiy what they were in the esti- 
iimfioii of the Popes — those (hue differed from 
him in the vital articles of his creed. He 
believed that dangerous heretics against (he 
faith must be exterminated where they could 
not be silenced. 

In the Theological and Ecclesiastical sys- 
tem Calvin prepared, two ideas stand out 
with singular prominence — the Theocratic in 
Church Polity and Predestination in Theol- 
ogy. In other respects his system was not 
peculiar, and does not conflict essentially 
with the common views of the Church since 
the time of Augustine. 

The Theocratic idea forms the basis of his 
system of legislation. He maintained that it 
lay concealed in the Primitive Church, ami 
was gradually unfolded, though in a corrupt 
form, by the Popes, the worthiest of whom 
kept the idea of a Divine Government clear- 
ly in view. The fundamental principle of 
the Papacy as an institution is a central pow- 
er, supreme and uncontrovertible, with the 
highest sanctions of religion to coerce by 
spiritual weapons the nations to obedience 
to the end of conserving the peace of the 
world. The Autocrat of Geneva aimed also 
to realize the great idea which the middle 
ages sought for in vain — that the Church 
must remain the mother of spiritual princi- 
ples, while the State should continue to be 
the arm by which those principles should be 
enforced. He never objected to the spiritual 
domination of tho Popes, but only to their 
usurpation of temporal authority and pious 
frauds. Both Church and State were to be 
regulated by the commandments of God. 
The old Jewish Theocracy was his model of 
legislation. Offences against morality, as 
interpreted by the Church, were to be pun- 
ished by the secular arm. The activity of 
the Consistory, iu which he was perpetually 
summoned to give advice, changed it into a 
sort of Inquisition. 

In Theology, his peculiar doctrine centres 
in the Divine Decrees, or Predestination, by 
which it would seem, according to his great 
biographer, that God, iu his sovereign will 
ami for his own glory, elected one part of 
the human race to everlasting lilc, and aban- 
doned the other part to everlasting death ; 
that man, by the original transgression, lost 
the power over the will except to do evil ; 
that it is only by Divine grace that freedom 
to do good was recovered, and that this grace 
was bestowed only on the elect, and the 
elect not in consequence of the foreknowledge 
of* God, but by his absolute decree before the 
world was made. This doctrine Calvin log- 
ically deduoes, from the acknowledged fact 
of the absolute omnipotence of God, and the 
absolute dependence ol man. 

In spite of the incompleteness of Calvin's 
system, and the absurd misrepresentations of 
it, its influence on civilization, to say nothing 
of the Cburcli, has been most potent and be- 
nignant. 

Of such a niau, in view of his transcend- 
eut intellect, his matchless labors, his vast 
attainments, his unrivalled influence, his un- 
blemished morality, his sereue faith and tri- 
umphant death, all flippant criticism is con- 



temptible and mean ; least of all is that great 
giant to be measured by tho narrow rules of 
any sectarian policy. If we do not love" him, 
and cannot comprehend him, not because he 
is little, but because we are little, let us at 
least suppress malicious sneers arid ignorant 
disdain, and cease to detract from the man 
who so profoundly extorted the admiration 
of his own intellectual age, and who so pow- 
erfully impressed his transcendent genius on 
the minds of some of the most exalted think- 
ers that succeeding generations have pro- 
duced, and of whom all future ages shall be 
proud.

DEATH OF EDGAR NEEDHAM. J if

"And God shall wipe away all tears from their 
eyes ; there, shall bo no more death, neither sorrow, 
nor orying, neither Khali there be any more |>ain : for 

the former things are passed away." — Rev. 21:4. 

To every thinking, reflecting mind, death 
brings the most solemn thoughts. Death is 
the penalty for sin : we fear it. What al- 
most superhuman efforts have been made ; 
in what various ways have they sought to 
escape the chilling touch of his '"cold icy 
fingers ?" 

Poets and preachers, fixing their eyes on 
the bright beyond, may try to transform the 
"bridge of sights" over which the grim mon- 
ster, with relentless hate, continues to drive 
our afflicted humanity into an extatic flight 
to fairer realms ; they may try to make 
"the tyrant drop his hostile guise," they may 
paint him with a 

"Light, flowing, shining, azure vost, 
And all tho ungel stands contest ;" 

and still he will appear to a suffering race 
in the language of Bevelation, "an enemy," 
a frightful monster, the King of Tenors. 
And they will avoid him as they would the 
rack, the torture, and the flame. And it is 
not until earthly hopes depart, until our pur* 
poses are broken off, until friend alter friend 
has gone, until earth becomes to us a place of 
darkness and of gloom, that we begin to look 
upon him with complacency- Ere affliction 
brings us to this situation, we turn and turn 
to tiud some avenue of escape from the 
clutches of the monster. We groan, we cry, 
we pray, for a deathless, sorrowless bind. As 
an illustration let me relate an anecdote. 
When the cholera visited this country in '31 
aud '32, it fell upon Baltimore with terrible 
severity. Many of the inhabitants were 
panic-stricken at the doings of death. A 
Mr. Estepps, a colored Treacher, was one 
duy walking up one of the streets ; ho saw a 
man running down the opposite side of the 
way, and crying with a loud voice, "Who 
can tell me of a land where they .won't die 
any more?" Cross iug over he intercepted 
him ; pointed him to Jesus as the Saviour of 
sinners, and to the saint's inheritance as the 
deathless laud. A few days after, enteriug 
a hospital, as he stood by the bed-side of one 
of the sufferers, be heard a voice at a little 
distance cry, "O cholera ! you have come too 
late ; I have heard of a land where, they 
won't die any more." Turning to the cot 
from whence the voice proceeded, he saw the 
sufferer turn over and die. And what was 
his surprise, to behold in the countenance of 
of the lifeless corpse, the friend whom he 
had but a few days before pointed to the sor- 
rowless clime. To the precious promises 
contained in the text for those who shall in- 
herit that undying country, we now invite 
your prayerful attention. 

1. "God shall wipe away all tears from 
their eyes." Tears are the usual accompa- 
niments, the outward signs of excessive sor- 
row. To wipe away tears would be an act 
of kindness, expressive of sympathy ; an act 
of encouragement, to be strong to do, to suf- 
fer ; an assurance of willingness to assist in 
bearing burdens, in carrying griefs and sor- 
rows. Such are the feelings of a tender 
mother, as she wipes away the tears of her 
child, aud makes him stroug to endure the 
little triuls he may have to pass through, 
knowing he may run and lean his head on 
the maternal bosom and tell his troubles, and 
she will sympathize with him iu his sadness. 



*t has reigned, and proclaims its cessation. 
It "shall be no more." What a happy day ! 
if we might stay the ravages of the mon- 
ster, and savo fiom his clutches the friends 
who yot remain to us. But there are hearts 
broken who wou'd not cease to grieve ; 
there art ties sundered that could not 
thus be reunited. The war ceases, but 
bereaved ones mourn still. The return of 
peace gives not back its victims. The prom- 
ise means infinitely more. Hark ! the voice 
of death's conqueror. "O death I will be thy 
plague ! O grave I will be thy destruction ! 
Death is everywhere in Scripture personified 
as a triumphant warrior. But a stronger 
than he is represented at the last, as robbing 
him of the spoils of victory. To destroy tho 
grave, would be to rob it of its victims. To 
destroy death, would be to cause its victims 
to live. Listen to the testimony ! "Thy dead 
men shall live, together with my dead body 
shall they arise." "Awake and sing, ye that 
dwell in dust, for thy dew is as the 
dew of herbs, and the earth shall cast out 
the dead." — Isa. 2G : 19. Dan. 12:2 testi- 
fies thus ^ VMany of them that sleep in the 
dust, of the earth shall awake, some to ever- 
lasting life, and some to shame and everlast- 
ing contempt." And Christ testifies, John 
5 : 28, 29, "Marvel not at this : for the hour 
is coming, in the which all that are in the 
graves shall hear his voice, and shall come 
forth ; they that have done good, unto the 
resurrection of" life ; and they that have done 
evil, unto the resurrection of damnation.'' 
Paul queries thus before Agrippa, — Acts 
26 : 8, "Why should it be thought a thing 
incredible with }ou, that God should raise 
the dead ?" And he encourages his mourn- 
ing friends at Thessalonica thus : "The Lord 
himself shall descend from heaven with a 
shout, with the voice of the archangel, and 
with the trump of God, and the dead in 
Christ shall rise." But why need we multi- 
ply testimony- A 3 su,e as 'he Lord liveth, 
the grave shall be robbed of its prey ; for 
his voice shall pierce the deepest caverns of 
the dead, and the sleepers there shall come 
forth. The sea-weed shroud shall be torn 
from its victims, for the watery grave shall 
hear the voice of the Son of God, and shall 
obey. Both the coral aud monumental tombs 
shall be burst in sunder, for the rocks shall 
hear his voice, — yield their prey, and flee 
at his presence. The badges of mourning 
shall nil be put away, for 

Death's Conqueror shall appear, 

High on a royiil s^at }' 
And death the lust of all his foes 

Lie vanquished at his loot. 

As death is not a person, (though often per- 
sonified) but an effect of certain causes, to 
destroy it, is to turn back the effect of cer- 
tain ciiuses, render them inoperative, or de- 
stroy them altogether. And the cause be- 
ing removed, the consequence cannot follow. 
There shall be no more death. 

3. No more sorrow. Death is not the 
only cause of sorrow. There are hopes de- 
ferred, purposes broken off, faithless friends, 
aud a thousund nameless evils, which render 
life a burden, and cause the weary sufferer 
to exclaim in the words of the poet; 

"I would not live alway, I ask not to stay, 

YV Ijere storm alter txoim rises dark u'er'ttio way." 

And we read in Scripture of a class of men 
pussiog ii i nil', the sore judgments of the Al- 
mighty, whose sorrows were so bitter that 
they "desired to die, but death fled from 
theur." I once stood by the bed-side of a 
young roan, whose body rucked with pain, 
aud whose mind filled with anguish, would 
frequently exclaim "Why can't I die." O, 
there may be pain sc excruciatiug, there may 
be sorrow so unbearable, that death wculd 
seem to be a relief. Tears are the usual 
symbols or expressions of sorrow. But there 
may be a sorrow too deep for tears. Were 
the wiping away of tears, all that was intend- 
ed by the text, tliey might be wiped away, 
and the sorrow remain, gnawing at the heart 
of its vietim, like the canker at the root of 
the rose. But, O, blissful promise ! When 
teal's, the offspring of sorrow are wiped 
away, the sorrow shall all go with them ; for 
then 

" No fears shall fall, nor hearts be sad. 

Then the glory shall be lor all, and all be glad." 

Hearts once broken are now united ; and 
they shall be no more troubled with present 
or prospective grief. He from the throne 
proclaims the dispensation of tears ended ; 
and to make assurance doubly sure, he adds 
"There shall be no more sorrow." It would 
seem that "tears wiped away, death ended, 
sorrow gone," it were unnecessary to add 
another. But lest the heart crushed with for- 
mer griefs, should still fear some lurking evil, 
that the power of Omnipotence has not erad- 
icated, or that the previous promises already 
enunciated, did not cover, he adds another, 
there shall be no more pain. Doubtless this 
promise is mainly covered by the former. It 
is cumulative in its nature, and intended like 
the dreams of Pharaoh to show that the thing 
was established, and must surely come to 
pass. But as it was not unworthy of Om- 
nipotent wisdom to write them, so it cannot 
be unworthy of our contemplation, for whose 
comfort and consolation it was written. 
From the moment we open our eyes upon 
the world, we are not only susceptible of, 
but are subjected to circumstances causing 
pain and anguish. The wail or the infant, 



Such is Jesus to us, as he intercedes for his the broken-hearted sigh of youth, the groan 



people near his Father's throne. There is 
not a tear that falls from the eye of 'a disci- 
ple but moistens the eye of our great High 
Priest. There is not a groan escapes the 
heart of hi3 people, but finds a corresponding 
echo in the heart of him who ministers in the 
heavenly courts. But the text contemplates 
something mere. It points us to a time, and 
a land, where idl tears shall cease, and all 
causes of grief shall have passed away for- 
ever. It contemplates a drying up of the 
fouutaiu at its source. And accordingly, 
critics tell us the original of "wipe away," 
means to wipo out, or dry up. And this is 
clear from the nature of the promises which 
follow. They arc cumulative, piled one upon 
another, rendering assurance doubly sure. 
And the poet might well exclaim : 

"O, tears, and pin, and sorrow, 
Now let your prisoner go." 

For 2d. "There shall be no more death." 
The text plainly points to a land where 



of disappointment eseaping from the strong 
man, the feeble moan of tottering age, not 
only tell of pains both felt and leared, but 
they tell of them from the cradle to the grave. 
This is an age of pain. Here, in the words 
of the poet, we are subject to 

"Pains and groans, and dying strife," 
but as we enter the confines of the deathless 
land, we hear the voice of him who makes 
all things new, as it rings through all the 
borders of that sorrowless clime proclaiming, 
"There shall be no more pain." Here theie 
is not only physical pain, but mental and 
moral. There are sights and sounds that of- 
fend the eye, and pain the e»r. But 

"There every sight that pleases, 
There every sound that cheers, 

There sweet immortal breezes, 
Inspire the pulmy years, 

There all the just join in a band, 

From every age, from every land, 
•jhwl .•' While o'er them reigns King Jesus."

The spread of Christianity among them was 
entirely due to the influence of native mili- 
tary officors or traders who happened to go 
to those parts, and embraced tho opportunity 
of teaching the gospel to their countrymen.

THE WORK OP GOD IN MADAGASCAR.

The report of Rev. Mr. Ellis which fol- 
lows, of tho success of Protestant missions 
in Madgascar, is full of encouragement to la- 
bor on in the Lord's vineyard. This is 
another evidence of the approaching end. 
This gospel of the kingdom shall be preached 
in all the world for a witness to all nations : 

We find in the European Times the fol- 
lowing interesting intelligence concerning the 
spread of Christianity iu Madagascar : 

"The eminent missionary, the ReV. W. El- 
lis, who fifty years ago left England for the 
South Seas, in the service of the London 
Missionary Society, returned from Madagas- 
car last week, and met a large number of 
town and country directors of the Society, as- 
sembled for their usual quarterly meeting at 
the Mission House in Blomfield Street. He 
must now number nearly seVenty-five yea's 
of age. In 1816 he visited the islands of 
the Pacific, including the Sandwich group, 
and was occupied in missionary labors there 
till 182.5. For the next fifteen years he 
served tho Society at home. The third pe- 
riod into which his missionary life divides it- 
self has been principally occupied with the 
affairs of Madagascar. 



to educate and support the widows and or- 
phans of slain patriots, but this is a duty, and 
we cannot evade it without doing violence to 
our humanity. We may pass resolutions of 
thanks and give houses to our generals, and 
make their journeying* as they go from camp 
to home ovations ; but all this is the expres- 
sion of popular enthusiasm, and we cannot 
restrain it. We have yet done nothing to 
show as a Christian people our devotion to 
God for his tender care of the nation. 

This is what the Christians of the United 
States, without regard to class or sect, have 
been thinking, and we learn that a move- 
ment is on foot to give practical expression 
to the thought. A conference was recently 
held in New York, composed of eminent 
clergy and laymen, and the necessity of doing 
something worthy of tho American churches 
was considered. The idea that seemed to 
gather most strength was, that a board of 
Christians should make an appeal to the 
nation to subscribe to what may be called 
"A Thanksgiving Fund." 

Individuals or churches contributing shall 
direct their contributions to whatever good 
object they may select. The Board, or Com- 
mission, does not ask to have the money 
pnssed through its hands. It only desires to 
have the work done, and then to gather up 
and make known the facts respecting it, so 
that "a national offering" may become a part 
of our national history. 

All subscriptions left to the judgment of 
the Board, will be applied in the way most 
apt" to diffuse the spirit of religion and Chris- 
tian charity throughout the world. 

The idea that most favorably impresses us 
is the catholic spirit that actuates those who 
have this plan in charge. All who believe 
iu the religion of Christ, and even those 
whoso faith has not yet known its accepted 
Messiah, are invited to come forth and give 
of their substance and store, in honor of the 
God who hath made and preserved us a na- 
tion, and as a testimonial of their thankful- 
ness for tho happy ending of the war. There 
is no reason why 810,000,000 should not bo 
subscribed by the Christians of America. 
Let this great Thanksgiving movement be 



marked 'by a spirit of fraternal love and 
Christian charity. Let us show by our of- 
ferings not only that we thank God for mer- 
cy and loving kindness, but that we thank 
him as the Christian people of America, and 
not the mere partisans of antagonistic and 
widely-varying sects.

THANK OFFERING TO GOD. 



We publish in another column an article 
from the New York Tribune, on "Praise to 
God" for his wonderful dealings toward us 
as a nation. It is true that a great amount 
of real devout thankfulness to God as our 
great deliverer has gone up from his people 
since the fall of the great rebellion. But we 
agree with the article referred to, that there 
has not been that full, practical" expression 
given to it that it should receive, and we join 
our voices with this suggestion, and would 
impress on all our readers, not merely to 
render lip service, but to make a sacrifice to 
God which costs us somelhiug. The Lord 
bo praised for tho spirit of liberality with 
which our people have come forward the 
past year to sustaiu the Herald Office and 
our Missions. But we want more yet. 

That we may have a definite object be- 
fore us for which to act. we propose that we 
dovotc our thank offerings to the purchase or 
erection of a literary institution where our 
young people may be educated iu the doc- 
trines which we hold dear, without being 
compelled to go to institutions where they 
will come directly under the influence of 
what we regard as greatly erroneous inter- 
pretations of the Bible; and where, also, our 
young men who leel the need of education 
to fit them for the ministry, can go and ob- 
tain it.

With a charter embracing full University 
powers and privileges, wo can begin with a 
preparatory school of such grade as our 
present needs require, aud grow up as our 
future wants demand. 

We propose, further, that the funds shall 
be placed in the hands of the treasurer of the 
American Millennial Association, under the 
direction of the Standing Committee, until 
such time as a corporation shall be chartered 
and prepared to act in the matter of purchas- 
ing or building and establishing the institu-

AMERICAN METHODISM. 

ITS CENTINART. 

The year 1866 is the ceiitinnry of Ameri- 
can Methodism. One hundred years ago 
that form of the Christian religion flung its 
banner to the breeze on these shores. And 
as is every way proper, the Methodist church 
proposes to hold a grand celebration through- 
out all their borders. The last General Con- 
ference appointed a Central Committee to 
make arrangements for a due observance of 
this important event. That Committee have 
had several meetings and laid out their work. 

There are to be two great, geuoral meet- 
ings held, one in May, the other in October. 
Every church, and each member of the 
church is expected to give something to the 
e'enfinary fund, which fund is to be under the 
charge ol a Committee for disbursement. 
With certain restrictions the churches and 
donors are to be permitted to designate the 
objects to which their money shall be ap- 
propriated : but the most prominent object is 
the cause of education, secular and theo- 
logical. There is great enthusiasm manifest- 
ed on this subject, and there will no doubt be 
an immense sum raised for the fund. 

In addition to the Centinary fund, the Mis- 
sionary Committee have made their estimate 
for the ensuing year, requiring one million 
of dollars for their work. This has received 
the sanction of the Board of Bishops and the 
Executive Committee of the Missionary So- 
ciety ; and there is no doubt but what it will 
all be raised. Their missionary field is iu 
all lands, and continually enlarging its bound- 
aries : and to require a million for its sup- 
port must be a gigantic affair. 

The progress of Methodism in one hun- 
dred years has been marvelous. The New 
York Observer sums it up thus : 

"Aggregately there are now in the United 
States and Canada, as the results of the 
Methodism of 1776, 1,972,770 church-mem- 
bers, 13,6.50 travelling preachers, 15,000 lo- 
cal preachers, nearly 200 colleges and acade- 
mies, and more than 80 periodical publica- 
tions ; 1,986,420 communicants, including 
preachers, and nearly 8,000,000 people." 



demand, "let my people go, that they may 
serve me," that we* had success in putting 
down the great rebellion.

Will the approaching Congress stand in 
the breach, and stay the tide of oppression ; 
or must we pass a still more fiery ordeal thnu 
the former one, fere we learn wisdom and 
perform our vows. A little more than n 
year ago when our government, at the time 
of the last presidential election, was on the 
brink of destruction, and, t<> all appearance, 
the election was to be broken up and defeat- 
ed, the Church fled to hen. strong hold, the 
throne of grace, the storm was staid, and 
there was a great calm. Another great cri- 
sis approaches, and new perils surround us. 

Then let us learn wisdom by our former 
experience, and seek help from on high, by 
daily making our requests known to God. 
Ask of him wisdom and strength for the 
President and for Congress, that they may 
each in their sphere do justice to the Freed- 
men and maintain their cause against the op- 
pressor, giving to them equal rights before 
the Law. It must not be performed as a 
matter of form, but from the depths of the 
heart. Why should there not be special 
meetings held for prayer for this very object ? 
Great financial prosperity seems opening 
upon us, and there is imminent danger of our 
forgetting God. , „ , • 

Congress meets, in a few days, and will 
constitute the most important meeting ever 
assembled, as in great measure they will hold 
the destinies of the conmry for weal or woe 
in their hands, and the moulding of our re- 
stored country will greatly devolve on them. 
Let all who have hearts to pray and faith in 
prayer, lift up their desires to Heaven for 
our government at this important hour.

— In Tyrol the 
liberal party has just carried the day at an 
election. A certain number of persons were 
to be chosen at Botzen, and of all the candi- 
dates put forward by the clerical party not 
one was successful, in spite of the strenuous 
endeavors to get them elected. This is re- 
markable, and a proof of advancing eulight- 
ment in the province ; for till lately in no 
part of the empire was such intolerance to 
be found as in Tyrol. The priesthood there 
ruled with dominant sway, and so great was 
fear of any opposing influence establishing 
itself near them, lhat they were resolute in 
preventing non-Catholics from even purchas- 
ing a' house or settling in the country. 
Wherever such were to be found the whole 
community was enjoined to hold no inter- 
course with them, and if the heretic were in 
a humble or dependent position, the life he 
led, owing to such inimical feeling, was one 
of continual petty persecution. To have a 
conception of such a state of things one must 
have lived in the. remoter valleys of the 
Tyrol, as I have done, and seen and heard 
how the parish priest uses his authority and 
power to make his pariahoners keep aloof 
from the detested Protestant, and look on 
and treat him as the pariah of the West. 
When therefore, the Austrian Government 
not long ago authorized the erection and 
consecration of a Protestant church at Salz- 
burg, one may easily suppose the alarm

Manufactures in Worcester. — The 
Transcript says that the largest branch of 
business in Worcester is the manufacture of 
boots and shoes, nmounting to $2,558,517. 
The next is the woolen manufacturers, $2,1 22,- 
937; wire do, $1,500,000; rolling mills, 
$1,300,000 ; cotton and woolen machinery. 
$1,190,000. Then there are thirteen estab- 
lishments which produce from $100,000 to 
$700,000 per annum, averaging $334,000 
each, amounting to $4,348,000. There are 
besides ninety-two different kinds of mechani- 
cal business, varying from $500 to $90,000, 
and amounting in the aggregate to about 
$1,675,000. Total $14,734,454. As the 
population is 80,058, it appears that there is 
one branch of manufacturing industry to 
every 332 inhabitants. There are of course 
a large number of trading establishments, 
financial institutions, &c., besides a very con- 
siderable population engaged in agriculture, 
so that Worcester may probably challenge a 
comparison with any other city in the 
United States for its diversified industry. 



"THE SOUira VICTORIOUS." 

So says Wendell Philips. So say we, but 
in a very different sense. We hold that the 
South has most gloriously, beneficently tri- 
umphed, in our late struggle — that her gain 
by it will immensely exceed that of the 
North — in that, 

1. Slavery is abolished. — That horrible 
barbarism no longer scourges and cripples 
the finest portion of our country. Labor 
will no more be stigmatized there as the fit 
employment of "mud-sills" and mindless, be- 
nighted, degraded serfs. Had Slavery never 
crossed the Atlantic, the population of the 
South would have been double and her 
wealth at least treble what they are to-day. 
Common Schools would have educated her 
children ; Manufactures diversified and en- 
riched her industry. Freedom of speech 
and of the press would have enlightened and 
elevated her masses. We firmly believe that 
the wealth of the South will be doubled 
within the next ten years, and that her peo- 
ple will find the improvement in their condi- 
tion so great that they will be thankful even 
for the Rebellion, since it is probable that 
but for it, Slavery would have clung to them 
another century. Even five years hence, 
they will openly and generally rejoice that 
Slavery is no more. 

2. State Sovereignly and the constitutional 
right of secession are no more. — They were 
always mischievous, pestilent delusions. A 
nation, whose-severnl parts are yet its supe- 
riors, and whereof any part is at liberty to 
withdraw at will, is a fraud — a sham — a fu- 
tility. It can have no settled policy, make 
no binding engagements, hold no stable posi- 
tion. It is a fog-bank, a smoke-wreath, a 
dissolving illusion. Mr. Jefferson well said j 
that, if the South were severed from the 
North, South Carolina and Georgia would 
only transfer their jealousy of New England 
to Maryland and Virginia. It was under- 
stood throughout the late rebellion, that the 
triumph of secessiou would !ead to further 
secessions. The South wants order and re- 
pose: secession is anarchy made chronic — 
suicide exalted from an abberation into a 
law. The last half-century's convulsions of 
Spanish America fitly prefigure what the 
South would have experienced, had her in- 
dependence be«rtl wrested from the Federal 
authorities. The trade of the Missouri, up- 
per Mississippi and Ohio arrested by a boom 
across the great river below Cairo, and 
turned from New Orleans and the Gulf to 
New York and the Atlantic — there is no sin- 
gle aspect wherein the overthrow of seces- 
sion is not a great escape for the South. — N.

OHINESE SEEDS AND PAPER. 



The Giuaro Estate and College. — 
The income of the Girard estate, in Phila- 
delphia, is now about two hundred thousand 
dollars a year, and still increasing. On the 
first of January, 1864, there were four hun- 
dred and forty-five pupils in the institution, 
and five hundred and sixty-three on tho first 
of January, 1865, when thirty-seven vacan- 
cies existed. During 1864 twenty were 
bound by indenture of apprenticeship ; seven 
on trial, waiting agreement between the em- 
ployers and the pupils to become their ap- 
prentices ; nine died ; three had their inden- 
tures cancelled, and thirty were expelled. 
In February last, there were one hundred 
and forty-two applicants for the benefits of 
the institution, although twice during the 
past four years every applicant was admit- 
ted into the college.

The "Church Congress" as it is called, has 
recently been in session at Norwich, in Eng- 
land. Some of the facts brought out in the 
report upon church attendance are embodied 
iu the following paragraph, which we cut 
from an English paper : 

"In London alone 4,000 new houses were 
erected annually, and to provide a minister 
of the church to every 2,000 sonls it was 
calculated that 527 new clergymen were now 
required. London contained about 3,000,000 
souls, but it was computed that three-fourths 
of this population were left destitute of the 
means of grace, while inducements to irre- 
ligion abounded on all sides. In Birming- 
ham the church only provided sittings for 
30,000 in a population of 300,000 ; and in 
Liverpool it was calculated that 150,000 
persons went to no place of worship what- 
ever. In England there were 75,000 public- 
houses and 45,000 beershops, the total bear- 
ing, a proportion to the parochial clergy of 
more than seven to one." 

It is a comfort to reflect that some pro- 
vision is made for the religious education of 
the people of England, besides that afforded 
by the Church. 

Newly Discovered Mexican City. — 
The ruins of an extensive Mexican aborigi- 
nal city, which have just been discovered, 
are situated in the forest of Jicorumbo, in the 
province of Tlaxicala. The temples are of 
immense size, some with vaulted roofs, and 
so well preserved that ancient paintings ap- 
pear fresh. The courts are filled with hide- 
ous and grotesque idols, and pyramids sur- 
mounted by the same. The whole is envel- 
oped in a dense forest of cedar and ebony 
trees. Some of these cedars are of such im- 
mense size, that eight men taking hold of 
hands together could not reach around one 
of them. These forests are of healthy table 
lands, about fifty miles from the port ol 
Tuxan. 

There are in Philadelphia almost five 
thousand licensed liquor shops, and as many 
more, it is said, where liquor is sold by those 
not licensed. The city has the largest poOr- 
house in the world. 



The Washington Chronicle say* that Com- 
missioner Newton, of the Agricultural De- 
partment, has received fVom China a collec- 
tion ot nearly one hundred varieties of ce- 
reals and vegetable seeds, in small quantities, 
for the experimental or propagating garden, 
together with an almost endless variety of 
curiosities from China. These are the results 
of* the labors of Varnum D. 'Collins, who 
went to that country about two years since. 
In this collection is a Chinese volume on bot- 
any and agriculture, printed in the Chinese 
language. Also uanierous specimens of ag- 
ricultural aud other implements and machin- 
ery. Quite a large collection of specimens 
of fibres, some of them real curiosities, ac- 
company this collection, and are well worth 
the attention of those versed in such matters. 

Mr. Newton also receives with tLis rein- 
forcement to his department a number of 
specimens of Chinese paper. Bamboo paper, 
nearly white, and of good quality, sells in 
China at the rate of S3 08 per ream ; a good 
quality of Bamboo paper, very light yellow, 
at $2 65 per ream ; Mulberry paper, nearly 
white and rather flimsy, $1 00 per ream; 
straw paper, an excellent quality, bright yel- 
low, for wrapping, 75 cents per ream ; Mul- 
berry paper, brown, a good quality, $1 45 
per ream ; Bamboo paper, light color and 
good face, $1 34 per ream ; add straw paper, 
good quality, 67 cents per ream. This paper 
is more difficult to tear than that of Ameri- 
can manufacture. 

A large number of specimens of Chinese 
cords are also in this batch of curiosities, and 
consist mostly of the fibres of trees, &c. A 
few bottles of sorgo sugar, syrup, and a va- 
riety of sorghum seeds, are embraced in the 
collection, the sugar being a very fine article. 

A curiosity shown us was a Testament 
printed in Chinese language, in the finest 
style of the Chinese art, the result of Amer- 
ican genius and enterprise, in the perso»of 
Mr. William Gamble, superintendent of the 
American Presbyterian press at Shanghai. 

Our attention was next called to seven 
cases of insects, collected iu China, and the 
greatest variety ever received in that depart- 
ment from any place at any one time. They 
are well worth a careful inspection, 

A specimen of Chinese wall paper graced 
the same table, the colors of which were red, 
yellow and blue. This is manufactured from 
fibres. 

POMPEVS PILLAR. 

A curious discovery has recently been 
made in attempting to repair the basement 
of this celebrated monument, which seemed 
to threaten ruin. M. D'Arnaud-Bry, a 
French engineer, having been appointed by 
the Viceroy of Egypt to direct the work of 
consolidation, he first of all caused a few of 
the loose stones forming the basement to be 
rempved with all proper precaution ; but it 
was soon found that these stones had nothing 
to do with the support of the pillar, aud that 
the latter rested entirely on a cube of very 
hard quartzose puddingstoue within the base- 
ment. Upon further examination it was dis- 
covered that this cube bore an inscription in 
hieroglyphics turned upside down, and was, 
in fact, the capital of a column belonging to 
one of the temples of Upper Egypt, and con- 
veyed thither for the express purpose of serv- 
ing for the base of the column. M. Mariette 
has deciphered the inscription, and found the 
name of Sesostris II., the father of the great 
Sesostris, mentioned in it ; so that Pompey's 
pillar, now 1500 years old, rests on the frag- 
ment of a monument erected at least seven- 
teen centuries before the Christian era. A 
new basement has now been constructed, 



As an eagle stirreth up her nest, &c. Deut.

"She 
builds her nest on high, among the crags of 
the rocks ;" it is square in form, and perfect- 
ly level, consisting of twigs and branches 
firmly compacted. As soon as the eaglets 
are old enough to provide for themselves the 
parents exclude them from the nest, and use 
every artifice to induce them to fly. For 
this purpose they shake up or "stir" the nest ; 
with their talons or wings they dash it from 
the rocky platform ; they then "flutter .over 
their young," and by successive circles or gy- 
rations, gradually widening in circuit, en- 
courage them to expand and exercise their 
newly fledged wings. If they shrink from 
trying themselves on the buoyant air, the 
old birds take them on their backs, or stretch 
out their strong pinions to bear them aloft 
till they get accustomed to the use of their 
untried powers. If the eaglet becomes tired 
of its flight, and begins to fall toward the 
earth, the eyes of the parent birds are follow- 
ing it, and ere it is dashed to the ground 
they dart after it, and fling out their strong 
pinions beneath it to break its fall, and bear 
it aloft again. Thus Jehovah says to the Is- 
raelites, "Ye see that I have borne you on 
eagle's wings." 

"The stars in their courses fought against 
Sisera." Judges 5 : 21,22. Mr. Parkurst, 
as a disciple of the Hutchinsonian philosophy, 
speaks of the supernatural influence exerted 
on that occasion by the stars and planets in 
causing abundance of rain, which swelled the 
river Ivishoii, at all times rapid, and swept 
away the hosts of Sisera as they tried to ford 
it. But may it not refer to the extreme 
brightness which the heavenly bodies might 
exhibit on that memorable night, which en- 
abled the Israelites to follow the flying foe 
till "there was not a man left ?" The stars 
or celestial orbs might be said to "fight 
against" the Canaaiiites when the sun and 
moon stood still at the command of Joshua. 
A similar advantage was enjoyed by the 
British at the battle of Waterloo, which took 
place when the days were the longest and 
the moon was at lull — a circumstance which 
rendered escape or concealment through the 
night impossible. This does not at all clash 
with the idea that the river Kishon was 
also largely swollen by tho waters which 
swept forth from the plain of Esdraleon after 
the most terribly drenching rains. 

" The words of the wise are as goads" &c. 
Eccles. xii, 11. A large herd of cattle pass 
by. Twenty drivers, each furnished with a 
stick five or six feet long and pointed with 
au iron point or nail fastened to the smaller 
end. There is allusion to this in the words, 
"The words of the wise arc as goads, and as 
nails fastened by the master of assemblies, 
which are given from one shepherd." 
Now there used to be a custom, and it is still 
observed to some extent, that the head herds- 
man alone was allowed to fix the points into 
the ends of the goads. For this pnrpose he 
keeps some simple tools ; and he is careful to 
prevent any of the goads from having points 
too long or too sharp, else they might injure 
the cattle. He also sharpened those that 
were blunt through use. "The words of the 

wise are as goads," &e. They are not too 
sharp, and though sharp enough to arouse, 
they inflict no weuud. — Pittsburg Christian 
Advocate.

THE FREED MEN* 3 MISSION OPPORTUNITY. 

BY A PEDESTRIAN MISSIONARY. 

I have before nio an article quoted from 
the London Spectator, entitled "The Ameri- 
can Freedinan and his teachers." As it is 
■well written, like all the articles of that able 
publication, and as the facts it contains have 
a direct bearing upon the subject on which I 
am writing, I will be excused for making a 
somewhat lengthy extract : 

"It would be idle here to attempt to 
enumerate the different societies now in ex- 
istence in the United States for the relief or 
benefit of the Freedmen. Their work, and 
the spirit in which it is carried on, and the 
thoughts which it suggests to the workers, 
cau best be realized by a sample taken from 
the recent records of one them. Here is the 
Pennsylvania Freedmen' s Bulletin for Aug- 
ust, 18G5, published at Philadelphia, for the 
"Pennsylvania Freedman Relief Associa- 
tion." Since April 21, 18G5, this body has 
received nearly $7,000 in contributions. It 
has charge of and contains reports from 4 
echools in South Carolina, 5 in Tenuessee, 4 
in Alabama, 7 in Washington, 3 in Virginia, 
with over 3,500 pupils on their registers and 
au average attendance of nearly 2,800. The 
teaching extends generally to geography, 
sometimes to history, and even physiology. 
The schools are far from being, as is some- 
times asserted, attended mainly by sharp 
half-breeds. Out of 380 pupils on the school 
register of South Carolina, only 38 are set 
down as mulattoes, 342 as pure blacks ; and 
to shew that these latter fairly enter iuto the 
highest studies, it is sufficient to say that the 
number of pupils who study mental arithme- 
tic is 151 ; of those who study written arith- 
metic 117; and geography 116. There- 
ports are uniform as to the eagerness of the 
people to learn. At Nashville 'multitudes 
are denied admission to the schools because 
there is no room for them,' and the superin- 
tendent 'has only to say that during a long 
experience in teaching he has never wit- 
nessed such eagerness for learning, such 
ready adaptation to the regulations of a new 
school, or such quiet, sensible behaviour as 
characterized the children thus gathered.' 
'The children of Murfreesboro are above the 
average as regards capacity, and the rapid 
development of the freed peor le at this point 
in their industrial relations exceeds the most 
sanguine expectations of their warmest 
friends,' says the superintendent forTenness- 
see and North Alabama, who also mentions 
the interesting fact that 'this summer three 
colored teachers are in the employ of our 
association, all of whom obtained their edu- 
cation in our own schools.' Mr. Walton, 
the Principal ot Keystone School, Stevenson, 
Alabama, says of his 'pupils, that 'their am- 
bition and energy in learning to read and 
write are truly remarkable in many cases.' 
And he instances an old washerwoman who 
'xegularly gets up before dayliglit, attends to 
her household duties, does her washing, iron- 
ing, &c, with her open book in sight, and 
then comes to school and studies most faith- 
fully while there;' an aged woman, living 
more than a mile off, who 'works early and 
late to perform her home duties, and walks 
in here to school twice a day ;' a middle 
aged woman residing ten miles off, who left 
her home expressly to attend school, and 
'cooks and washes to pay her boarding ;' an 
oldish man who gave up his business, and 
sold his shop, 'that he might give his undi- 
vided attention to the improvement of his 
mind at school.' " 

The facts recorded in the above extract 
are very suggestive. There are certain mis- 
sions which find peculiar favor with some 
Christians, on the assumption that they are 
peculiarly important. For example, some 
are very zealous in supporting missions to 
the Jews, under the mistaken impression that 
they are still objects of God's peculiar.Iove, 
in utter forgetfulness of the fact that their 
peculiarity was conditional, and ceased to be 
by their non-compliance with the prescribed 
conditions, and that by the death of Christ 
the middle wall of partition between Jew and 
Gentile was broken down, God thus making 



to himself of twain one new man, so that 
now there is neither Jew nor Greek, male or 
female, bond or free, but all are one in 
Christ Jesus. 

Again, others are equally zealous in send- 
ing Missions to the Papists, under the erro- 
neous idea that popery is to be overthrown 
by the preaching of the gospel, forgetful ol 
the fact that it is destined to be cousumed by 
the Lord, "by the spirit of his mouth, and 
destroyed by the brightness of his coming." 
This kind of mission finds peculiar favor in 
Ciinada, where the French Canadian Mission 
is of all others the most popular. I do not 
object to these missious ; far from it. On 
the contrary, I have lent them both ray hum- 
ble assistance, and although I do not expect 
that any results of a special character are 
likely to flow from them, but there is one 
feature common to them both with which I 
have been much struck, and that is that 
neither of them have been eminently success- 
ful. Conversions have taken place, both 
among Jews and Papists, for the Lord has a 
people among them, even as among others, 
btJt no movement on an extended scale has 
taken place among either. The Jews stead- 
fastly reject the gospel ; "as their fathers did 
so do they," and the followers of the Man of 
Sin are equally impenitent. 

I was wont to be struck, when residing in 
Scotland, at the want of success attending 
the Mission of the Freo Church to the Jews, 
and equally surprised at a fact which came 
under my notice when residing in London. 
There is an institution iu that great city de- 
signed for the Christian education of the 
children of Jews, the place where it is situ- 
ated being called by that circumstance by 
the name of Palestine Place. I visited that 
institution expecting from the size of it to 
find a considerable number of pupils, instead 
of which I found only a mere handful. So 
far as I recollect the number scarcely 
amounted to twenty. But the countenances 
of the children surprised mo even more than 
the paucity of their numbers. No one who 
has once had an opportunity of studying the 
Jewish physiognomy can ever forget it. The 
olive complexion, the hooked nose, the coal 
black hair, the black piercing eye proclaim 
unmistakeably the descendants of Abraham 
according to the flesh. But what struck me 
in these children was their want of this pe- 
culiar physiognomy, for some had straight 
noses, others had fair hair, others blue eyes. 
I remarked this to the teacher, who informed 
me with a smile, that they were not pure 
Jewish children, but the product of inter- 
marriage between Jews and Christians, and 
that no Jewish parents ever sent their chil- 
dren to the institution ! The Jew, says 
Carlyle, is a piece of stubborn antiquity. 
He rejects Christianity as inflexibly as his 
ancestors rejected Christ. 

But the Papist is to the full as stubborn 
and dark-minded as the Jew, and consequent- 
ly is as difficult to turn from his errors. 
When once a soul gets entangled in the 
meshes of Popery it would eeem as if nothing 
but Divine power could set it tree. The 
consequences have been that Missions to the 
Papists have as a general rule been eminent- 
ly unsuccessful, few conversions having taken 
place among them. I attended the annual 
meeting of the French Canadian Missionary 
Society held at Montreal upwards of a year 
ago, and heard the report read. It took me 
a good deal by surprise, for it amounted iu 
substance to this : that the mission had now 
been in existence for upwards of twenty 
years, and the result was, not that any great 
number of the Papists had been converted, 
but that their minds were now in a better 
condition to receive the gospel than they 
ever were before. Twenty years' labors to 
bring the minds of the French Canadians to 
a receptivo condition 1 It is slow progress, 
and although uearly two years have since 
past away, I have not yet learned that any- 
thing more has been done. The receptive 
condition of the Canadian mind may still 
continue, but as yet no movement has taken 
place. If we are to take this for an example 
of the manner in which the world is to be 
converted, it is clear that the advent of the 
millennium is yet afar off. 

Now, from Jews and Papists let us turn 
to Negroes, and observe the contrast. The 
two first classes refuse instruction at the hands 
of Protestants, the last crowd into schools and 
churches, eagerly desiring instruction, whether 
secular or sacred, anxious to hear it preached. 
It would indeed be wrong to say that the 
difficulties iu the way of Missicns to the 
stubborn Jew or dark-minded Romanist 
ought to operate as a hindrance in the way 
of sending them, but surely it would be 
equally wrong to deny that the apparent 
willingness of the negro to receive the truth 
as it is in Jesus is a stronger reason why it 
should be sent to him. The Apostle Paul, 
addressing the Corinthians, speaks of his de- 
sire to visit them, but says, "I will tarry at 
Ephesus until Pentecost, for a great door and 
effectual is opened unto me, and there are 
many adversaries." What did he mean by 
the great door and effectual which was 
opened unto him ? Evidently that many of 
the Ephesians were willing to receive the 
truth. This is clear from what the Lord 
himself afterwards said to the Ephesian 
church, when it had begun to leave its first 
love : 4, I know thy works, and thy labors, 
| and thy patience, and how thou canst not 



bear them which arc evil ; and thou hast 
tried them which say they are apostles and 
are not ; and hast found them liars ; and hast 
borne and hast patience, for my name's sake 
hast labored and hast not fainted." Here is 
a description of a people zealous on behalf of 
God. Truly the minister whose privilege it 
was to labor amongst them had a great door 
and effectual opened for him of the Lord, 
into which he did well to enter. But all 
was not plane sailing with him, however 
great the door might be, for the Apostle adds, 
"there are many adversaries." And this 
formed a strong additional inducement to the 
lion-hearted Paul to stay at Ephesus. The 
willingness of some to receive the truth, the 
determination of others to oppese its recep- 
tion, such were the two motives set before 
this noble-minded man of God. Who can 
doubt that they would prove sufficient to in- 
duce him to adventure himself into the thea- 
tre and after the manner of men fight 
with beasts at Ephesus. And such also are 
the twofold inducements set before the Chris- 
tians of America in regard to the freedmen. 
There is a great door and effectual openeu 
for them by the good hand of their God upon 
them. Millions are shouting the Macenonian 
cry. Millions are calling for instruction. 
The fields are white to harvest. The lately 
enslaved black is now turning his face to the 
North and exclaiming in tones of deepest 
earnestness, Will you not aid me ? Am I 
not a man and a brother ? Christians! pro- 
fessed followers of the Lamb of God ! be- 
lievers in Him whose name is Love, will you 
not hear that cry? But "there are many 
adversaries." Ah yes, here comes the second 
inducement — there are many adversaries, and 
these adversaries have already shewn what 
spirit they are of by giving your school-room 
to the flames, thus proving that black hearts 
are worse than black faces. But is not this 
an additional inducement to action? So far 
from deferring it ought to operate as a trum- 
pet blast, for such an act can only be per- 
formed at the instigation of Satan, who find- 
ing that his empire was being assailed, took 
this appropriate means of defending it. 

Satan, Satan heard and trembled, 
And upstarting from hi« throne, 

Bands of Belial's sons assembled, 
Fired with rancour all his own, 
Madly swearing, 

Christ to slaves should ne'er be known 

But Christ shall be known to slaves, or 
rather to those who once were slaves but are 
now freedmen. The command of God is 
"resist the devil," and so he must be resisted, 
and one way of resisting him is by support- 
ing the Freedmen's Mission, and thus send- 
ing the gospel to those who are perishing for 
lack of knowledge. 

And now I have done with the Waterbury 
Conference. 



THE MINISTRY. 



Rev. A. H. Quint, writes in the Congrega- 
tionalist on this subject as follows : 

Another reply is, that the cost of educa- 
tion for other professions does not keep their 
ranks thin. Who knows a young man reso- 
lutely bent on being a lawyer, that was pre- 
vented by the expense ? He may fare hard, 
but he will get through. It will cost as 
much as to be educated for the min- 
istry ; and his indispensable library will cost 
more ; but he always succeeds. "But," it 
is said, "he looks forward to amassing 
wealth, or reaching an elevated position." 
True ; but the minister expects to save souls, 
and he looks to the crown of life. Is wealth 
a greater inducement than the salvation of 
souls ? Is position a greater lure than the 
final blessing of Christ ? If one turns from 
preparation for the miuistry of the Lord to 
preparation for another pursuit, because of 
the expense, he has less energy than men in 
other ranks. He does well not to be a' min- 
ister ; he is not the man wanted. 

Another obstacle sometimes quoted, is the 
lack of appreciation of the minister. He 
does not have the respect, the standing in 
commuir.ty, of men in other professions, 
some say. This is a low, groveling objec- 
tion. Jesus Christ was not appreciated ; is 
the disciple greater than his master ? He 
was despised and rejected of men ; shall his 
ministers seek the reputation of men ? If 
reputation and high standing in society is 
his object, he is not the man for this work. 
If he wants public office, this office is better 
off without him. If he wants a literary 
reputation, and to be a magnate among 
men of letters, the "foolishness of preaching" 
is not adapted to his ends. The standing, 
the reputation, which are always given to 
such as earn them, must come incidentally. 
To make them an end, is outside the minis- 
ter's calling. 

An obstacle felt by some, is that it is a life 
of hardship. With many a sunny feature, 
with sympathies and love gathering about 
him, with peace of mind, and joy in work, 
yet his life often is one of self-denial. It is 
of no use to try to hide it. He will havo — 
almost every one — to live on narrow means. 
He will suffer from the sometimes meanness 
of churches. He must sigh over the unsup- 
plied wants of mental helps. Some will 
have the roughnessses of a new country to 
endure — exposures, risks of health, hard 
work. Every one will have hard and wear- 
ing labors. A young man should look this 
prospect squarely in the face, lest he get 



wearied and fall out of the ranks when the 
trial- comes. 

But what hardship deters men in secular 
employments ? What dangers keep young 
men from the gold of California, or the sil- 
ver of Nevada ? I see, every week, brave 
men sail away from the town of my home, to 
be gone, many of them, four years from 
their families to face the rugged life of ship- 
board, to endure the hardships of the Arc- 
tic or the Northern Pacific, — ice, snow, wet 
— to risk the perils of which the long list o 
widows in my congregation tells the story. 
I have seen brave men endure toilsome 
marches under burning suns, hard and in- 
sufficient food, bivouac under pouring rain 
or on winter's snow, cold picket duty, and 
storms of shot and crashing shell, and do 
it willingly, for their country's sake. 

Is the ministry a less glorious work than 
these ? They who leave home and endure 
fatigue and risk danger in worldly pursuits, 
do it without grumbling ; are men to be pet- 
ted and nursed and dandled, because, instead 
of money, their object is the salvation of 
souls. They who risked life for their coun- 
try's honor were not frightened by hard- 
ships ; are men who are called to the work 
of fighting for the glory of Christ to bo 
afraid of trials ? Christ's servauts are to 
endure hardness as good soldiers ; they are 
to bear burdens ; they are to suffer with 
Christ, if they would reign with him. The 
compensations are glorious, and the final 
reward kingly. Manliness is wanted in men 
who are to preach God's word ; the same 
spirit of earnestness which led the soldiers 
to the battle-field. There is a refreshing 
sensation iu rending the words of many of 
the early Methodist preachers. "Tell them 
I died at my post," says one, ready to de- 
part. "Fell on the field, with bis face Zion- 
ward," was a frequent record. There is a 
fire in that devotion which takes on the mil- 
itant aspect — in Scriptural figure — and is 
ready to endure, to" fight, and to conquer. 
Is Christ's servant to falter before hardships 
that worldly men never mind ? Is he to 
look for a life of grumbling and fretting ? 
If he does, he is not the man wanted now. 

I am not saying that there are not, some- 
times, feelings which can be judiciously re- 
moved. Too much diffidence is sometimes in 
the way ; for uie Work is one to which the 
loftiest powers are inadequate. A mistaken 
idea as to a ''call" from God may sometimes 
be taken away. But it is true that one who 
needs to have it shown him that he can be 
rid of all thoughts as to eupport ; or looks 
with longing on a literary life, or a life of 
ambition, or a life or art-culture ; or is de- 
tered by the hardships in prospect ; and 
must have all these things argued with 
on the ground that he can be supported 
without care, or that he can lead a literary 

life, or that religion is the life of art, or that 

... • 
the ministry is a reputable calling — is not 

the man for this work. Men are not want- 
ed who are to be petted and coaxed and al- 
lured. They are not worth having. If they 
aie not willing to give up, if need be, all 
these idols — if one of them stands in the 
way of preaching Christ and him crucified — 
there is such a defect in his piety that the 
cause would suffer in his hands. Christ 
must be first. 

There is but one motive to present. It is, 
that the love of Christ constraineth us. This 
is the great motive power to the work of a 
true minister. The salvation of souls is his 
aim, not the getting of a good reputation, 
not the securing of a life of quiet and ease. 
All things are to be but loss for the excel- 
lency^of the knowledge of Christ Jesus. 
U.iless that feeling animates the heart of a 
young man, he is not an acquisition to the 
ranks of the miuistry. 

A good deal is said, sometimes, of the 
"clergyman." Is not "minister" better ? 
"Minister" is Biblical ; "clergyman" came in 
with corruption in the church. The "minis- 
ter" is to be a humble preacher of the gospel ; 
the "clergyman" is professional. When the 
preacher gets to be a "professional" man, his 
life smacks of a mere employment for a 
liyelihood. This is more than a play upon 
words ; it strikes at the life. The churches, 
and the cause, and the Master, do not need 
"clergymen ;" they ask for men who will 
preach the gospel. They do not need men 
who are balancing what "profession" to 
enter ; they ask for men who are "called of 
God." They want not men who are to be 
coaxed, but men who feel, "Woe is me, if I 
preach not the gospel !" Is not this feeling 
to be expected ? It was had iu early days ; 
it has, in later times, been the overwhelming 
power which sent the greatest men into the 
ministry. If it does not now furnish men in 
sufficient numbers, it will furnish all that are 
fit for it. If not enough, it shows that the 
piety of the churches is sadly defective ; the 
consecration of some is terribly neglected ; 
the prayers of God's people, that "He will 
send laborers into his harvest," are the need. 
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More Awful than the Judgment. — A 
celebrated preacher of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, iu a sermon to a crowded audience, de- 
scribed the terrors of the last judgment with 
such elequence, pathos and force of action, 
that some of his audience not only burst into 
tears, but sent forth piercing cries, as if the 
Judge himself had been present, and was 
about to pass upon them their final sentence.

Oct. 17. Two mouths ago to- lay Bro. 
Child was taken sick ; and yesterday, still 
sick and almost helpless, he with his wife 
and child started for home. We carried htm 
in our arms to the carriage, and from the 
carriage into the car. There I left him with 
his dear wife and child in the care of God. 
It was a sad hour to me and the Mission. 
But surely God will direct all to his glory ; 
and with this we should be Satisfied. 

Although we have much to discourage us, 
despair has no place in our hearts. We be- 
lieve that out of all this gloom we shall be 
brought to see the clear sunshine of health 
and prosperity. God only apparently leaves 
his children ; He never forsakes them. Ho 
has his purposes to accomplish everywhere, 
and if^nay be that he often suffers his peo- 
ple to fail for a while in their work for him, 
in order to accomplish first in another way 
a greater work. If we have to wait, let us 
be patient. I believe we shall yet see through 
all this mystery of hindrance and delay in 
our work here. What now is dark will be 
light. Let us watch through the night. 

Oct. 23. Ever since our house was 
burned, our Sabbath meetings have been 
held in a grove until yesterday. Last week 
I made arrangements to hold them in the 
basement of a dwelling house, rented by a 
colored man from Illinois, who is tryin 
keep here a pay school. He had no sto 
nor benches, aud I therefore proposed th 
we furnish a stove, and put in our cha 
seats for the use of the room on the Sabba) 
until our house was ready to be occupi 
He gladly assented to it ; and yesterday 
met beneath a roof, the first time since t 
9 th of July. The room we meet in is ab 
forty feet in length by twenty in width, 
is five ftet below the street, and the w 
are of rough stone on every side. It is p 
tially lighted by two windows, and the pi 
is damp and gloomy. It is, however, bet 
than no place. It reminds me of the d 
and caves of the earth, in which the' cha 
of Christ in other days met for safety 
worship. 

The Sabbath school was small ; the 
rangement not being generally known. Ol 
social meeting was also thinly attended 
the same reason. Some went to the gro, 
as usual, but finding no meeting retur 
home. Our meeting in the afternoon v 
better attended. I spoke from Ps. 125 
We were all comforted by the promise 
the rod of the wicked was not always to 
upon the lot of the righteous. It rests he 
ly here now? ; but not so heavily as it 
did. It will soon be taken off fully and 



ver ; for the greater Deliverer is coming. 

30th. A week has gone by without any- 
hing of note transpiring. The changes, 
^owever, in my situation caused by the ab- 
ence of Bro. Child and family is so great, 
I am reminded of Selkirk on bis lonely 
land. Alone, with the exception of Bar- 
ara, our faithful housekeep and sister iu 
hrist, a "solemn stillness reigns around," 
•oducing almost an oppressiveness ; but an 
uty calls me away among the people much 
f the time, there is felt less a feeling of 
neliness than if I remained at home. 
This is the sixth day since Bro. and sister 
. left us, and began their weary journey 
lomeward. Our anxiety for them has been 
ntense, and prayer has been continually 
ffered up to God for their safety, and that 
would help them on their way. It will 
e a great relief when we learn of their 
trriyal home. 

Yesterday was a good day with us. The 
Sabbath school was larger than last Lord's 
Day, and our meetings were fully attended. 
In the afternoon the place was filled to over- 
flowing, and good attention was given to the 
word. Subject : the wheat aud the tares. 
It was clear to all that they were growing 
together here, and the evidence of the tares 
all becoming wheat was surely wanting — 
that the tares, "children of the wicked one," 
would never be converted, but remain tares, 
and grow up with the wheat until the har- 
vest — end of the world — that the gathering 
time was near, and the # angels would soon be 
here to take charge of the earth, and drive 
out all things which "offend, and them that 
do iniquity." 

Not many of this people believe in a spirit- 
ual millennium, and the conversion of the 
world. Death and the judgment are ever 
before them, and these two events are spoken 
of as coming realities. They do not con- 
found the two either, as many of our own 
race do. The Spirit has never taught them 
that Christ comes in judgment at death, nor 
that men are judged when tbey die. They 
believe in the coming again of Christ and 
the resurrection of the dead ; and this theme 
is never distasteful to them. It is a part of 
their spiritual knowledge, coming naturally 
to them through the medium of the Holy 

ings when under its influence. Not that the 
Spirit has taught them all they believe in re- 
gard to this great event of the future ; or in- 
dependently has given them a knowledge of 
it ; for they kuow by hearing the word of 
God read, that it is there taught. But there 
is a system of instruction contrary to this, 
being taught here. How far it will destroy 
this faith in the hearts of these childreu of 
God I cannot say ; but it caunot do it at 
once. Not all the perversion of Scripture 
which the advocates of the spiritual millenni- 
um theory can bring to bear upon their 
minds, will at once cause them to forget in 
their prayers and exhortations the coming of 
Christ and the judgment. They will believe 
these still, and mention them long as the 
Spirit teaches them as now. 

Nov. 2d. To-day has been held our cove- 
nant meeting, preparatory to the communion. 
It was quite fully attended, considering how 
difficult it is for this people to leave their 
work ; many being employed by the whites, 
who are ever unwilling that their help should 
atteud meetings of their own. The colored 
people here are not yet free. Their circum- 
stances make them the servants of the most 
hard-hearted men and women ; and they are 
still obliged to suffer many deprivations and 
agravatiug insults. But a goodly number 
got away from their toils and came to the 
place of prayer to-day. Two young converts 
presented themselves for baptism on next 
Lord's Day. A young woman, under deep 
conviction and in great distress of mind came. 
She, however, obtained no relief, and went 
away still sorrowful. Our meeting was a 
heavenly season — one where Jesus would not 
have been ashamed to be, and where he sent 
the Holy Spirit in his stead. All rejoiced in 
prospect of a speedy deliverence from sin and 
all its consequences. The oright crown, the 
victory, th e golden city, the tree of 
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among the more intelligent and cultivated of 
God's people ? Oh ye Christians, here and 
elsewhere, who think lightly of these little 
ones, remember that with them in the king- 
dom of God you must be, and that they will 
shine there as brightly as you. 

The scene at the water was also a joyous 
one. Two were buried with Christ, and 
came up in the likeness of his resurrection. 
Singing and words of gladness resounded all 
around. 

In the afternoon spoke from Acts 2 : 37, 
38 ; after which we commemorated the death 
and sufferings of our Redeemer ; looking 
forward to the time when we hoped to come 
around his table in that kingdom over which 
he will reign ; and when there will not be a 
Canaanite in the land. After the supper, 
many testified to the joy and peace they had 
experienced through the day. It was nearly 
dark when we separated. 

Nov. 1th. Since the departure of Bro. 
and sister Child, I have held the field alone 
against friends and enemies. I say freinds, 
because there are those that desire to occupy 
our ground, but who are not our enemies 
— wishing us well and perhaps success, but 
would a little rather do the work themselves. 
Of course it is from pure benevolence that 
they come and offer to take the field, and re- 
lieve us of all responsibility. It would 
amuse the friends of the Mission were I to 
relate the many diplomatic attempts made of 
late to relieve us of our labors here. The 
American Missionary Society have kindly 
offered to take the entire responsibility of 
teaching these children aud people all they 
need to know. The Agent at Nashville is 
very kind, and trusts something may yet be 
done for this people. I of course wish the 
same, and so far we are agreed. I have in- 
dicated to him that when we have concluded 
to abandon the field, his society will be in- 
formed cf that conclusion. 

The Methodists also have tried their skill 
at diplomacy, which however with them par- 
takes more of belligerency than negotiation. 
They have however proposed that I accept 
of their assistance iu obtaining land for our 
house and also in teaching. I declined on 
the ground that I did not think they cared 
so much for the education of the children of 
colored .people as they did to 
proselyte and get control of the parents and 
people themselves. I kindly told the two 
delegates who were sent from Nashville with 
the proposition, that if the Methodists want- 
ed to establish colored free schools or do 
anything for the education of colored chil- 
dren, there was plenty of room in the city, 
and throughout all the South where they 
could do so without uniting with any society, 
or building upon any one's foundation ; and 
when I heard of their establishing Xhcjirst 
school, I might believe that this offer was 
sincere and in good faith. Since then I 
have heard nothing from them, except that 
efforts were being made in Nashville to get 
up a fair in aid of building a colored Metho- 
dist church in this village. I. I. Leslie. 



REV. DR. LORD'S CONCLUDING 
LECTURE. 

GEO. FOX AND TIIE QUAKERS. 



The fourth of the Rev. John Lord's his- 
torical lectures before the Christian Associa- 
tion was delivered to a very large audience 
on Friday evening. Subject — "George Fox 
and the Quakers," of whom he gave the fol- 
lowing account : 

The life of George Fox is interesting, 
since he was sincere and earnest in his Chris- 
tian principles, and siuce he desired the spir- 
itual welfare of society. He sought to save 
men aud believed in the great doctrines of 
religion. 

He was the first to propound some great 
truths which untimely contributed to modify 
society and elevate maukind. The world is 
doubtless better for his having lived in it ; 
although in my opinion he advanced some 
unsound doctrines and miugled with his sub- 
lime truths errors exceedingly insidious and 
dangerous, which if carried out to their ex- 
treme logical sequence are hard to be distin- 
guished from the tenets of the votaries of 
mysticism or the philosophy of pagan sages. 
These, however, are the errors of a system 
which has been productive of great blessings* 

Moreover Fox was a great genius. He 
advanced ideas which shook the age. He 
will be to all time a much greater object of 
interest to the philosophical historian than 
Charles the Second with his palaces, his 
sycophants aud his mistresses ; not perhaps 
to the people who love scandal, anecdote and 
dramatic painting, but to those who seek to 
trace the true progress of society. The Sov- 
ereign of England was a gilded show and 
sought only self-indulgence. George Fox 
was the originator of solid and permanent 
ideas which contributed to the welfare of fu- 
ture generations. 

The first matters to which our attention is 
drawn iu considering the life of Fox is his 
religious experience. He was born in those 
tumultuous times which produced a Crom- 
well ; but it was during the inglorious reign 
of Charles II. that he appears upon the stace. 
He did not, more than Luther or any of the 
great lights of the world, start with the idea 
of becoming a reformer or the founder of a 
great school. His peculiar doctriues grew 
out of his religious experience. These he 
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-declared with zeal and fidelity — the discus- 
sion leading to persecution, dissension and 
even martyrdom among his followers. They 
drew together a peculiar class of thinkers. 
It is interesting to see how the great ques- 
tibn of all time, "What shall it profit a man 
if he shall gain the whole world V has been 
the general cause of revolutions and changes 
in the religious history of society. It has 
produced the Basils, Jeromes, Bernards and 
Luthers in the world. It induced men in 
primitive ages to retreat to deserts end soli- 
tudes. It was the religious experience of 
Fox which gave birth to a system which has 
lusted to our own times, and has modified 
the general opinions of society in several 
most important points. 

George Fox when quite yonng was dis- 
tracted with religious ideas. He was moral, 
obedient and humble from a boy. But mere 
outward morality did not satisfy his anxious 
and inquiring mind. He was burdeued with 
doubts and |>erplexitcs. 

He was tempted by the snare of his spirit- 
ual enemy, he broke off from all intercourse 
with the world and with his friends, courted 
solitude and meditation. But these did not 
relieve his mind, uor did celestial beings 
come to his company. He repaired to Lon- 
don, but the metropolis seemed envoloped in 
darkness aud wickedness. He returned to 
his friends, and they advised him to get 
married. He asked the direction of a clergy- 
man of great repute, who recommended him 
to sing psalms and use tobacco. Another 
prescribed physic and exercise. None un- 
derstood his malady ; none could miuister to 
the mind diseased. At last he heard what 
he supposed to be a heavenly voice speaking 
to his soul : "Only Christ can miuister to thy 
condition." New light dwaned upon his 
distracted mind. His heart leaped for joy. 
He obtained comfort and consolatiou. It was 
not man, nor reason, nor the ordinary reading 
of Scripture which had enlightened him, re- 
moved the burden from his soul. It was, as 
he supposed, a special revelatiou from God 
himself. It was the voioe of the Spirit. It 
was the inner light revealing new glories and 
great mysteries. Quakerism, which he found- 
ed, was the recognition of a direct spiritual 
influence from God Almighty on the human 
soul, so powerful and clear that it could not 
be mistaken, all sufficient to guide men in 
the perplexities of life, and revealing to him 
lofty spiritual truths. 

In presenting his character I simply aim 
to present historical developments. I do not 
seek to bolster up or pull down any sect or 
party. 

Fox was persuaded that he was specially 
delegated by the spirit of God, as were the 
prophets and apostles of old, aud called upon 
to declare to others the spiritual liberty which 
he enjoyed, and exhort them to the practice 
•of virtue and explain to them the mysteries 
«»f revelation. He maintained that by faith- 
ful obedience and the inward teaching of the 
Hdly Spirit, man would net only obtain a 
clear understanding of Scripture, but attain 
unto perfection. Believing in the certain 
guidance of the Spi rit, he began to doubt the 
necessity or expediency of the ordinary in- 



stitutions or ministers of religion. Not the 
clergy were to tench meu, but the Spirit 
alone. He therefore felt commissioned to 
bring men away from the forms of the estab- 
lished church, which he regarded as unneces- 
sary, and eveu as a perversion of spiritual 
Christianity. He would have worship of 
God to consist in the patient, humble waiting 
in silence for the guidance of the Spirit. He 
looked upon ordinary religious observances 
as so many forms by which God was dishon- 
ored. The inner light had revealed to him 
the absurdity of the external economy of the 
church, which he entirely swept away, — the 
ordination of the clergy, baptism, the Lord's 
Supper, regular services, churches, music, 
choirs, all emblematic ceremonies, and the 
peculiar dresses of the olficiatiog ministers. 
He would institute an entirely spiritual 
church, and make religion entirely a matter 
between the soul and its Maker. 

He then found that God forbade him to put 
off his hat to any man. Ho was required to 
say "thee" and "thou" to every man and 
and woman ; not to bid people "good morn- 
ing," or '"good morrow ;" not to bow down 
and do reverence to people in authority, as 
was the custom of the time. He looked upon 
all this as a mark of honor which he ought 
not to bestow upon his follow men, but only 
upon God. 

But what most wounded the mind of Fox 
was the earthly spirit of the clergy in accept- 
ing titles and offerings for their preaching. 
They sold the Word of God, which should 
be free to all the world. Nor did he like 
church bells ; they sounded like the bell of 
the market calling people together for buy- 
ing and selling ; he abolished a hireling cler- 
gy and bells on the churches, which last he 
called steeple-houses. He objected to oaths 
in courts of law as auti-Christiau and con- 
trary to the precepts of Christ. The literal in- 
junctions of Scripture were never to be 
slighted. No principles of expediency could 
divert him from his course. He was to obey 
God regardless of all consequences. 

If the first principle of Quakerism was 
belief in the Spirit's specially acting on the 
mind, giving interpretations of truth, knowl- 
edge of God and duty, the second great 
principle was the literal interpretation of 
Scripture, in spite of a'l the commentaries of 
the learned, all the aids of human wisdom, 
and all the traditions of the early church. 
This Fox strenuously declared. It made 
him not only refuse to take ordinary oaths as 
administered in courts of law, but also to en- 
list in the army as a soldier, because the 
Bible told him not to kill. Hence ho re- 
garded war as not merely an evil, but also a 
crime, under all conceivable circumstances. 
He would not fight to gain or retain any 
worldly blessing, not even liberty, the sancti- 
ty of the family circle, or life itself. He 
would die rather than threaten the life of an 
assassin. He would dispense with armieB, 
firearms, ships of war. He would coerce 
nothing when; coercion required the taking 
of human life. No circumstance would in- 
duce him to take the life of a culprit He 
would abolish all capital punishments. And 
if he could not confine the robber without 
killing him, would let him go at large if he 



made remonstrance, and strove to remedy th 
evil by moral suasion. He was led to mag 
nify the virtue of love. It was the only 
omnipotent power in heaven or earth. His 
principles of literal interpretation pushed him 
to non-resistance. 

This law of love became the third great prin 
cipal of his ethical creed. He was willing t 
give it most indefinite application. He 
would interfere with no man's rights, punish 
no one for heresy, abolish all penal laws for 
holding religious opinions not in accordance 
with the doctrines of the established churcl 
He would knock off the fetters of the slave 
and inculcate universal philanthropy. There 
was to be no limitation to the objects o 
charity, forbearance and love. And since 
the Scriptures were literally to be obeyed 
since God revealed them by his spirit to 
favored men of old, and since they could not 
be in opposition to what hi9 Spirit taught i 
in all ages, he would comply with their plai 
directions without any regard for con 
sequences. The laws of expediency wet 
his special abomination. 

From this principle of obeying God rather 
than man and attempting to realize in hi 
own life the idea of a spotless perfection, all 
his doctrines received absolute confirmation 
God's absolute commands were not to be se 
aside for any accumulation of outward evils 

He nevertheless professed to have faith i 
the power of ideas, though he could not se 
the manner of their triumph. An elevate 
faith in God as the Author" of truth was in 
his soul, which imparted to his character all 
the elements of a splendid and beautiful en 
thusiasm. He would be serene in persecu 
tion, tribulations aud death, for God was hi 
Friend and He was an Omnipotent Pre 
server. He would work for truth whethe 
he saw the result or not. He hnd nothin 
to do with results. They would follow from 
the seeds he had sown, as industry would 
produce thrift in accordance with the opera 
tion of immutable law. It was not man but 
the Spirit and truth of God which were to 
save the world. But whether saved or not, 
he had done his duty which of itself was a 
reward. It was not to win heaven only or 
to win reputation and honor that he did this 
duty, but to conform to the eternal will of 
God. 

Great were the majesty and the beauty 
and the glory of the truth which in its sub- 
lime perfection transported his soul. To con- 
form to it was the highest end and object of 
his life. He sought it for its own sake, that 
he might be in harmony with the Universe 
of God and his sublime perfections. 

Doctrines so strange, etherial and elevated 
were not understood by a wrangling genera- 
tion, immersed in war, devoted to pleasure, 
struggling to secure the supicmacy of sects, 
or extort from selfish kings constitutional 
privileges aud those advantages which lead 
to wealth and political improvement. Fox 
and his followers were assailed as the ene- 
mies of all creeds, forms and institution, im- 
practicable visionaries, almost madmen. His 
first disciples were among the humble ; but 
some men of considerable social position 
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and William Penn. But not the highest 
rank could secure the Quakers from the 
bitterest persecution. Nothing but the most 
exalted virtues and serene faith could have 
sustained them in such a storm of hatred and 
obloquy as was raised against them. 

After a critical review of the doctrines 
promulgated by Fox, and a history of the 
sect which he founded, the lecturer concluded 
as follows : 

Such have been some of the blessings 
which Fox and the Quakers have conferred 
upon the world — some great ideas and some 
valued rights. Who will not concede that 
the principles of peace, liberty and generous 
toleration are the glory of all true benefac- 
tors of our race, as well as the pride and 
boast of a progressive ago ? 

In view of these great and substantial 
ideas, and also of the undoubted excellencies 
which have ever characterized the followers 
of Fox, I can readily excuse any peculiarity 
in dress, manners or mode of speech, even 
opposition to many harmless pleasures and 
disregard of many elegant arts. Such out- 
ward peculiarities will probably pass away, 
for they do not constitute the life and genius 
of the system, and were not foremost in the 
mind of Fox or Penn. They thought of 
what was higher and more enduring — the 
welfare, moral and religious, of a wicked 
world. Their ideas in some respects have 
been modified with the progress of society, 
but all that is great in them will live for- 
ever, even though it be outside of the ranks 
of their followers ; while their errors, (for 
what that is human is free from errors ?) we 
believe, will vanish gradually, not before the 
light of human reason, but before the light 
of the everlasting Gospel, which is to be the 
salvation of the nations, and of that Divine 
Spirit whose teaching they so earnestly in-

So much has been said and written, and is 
still agitated about the condition of the dead, 
that perhaps anything I may say, will only 
be reiterating What some one has said before ; 
but some of which, at least, I have not seen. 
I do not suppose that my opinion, even if er- 
roneous, if held with no sinister motive, but 
with a sincere and earnest desire to know the 
truth, will exclude me fiom the favor 
of God, and from his kingdom. We all 
have opinions at variance among ourselves, 
and some of them must necessarily be at va- 
riance with the revealed Word, though, per- 
haps, not diiectly contradictory to it. "'Tis 
education forms the common mind," and wo 
are being educated so long as we are learn- 
ing, and striving to know all there is for us 
to know ; and it is not surprising that in our 
natures, we take in some, perhaps, not very 
important error, with similar analagous 
truth. But we may wonder, and I often do 
wonder, how it is that different sects and 
individuals, taking the Bible for the ground 
\j( fniili, can come to srvch varied, nnd bo 
widely different conclusions. The Word is 
not at fault, but there is a fault, and we frail 
mortals must acknowledge it is ours ; and it 
is well for us to examine ourselves with the 
utmost care, and divest ourselves of every 
sinister motive, though it may be as the 
plucking out of a right eye, the cutting oft 
of a right hand. And who shall say for 
opinion's sake, "I am right and you are 
wrong," unless by a veritable aud undisput- 
able "thus saith the Lord '(" Much of that 
which is called doctrine (not really necessa- 
ry to salvation,) is based on inference, and in 
most cases one inference stands opjposed to 
another ; i. e., one believes a certain thing 
from inference, and another from inference 
believes an opposite thing, and both take 
what appears to them the most powerful (in- 
ferential") evidence, many times assumed 
as a certain fact, (as in the case of the sub- 
ject of this communication,) believing they 
are fully sustained by the Word of God. 
Thus different parties are satisfied, though 
settled in different and opposite conclusions 
which to each of them appear as incontro- 
vertible truth. Perhaps this cannot be helped, 
(although one inference may be about as 
good as anotherj in fact, if it could be 
helped, there would bo no hindrance^ that all 
should not believe alike. Jesus never intend- 
ed his disciples should disagree, and his in- 
structions, together with the instructions or' 
the apostles, would seem to be sufficient to 
to keep all united in the Spirit, and in the 
truth, and to enable them to shun every spe- 
cies of error, and all whatever, that would 
lead to error. 

But error began very early in the Chris- 
tian Church, even in the apostles' days, and 
has been increasing ever since, so that now, 
there are probably more sects (parties) and 
opinions, in religious matters, than ever has 
been in any age heretofore, since the Lord 
gave the Holy Spirit on the day of Pente- 
cost. The knowledge of this fact should lead 
us to great humility. But does it ? It is 
not apparent that it does. Every new idea 
(and they are frequent,) seems to its posses- 
sor important, and is often proudly, aud some- 
what defiantly presented as necessary to be 
believed, in order to be a true and acceptable 
Christian. I say proudly, because pride is 
plainly manifested in the presentation, defiant 
of proof to the contrary ; and this is the more 
to be regretted, as some have made these 
poiuts of inference, or at least some of them, 
a test of Christian fellowship. What benefit 
results from such teachings, what glory to 
God, or honor to his Word of truth, is more 
than I know. 

Now, some of my much esteemed Advent 
brethren strenuously maintain the opinion 
that the soul or spirit dies with the body, or 
becomes unconscious, and remains so until 
the resurrection, when, if wicked, it is with 
the body, destroyed. "Be as though it had 
not been," i. e., annihiliated. It is unneces- 
sary for me to state the evidences which are 
claimed in support of these opiuions ; they 
are pretty well known, and -are very confi- 
dently asserted as positive and very import- 
ant truth. I look upon this as an opinion 
based upon inference, which, of course, ad- 
mits of doubt, and should not be used as a 



hobby. It is claimed to be au antidote for 
Universalism, etc But I find nothing but 
what may be applied jus"t as well by other 
nd different Scriptures ; and more than this, 
ome objectionable conclusions result from 
his belief. One says of a child of about 
wenty-five years, who died unconverted, "1 
ejoice to know she is not suffering, in mise- 
ry." Another, "Father, I do not see that it 
makes much difference what I do. If your 
doctrine is true, I shall not be punished." 
Such conclusions are legitimate, though not 
desirable. I have read of Boodhism, that 
the most glowing of his (Barman's) hopes, 
acme of his promised bliss, is annihilation." 
I do not apply Boodhism to my brethren, 
and only quote this, that they may see what 
company they are in. I seldom converse 
with any one on this subject, for very seldom 
does either a brother or a sister call to see 
me, and I am confined to my chair and bed. 



present conclusions and mistakes. I find 
nothing in the writings of the evangelists, or 
apostles, setting forth this doctrine of uncon- 
sciousness and destruction, if at all, with 
nothing like the prominence as it is now pre- 
sented. Is there such wonderful advance- 
ment in everything pertaining to life and 
godliness ? Has this doctrine the importance 
which is claimed for it ? Has it lain hidden 
for more than 1800 years, and now, within 
twenty years past, just come to light ? It 
does not look reasonable, nor even plausible. 
Now if it is as important as it is held to be, 
by its adherens, why is it not more clearly 
expressed, and not left entirely to inference, 
and especially such doubtful inference ? Do 
not understand me that I reject all inferential 
testimony. Far from it, for I believe in the 
accomplishment of unfulfilled prophecy, in- 
fering it from prophecies which have already 
been fulfilled ; and this inference amounts to 



I have read about all I have seen written on i a comparative, if not an absolute certainity ; 



this subject for evidence of its truth, and I 
am unable to harmonize the doctrine with 
the teaching of Christ, and the Holy Spirit in 
Daniel and Isaiah. Also Paul makes us to 
consist of "soul, body and spirit," and James, 
l"The body without the spirit is dead :" which 
(does not make them an entity, at least in 
ieath. No argument has yet convinced me 
hat the description of the rich man and Lnz- 
irus, Luke 16: 19-31, refers to anything 
lifferent from the idea conveyed by the lan- 
guage used, viz., that at death, the body and 
iouI or spirit, nre separated. The body re- 
urns to dust, and the spirit is conveyed to a 
ilace prepared for it, the good, to rest in 
ieace, but the evil to unrest and misery ; and 
in a condition to converse, and express feel- 
ngs and desires. "I am tormented in this 
ame." "He is comforted, and thou art tor- 
mented." "Lest they also come into this 
place of torment." Can this reasonably rep- 
resent anything else than the two conditions 
of mankind, the good and the bad ? We re- 
alize the condition as represented in this life, 
of riches and luxury, and of* poverty and 
want. The description is natural, true of 
the present life, and why not true, as told by 
him who knew what was in the future, after 
death ? That it is a parable, descriptive of 
auy human polity, I cannot admit, for in that 
the representation or symbol, is greater than 
the thing represented ; which is not the case 
in any parable, or symbolic exposition. See 
the parable of the sower, and of the wheat 
and the tares, Matt. 13, etc. Thus we have 
in this representation given by the Lord him- 
self a plainer idea of the conditiou or state 
of the dead, than can elsewhere be found in 
sacred writ. 

As to the retribution of the wicked at the 
judgment, ''For the Son of man shall come 
in the glory of his Father, with his angels, 
and then shall he reward every man accord- 
ing to his works." I do not comprehend how 
the wicked are rewarded in degree, accord- 
ing to their works, if all suffer alike, i e., 
one suffer the same penalty for one unjust 
act, as another for years of injustice, murder, 
etc. "These shall go away into everlasting 
punishment, but the righteous into everlast- 
ing life." Matt. 25 : 46. /Bible Union.) If 
the Saviour meant this punishment to be 
death, it appears to me he would have said 
something more like it. The angel Gabriel 
told Daniel, 12:2, "Many of them that 
sleep in the dust of the earth shall awake, 
some to everlasting life, and some to shame 
and everlasting contempt." "Shall be tor- 
mented day aud night forever and ever." 
Rev. 20 : 10. Can the dead be tormented, 
if only unconscious ? "The Son of man shall 
send forth his angels, and they shall gather 
out of his kingdom all things that offend, and 
theKi which do iniquity ; and shall cast them 
into a furnace of fire, there shall be wailing 
and gnashing of teeth." Matt. 13 : 41, 42. 
"The angels shall come forth and sever the 
wicked from among the just ; and shall cast 
them into the furnace of fire ; there shall be 
wailing and gnashing of teeth." vs. 49. 50. 
Wailing and gnashing of teeth must be on 
account of suffering. "But the children of 
the kingdom shall be cast out into outer 
darkness, there shall be weeping and gnash- 
ing of teeth." Ch. 8 : 12. "Bind hiin hand 
and foot and take him away, and cast him 
into outer darkness, there shall be weeping 
and gnashing of teeth." Ch. 22 : 13. Mark 
9 : 44, 46, 48. "Where their worm dieth not, 
and the fire is not quenched." And Isriah 
66 : 24, "For their worm shall not die, 
neither shall their fire be quenched." 

NowT am ignorant of the use of language 
if these texts do not indicate distress and 
misery continued. "Tormented," "Tormented 
forever aud ever," (to the ages of ages.) I ( 
know what is said of destruction, perish, etc., 
they do not always mean the same in effect, 
but are comparatively so ; and I do not say 
they do not mean death ; and whoever says 
they do mean death, does not impress my 
mind that he has a superior knowledge, for 
either opinion rests upon inference, not on the 
positive assertion of the Word of God. Hob- 
bies are not at all profitable ; but make as 
great a hobby as you please of repentance 
toward God, and faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ ; and of holiness, and conformity to 
the will of God. This will do good : but ig- 
nore the hobbies of opinion, for one opinion 
may be about as good as another, and neither 
the one nor the other do the possessor the 
least good, nor at all benefit others. Hold 
up Jesus! preach Jesus ! He is the All-suf- 
ficieut good, by which all can be benefitted. 
But he is not always the most prominently 
presented to sinners as their only hope for 
future good, and to saints as their chief joy. 
Jesus ! blessed name ! How it thrills my very 
soul, and rejoices my heart ! Worship him, 
all ye saiuts ! Yea, all the angels of God 
worship and adore him ! I repeat, 1 do not 
expect every one to believe as I do. My 
opinion is no criterion for others. Believing 
as I do, and most sincerely, does not make 
opinion right ; and I earnestly pray that I 
may not hold and cherish an error for an er- 
roneous opinion may, and often does, lead to 
bad results. Jesus says, "Take heed what 
ye hear," and in so doing, we shall take heed 
what we believe. The saints (as well as the 
watchman,) will, I think, "all see eye to eye, 
when the Lord brings again* Zion." Then 
we shall know even as we are known, and 
perhaps we shall bo surprised at many of our 
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the only doubt being a correct understanding 
of events, applicable to the prophecy. And 
in this belief, I see impending the great and 
crowning event of prophecy, the second com- 
ing of Christ, to gather his own into his glo- 
rious presence, and dwell forever with them, 
to make them eternally happy, immortal, and 
himself occupy the throne of David, reigning 
over all the earth ; "and of his kingdom 
there shall be no end." 

Brethren, sisters, "give all diligence to 
make your cnlling and election sure ;" "that 
ye may be able to stand." Bring sinners to 
Christ. Warn the careless. Let the word 
of truth (not of doubtful disputation,) shine 
in all its splendor. "Glorify God in your 
souls and your bodies, which are his." 
"Watch and pray alway, that ye may escape 
all those things which are coming on the 
earth, and stand before the Son of man." 
"Occupy," "Overcome." "Be faithful," and 
be sure you have the "Spirit of Christ." May 
his grace be ever with you. 1 am not far 
from the end of the race, very feeble, con- 
fined to my chair and bed, but rejoicing in 
the Lord for his goodness, mercy aud love ; 
praying dnily, "Come Lord Jesus, come 
quickly."

It keeps him in the best condition for his 
work. That is, it removes temptation to over- 
work in other matters, aud affords reasonable 
means of recuperation by diversiou, travel, 
rest. 

It provides indispensable helps, such as 
books, etc., to feed aud replenish his own 
mind. 

It secures a respectable appearance in the 
house, dress, culture, etc. If his bearing be 
menu, his words wil 1 be despised. 

It enables him to be honest. He can en- 
force by word and deed all the claims of in- 
tegrity. 

It furnishes the means of liberality. And 
he can not train his people in the grace of 
giving un'ess he leads the way by example. 

It opens a way for forecast in providing for 
those he must leave behind him. 

It conciliates the favor of the Master. He 
treats the churches as they treat his servants. 
With the merciful he will show himself mer- 
ciful ; with the froward he will show himself 
fro ward ; and, the writer adds, with the stingy 
he will show himself stingy. 

It keeps up the ministry. For failure to 
render au equable support threatens to run 
the class out. Gods's servants will cheerfully 
bear the hardships he sends, but the niggard- 
ly stint of man is another matter. 

Finally, the laborer is worthy of his hire, 
and surely ho should be paid whose services 
are literally invaluable, far beyond the power 
of money to measure.

FOREIGN NEWS. 



Russell. — The Policy of the New Minis- 
try and the American Question. — Earl Rus- 
sell attended the Lord Mayor's banquet on 
the 16th. In a speech, be paid a tribute to 
the memory of Palmerston. Adverting to 
the reconstruction of the Cabinet, he said ho 
had received the fullest support from his col- 
leagues, adding that ho trusted the country 
would allow the government time to consider 
the course they ought to pursue, and ho 
should abide by the principles o f his life. The 
government deemed it their duty to oousult 
the wishes of the people, and it would be for 
Parliament to consider how far those wishes 
were based on justice. He thanked God the 
American war was over ; and he trusted the 
republic, now free from the sin of slavery, 
would go on and prosper for centuries to come. 



The Archbishop of Dublin and the 
Fenians. — Dr. Culleu has issued a pastoral 
letter to his clergy, in which, with character- 
istic cbtuseuess, he lumps together Fenians 
and Orangemen, Ribbonraen and Freema- - 
sons, all of whom he pronounces to be anath- 
ema maranntha. He is very severe on Feni- 
nnism. He denounces it as "a compound of 
folly and wickedness" — "the work of a few 
fanatics or knaves." He considers that the 
suppression of the Irish people entitles the 
Government to "the thanks and gratitude of 
all those who iove Ireland, its peace, aud its 
religion."

Positive information is fo the effect that 
tbe relations of our Government with France 
and England are entirely satisfactory. There 
is no possibility of serious disturbance. Na- 
poleon's speculation in Mexico is unpopular 
with the French, and he will withdraw his 
forces from Mexico as soon as he can do so 
without compromising his dignity. 

The Spanish Minister read to the Secreta- 
ry of State a dispatch concerning the slave 
trade, replete with the most emphatic exple- 
tives expressing opposition to the outrageous 
traffic, and pledging the most earnest efforts 
of the Spanish government for its extirpation. 

Napoleon III. is reported to be inclined to 
abandon his Mexican project, but one should 
be careful how one speaks on the subject, for 
not only are all that dtep-minded man's plans 
kept well to himself, bnt the Mexican busi- 
ness is something that we long since gave up 
any hope of understanding ; and what we do 
say on it is always said under correction. Its 
phases change faster than a politician's opin- 
ions, or the wind, or the weather, or whatever 
else there is that is most changeable. But 
let that pass. The Belgians have got up a 
sort of alarm on the subject of their imperial 
neighbors's intentions toward their country. 
It seems to be feared — perhaps some of them 
hope — that the emperor means to seize Bel- 
gium as soon as King Leopold shall depart 
this life, — and he is seventy-five, and sickly. 
This may be all a delusion, but still it is not 
without some show ot mason that the belief 
exists. Belgium was one of the richest por- 
tions of Napoleon I.'s possessions, and Napole- 
on III. has an "idea" that it is his duty to 
regain whut his uncle lost. Then it lies 
"mighty convenient" to be taken, so that it 
is as great a temptation to the .emperor as 
Nabo th's vineyard was to King Ahab. If 
he should resolve upon having Belgium, the 
emperor could overrun it, and incorporate it 
with France, before any power in Europe 
could make an effective movement in pre- 
vention of his purpose. Probably uo Euro- 
pean power but England would object to his 
taking it, provided he should be as compla- 
cent to designs which they have, or are sup- 
posed to have, at heart. Let the continental 
powers agree among themselves, and there 
would be nothing more easy than for them to 
have their way. England might be "count- 
ed out" of the Pentarchy, and the more read- 
ily, because she is disliked by all its other 
members, even Napolean III. curing no 
more for her than as it answers his ends to 
have the world believe that she is his ally, 
or his dependency.

Tiik Siege of Matamoras. — At the 
late siege of Matamoras by the Liberal 
forces, quite a number of officers and men of 
the white brigade of the Uuited States army 
were inspired by the gallantry of the charge, 
of which they were witnesses from the Ameri- 
can side, and of which an account has been 
given, to give vent to enthusiastic cheers, 
whereupon four shots were deliberately fired 
at the assembled group from the Imperial 
steumer Pisano, through whose agency alone 
the attack of the Liberals was defeated. 
We have no information as the casualties 
consequent upon this strange procedure. 



Imperial Steamer Fired into prom 
the American Side. — According to the 
Matamoras Ranchero, the Imperial steamer 
Antonio was on Nov. 7th, fired into from the 
Northern bank of the Rio Grande, near 
where Cortiuas had been encamped. The 
same paper maintained that the Liberals, 
from whom the fire preceeded, were dressed 
in Federal uniforms. The Government in 
Washington has not yet received any con- 
firmation of this report. 

Colonel Bravo, a bearer of dispatches from 
Juarez to the United States Government, 
arrived in Kansas City on Nov. 25th, and 
left immediately tor Washington. Colonel 
Bravo asserts that the Liberal forces still 
number 50,000 men, and that, as soon as the 
means are raised, 75,000 can be put in the 
field. 



General Otman Hashem, Ambassador 
from they Bey of Tunis, arrived in Boston 
on the 17th, and received a warm welcome 
from our city authorities, and also from many 
distinguished citizens. A Tunisian Ambas- 
sador, Sidi Soliman Melymely, was here in 
1806, and made a very favorable impression. 
Gen. Hashem came to this country on a mis- 
sion of congratulation and condolence, — to 
congratulate our government on its victory 
over the rebels, and to condole with it on the 
death of President Lincoln. He is much ad- 
mired, and returns to Tunis greatly pleased 
with this country. Our relations with Tunis 
have always been good, with a slight excep- 
tion in 1805; and that Beylik lias ever been 
the most liberal of all the States of Barbary. 

Colored Suffrage has been rejected in 
the States of Wisconsin and Minnesota. Also 
in the territory of Colorado, where it was 
supported by only 47G voters, the majority 
agaiust it being above 3,700. The old prej- 
udice is yet very strong in some pirts of the 
country. Colorado has accepted the State 
Constitution made for her, but by only 155 
majority.

This mode of 
Bpeech and action is highly displeasing to 
the Jesuits, the Ultramontanes, and all the 
bigoted devotes of Rome. They do not dare 
openly to attack M. Darboy in their own or- 
gan, La Monde, because they would thus 
draw upon themselves the ' severities of the 
civil power ; but they have recourse, accord- 
ing to their old custom, to pervious insinua' 
tions, to secret intrigues and to calumnies' 
more or less disguised, to injure the reputa- 
tion of the Archbishop of Paris. Recently, 
this covert hostility has assumed a more of- 
fensive and public character. In the course 
of the month of September there was held 
what the Romanists call an ecclesiastical re- 
treat ; in other words, a gathering of all the 
cures and priests of the dioceses, who, for 
several days, listened to the instructions of 
their spiritual leaders. Naturally, M. Dar- 
boy delivered several addresses on this occa- 
sion. Well, the Jesuitical faction have taken 
the opportunity to misrepresent the language 
of the Archbishop. They have pretended 
that M. Darboy, in these conferences, ques- 
tioned the utility of the monastic orders, and 
suggested to the representatives of modem 
society an alliance which should subvert the 
principles and the traditions of the Roman 
Church. The Jesuits have even insinuated

A Railroad Accident occurred on the 
New Jersey Central near White House, 
Friday, a. m., Dec. 1st, about 8 o'clock, by 
the breaking in two of a- coal train, half of 
which ran back into a passenger train at full 
speed. The engineer and fireman jumped off 
the train and were not injured. The first 
passenger car ran through the baggage car, 
and all who occupied this car were killed or 
wounded. The other passenger cars and the 
sleeping car were not damaged, and no one 
in them hurt. The killed are horribly man- 
gled and scarcely recognized. 



Lawrence, Ka., Dec. 1. — A party of 200 
Cheyenne and Apache Indians attacked the 
coach on the Butterfield express route on 
Sunday last, near Downes' Spring, and killed 
six passengers and the express messenger, 
named Mer win. After burning the express 
coach, the Indians went to Downes' Spring 
and Bluff Station, and burned all the build- 
ings around them and destroyed all the goods 
stored in the buildings.

The letters of Counts Mens- 
dorff and Bismark, condemning the govern- 
ment of Frankfort for allowing the delegates 
from German Diets to assemble within its 
jurisdiction, and to criticise caustically the 
action of Prussia in the matter of the 
Duchies, — which is the same thing as criti- 
cising Austria's action, the two powers being 
at one in the business, — are most insolent, 
and frankly tell the Frankforters that they 
will be summarily dealt with on a repetition 
ot the offence. No such revolutionary do- 
ing will be tolerated by the lords of so .many 
legions. So they say at Berlin and Vienna, 
and they are strong enough iu those cities to 
shot their threats. And what say they at 
Frankfort ? We have but two lines as to 
their answer to the arrogant demands of 
Kaiser and Konig, and they are to the effect 
that a refusal was re'tuiued. How the two 
counts must have stared when they received 
such an answer ! They must have thought 



Nov. 30th. — "The night express train go-

Senator Anthony on Senator Col- 
lamer. — The following tribute to Senator 
C'ollamer, of Vermont, is from the Provi- 
dence Journal, and doubtless, from the pen 
of Senator Anthony : 

Judge Collamer was the Nestor of the 
Senate. We think that if his colleagues had 
been called to designate the wisest of t Ik 



body, the general suffrage would have fallen 
upon him. On every occasion his opinion 
had great weight, whether in the open Sen- 
ate or in the informal deliberation which of- 
ten precede the settlement of important 
measures. He was iTot a frequent speaker, 
and he spoke always after mature delibera- 
tion ; and although always with a conscious- 
ness of the weight of his arguments, and the 
value of his judgments, yet without attempt 
at display, and with uo meretricious aids of 
oratory. He was listened to with a respect 
and attention seldom shown to speakers in 
Congress, for every one knew that he spoke 
only when he had something to say, and that 
whatever he had to say was worth hearing. 
Whenever he addressed the Senate, it was 
always upon matters actually under consid- 
eration, and with the purposes of influencing 
those who heard him. He never spoke for 
"Buncombe." No man could have a greater 
contempt for that oratory which is iutended 
to exalt the reputation of the speaker, not 
to affect the judgment of the listeners. 

Judge Collamer whs a man of simple and 
sincere piety, a member, we believe a deacon, 
of the Presbyterian or Congregational 
church, aud illustrated, in his public and in 
his private life, the faith he professed. He 
had the virtues and was not without the 
prejudices of the Puritans, and was such a 
man as could have been produced only in 
New England. He always gave an intelli- 
gent and never a careless vote. His con- 
tempt of humbug and pretension sometimes 
betrayed him into sharp retorts, but never 
into intentional injustice. His death, al- 
though occurring at a time when it might 
have been expected, in the course of nature? 
comes too soon for his country, and is a 
public calamity. A wise man, a faithful pub- 
lic counsellor, a devoted patriot, has died full 
of years and of honors, yet with his intellec- 
tual vigor untouched by age, and in the full 
career of his usefulness. He leaves behind 
him an honorable memory and a precious 
example. 

The Executive Office not a Beer- 
shop. — Mr Lincoln used about one o'clock 
to order the shop door thrown open to all 
sorts of customers, and men and women went 
in, as Brick expresses it, "quite promiscus 
like." Sitting behind his desk he heard one 
story after another, told his share, and trans- 
lated business in the hearing of the whole 
crowd.

Take that thing out o' here." It turned out 
that the man was a sutler, or some sort of a 
camp follower, who wanted fo sell ale (and 
what the soldiers call "can peaches,") inside 
the army lines, and he was making an ap- 
peal from some obstinate brigadier to the 
Executive. Mr. Lincoln transacted business 
with these and all kinds of petitioners very 
rapidly. If an imploring womnn cried over 
a peremptory "No," he would say : "Now 
what's this for ? nobody has hurt you ; you 
come here to-morrow, and I'll see about your 



have uo business but lounging aud whiskey 
drinking: "Who makes so much fuss about 
t lie negroes not working as these very drones 
who hug the street corners, lounge about 
dram shops and trust to chance for food aud 
raiment ?"

Progress of the Gospel in Italy. — 
At the last meeting of the Evangelical Alli- 
ance, Pastor Revel, President of the Walden- 
sian College in Florence made the following 
statements respecting the progress of Evan- 
gelical sentiments in Italy : 

Twenty years ago, or less, not a traveller 
was allowed to enter this popish country 
with a Bible j now, at Brescia, at Milan, in 
Pavia, in Como, iu Piedmont, where, at the 
principal fetation, Turin, there are at least 
400 converts from the Church of Rome, four 
schools, and a handsome church ; in Alessan- 
dria, "where," says Pastor Revel, "the room 
was full inside and out," and the Roman 
priest attempting a procession was followed 
by five persons, and sneaked out of sight ; 
in Genoa, with its three schools and large 
congregation ; in Elba ; in Lucca ; in Na- 
ples, with its eight schools ; in Palermo, the 
work goes bravely on. But Florence is the 
centre of their operations ; where five men in 
America aud Great Britain sent three £1,- 
000 each, and two £5000, for establishing a 
church, school and printing-press. Last year 
they printed 25,000 copies of the New Testa- 
ment, 10,000 of Pilgrim's Progress, 60,000 
of the Evangelical Almanacs. They had 
250 agents, 20 ministers, 5 lay evangelists, 
and 25 teacners. 

The Convenience of Wit. — A mar- 
ketman was driving to Medford on Wednes- 
day afternoon and overtook an individual en- 
closed in crinoline upon the road who asked 
him for a ride, which he granted. While 
getting into the wagon with a valise in hand 
the marketman noticed that - his companion 
wore rather heavier boots than females are 
accustomed to enclose their feet in. Visions 
of murder, robbery, garroting, aud kindred 
crimes flashed through tbe marketman 's mind. 
The driver dropped his whip, and asked the 
crinoline to get out and return it. The crin- 
oline did so, and the marketman drove off in 
great haste. When out of danger's reach he 
examined the valise and found that it con- 
tained two revolvers, a bottle of chloroform 
aud a handkerchief. He thinks his wits 
saved him that tine. 



THE MISSION AT FORMOSA. 

"Dr. Maxwell and Dr. Douglas left Amoy 
on the 26th of May, and soon after estab- 
lished themselves in Tai-wan-foo, the capital 
of ihe island, having met with a most friendly 
reception from the people. But their very 
success, particularly in healing the sick, 
stirred up the determined opposition of the 
literary class, of whom some thousauds were 
at that time gathered in the capital for the 
literary examinations. It was easy by means 
of monstrous libels placarded on the walls to 
poison the minds of the people against our 
missionaries. On one occasion they were 
pelted with stones by a mob, then their land- 
lord was threatened for harboring them, and 
at length, on the afternoon of Sabbath, the 
9th of July, their house was besieged by the 
populace, and serious consequences were im- 
minent. Dr. Maxwell writes : — 'Having 
shut, bolted, and otherwise secured the door, 
against which the crowds kept pressing, we 
commended ourselves, our helper?, und those 
who had stood by us since the riot com- 
menced, in prayer to God, and waited as pa- 
tiently as we could for some news from the 
mandarin, to whom we had sent repeated 
urgent messages for assistance. After about 
two hours from the beginning of the disturb- 
ance he at length appeared, and with his at- 
tendants entered the chapel.' The result 
was, that after the most urgent remonstrances, 
they were obliged to promise to leave the 
city within three days, as the only condition 
on which protection could bo afforded them 
from the enraged mob. They left the capi- 
tal, but not the island, for four days after- 
wards they established themselves in Takao, 
a thriving town on the sea-coast, at once re- 
suming their labors of preaching and healing 
under much discouragement, thirty or forty 
patients attending daily, with attentive audi- 
ences of twenty or thirty people as long as 
they had time and strength to speak. They 
have hope, also, that the work iu Tai-wan-foo 
has not been in vain. 'Two men who were 
present on the Sabbath morning mentioned 
above stood by us all through the afternoon, 
and shnred our danger. It was a great grief 
to them that we should be compelled to 
leave, and next day tl»«y both of 'them came 
back again to express their sympathy with 
us, and to take their leave of us. They 
promised to meet together on the Sabbath 
for joint worship.' And Mr. Douglas a few 
days later expresses his strong conviction of 
the necessity of occupying both Takao and 
Tai-wan-foo as mission stations, as the latter 
will soon be open again, and therefore 'iu- 
stead of our temporary discomfiture at the 
city being a cause for the Committee and the 
Church at home making less effort for For- 
mosa, it makes our case all the more urgent 
for one missionary at least immediately, and 
as soon as possible another.' " 

We have gratifying accounts from other 
parts of China. An inquiring spirit is ex- 
hibited by the people, and there is an urgent 
call for more laborers. Details of the work 
are given in the English Presbyterian Mes- 
senger. — Revival. 



prohibiting slavery in tbe United States, thus 
conferring upon Congress the power to sur- 
round the freedmen with all the protection 
due to citizens. 

As to the question of suffrage he did not 
think that we should do in too moeh hurry. 
If he had asked ten years ago what compro- 
mise he would have made, he would have 
said, "give us emancipation at the end of 
twenty years, and I will be satisfied." Now, 
by the most wonderful interposion of Divine 
Providence in the order of events, we had 
emancipation declared and adopted as a fixed 
principle, and he had no fears for the future, 
even if we did not get so far as conferring 
the right of suffrage upon the freed people. 
For himself, he was free to confess that he 
was in favor of manhood suffrage : he believ- 
ed iu the doctrine that "A man's a man for a' 
that." He related the anecdote of the Con- 
vention which met in the early history of this 
State to frame a Constitution, at which the 
question of suffrage came up for discussion 
on the proposition that in order to be entitled 
to a vote a man must be possessed of £50, 
when Benjamin Franklin, who was noted for 
making short speeches, rose and said, if a 
man owned a jackass, for which he had paid 
the sum of £50, he would be entitled to vote, 
but if the jackass should die to-morrow, his 
right to vote would cease ; who, then, had 
been enfranchised — the man or the jackass? 

As to the fears entertained by many that if 
the South should gain power in Congress, he 
must say they were powerless. The South 
never could gain the ascendency in Congress 
again. Their population was not equal to 
such a consumation ; besides their resources 
were scattered, aud they would now have 
to apply themselves to the restoration of their 
fields and their fortunes. It was unworthy 
of the Northern people who had been so 
gallant and victorious on the battle field to 
anticipate that the Southern people would be 
smarter than them in statesmanship. He 
was willing to trust our statesmen aud their 
statesmen in Congress. Besides, he remem- 
bered that slavery was blotted out aud there 
was now no issue between the sections, noth- 
ing indeed to make us sections. There was 
no longer a Mason and Dixon's line to divide 
our interests ; we were one in all that per- 
tained to the national weal. The Confederate 
debt troubled some minds. It was feared 
that we would be saddled with the Confeder- 
ate debt. He supposed that there was no 
danger to be expected iu this direction, for 
that debt was not due, and would not be due 
until three years after the establishment of 
the Southern Confederacy, and it was not 
customary for people of business habits to 
pay their debts before they became due. 

There was a work yet to be done by the 
American people. We should now apply 
ourselves to the cultivation of benevolence ; 
of taking care of the intellectual, moral and 
religious interests of our young men. Libra- 
ries and reading rooms should be established 
all over the land ; places of resort where our 
young men who have fought our battles so 
bravely might gather themselves together 
and elevate themselves in all the arts and 
sciences which would enhance them as mem- 
bers of society. 

The Bishop paid a lofty tribute to the 
women of America, whom he recognized as 
the ministering angels of the Republic, who 
everywhere surrounded us, comforting and 
strengthening us iu the performance of our 
sterner duties. As they have ministered to 
our soldiers in the hospitals during the war,

MOSES L. DUDLEY. 

Elder Moses L. Dudley, of Farnham, Can- 
ada East, died of bilious typhoid fever, Nov. 
15, 1865. From a book which is before me, 
entitled Dudley Genealogies, it appears that 
he was a lineal descendant of the Hon. Thom- 
as Dudley, first Deputy Governor, and sec- 
ond Governor of Massachusetts, who came 
from England in 1630, and was from a noble 
family formerly of Dudley Castle, Stafford- 
shire. I learn from the same book that our 
dear brother was born Nov. 20, 1803, at 
New Hampton, N. H., so that if he had lived 
five days longer, he would have been sixty- 
two years of age. He made a profession of 
religion at the age of seventeen, and soon 
received license as a local preacher in tho 
Methodist Episcopal church. At the age of 
twenty-one he came to Lower Canada, where 
he connected himself with the Wesleyan 
Methodists, and was employed as a local

BISHOP SIMPSON ON THE FUTURE OP 
OUR COUNTRY. 

Bishop Simpson observed that when he 
last stood upon the platform in this city, the 
nation was yet in war, aud then he spoke to 
the people of the duties of the American peo- 
ple iu the crises which was then upon them. 
Since that time our armies had triumphed, 
and wherever he had traveled during the past 
summer, he had heard the gladsome song of 
the people rising in city, town and couutry, 
"Our brave boys are coming home." Now 
our soldiers are behind our counters, in our 
counting rooms, in our great manufactories, 
aud at work on our railroads and on our 
prairies, all cultivating the arts of peace and 
contributing to the onward march of the 
nation to future greatness and power. The 
Bishop then reviewed the vast resources of 
the country, comparing them with European 
countries, and in the light of history fixed 
the American nation as the one which God 
in His providence selected to be the grand 
theatre of democratic government. He next 
proceeded to the consideration of the great 
questions which now interest the people. 

In reference to the pardons which some I 
persons thonght the President was lavish- 
ing out with too generous a haud, he said he 
had no fears. Many felt alarm because the 
Southern people in not a few instances contin- 
ued to grumble ; but he was willing to make 
large allowances for the peoplo who had been 
so signally conquered in a war of their own 
seeking — of their own bringing on. It only 
reminded him of the man whose antagonist 
having whipped him soundly, exclaimed on 
his way home, still smarting under his in- 
juries, that he would whip him for that yet. 
The Richmond Enquirer has recently said 
that it was impossible to dissolve the Union, 
and now it was the duty of all American cit- 
izens, particularly those who rebelled against 
the Government, to love the Union first, and 
their own States second. In the presence of 
such testimony from such a source, he did not 
think there was much room to fear. Then 
the Southern States which had been in re- 
bellion were fast adopting ordinances declar- 
ing that slavery was no longer an institution ;

HOW A POOR COLORED GIRL DIED. 



The following letter was addressed 
originally to a neighboring Sabbath 
school, but will be iound interesting to 
all our young readers : 

Dear Children : Two weeks ago to- 
morrow, an old colored woman who goes 
to our school, took me to see a girl who, 
as she said was "right smart sick." We 
found her in a damp basement room — 
hardly so comfortable as an ordinary 
cellar — the entrance to which was so 
low and narrow, I had to contract my- 
self as much as possible to gel in. The 
furniture was an old stove with a few 
sticks burning in it, a broken chair, and 
rickety table, and old box and a bundle 
of ragged clothes. In one corner, on a 
bed covered with a soiled and ragged 
quilt, lay a girl about fifteen years of 
age, panting, and moaning with every 
breath. I sat down on the box placed 
endwise, while Violet occupied the only 
chair, and learned their history from the 
mother. They had all been slaves in 
the Southern part of Maryland : but 
about Christmas time found their way 
to Baltimore. While the city was fes- 
tive with holiday rejoicings, one of the 
children died from exposure and want. 
Since her death this child, Caroline, had 
been failing. 

The mother was engaged in an oyster 
house shelling oysters from four A. M., 
to five P. M. I asked how many gallons 
she could make out in a day, and she 
replied : "Eight, if I work smart, and 
sometimes nine." At five cents a gallon, 
this would give her forty-five, cents a 
day with which lo pay rent, clothe, and 
feed herself and three children. On the 
table was a pan of cold Indian bread, po- 
tatoes, and broken biscuit, not a good 
sized meal for a single person. "Yes, it 
was hard to get food," M illy said, "'but 
they hadn't starved yet." I asked if this 
was better than to be a slave. "O," said 
she,, "we're very poor, but it does me 
good to feel that what we have is our 
own ! 

1 found that Caroline could not talk 
much, so I read to her and then told her 
of Jesus, and his love, and good deeds 
to the poor. She had heard of him, but 
knew nothing more of him, than the 
name. She watched me eagerly with 
her great black eyes, and 1 thought the 
talk was pleasant to her. The mother 
leaned over the foot of the bed, and Bet- 
ty came round to my side and looked 
up. Poor little Betty ! It made my 
heart ache to think of the life she must 
lead, alone with her sick sister and the 
little one all day long, and only eight 
years old. 

I went often to see Caroline. She was 
usually lying on an old straw bed upon 
the floor, loo restless to be on the bed. 
Sometimes she was sitting up, rocking 
to and fro with her hands clasped about 
her knees. Little Betty always sprang 
to greet me as I turned the corner, and. 
for her sake as well as her sister's, I felt 



that time for these visits must be spared 
from my pressing duties. Caroline was 
very hungry as persons in consumption 
often are ; but she could not get much 
to eat, her mother told me sadly. Your 
money, dear children, bought oranges 
for her, and broths, and cool drinks. If 
only you could have seen her as she 
tasted them, and could have known 
what a break it made in her dreary days 
of suffering to have these little comforts 
brought, you would be sure it is "more 
blessed to give than to receive." 

A kind doctor to whom hev case was 
mentioned went with me to see her and 
ordered a medicine which eased her 
pain for a few days ; but soon her feet 
began to swell, and we saw that the end 
was near. I tried to find out what she 
knew of Christ as a Saviour, but her 
mind was tired in sympathy with her 
body, and 1 could only tell her of his 
love and pray for her. A sick bed is not 
the place to prepare for death. How 
often I thought of that, as I felt her 
burning cheeks and saw the sweat of 
pain stand on her forehead. She could 
think of nothing but her suffering. 

Our landlady sent her chicken broth 
which I think did her good, but nothing 
tasted better than some oyster broth that 
you sent. I borrowed a little pail of 
Hannah and went out before school to 
the market, where for ten cents, 1 got it 
filled with nice stewed oysters. Betty 
and Julia looked on wistfully while I fed 
Caroline with an old iron spoon — their 
only one — so that when she said "no 
more," I gave Betty one of the oysters, 
and she smacked her lips over it appre- 
ciatively. Julia drew back saying, 
"Burn, burn," but held out her hand, 
so I laid one into her little palm and she 
munched it at her leisure. 

Sometimes as I went to their room 
the children in the street would cry : 
Nigger teacher .' nigger teacher ! and 
low degraded women who did not know 
that Jesus loved even these little ones, 
would point the finger of ridicule. But 
they found it poor sport and soon de- 
sisted. 

Last Sabbath I did not go there, part- 
ly because I was engaged all day in 
other directions and partly lest my com- 
ing might grow wearisome to the sick 
girl. Mondayl found her sitting on her 
straw bed bracing herself with her 
hands and groaning as if in much pain. 
Her bare feet were swelled to double 
their natural size. She could not move 
them herself, but asked her mother to 
lift them from place to plare on the cold 
floor to relieve the burning. There 
seemed little to do or say. So I set 
down the drink I had brought, and soon 
went out Aunt Jane at the next door 
stopped me with, "O miss, I'se mighty 
glad ye's been. The child's been in a 
powerful fret for ye; seems like as if 
she'd been watching for ye ever since ye 
came before. She's been wanting me to 
read like you did, but laws, I don't 
know how !" 

Taking Aunt Jano's Bible I turned 
back at once and sat down on the box 
beside the poor girl. Again I read that 
sweet 23d Psalm, and more of the words 
of Jesus. She listened intently, but I 
little thought that next time it would be 
the voice of the Shepherd himself. Once 
as she coughed badly, she said : "You 
must excuse me, I can't help it.'' As I 
rose to go at length and said ; "I'll come 
again in the morning, Caroline, shall 
I V She gave me a sweet bright smile, 
the first and ihe last I ever saw on her 
face. 

Next morning Berty was watching 
for me as I went to school wilh : "My 
sister's dead, miss." I went directly 
home with her and found the people 
waiting to be told what to do. As best 
I could I gave directions, and after open- 
ing school went home and found some 
garments in which to dress her for the 
grave. Two friends gave money for a 
simple shroud, at noon my room-mate 
and I 'made it. We bought some white 
ribbon for a little rosette with the last of 
your contribution. These po.ir people 
appreciate deeply such little things. The 
next day I helped them dress lur ; and 
when the white robe was on-,^e linen 
collar fastened with the white rosette 
and a sprig of mignonette lay on her 
breast, it was touching to see the grati- 
tude of the poor moihci. C^mo kind 
Quaker friends arranged the funeral and 
paid the expenses. So that was "ioi 
carried to the Potter's .jeld, but buried 
where her mother could go and visit her 
grave. 

You will be glad to know that your 
money made the last days of this poor 
"contraband" girl a little brighter, and 
I hope you will be encouraged to con- 
tinue giving. What we have done fur 
others will give us most pleasure, as by 
and by we shall look back ever our 
lives. Sweet above all will be ihe re- 
remembrance of Christ's own words 
"Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one 
of the least of these my brethren, ye 
have done it unto me." — Congregation- 
alist.

DO MINISTERS DIVE IN THESE 
DAYS? 



We commend the following article to 
the attention of all the members of our 
churches — and especially those whose 
duty it is to sec their minister is "kept 
free from anxious care." 

Depend upoq^it, brethren, there are 
many of our ministers in these times of 
high prices who live and preach by de- 
nying themselves and families, many 
even of the necessaries of life. 

Don't let another week pass, we be- 
seech you, till you and Mr. Brown have 
doubled your subscriptions. 

"How do ministers live in these 
days V said Mr. Brown, the merchant, 
to Mr. Smith, the preacher, after weigh- 
ing out for him a few pounds of sugar, 
at twenty-five cents per pound, and 
measuring off a few yards of calico, at 
thirty cents per yard. 

Mr. Smith hesitated, Mr. Brown was 
not a professor of religion, and he did 
not wish to say anything which could 
in the least discredit the church. 

"They tell me," Mr. Brown contin- 
ued, "that your salary has not been 
raised, and I always supposed it was 
small enough; and now when four hun- 
dred dollars are scarcely worth as much 
as two hundred were some three years 
ago, I can't imagine how you make it 
do." 

Just at this moment the door opened, 
and Mr. Jones entered the store. The 
merchant, intent on the subject, went 
on. 

"Good morning, Mr. Jones. I have 
just asked Mr. Smith how ministers live 
in these days of high prices?" 

"This is a question which I have been 
asking myself lately," replied Mr. Jones, 
"and I would be glad to hear our minis- 
ter answer it." 

Mr. Smith, thus appealed to, said : 
"There are some ministers whose sala- 
ries have been raised, to correspond with 
other things. We will not speak of 
them. But you ask how those live who 
have only the same amount of money 
which three years ago they thought no 
more than a comfortable support. I will 
divide them into three classes. The first 
are men who have some property, and 
they fall back on that, and are spending 
it rapidly. Others are getting in debt, 
and this I fear is the case with too 
many. The third class cannot do as the 
first, and will not do as the second, and 
nothing remains for them, if they live 
within their means, but sternest self-de- 
nial. Mo salary is, as you know, four 
hundred dollars per annum, and a house 
to live in. I must keep a horse and a 
carriage, and wear them out pretty rap- 
idly, too, and the cost of keeping, is at 
feast, with the present prices, one hun- 
dred a year. Then there is the wear 
and tear of carriage and harness, and the 
loss by accident to horse flesh, which 
ought to be reckoned fifty more. It cost 
me six dollars' a cord for wood, or ten 
dollars a ton for coal ; and 1 must keep 
at least two fiies. 

"A place to study is indispensable to 
my uselulness, and whatever else is 
given up, I must have the fire in the 
study when needed. It will cost forty 
dollars a year for fuel, and then you see 
that nearly two hundred of the four is 
used up, and you ask how I, my .wife 
and two children live on the other two 
hundred. I will tell you. We live on 
bread and water. Tea, coffee, sugar 
and butter, have been one after the 
other, given up, except when we have 
company. The old clothes are mended 
and worn, but my wile says that cannot 
be done much longer. Books and peri- 
odicals are given up; and the hand 
which once dispensed charity to the 
poor is empty. This is the way that I 
and many others are living. If this was 
our just proportion of the public burden, 
we would not complain, but it does seem 
hard to be deprived of those comforts 
and luxuries to which we had become 
accustomed, while everybody around us 
enjoys them, and lays up money be- 
sides." 

"Why have you not spoken of this 
before?" said Mr. Jones. 

"It is not pleasant to complain," was 
the reply. "Besides, the whole commu- 
nity know what my salary is, and many 
of them must know that I receive less 
favors than formerly. Thrte years ago, 
when butter was twelve cents a pound, 
we had as much given us as we needed, 
but since it has been thirty or over, we 
have not had a pint of milk or an ounce 
of butter, except we have .paid the mar- 



ket price. It is too valuable now to give 
away, and the same is true of other 
things." 

"This is too bad," said Mr. Jones. 

"Too bad," said Mr. Brown, "and I 
will tell you, Jones, what you ought lo 
do. You are, most of you, farmers, and 
you ought to pay your subscription in 
butter, cheese, pork or whatever he 
wants at old prices, or else give him 
twice the amount of money. My sub- 
scription is ten dollars, and he may take 
it in goods out of the store at whatever 
they were woith two years ago, or I 
will pay him twenty." 

"I can't say that there is any injus- 
tice in that," was the answer, "and I 
will try to get the people to come to it. 
Yon pay all other laborers about twice 
the old prices, and I don't know why a 
minister should live on bread and water 
more than other folks. — Morning Star. 

FILIAL PIETY- 

Catherine Lopolow accompanied her 
parents in their exile to Siberia. She 
was then seven years of age. After two 
years she took the resolution of going 
alone to St. Petersburg, to implore mer- 
cy for her parents at the emporor's feet. 
All the efforts made by her parents to 
divert her from this difficult project were 
vain. It seemed impossible for one at 
her tender age to accomplish it. The 
only reply the noble-hearted child made 
was, "Have.no anxiety about me. God 
will aid and protect me."

PERSONALITY, DEITY AND OKFICK- 
WORK.

This is an age of abounding error and 
scepticism. Multitudes reject the Bible out- 
right. Many others, of those who claim to 
believe in its divine authenticity and inspira- 
tion, in order to make it sustain their various 
theories, adopt a mode of interpretation 
which, carried out, make the Holy Oracles 
any, and everything rather than what its 
words plainly and legitimately imply. 
Nearly, if not all, the great, vital, fundamen- 
tal doctrines of the gospel are ignored, or 
denied, by different writers, who consider 



verted he is mesmerized simp'y. (I saw 
this sentiment in a so called Advent paper 
emanating from Boston.) Such an idea is 
preposterous, uuscriptural, and almost, if not 
quite, blasphemous. 

The fact of spiritual existence Christ de- 
monstrated to the uubelieviug Jews in con- 
versing with Diabolus, allowing his demons 
to speak to him, and then casting them out. 
But faith in the existence of spirits is no 
reason why one need to accept as true, all 
the assumptions put forth by modern nec- 
romancers, as our materialistic friends as- 
sert. Both Materialists and Spiritualists are 
about as ignorant of the true nature and 
offices of the Holy Spirit, as those Jewish 
disciples of John which Paul found at 
Ephesus. They must have heard of the ex- 
istence of the Spirit, for John had predicted 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost iu connection 
with the advent of Christ. But they were 
ignorant of the Spirits's peculiar work in this 
dispensation. 

Brethren, while the programme for this 
Conference provides for the setting forth of 
truths bearing upon the pre-millennial ad- 
vent of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, 
I thought it would not be untimely to pre- 
sent in an opening discourse what the Scrip- 
tures teach as to the nature and work of the 
Holy Ghost, especially as some thought my 
sermon ou the subject, given at the last Con- 
ference, incomplete, as it did not develop this 
point. The subject is important as involv- 
the honor due to the Holy Spirit ; as relat- 
ed to the Christian's duty nud privilege of 
prayer to the Holy Spirit as man's regenera- 
tion and santilier. Can we "pray in the 
Holy Ghost" as directed, if we have no pro- 
per conceptions of him as he has revealed 
himself ? The final day alone will tell how 
many prayers were never auswered because 
of iudistinct or wrong views relative to him 
who only can euable us to pray aright.

Holy Ghost. They teach us that he is a 
personal agent, in the same sense that the 
Father is a personal agent, or that the Son 
is a pei*sonal agent. 

1. That the Holy Ghost is a person, and 
not an influence, or attribute, is proved from 
the fact that in the Greek masculine pro- 
nouns, relatives and articles are joined to 
his name, Pnenma, which is naturally of the 
neuter gender. John 14: 26, and 15: 26, 
and 16: 13, 14. Thus our Saviour, in 
speaking of the Comforter, makes use of 
language to express in the fullest manner 
his personality. 

2. Distinct personal acts and attributes are 
ascribed to lu'm, which in many passages 
cannot bo explained by the prosopopoeia, or 
personification. To cal> the Holy Spirit the 
"power of God," au "attribute of God," or 
the "doctrine of the gospel," would make 
some texts read strangely. Instance Acts 
10 : 38, "With the power of God and with 
power." Romans 15: 13, "Through the 
power of power." John 16: 13. What at- 
tribute of God is personified here ? or doc- 
trine ot the gospel ? Rom. 8 : 26, &e. Can 
an attribute intercede, or the doctrine of the 
gospel ? Personification is the language of 
poetry, or excited speech, not of cool narra- 
tion, argument, and familiar converse. And 
yet he is spoken of in texts of this description. 
As in our text, and Acts 8 : 29. 

The Holy Ghost speak?, Acts 28: 25; 
1 Tim. 4:1. Teaches, Luke 12: 12. Re- 
proves, John 16: 8. Intercedes, Rom. 8: 
26-7. Bears witness, Acts 5 : 32 ; Rom. 
8: 16. Leads, Rom. 8: 14. Separates 
men to the work of the gospel. Acts 18:2. 
Sends them to preach, Acts 13: 4. Signi- 
fies his pleasure, Acts 15 : 28. Forbids la- 
bor in some places, Aets 16: 6. Appoints 
overseers, Acts 20 : 28. Inspires, 2 Pet. 1 : 



the dead which is said to be the work of God, 
is also ascribed to the Holy Spirit. Rom. 
4: 17, with 8 : 11. 

4. Divine worship is to be rendered to 
him. Matt. 28 : 19. Prayer is offered to 
him. 2 Cor. 13: 14: Rev. 1:4. No crea- 
ture would be placed thus between the Fath- 
er and Sou in such a solemn address. Neither 
do we baptize in the name of one God, one 
creature, aud one attribute, or pray to au in- 
fluence. 

His divinity is clearly established by the 
declaration of Christ that blasphemy against 
the Holy Ghost "hath never forgiveness." 
Mark 3: 29. Matt. 12: 31, 32. If he be 
not in his nature truly God, there could be 
nothing iu him to give to sin against him 
such a peculiar aggravation. Here it seems 
conclusive that he must be a person, and a 
divine person, to be blasphemed, and to have 
the sin against him bo great an enormity as 
to be beyond the reach of pardon. It would 
seem that this text ought to make us care- 
ful how wo speak and think of the Holy 
Ghost. God only knows who among those 
who think and speak lightly of the Holy 
Spirit will be found guilty of this terrible sin 
in the final day. Of all the sins to be depre- 
cated, in these days of discussiou, bold specu- 
lation, and controversy, there is none against 
which we should be on onr guard so closely, 
and from which we should so tremblingly 
prnjf to be delivered, as this. On this sub- 
ject men should know wherecf they affirm. 
A man may be prejudiced, excited, aud talk 
at random nbo,ut other subjects, but all trifling 
must be dismissed when he comes to this 
subject, lest he "quench the Spirit," and pay 
as the forfeit, the loss of his precious soul. 
Thus, the Holy Spirit is shown to be a per- 
son, and a divine person, as much as the 
Father or the Son. But while the Bible

concerning himself? He is offered to reveal 
Christ to us, John 16: 14. But can we 
have clear and joyous views of Christ, when 
we have indistinct or wrong conceptions, or 
undervalue the office and work of that Spirit 
on whose teachings our happy views of 
Christ depeud ? He is presented as a Com- 
forter, but will he comfort those who grieve 
his love, by unbelief concerning his work, 
and a refusal to honor him as the sovereign 
agent iu renewing and santifying the soul ? 
He is set forth as a guide. But will he 
guide those who do not attach sufficient im- 
portance to his nature and work to make 
themselves acquainted with the truths imme- 
diately respecting himself? Especially will 
he guide those who deny his work and un- 
dervalue his offices ? 

Revivals are not what they once were. 
They do not last as long, or leave the church 
as spiritual as formerly. Spurious conver- 
sions are more numerous. Departures from 
the faith and practice of primitive Christians 
are far more frequent and alarming. Sev- 
eral causes for these things may be assigned. 
But, unquestionably, the defective, indistinct, 
and erroneous views, aud in many, the prac- 
tical non-recognition of the great truths of 
the Bible respecting the Holy Spirit, is one 
of the most fruitlul and melancholy causes of 
Iho sad state of things existing throughout 
Christendom. Would that there might go 
fort I] everywhere a call upon minister's and 
churches for confession, humiliation and 
heartfelt repentance for our grievings, 
thus, of the holy and blessed Spirit of the 
Lord. We should pray with David, Ps. 
51: 11. And beseechingly cry — 

"Stay, thou inputted Spirit, stay, 

Though we have done tliee such despite, 
Cast not us sinners quite away, 
Take not thine everlasting flight." 

We now call attention to the Personality 
of the Holy Spirit, His Deity, and Office- 
Work. 

In the work of salvation Jehovah makes a 
full manifestation of himself. Here the 
united glory of the Father, Son, and Holy 
Spirit slgues with the greatest effulgence. 
It enables us to contemplate distinctly the 
Three, who unitedly are the One Jehovah, 
the God of redemption. To the Divine 
Three, peculiar offices are respectively 
ascribed, the accomplishment of which con- 
stitutes the great work of redemption. This 
work is one. It corresponds with the mode 
of the Divine existence, which comprises three 
persons, existing in perfect unity of being 
and design. The Scriptures, both of the 
Old and New -Testaments, afford sufficient 
and positive proof of the personality of the 



him a man simply, have each a totally dif- 
ferent religion. Those who regard Christ 
as only a man cau be called Jews, or Ma- 
homedaus, with more propriety than they 
can be called Christians. Dr. Priestly, it is 
said, did not relish it very well when David 
Levi, the Jew, told him that when ho looked 
into tire New Testament, he clearly saw that 
Jesus of Nazareth was represented there as 
God, and hence he could not consider the 
Doctor as a Christian. Those who regard 
him ouly as a creature, will not honor him 
with religious worship, but with civil respect 
merely, addressing him not as Thomas did, 
"My Ix>rd and my God," brrt as the conven- 
tion in New York did, "Mr. Jesus Christ.'' 
Shocking.' It is a matter of great practical 
importance and interest whether the founder 
of Christianity is God or man, the Creator 
or a creature. The Jews understood him as 
claiming to be God, and hence stoned him ; 
and ho never corrected them. If he is not 
God, the bulk of the Christian Church have 
ever been guilty of idolatry. To deny his 
vicarious atonement, is to set aside the plain- 
est texts, such as, "The Lord laid upon bim 
the iniquity of us a'l ;" "He made him to be 
sin for us, &c. "Himself boro onr sins in 
his own body on the tree, &c." And also to 
rob us of any sure foundation on which to 
rest our hopes of everlasting life. 

Again, correct views of the nature and 
work of the Holy Spirit lie at the basis of 
all real Christian experience, and successful 
Christian labor. Hence the importance of 
knowing and believing what the Scriptures 
affirm upon this subject. 

Multitudes of professing Christians have 
very indistinct views of tho personality and 
deity of the Holy Spirit. Consequently they 
are perplexed in trying to decide whether 
the Holy Spirit is a proper object of religious 
worship, and this seriously effects their de- 
votional habits. Oue of our missionaries to 
the Freedmen told me that he never enjoyed 
such sweet union and communion with God, 
and never felt so happy and blest, as he had 
since he had been led to recognize the per- 
sonality and Deity of the Holy Ghost. 
There is such a thing as the "fellowship and 
communion of the Holy Spirit," as well as 
the "love of God," and "grace of the Lord 
Jesus Christ," and those who ignore or re- 
ject the truth on this subject, are robbing 
themselves of the highest and and sweetest 
enjoyment. 

Modern Sadducees, to maintain their ma- 
terialistic sentiment of the non-existence of 
spirits, have gone so far as to deny the per- 
sonality of the Holy Spirit, speaking of him 
as an influence from the Father, comparing 
it with the influence the mesmerizer exerts 
over his subject. So when a man is con- 



1 Cor. 2: 10. Strengthens, Eph. 3 : 16. 
Speaks to the churches, Rev. 2:7. Is 
grieved, Eph. 4 : 30. Can these act3 be as- 
cribed to any other than an intelligent, 
voluntary agent ? Their being ascribed to 
the Holy Spirit clearly shows him to be a 
Person. If all these instances can be resolved 
inic rne ooia nginw wf personification, then 
no parallel can be found to it in all the sa- 
cred writings, even trie most poetical, and 

certainly not in the prosaic. 

The Spirit, .as a personal agent, comes 
from the Father and the Son, and conse- 
quently must be a separate person. As an 
intelligent Agent he is sent to perform a cer- 
tain work. He proceeds from Him who 
sends him. He comes and accomplishes the 
agency assigned him. Nothing can establish 
his personality more clearly than these facts. 

3. The association of the Spirit with two 
other divine persons in the baptismal formula 
indicates his personality. Matt. 28: 19. Do 
we dedicate individuals to two persons and 
one influence in baptism ? Nay, the candi- 
date is baptized into the faith of three per- 
sonal agents. To suppose that in this solemn 
act ho declares his faith in the Father the 
Son and the power or influence of God is iu 
the highest degree preposterous. In this act 
he pledges his service to three persons equal- 
ly. He here covenants to take the three as 
his one, or only God, whom he will servo the 
remnant of his days. 

4. The apostolic, benediction likewise 
shows the personality of the Holy Spirit. 2 
Cor. 13 : 14. Here the three persons are 
kept distinct, as in the Jewish form of bless- 
ing. Num. 6 : 24, 27. This is a prayer to 
the Holy Ghost as well as to the Father and 
Son, and demonstrates his personality equally 
with theirs. From him, as well as from 
them, comes the highest spiritual blessings. 
See also Rev. 1 : 4, 5. 

A word, in passing, as to his name. He is 
not called Spirit, evidently, because of the 
spirituality of his essence, for this belongs to 
the three equally. "God is a sprit." But 
he is designated by this term because he 
"proceeds" from the Father, as the breath of 
the Almighty. So the scqnnd person is said 
to have been "begotten." So he is not called 
holy because the other two are not in their 
nature infinitely holy ; but it is an official ti- 
tle. He is the author of holiness, and snnc- 
tifier of the hearts of God's people. Tit. 3 : 
5. He has his own peculiar work to per- 
form, in the economy of redemption. And 
he is to be honored and loved in his office and 
work as much as Christ is in his, or the 
Father in his. 

His Deity. 1. Names which apply only 
to Jehovah are given to the Holy Spirit. Ex. 
17: 7 compared with Heb. 3: 7-9. Isa. 
6: 8-10 with Acts 28: 25-27. Jer. 31 : 
31-24 with Heb. 10: 15-17. The prophet 
says Jehovah spake thus. The apostle says 
the Holy Ghost was the speaker. He is 
called God in the plainest manner, Acts 5 : 
3, 4. See also 1 Cor. 3 : 16 ; 6 : 19. 

2. Divine attributes are ascribed to him. 
Omniscience, 1 Cor. 2: 10, 11. Isa. 40 : 
13,14. Omnipresence, Psa. 139: 7. By 
implication, Eph. 2 : 18, and Rom. 8: 26-7 
express the same. Eternity, Heb. 9:14. 

3. Divine works are performed by him. 
Gen. 2: 2. Job 20 ; 18. Psa. 33: 6. 
Miracles too are said to be performed by 
him. Matt. 12 : 58. 1 Cor. 12 : 4-1 1. A 
creature cannot perform a miracle, any more 
than create a world. The resurrection of 



the Bible does not teach that they are three 
in the same sense that they are one, but that 
there is such a distinction between them, 
that personal agency may be ascribed to each; 
and such a union that they are the one only 
God. It is true that this distinction and 
union involves a mystery ; but it is a mystery 
which is essential to all our hopes in refer- 
ence to eternity. "And wfthout controversy," 

«!kc. Tim. O ; 10. 

His Office Work. He has peculiar and 
distinctive work in connection with the 
Father aud the Son, in the great and blessed 
economy of redemption. While Jesus is our 
Sacrifice, Priest, Judge, and King, and has 
made an atonement for us, by assuming our 
nature, and dying in our stead, the Holy 
Spirit was given to him without measure, 
which implies that the attributes of the Holy 
Spirit are employed in accomplishing the re- 
demption which the Lord Jesus, as Mediator, 
has undertaken. The agency which he per- 
forms in redemption) pertaius to his peculiar 
offices. I shall refer only to a few of them. 

1. The sinner's condition of mind, when 
he is alarmed under a view of his guilt and 
merited condemnation, is effected by the 
agency of the Holy Spirit. John 16: 7-11. 

2. Renovation of soul is his work. John 
3: 5, 6. Tit. 3: 5. 

3. Having wrought conviction and con- 
version, the Holy Spirit carries on the work 
of grace in the heart until the redemption of 
the soul unto God is completed. He fills the 
heart with the "love of God." Rom. 5 : 5. 
We "abound iu hope" by his power. Rom. 
15 : 13 The fruit by which Christians are 
distinguished is the offspring of the Spirit. 
Gal. 5 : 22, 23. He gives comfort to the 
people of God. Acts 9: 31. John 14: 16, 
17. He reveals unto us the great and pre- 
cious things of God. 1 Cor. 2: 9, 10, 11. 
Christians are the objects of his affectionate 
regard. Rom. 15 : 30. He assures us of our 
adoption into the divine family. Rom. 8:16. 

"The Spirit answers to the blood, 
Aud tells me I am born of God." 

He will raise his people from the dead. 
Rom. 8:11. Thus it will be seen that the 
Holy Spirit bears an important part in the 
great work of human redemption. As a di- 
vine person, therefore, who has uudertuken, 
with the Father and the Son, our eternal 
salvation from sin and death, he is worthy of 
our adoration, affection and trust. To whom 
are we indebted for that grace which awak- 
ened" us from the sleep of death, and showed 
us our sins and danger? Who made us wil- 
ling to submit to the conditions of the gospel^ 
and seek for pardon and salvation at the 
footstool of sovereign mercy? By whom 
have we been reclaimed from our frequent 
wanderings from Christ and duty, and kept 
through faith unto salvation? Who has 
patiently borne with us in all our weaknesses, 
infirmities and sins ? Does not the experi- 
ence of every Christian testify, and his soul 
respond with holy adoration and gratitude, 
that his benefactor is the Holy Spirit. Let 
them refuse to adore him who are willing to 
be deprived of his grace. Let them deny 
that divine honors are his due, who tremble 
not at the thought of being left a prey to the 
delusions of au unsanctifred heart. But the 
devout and humble Christ iau will ever de- 
light to sing, 

"Praise God from whom all blessings flow, 
Praise him all creatures here below,** &c. 

We ought to feel and express more grati- 
tude for the agency of the Holy Spirit in thtt 



work of our salvation. No other blessing 
can take the place of this. Health, wealth, 
and liberty may be possessed in a high de- 
gree ; the Sabbath, and the gospel may be 
enjoyed ; but something more is demanded 
to make the soul truly happy. Persons may 
enjey these aud yet be afflicted with fearful 
forebodings. Nothing can dispel the dark- 
ness of the mind, deliver from the fear of fu- 
ture wrath, and light up the path of life with 
joy and hope, but the illuminating, renovat- 
ing, sanctifying, and saving influences of the 
Holy Spirit. Let the scenes of life be ever 
so adverse to the desires of tho worldly man, 
if amid the afflictions and deprivations en- 
dured, the peculiar blessings of the Holy 
Spirit are bestowed, the Christian experi- 
ences the highest gratification of his heart's 
desire. What divine work is so sublime in 
its nature, or so happy in its results, as that, 
not of giving existence to man, aud endow- 
ing him with rational faculties, but of re- 
claiming such a being from a state of degrada- 
tion and utter ruin, to lift him up to be a joint 
heir with Jesus Christ to the infinitely glorious 
inheritance promised him ? No Christian can 
discern the blessings received through the 
agency of the Holy Spirit, without lifting up 
the voice of praise, aud feeling the glow of 
gratitude. He it is who convinced him of 
sin, renewed his soul, filled him with peace, 
imparts the evidence of divine sonship, helps 
his infirmities, intercedes for him, inspires 
consolation, dwells with him as his temple, 
and nfter having sanctified •him, and made 
him "meet for the inheritance of the saints 
in light," raises up the body, glorified and 
immortal, at the last day, and thus completes 
his benevolent and glorious work. Hence, 
with the Son and the Father, he most cer- 
tainly is worthy of our love, praise, and obo- j 
dience. How important, therefore, the ad- 
monition, Eph. 4 : 30. To disbelieve his 
word, reject his autiiority, and refuse to obey 
him, is to grieve him. Bigotry and secta- 
rianism grieve him. To neglect to "contend 
earnestly," &c, Jude 3, grieves him. The 
doctrines which have made us a people, and 
called us together in this Conference, are pe- 
culiarly offensive to the men of this world, 
and lukewarm professors, as they are set 
forth in the blessed Bible, and the faithful 
preaching of God's true watchmen. They 
see that to embrace these would cause them 
to let go of this world, or be lost, and hence 
they embrace a false hope to allay their fears. 
Now, while they are in this state, if God's 
people rnnnifest indifference to these truths, 
which so try men's souls, and especially if 
they oppose them, tlmy encourage the wicked 
to resist the present truth which the Holy 
Spirit is waiting to bless in their conversion. 
Christians had better beware how they side 
with the opposers of the truth relating to the 
immediate personal advent and kingdom of 
the Son of God, lest they grieve the Holy 
Spirit, and thus jeopardise their salvation. 
To neglect to "search the Scriptures" for 
light as to present truth and duty is to grieve 
the Holy Spirit. 

Finally. Correct views of the nature aud 
work of the Holy Spirit, as before said, are 
necessaiy to successful Christian labor. We 
cannot expect to have our own hearts sancti- 
fied, or minds enlightened irr I he truth of 
God, or the Church saved from error and 
apostney, except by the special influence of 
the Spirit of grace. We are dependent upon 
Him for the couviction and conversion of 
sinners. All other agencies employed in 
promoting the work of God are to be regard- 
ed as only instrumental. All other means 
combined cannot sanctify the Christian or 
convert a sinner. Hence 1 Cor. 3 : 7. All 
the divinely appointed means, had they been 
employed in the most able, persevering, and 
faithful manner, from the fall of man to the 
end of the world, unnccompauicd by the 
Holy Ghost seut down from heaven, would 
not have resulted in the salvation of a single 
soul to God. Moral suasion will not over- 
come the sinner's bliuduess aud enmity 
against God, and bring him into a state of 
reconciliation. The power of the Holy 
Spirit is needed for this work. 

This truth should have its appropriate 
practical influence on our minds at this Con- 
ference. .It will lead to prayer. It will 
prepare our hearts to receive the Holy 
Spirit's blessing, and to give him glory to 
whom it is due. 

Sinner, the Holy Spirit will not always 
strive with the world. His strivings ceased 
at length irr Noah's day, and they will soon 
cease with the present age. Then thy day 
of grace will be over. Confusion, lamenta- 
tion and woe will follow, and through a 
long, long eternity you will bewail your folly 
in refusing to heed his calls to repentance 
continued so many months, and even years. 
Suddenly the probation shall terminate, for 
as the lightning's flash shall the Judge of 
mankiud appear, and then thy doom for eter- 
nity shall be fixed. Then thy father, mother, 
brother, sister, wife, child or frieud may be 
taken, and you be left to perish with a god- 
less world. For theu two shall be in one 
bed, the one shall be taken and the other 
left. Think of awaking some night, or at 
early morn, and finding a dearly beloved one 
taken from your side to meet Jesus in the 
air, aud you left to perish ! O, let me en- 
treat of you to heed the motious of the Holy 
Spirit in thy breast, and at once fly to the 
Saviour for pardon and life. Delay not a 



moment, lest that moment be your last, but 
improve the present instant in calling upon 
God for mercy and salvation. May God 
tho Holy Ghost help you so to do. Amen-

BEV. DB. LORD'S THIRD LECTUBE. 

The subject of this lecture was Thomas 
Cranmer. After sketching the abuses and 
corruptions, both in church and state, which 
characterized the period immediately preced- 
ing the English reformation, the speaker re- 
fered to Cranmer ns follows : 

He was not remarkable for those bold, 
daring qualities, that reckless energy and 
dazzling genius, which attract the gaze of 
the world. But he has won a fame which, 
with all his intimities, shall last as long as 
Protestantism shall be honored, and has be- 
queathed a legacy which will be prized as 
long as the English Church shall find ad- 
mirers and friends. He was different from 
the other great reformers ; but he was scarce- 
ly inferior to them, if circumstances are well 
considered. We behold no fearless and im- 
petuous Luther, attacking with passionate 
language the corruptions of Rome, bracing 
himself up to the most daring of revolutiona- 
ry assaults, undaunted before kings and un- 
moved by the expostulations of friends. We 
see no logical Calvin, assailing all that was 
venerable in ecclesiastical government, lay- 
ing down rules with autocratic severity for 
prince and people. We see no uncompro- 
mising Knox thundering in the ears of kings 
the awful denunciations of God Almighty 
against their private sins. Cranmer was 
milder, more prudent and broader in his 
views than either of these. If his genius and 
influence are to be measured by the perma- 
nence of the institutions he established and 
the vitality that still seems to animate them, 
he may be favorably contrasted with any of' 
the founders of sects or parties who have 
claimed a prouder position in the realm of 
mind. 

Cranmer sought to elevate the souls of 
men and the spiritual interests of religion 
wherever they were found. He soared above 
all parties, all schools, and all systems, and 
thought only of making them subserve tho 
truest welfare of mankind. For this eleva- 
tion and these enlightened principles I honor 
him, whatever course he may have seen pro- 
per to adopt in order to secure their triumph. 
He carried the work of reform triumphantly 
through a course of unparalleled difficulty, 
and left invaluable blessings to future gen- 
erations. 

I do not think the course which Cranmer 
pursued during the life of Henry the Eighth 
is sufficiently appreciated. He had to deal 
with a malignant and capricious tyrant who 
had absolute authority, unbounded desires, 
ready to sacrifice the ablest ministers of the 
State as well as the long cherished pander- 
ers to bis pleasures the moment they thwart- 
ed his plans. With this odious and repul- 
sive monarch Cranmer had to live. He was 
in a Court which swarmed with papal spies 
and envious detractors. An outburst of 
passion on the part of this hard master, a 
mistake, an effort in an unguarded moment, 
might hurl him from the pedestal of power 
and consign his head to the block. He could 
trust neither the King nor the nation. He 
was doomed to drag a heavy load up a slip- 
pery hill where a single mistep would con- 
sign his burden and himself to a gulf of 
perdition. 

Yet he succeeded even during this mon- 
arch's reign in separating England from the 
communion of Rome, freeing it from papal 



dominion, suppressing monasteries and re- 
moving many abuses. The Bible, too, was 
set up in many clinches, although from jeal- . 
ousy to the monarch it was chained to the 
pillars in the choir. 

The English Church in our age is nearly 
the same as when Cranmer organized it. 
Very few people In England wish any change 
or improvement. It is dear to the hearts of 
the people. It always was a cherished object 
of national affection. It has not therefore 
degenerated. It is as pure as it was a hun- 
dred years ago. It has apparently every 
element of vitality. It gives no signs of de- 
cline or ruin. It has been the boast of em- 
inent saints and scholars and philosophers, 
from the times of Cranmer to our own. It 
still has its self-denying, hard-working and 
faithful ministers. It has retained humility 
in the possession of unbounded wealth ; and 
under all the smiles and patronage of 
Princes, it has never corrupted the great or- 
thodox doctrines of the faith. It has never 
rewarded the vulgar and ignorant. It has 
never endorsed the dangerous principles of 
rationalistic liberty, nor ridiculed religious 
earnestness among the people or spiritual 
elevation among the great. The most am- 
bitious rulers have ever treated its ministers 
with respect. The most worldly devotees to 
fashion and folly have never sought to banish 
them from their tables of friendship or halls 
of pride. None have been bo great as to 
arrogate superior social position. None have 
have been so poor as not to claim their sym- 
pathy aud demand their services. 

The high and the low, the rich and tho 
poor, are equally proud of the discipline at- 
tached to the forms and devoted to the doc- 
trines of this church, not because k was 
established by venerable names, not because 
it sustains the ordiuary institutions of soe ; e- 
ty, but because they believe that it is in ac- 
cordance with primitive institutions, and not 
discordant with the spirit and injunctions of 
Christ. If such a church can last three 
hundred years, beyond fearful changes and 
uuuumbered revolutions, and the schemes of 
disorganizes and fantastical philanthropists-, 
why then may it not be as permanent as any 
other form of church government that has 
yet oeen iustituted ? And why should not 
the author of such a church be regarded as 
a man of most remarkable wisdom and sa- 
gacity ? 

lt?itT»Sr?*tfC jn ra n mer was calm, moderat e 

and judicious, let it not be inferred that he 
was not decided in his opinions. He was 
earnest and lofty iu all his efforts to emanci- 
pate the English mind and promote those 
doctrines which animated the souls of such 
men as Luther aud Zwingle. 

On the accession of Mary, bloody in spirit 
and blinded by the spirit of the middle ages, 
the old religion was restored, and Cranmer 
with the other Protestant Bishops was ar- 
rested and tried both for heresy and treason. 
The recantation of his faith was one of tho 
most melancholy instances of weakness aud 
folly in all the annals of martyrdom. Con- 
founded, heart-broken, old, his love of life 
proved stronger than the power of conscience 
aud of faith. But he came to himself ere the 
hour of his violent death. His last hours 
were glorious, and never did man more speu- 
didly redeem his memory from shame. 



DAYS OP NOAH. 

Our Saviour says, Luke 17 : 26 : "As it 
was iu the days of Noah, so shall it be also 
in the days of the Son of man." But how 
was it in the days of Noah ? The sacred 
historian informs us that "the earth was cor- 
rupt before God, and was filled with violence, 
for all flesh had corrupted his way upon the 
earth." The sad effects of the fall were im- 
mediately most awful. The knowledge of 
the Most High so rapidly was forgotten, that 
Adam's grandchildren became idolaters I 
Men multiplied rapidly, but only a few in the 
line of Seth escaped the general ruin. This 
state of things continued for the first sixteen 
hundred years aud rooro, during which time 
there was a uniform and universal progress 
downwards in sin. The worship ot God had 
disappeared, and the usurper bad it all his 
owrr way. Good merr became very scarce, 
until at length but one family was left upon 
the earth by whom God was recognized and 
obeyed. He theu made known to Noah his 
purpose of wiping that generation out of ex- 
istence : yet he granted them one hundred 
and twenty years as a space for repentance, 
during which time Noah was a "preacher of 
righteousuess." Nothing Is more remarkable 
than the fact of his entire want of success. 

From the drift of this history, it appears 
that the moral putrescence of the world was 
not only universal, but intensely offensive 
din ing six hundred years of Noah's life. This 
fact must be kept in view, if we would cor- 
rectly understand the implication of Christ's 
words : "As it was in the days before the 
flood, so shall it be when the Son of man 
shall be revealed !" that is, as the corruption 
of mankind increased before the flood, with 
a steady momentum of acceleration, up to 
the opening hour of vengeance, so the cor- 
ruptions of the last generations of "this pres- 
ent world" shall increase, until the punitive 
visitation of devouring fire when Christ shall 
come. We are shut up to this meaning, for 
as we have already proved, there can be no 
such thing as a spiritual coming of Christ. 
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Such a coming of the So>t t>r MAN involves 
vast absXlniify. Until we be shown to be in 
error respecting 'the 'hse e>f the word paiiou- 
8IA, which always mea«S personal presence, 
and can mean tiotlirhg else, we maintain that 
post-millenwariaYiism is irreconcilable with 
the teacaro'g ot Christ in this instance, and 
in every other where this word is perverted 
from its proper Moaning. If, thou, the "last 
days" of "this present world" may fairly be 
contrasted wfth the antediluvian age as to 
correspondence, we submit the question to all 
men who are not afraid to follow where 
truth may lead, how it is possible that a 
thousand years of happiness and holiness 
«hall be embraced within these "last days," 
previous to the second advent ? 

According to this historic illustration, in- 
stead of a millennium of peace and blessed- 
ness, when the sword shall be beaten into the 
plough-share, and the spear into the pruning- 
hook, we are to look for universally increas- 
ing wickedness, if not of gross violence, yet 
In some form of spiritual prostitution and 
aggravated ungodliness, iu some sense analo- 
gous to that which brought the flood upon 
tire . earth. The last of God's elect, about 
being gathered by t'»e gospel from "this pres- 
ent world," good and true men will decrease, 
until a state of the visible church shall be 
reached, to which the words of Christ shall 
be applicable : "When the Son of man com- 
eth, shall be find faith on the earth ?" (Luke 
18 : %.) This is another text full of tribu- 
lation to our post-millennarian exegesis. See 
Whitby in loco. False faith there will be, 
and plenty of it ; but this question implies 
the affirmation that the true faith shall well- 
nigh have left the earth, when the parousia 
of the Son of man shall set its sign iu the 
heavens ; for when he comes, it will be to 
"execute judgment upon all, and to convince 
all that are ungodly among them of all their 
ungodly deeds, which they have ungodlily 
committed, and of all their hard speeches, 
which ungodly sinners have spoken against 
him." 

The antichristiau powers now in existence, 
and yet to be more closely combined, will 
then be swept with the besom of destruction 
from the face* of the earth ; for "the Lord 
Jesus shall be revealed from heaven with his 
mighty angels in flaming fire, taking ven- 
geance on them that know not God, and that 
obey not the gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ ; 
who shall be punished with everlasting de- 
struction from the presence (face) of the 
Lord, and from the glory of his power ; when 
he shall come to be glorified in his saints, and 
to be admired in all them that believe in that 
day."" " (2 'TlMUfc*! 1 * 11 7-4<&) '"'It' seems cleat 
from this text that those who shall be visited 
with this dire vengeance will be such as have 
abused and perverted the gospel, a misde- 
meanour conspicuous among their other sins. 
Many think that the "them who know not 
God" refers to the heathen ; and the "them 
who obey not Christ" point to the inhabitants 
of nominal Christendom. We think differ- 
ently, because the same vehement language 
is used with respect to both ; whereas Christ 
himself said : "That servant which knew his 
Lord's will, and prepared not himself, neither 
did according to his will, shall be beaten 
with many stripe*; but he that knew rior ; , 
-■ and did commit things worthy -or^ti-ipr-*, 
shall be beaten with few stripe*;'' This ev- 
idently embodies a principlo ot distributive 
justice which Uhrist will respect in his deal- 
ings with the nations of the earth, when he 
comes. We are inclined <to think the latter 
phrase is exegetical of the former, for they 
who do not obey Christ, do not know God, a 
voluntary ignorance as inexcusable as it is 
culpable, and therefore righteously subjecting 
a man to all the severitj denounced in the 
text. 

The aspect of the present hour is not very 
flattering to the post-millennariaTi doctrine of 
eschatology. The day grows darker, darker, 
darker. Political strife, intrigue, lawlessness, 
faithlossnens, shainelessness, violence, charac- 
terize the so-called "Christian" nations of the 
world ; while influences are streaming from 
the nominal church utterly discouraging. We 
have our Colensos, and Kenans, mid Essay- 
ists, who are multiplying in number and in- 
fluence. The preaching of the old -fashioned 
doctrines of the cross is christened old fogy- 
ism ; nothing will do now but the brilliant 
and the beautiful of high-wrought verbiage, 
as the pinions of exquisite sentimentality ; 
while the undertow carries aloug a heteroge- 
neous mass of discordant sentiment on the 
vital doctrines of the Bible, yet to come up 
to the surface in the shape of a Sooinio-pan- 
theistic theology. It is not venturing, then, 
into the dot*«in of prophecy, when, from past 
experience -teaching us whereunto all this 
must grow, we say that the nominal church, 
embracing all «ie lijetachies of Christendom, 
will become false rto her Lord, and utterly 
perverse in influence, as she will be hetero- 
dox in sentiment With this view, it is easy 
to reconcile all that la said about the wicked- 
ness of the last days being so universal as to 
merit another visitation of divine vengeance 
similar to those which appeared -hi the times 
of Noah and of Lot ; but in any other view 
we cannot see how the strong expressions of 
Peter and Paul in the-ir predictions of the pe- 
riod spoken of, ean be fairly and satisfactori- 
ly expIained.-WoMmo^ of Prophecy.

INDIVIDUAL AND CHURCH EFFORT. 

The very essence of Christianity is con- 
tained in the broad commission given by the 
Saviour to his apostles — "Go ye into all the 
world, and preach the gospel to every crea- 
ture." There is here a recognition of the 
wants of humanity, the power of the gospel 
to supply those wants, and the duty of the 
Church to spread the "glad tidings." 

The right discharge of this duty benefits 
not only the world which receives the gospel, 
but the church which bestows, since there is 
always a reflex benefit in doing good. God 
could have commissioned angels to proclaim 
his truth, and no doubt the world would have 
heard it faithfully and effectually preached. 
But while such a course might have saved 
sou's, what, iu the mean time, would have 
been the work'of the Church ? God has or- 
dained that one great law of spiritual life, as 
of natural, should be activity. Hence, the 
Church must work in order to live. 

What is true of the Church as a whole is 
equally true of every individual member of 
the Church. As a drop of water is an ocean 
in miniature ; as a grain of sand is subject to 
the same laws of matter that govern the 
great globe ; as every slender strand in the

our numbers by but one-sixth every year? 
This is about the average for the last fifteen 
years ; and although "a hundred thousand 
added to the Church in a single year" seems 
large,, yet when we remember that the 
Church numbered from six to eight thousand 
before, we are led to ask, "What are these 
among so many ?" Now, suppose every one 
of the eight hundred and thirty thousand full 
members at present in the Church were im- 
bued with the spirit of the Master, what a 
power in the land would the Church become. 
But, from the facts above given, the inference 
seems inevitable that many in our Church are 
idlers in* the Lord's vineyard, using no 
means to bring souls to the Saviour. 

As every member ought to be at work for 
God, so ought every church to labor for him. 
There should be in each church organized 
systematic efforts of benevolence. These 
would develop the resources and the talents 
of the Church, and afford fields of usefulness 
for many who now are listless and idle. Such 
may be found in our large congregations es- 
pecially, where scores are burying their tal- 
ents because there is no plan for bringing 
them into use. To use the gifts of such, and 
to strengthen the Church generally, there 
might be arrangements made for the distribu- 
tion of tracts, or for holding neighborhood 
prayer-meetings. Then, thro are often weak 
churches that may be assisted by their pres- 
ence and their prayers. An occasional visit 
to a feeble church by a delegation from a 
strong one is beneficial to all concerned. It

SPECULATION* ON PROPHECY. 



The Loudon Quarterly Journal of Proph- 
ecy in noticing a number of speculative works 
on prophetic subjects makes the following re- 
marks : 

With sensational prophecy we have no 
sympathy. We count jt more injurious than 
sensational fiction. Wo must class those 
pamphlets that deal iu it with .the London 
Journal, Ret/uold's Magazine, Sfc. ; and would 
banish them tp Madame Tussaud's chamber 
of horrors. 

The use which they m a u ■ • of God's blessed 
Word is little short of prolanlty. To make 
sensational capital out of prophetic truth 
seems to us woeful yrev.ejence for Scripture ; 
and indicates an audacity, as well as heart- 
lessness, which ought to be discouraged by 
every sober-minded student of the Word. 

We do not believe one word of what has 
been written as to Louis Napoieon in con- 
nection with prophecy ; and we caution our 



the same nature as the great rope itself; so 
every individual Christian is a representative 
of the Church. The same spiritual laws 
which regulate the life of the Church also 
regulate his own personal religious life. 
. Hence, if he would grow and become strong, 
he must be active. 

The very foundation of missionary work 
is individual effort. The primitive Chris- 
tians understood this and acted accordingly. 
Andrew brought Peter to Jesus, and Philip 
brought Nathaniel. Each, as he received the 
new life, went iu the ardor of his soul to 
friends and neighbors to tell of the wondrous 
work. This is the natural impulse of a new- 
born soul. We see it strikingly illustrated 
in times of revivals, when every convert be- 
comes, to the extent of his influence, a 
preacher of the gospel. This is primitive 
Christianity. The late Dr. Wayland truly 
remarked on one occasion : "A revival is the 
uormal condition of the Church." When 
the Church becomes what she ought to be, 
such seasons will bo continuous instead of 
exceptional. 

It is to be feared that many in the Church, 
perhaps undesignedly or through ignorance 
of duty, substitute gifts of money to benevo- 
lent societies for personal effort in bringing 
souls to Christ. Money is good in Its place, 
but it by no meaus supersedes actual individ- 
ual effort. It is a power in the Church, but 
not the only power. Our duty to Christ and 
his cause is not all dune when we contribute 
a portiou of our material wealth. Something 
more than this is required ; our personal in- 
fluence and effort are demanded. This arises 
from the fact already referred to, that activi- 
ty is one great law of spiritual life ; and this 
law is just as biuding on the man who has 
wealth to bestow as on him who has none. 
The duties we owe to our fellow-men axe not 
to be discharged by proxy, After we have 
given -of our meaus, and given liberally to 
help others in good works, there is still much 
for us to do that no one but ourselves can 
perform. 

When we consider what Christ has done 
for men, and what he expects meu to do for 
his cause, the number of idle -and indifferent 
members in tlie Church is truly appalling. 
"Ye are the salt of the earth," Christ has 
said. Alas ! how much of this salt has lost 
its savor ! The religious life of too ninny 
professors consists in a regular attendance ou 
Sabbath services, with an occasional visit to 
the weekly prayer-meeting, varied by greater 
frequency during revivals. These, united to 
contributions'more or less liberal to the sup- 
port of the gospel and benevolent enterprises, 
and a consistent external deportment, com- 
prise the elements of their religious life. 

Many of this class would be startled, and 
perhaps offended, at the suggestion that they 
are not really Christians. But where is that 
iuner spiritual life which prompts the man to 
go about like his Lord and Master, "doing 
good ?" The means of grace are only par- 
tially attended ; the Sabbath school never 
sees their presence or shf res their labors ; no 
direct effort is made by them to bring souls 
to Christ. They are surrouuded every day 
by those whom they immediately influence, 
but they do not bring them to Jesus. They 
talk with them, and advise with them con- 
cerning business, politics, food, clothing, 
amusements, but not one word about the 
soul. 

The minutes of our Annual Conferences 
indicate most decidedly that there are iu our 
Church uiany who are doing nothing to con- 
vert souls. We speak of our own Church 
not by way of disparaging comparison with 
others. We are ready to admit, if it be re- 
quired, that we are as active and as faithful 
as other churches. But the facts show that 
we are not doing what we should to save 
soids. While the average con ti i but ions of 
each member to our benevolent societies has 
largely increased, having more than doubled 
in seven years, the ratio between the num- 
bers in the Church and those added to the 
Church i* diminishing, the proportion being 
less now than fifteen years ago. 

In J858 our contributions to worn-out 
preacliers, missions, tract, Bible and Sunday 
scliool societies averaged thirty-five cents per 
member; in 1864 the average was seventy- 
three. This is a gratifying increase, though 
truly a small average at best 



themselves arc blessed, and the church from 
which they go is benefitted. 

Some of the younger and more vigorous 
members may also be sent out to organize 
and to sustain mission schools in neglected 
neighborhoods. They may thus, besides do- 
ing themselves good, lay foundations for new 
church organizations. A promiuent Presby- 
terian clergyman in New York, who has a 
deep interest in this subject, and whose 
church has two mission schools numbering 
six hundred children, styles the mission 
school "the true subsoil plough of evangeli- 
zation." 

But whether in this or in any other de- 
partments of usefulness, or in all combined, 
the Church must work if she would live. 
Spiritually as well as literally is it true, "If 
any will not work, neither shall he eat." 



PREACHING EASILY. 

No physiological fact is more clearly estab- 
lished than that a night of good sleep rests 
the body and invigorates the brain ; hence, 
persons in ordinary health after sleeping 

soundly arise from their beds in the morn- 
ing with an amount of bodily and mental 
power proportioned to the time and healthful- 
ness of the sleep. Extensive medical obser- 
vation shows also that, whether in animals 
or men, sleep is most nutritious, most invig- 
orating, when taken during the two or three 
hours before and after midnight. No one 
denies that it is a clergyman's duty to use 
these indisputable facts practically. The 
first step then to be taken by a faithful aud 
earnest worker iu the ministry, as a meaus 
of enabling him to make the most of every 
Sabbath day, is to go to bed about nine 
o'clock on Saturday evenings, for he has no 
right to intrench on the hours of God's day 
in preparation for the active work of that day. 
He should uot go to sleep after waking up in 
the morning, if it is day-light ; nor is it best 
to get up at once, but to remain in bed ULtil 
there is a feeling of rest all over the body, 
and as if it would be a relief to get up and 
wash and dress. Having secured a good de- 
gree of vigor with which to begin the Sab- 
bath day's work, he should use it economical- 
ly, wisely ; he should husband his strength 
by not putting it forth unnecessarily nor lav- 
ishly on the earlier service, but seek to dis- 
tribute it over the whole work of the day. 
If all the "vim" is exhausted on the morn- 
ing's discourse, both preacher and people will 
necessarily be over-sleepy in the afternoon, 
and half a Sabbath, with its glorious aud 
fleeting .privileges, is lost forever. 

Every word uttered, every note sounded, 
even the crook of a finger or wink of the eye, 
is at the cost of power ; a wink is not much, 
but a dozen or two winks in quick succession 
produces appreciable fatigue or tiredness. 
Hence a clergyman will speak easier, if, un- 
til he enteis the pulpit, he does not speak a 
sentence, or sing a line, or make a nod. And 
even if lie takes his breakfast alone and 
comes alone to church, power is husbanded, 
besides the very great advantage of a greater 
mental concentration on the subject of the 
discourse, and fhose affections and feelings of 
responsibility which ought to reign dominant 
when a man feels that he may be delivering 
his high message for tl>e last time, or that for 
the last time it will come to some hearer, 
and, if uot improved, will allow his unchange- 
able doom to be sealed — forever ! 

Any conscientious hearer of the word will 
find by experiment, that if the time up to the 
morning service is spent in quietude of body 
and mind, he will sing the first hymn with 
more alacrity and will enjoy it more deeply 
than if he had sung several hymns before, 
or had been engaged in a way .to require 
bodily or mental effort. 

When one, two or three hours only inter- 
vene between sermons, nothing should be 
eaten but some cold bread and butter, with a 
cup or two of any kind of hot drink ; tho 
former not to feed, but to sustain ; the lat- 
ter to impart the stimulus of warmth to 
the whole system. If a sermon is to be 
preached soon after a hearty meal, both speak- 
er and hearer will be sleepy, while the mental 
effort necessary to deliver the discourse? 
withdraws so much of nervous power from 
the stomach that the food cannot be properly 
Our Humeri- digested ; and when repeated as a habit,

The Evangelical Alliance, by its British 
and Foreign Organizations, would again af- 
fectionately ana* earnestly invite Christians 
in all countries to make arrangements for 
meeting during the Week of Prayer at the 
commencement of the New Year. 

Much encouragement is felt from the fact 
that, in almost every land, even the most re- 
mote, the previous invitations have been 
largely responded to, and multitudes have 
acknowledged, with devout thankfulness to 
God, his gracious answers in "crowning the 
year with his goodness," and* confering spe- 
cial blessings upon the church and upon the 
world. 

Let us again set apart the week beginning 
with the first Lord's-day of the New Year 
for united supplication, with thanksgiving, in 
the spirit of love, and in sympathy with our 
brethren who "in every place call upon the 
name of our Lord Jesus Christ, theirs and 
ours." Surely the need is great. Error is 
abounding, masses are ignorant of the gospel, 
the children of God are still far from mani- 
festing the unity of the body of Christ; and 
whether as uatious, or families, or individu- 
als, we have urgent dangers. Meanwhile, 
our Heavenly Father is ready to supply all 
our need according to the riches of his grace, 
and not only keep us secure from all harm, 
but is able nnd willing "to do exceeding 
abundantly above all that we ask or think.'' 
May we not confidently expect that suital le 
blessings will be bestowed in proportion as 
offered with "one accord" by those who are 
united by a common faith, and wlfo share in 
the blessings of a "common salvation ?"

THE SAVIOUR INFERIOR TO HIS 
MOTHER — MARIOLATRY. 



"In conversation with a priest of Home — 
a man holding a position of great influence 
in the church, which was increased if possi- 
ble by his learning atid character — I asked," 
says Mr. Seymour, "why, on so solemn an 
occasion as a death-bed, when an immortal 
soul was about passing into the presence of 
God, why did you pray to tho virgin Mary 
instead of praying to Jesus Christ ? Iu com- 
mon with all Protestants I would have 
prayed to Jesus Christ, or to God, through 
Jesus Christ. He answered, that it was 
their opinion, the opinion of too many of the 
fathers, that God hears our prayers more 
quickly when they are offered through the 
blessed virgin than when they are offered 
through any one else. ... I went on lo 
say, that there could be no answer from the 
virgin Mary, inasmuch as she could uot hear 
the prayers that were offered to her. I 
asked, How does the virgin Mary hear the 
prayers of men ? how do the saints hear our 
prayers ? Ho looked at me as if ho had 
never thought of the point before, as if the 
inquiry had never occurred to him before. 
He said nothing." After urging some very 
unanswerable objections to the implied 
omniscience of "the mother of God." Mr. 
S. adds : "I asked, therefore, How can Mary, 
how can any saint in heaveu hear the multi- 
tude of prayers from the multitude of hearts 
on earth ? He said in reply, that they were 
spirits — that they were not like us on earth, 
but spiritual beings iu heaven. He spoke as 
if the difficulty hail never occurred to his 
mind in its strength before — as if he really 
thought, from their being not corporeal but 
spiritual, that everything was easy. 

"I reminded hitn that their being spirits, 
embodied or disembodied, did uot affect the 
question ; they were finite spirits, aud there* 
fore could not pervade the infinite. They 
were not omnipresent : they were not om- 
niscient : they were only spirits, and not 
God, who alone knoweth the heart, and there- 
fore who alone heareth prayer. I have sel- 
dom sceu a man. habituated to controversy, 
more perplexed than my friend appeared at 
this question touching the meaus by which 
Mary or the saints could hear and know our 
prayers. He threw out, in the way of sug- 
gestion, that it might be perhaps that God 
reveals it to them — that, being iu God's 
presouce, they learn it from him. I there- 
fore added that, if 'the prayers and aspira- 
tion of votaries are not heard or known to 
the saints until God reveals them to them — 
until they Joarn them thr**uM*»-' " ' " »

Tho priest rejoined that they re- 
garded the saints 'as mediators of interces- 
sion only, who were to intercede with God 
for us.' " Mr. Seymour added, "You make 
the virgin Mary and the saints mediators of 
prayer- .nit is accessary, therefore, that 
they be able to hear our prayers ; and the

His Father, in the 2d Psalm, has recorded 
a decree by which he proposes to invest him 
with power over all the nations, aud to put 
him iu possession of the uttermost parts of 
the earth ; when he shall break the nations 
with a rod of iron, and dash them in pieces 
like a potter's vessel. 

Thus also Jesus himself taught in the 
parable of the "Nobleman who went into a 
far country to receive for himself a kingdom 
and to return." "When he was returned, 
therefore, having received his kingdom," &c 

From this parable it is evident that 
Christ's investiture will take place in heaven 
before his second advent, and that his whole 
work of judgment will be after that investi- 
ture. Has not Daniel, in the 7th chapter, 
given us the order of time when the court of 
investiture will take place ? Having de- 
scribed the four beasts and their work, with 
all their horns, the prophet says, "I beheld 
till the thrones were cast aowii.** or placed, 
"and the Ancient of days did set," or took 
his seat. "Thousands of thousands minis- 
tered unto him, and ten thousand times ten 
thousand stood before him ; and the judg- 
ment was set, and the books weie opened." 

What judgment is this? This has ever 
to us been an obscure point, but we do not 
despair of yet understanding it. In verses 
13, 14 we are told, "One like the Son of man 
came with the clouds of heaveq, and came to 
the Ancient of days, and they brought him 
near before him ; and there was given him

A NnuiT at St. Kii.ua. — In the Atlan- 
tic Ocean, sixty miles west of the Hebrides, 
lies the rugged island of St. Kilda, a huge 
mass of high rocks rising majestically from 
the waters. Theserocksnrethedwellingpluces 
of millionsof wild birds, and the islanders spend 
their time in catching them, sending the 
feathers and oil to Scotland, iu exchange for 
which they receive food and other necessa- 
ries. But it is not with these people we 
have to do just now. Ou the 3rd of October, 
1860, a war steamer, II. M.S. "Porcupine," 
rode at anchor in the bay. At 8 P. M. the 
bell tolled for prayers, and all hands were 
assembled on the lower deck to hear their 
captain preach, for he never omitted this 
great duty. Every night he was at his post, 
Bible in hand. The ship's bell struck two, 
announcing nine o'clock, and there was a 
low, dull murmur of tho ocean, which indi- 
cated a coming storm. The shrill whistle of 
the boatswain was heard, accompanied by 
his hoarse voice, calling, "All bauds, up. 
Anchor." 

As the bay was an unsafe anchorage, the 
vessel steered round to the lee side of the 
island. It was indeed a fearful night. The 
noise of the winds was like the roaring of 
many cannon, trees were torn up from the 
roots, many vessels were wrecked, and all 
the houses in the island were blown down 
except that of the missionary. The wind 
shifted through the night, aud in taking the 
vessel round to the other side of the island 
the rudder ropes broke, and the engine be- 
came unmanageable. The paddle-box boat 
was lifted by the force of the wind, strong 
iron davits were bent to the deck, and the 
ship was on her beam ends. There was one 
who hurriedly paced tho deck of the ship,

To 
reason with a confirmed Spiritualist is vain. 
We have one precious promise to which we 
may cling ; it is that "When the enemy shall 
come in as a flood, the Spirit of the Lord 
shall lift up a standard against him."

MEETING OF CONGRESS. 

Both Houscs,of Congress met on Monday, 
the 4th m>{., at 12 o'clock M., when Mr. 
McPherson, Clerk ot the last housa, called 
the members to order, and proceeded to call 
the roll. None of the members elect from 
the States lately in rebellion were called. 
The house then proceeded to the election of 
Speaker, when Mr. Culfux, Speaker of the 
last House, was re-elected by a vote of 1 39 
to 35. 

With so overwhelming a majority in the 
house but little delay was experienced in the 
organization ; nor is there likely to be much 
in carrying any measure the majority deem 
advisable. 

It is maniiest from the first and second 
day's proceeding that very decided measures 
will be adopted to vindicate the rights of the 
Freedmen, and make them equal before the 
law. The following resolutions indicate 
very prompt action in this affair : 

Mr. Wade presented a bill to regulate the 
elective franchise in the District of Columbia. 
It provides that from and after its passage 
every male citizen of twenty-one years of age, 
who is a citizen of the United States and a 
resikent of the District for six months, ami 
never convicted of infamous crimes, shall 
have the right of suffrage in the District. 

Section 2 imposes n penalty for interrup- 
tion or interference with the right granted 
above. Ordered to be printed. 

Mr. Sumner introduced a bill to preserve 
the right of trial by jury, which provides that 
grand juries shall consist one-half of persons 
of African descent in sections where one- 
sixth of tho population are Africans, and the 
same proportion in petit juries, where the 
matter tried related to any injuries inflicted 
by a person of African descent npon a per- 
son not of such descent, or vice versa, and 
prejudice against such race is made ground 
of challenge and exclusion. Ordered to be 
printed. 

Mr. Sumner introduced a bill prescribing 
an oath to maintain a republican form of 
government in States lately in rebellion, as 
follows : 

'•I -do hereby swear that I will at all times 
hereafter use my best endeavors to mantain 
a republican form of government in the State 
of which I am an inhabitant, and in the 
Union of the United States ; that I will at 
all times recognize tho indissoluble, unity of 
the republic, and will always discountenance 
and resist any endeavor to break away or 
secede from the Union ; that I will give my 
influence and vote at all times to sustain the 
national credit ; that I will nlwnys discoun- 
tenance and resist auy attempt, directly or in- 
directly, to repudiate or postpone, either in 
any part or in any way, tho debt which was 
contracted by the United States in subduing 
the rebullion, or the obligations assumed to 
the L'nion soldiers : that I will alwoys dis- 
countenance and resist any laws making any 
distinction of color or nice, and that in all

ernment completely loyal to the I T nion, wTicre 
all men shall enjoy equal protection and 
equal rights." t 

Such oath shall be preserved, and if false- 
ly taken, such person shall he guilty of per- 
jury, and in addition to the present penalty 
lor that crime, he shall forfeit his right to 
hold office. 

The bill was ordered to be printed. 

Mr. Sumner offered a bill to enforce the 
constitutional nmcudment, by punishing any 
attempt to control the services of any person 
contrary to this provision, by a fine not ex- 
ceeding ono thousand dollars, or imprison- 
ment not exceeding ten years, or both, at the 
discretion of the Court. And it shall be no 
defence that such claim is sanctioned by any 
State law. It annuls State laws in conflict 
with it, and restricts jurisdiction in cases 
growing out of it to the United States Courts. 

Ordered to be printed. 

Mr. Sumner also introduced a bill to give 
the right of suffrage to persons of color in the 
District of Columbia. Ordered to be printed. 

Mr. Sumner introduced a joint resolution 
proposing to amend the Constitution, so as 
to make voters, instead of population, the 
basts of representation in Congress. 

Mr. Sumner introduced a concurrent reso- 
lution declaratory of the adoption of the 
Constitutional amendment abolishing slavery. 

Mr. Sumner introduced a series of reso- 
lutions declaratory of the duty of Cougress, 
and esprcially in respect to the loyal citizens 
of the States lately in rebellion. 

Mr. Wilson introduced a bill to maintain 
the freedom of the inhabitants of States de- 
clared to be in insurrection, which was or- 
dered to be printed. 

In the House several similar bills were in- 
troduced. Among them the following on 
the reception of members and senators from 
States lately in rebellion : 

Mr. Stevens offered the following joint 
resolution : — 

Resolved, By the Senate and House of 
Representatives in Congress assembled, that 
a joint committee of fifteen shall be appoint- 
ed, nine of whom *hall be members of the 
House and six of the Senate, who shall in- 
quire into the condition of States which 
formed the so-cajled Confederate States of 
America, and report whether they or any of 
them are entitled to be represented in either 
House or Congress, with leave to report at 
any time, by bill or otherwise ; and until 
such report shall have beeu made and finally 
acted upon by Congress, no member shall be 
received in either House from any of the 
said so-called Confederate States ; and all 
papers relating to the Representatives of the 
said States shall be referred to the committee 
without debate 

Mr. Eldridge (Wisconsin) objected to the 
introduction of the resolution, when 

Mr. Stevens moved a suspension of the 
i 'rules, and this question was determined in 
the affirmative, by yeas 129, and nays 35. 

Mr. Dawson (Pa.) asked for a postpone- 
ment of the resolution till after this week. 

The speaker said the motion would be in 
order if the previous question had not been 
demanded. 

Mr. Dawson moved that the resolution be 
laid upon tho table. 



The question was decided in the negative. 
The House then passed the joint resolu- 
tion. 

Mr. Washburne sent up the following to 
the Clerk's table, which was read : 

Montgomery, Ala., Dec. 4. — To Hon. Win. 
II. Seward. — The amendment is adopted by 
an overwhelming vote. I will send you an 
iiuthenticated copy at an early day. Please 
see that Alabama is announced as the twen- 
ty-seventh State. (Signed) L. E. Parsons. 

Applause followed the reading of the de- 
spatch. 

Tuesday, Dec 5tb. — Both Houses of 
Congress met at 12 o'clock, and proceeded 
to busiuess. The President's Message was 
received and read. It is nn able document, 
and enters into a general statement of the af- 
fairs of the country. On the subject of ne- 
gro suffrage in the States lately in rebellion 
he says his course has been taken from the 
Constitution itself. Tha£ the Constitution 
has left the question of suffrage to each State 
for itself, and that the action of Congress has 
been in accordance with the same principle; 
and he thinks it clearly the duty of the gov- 
ernment to leave it there still. 

But it is understood that he is in favor of 
the principal incorporated in Mr. Sumner's 
joint resolution for the amendment of the 
Constitution so lhut representation in Con- 
gress shall be apportioned according to the 
number of voters in the states, instead, as 
now, by population. If that is carried, the 
South as well as North will be obliged, in 
order to a full representation, to make ne- 
groes voters. 



THE PRESIDENTS MESSAGE. 

The message of President Johnson is re- 
garded on all hands as one of the most able 
documents of the kind. All parties unite in 
giving the President their hearty approval 
and cordial support. He enters quite fully 
into the subject of his reconstruction policy, 
and vindicates it by able arguments. He 
strongly insists on the perpetual union of the 
States, and maintains that treason is the 
greatest of crimes, and must be punished. 
Ho advises the contraction of the paper cur- 
rency of the country ns the only safe way of 
returning to a specie basis. The currency 
which before the war amounted to about 
8200,000,000, now amounts to $700,000,000. 
The consequence is the rise in the value of 
gold and an increased spirit of speculation ; 
rendering the price of nearly all the necessa- 
ries of life nearly twice their former prices. 
He f.nicipates an excess of revenue for the 
next fiscol year of $112,19 1,947, thus re- 
ducing the national debt by that amount. 

The Post Office department is ia a state of 
groat prosperity ; the revenue for the year 
past amounting to $14,55<>,138. The ex- 
penditures of the department for the same 
time amounted to $13,604,728, leaving in 
the treasury to the credit department, $861,- 
430. The message and reports of the vari- 
ous Secretaries on the whole exhibit nn en- 
couraging and prosperous state of public af- 
fairs: \j] \\ y\\ jf w« are trim to find and ins.

Washington. Dec. 8. M. Romero, the 
Mexican Minister, has received advices from 
El Paso up to the 9th of November last. 
President Juarez had fixed the 13th of that 
month as the day of his departure for the 
city of Chihuahua to re-estoblish there the 
National Government. 

The official papers from El Paso publish 
two important decrees dated the 8th of Nov- 
ember. The first decrees that as an election 
for President has not been possible on ac- 
count of the French invasion, therefore by 
virtue of the extraordinary power with which 
Congress had clothed the Executive, and by 
virtue of the existing anomalous circum- 
stances, the Executive declares that the Con- 
stitutional term of the President is extended 
until another popular election can be held. 

This conclusion was arrived at after full 
consultation with the leading patriots, and is 
understood to be the expressed popular wish. 
It will bo well received throughout the whole 
couutry. 

The second decree declares that as Gen. 
Ortega came to the United States only en 
route for Mexico, and stayed in the United 
Stutes without any special purpose over 
eight months, he will be subject to a trial on 
his return to Mexico. 

The United States officers were going to 
give a ball on tho 11th of November in honor 
of President Juarez. 

The Matamoras Ranchieioof the 1 0th tilt, 
congratulates the citizens on their steadfast- 
ness and bravery during the last siege, and 
announces the complete defeat and dispersion 
of the besiegers. It also says severtil of the 
leading Liberals on the frontier have ac- 
cepted Muximillian's amnesty, and many 
others will soon follow their example. 

Mr. Hall, a prominent lawyer, personally 
intfmate with the Mexican side of the Rio 
Grande river, has just arrived from Mexico. 
Ho is of the opinion that the Liberal cause is 
a failure. He was in Matamoras during the 
siege of that city. 



Washington, Dec. 10. Major General Lo- 
gan was for a long time in consultation with 
Secretary Seward yesterday on the subject of 
affairs connected with the Mexican mission. 

Whatever truth there maybe in the recently 
published rumors respecting the President's 
contemplated action with regard to the South- 
ern States, it is well known here that he acts 
on all cases affecting restoration as they rise, 
and thin, while engaged in that work is the

best exponent of his own policy, none being 
authorized to declare what course he will 
pursue in future. 

Speaker Colfax keeps his own counsels, 
and consults with few members as to the con- 
stitution of the standing committee. 

No official information has reached the 
Department of State of the adoption or re- 
jection ot the Constitutional nmendment 
abolishing slavery by Indiana, Iowa, Cali- 
fornia, Oregon, Florida and Mississippi. Only 
twenty-six States are officially known to 
have ratified the amendment.

THE PIRATE SHENANDOAH. 



The Liverpool Mercury has the following 
account of the departure of the ex-pirate 
Shenandoah from that port for New York : 

"The Shenandoah, whose appearance in the 
Mersey caused so much anxiety, has at 
length sailed from this port, and is now on her 
way for New York. It will be in the recol- 
lection of our readers that a fortnight ago 
the Senandoah was handed over by Captain 
Paynter, of Her Majesty's ship Donegal, to 
Mr. Dudley, the Uuiied States Consul at 
this port. That gentleman, however, at first 
declined taking possession of the vessel until 
he had consulted Mr. Adams, the American 
Ambassador in London. 

Having put himself in communication with 
his excellency, Mr. Dudley took possession 
of the vessel in tho name of the United 
Slates government, the American cusign and 
pennant were hoisted, the custom-house 
officers and the seamen who were placed on 
board from the Donegal were taken off, and 
the vessel remained in charge of the United 
States authorities. Capt. Freeman, an 
American merchant captain of great experi- 
ence, was placed in charge of the vessel, to- 
gether with a crew ot riggers. In conse- 
quence of a long cruise tho Shenandoah 
stood in some need of repairs, and since her 
arrival in the Mersey the necessary s'teps 
have been taken to place her in readiness for 
a voyage to New York. 

Yesterday morning steam wns got up at 
an early hour, and about forty minutes past 
twelve the Shenandoah hove her anchor and 
steamed slowly down the river with the pen- 
nant flying from the mainmast and the Stars 
and Stripes from the mizzenmast. A party 
of American gentlemen and others were on 
board, and the vessel was accompanied down 
the river by the steamboat Resolute. The 
party returned to liverpool by the Resolute. 
Captain Freeman will take charge of the 
vessel to New York, and has a crew of rig- 
gers under him. When the Shenandoah 
arrives at New York she will be handed over 
to the authorities at that port, and it is ex- 
pocted she will bo placed in ordinary. 

The sailing of the famous ex-Confederate 
cruiser excited considerable interest, and 
large crowds assembled on the landing Stages 
and pier heads to witness her departure, her 
fine appearance, ns she sailed gracefully 
down the stream, eliciting great admiration."

denee between Mr. Adams and Earl Russell 
relative to the departure of crusiers for the 
rebels from England. Russell repeats the 
argument that the British Government acted 
upon precedent, and supplies memoranda 
showing that steps were taken to prevent and 
punish breaches of neutrality. Every repre- 
sentation of the American Ministry was con- 
sidered immediately and referred, when nec- 
essary, to the law officers without delay. 

The London Times says that it is impossi- 
ble for the American Government to aban- 
don the claims for the depredations of the 
Alabama, but it is quite possible for a gov- 
ernment to yield nothing yet do nothing. 
We must be prepared to be told that the 
United States will abate no jot of its de- 
mauds, and will reserve the right of enforc- 
ing them ; but still when the temper of the 
people is calmed, when commerce has had 
time to renew the links which bind the two 
nations together, when the memories of war 
fade into the past, there will be little disposi- 
tion to dwell on unfortunate but inevitable 
casualties. 

The London Daily Hews confidently dis- 
misses the supposition that the Alabama 
claims can become a direct cause ot war be- 
tween the two countries, but it trusts that 
something well yet be done to bring the 
dispute to an enrly practical settlement, for 
it is one which c;»n in no other way be dis- 
posed of. It would be an eternal disgrace il 
both governments should confess themselves 
unable to find any but a violent solution of 
their differences, but there is a state of nom- 
inal peace which has many of the disad- 
vantages of war. 



The efforts to secure the release, on parole, 
of Clement C. Clay, who is confined with 
Jeff. Davis, have not yet succeeded. Mrs. 
Clay has made several personal appeals in 
hehulf of her husband. Considerable stress 
is laid upon the fact that Mr. Clay voluntari- 
ly surrendered himself on hearing that he 
was charged with complicity in the plot to 
assassinate the President. Mrs. Clay had 
another interview with the President on the 
22d ult. 



FOREIGN NEWS. 

Italy. — Victor Emauuel, in his speech at 
the opening of Parliament, said that time 
and the force of events would solve the ques- 
tions pending between Italy and the Papacy. 
Italy must remain faithful to the Conven- 
tion of November, which France would com- 
pletely carry out within the appointed time. 
Henceforth it would be easy to wait. He 
alluded to the good relations existing be- 
tween Italy and the Powers of Europe and 
America, and pointed with pride to the posi- 
tion of Italy among the nations, but regretted 
that the fiuanciul position would require 
fresh sacrifices at the hands of the people. 

He concluded by saying that confiding in 
the affection of his people and valor of the 
army he would not fail in the great work 
which must be transmitted complete to his 
descendants. 

Buvaria had notified the courts of Austria 
and Rome of her recognition of Italy, and 



LETTER FROM NEW ORLEANS. 

Mr. Editor: — Since I wrote you last, I 
have beeu away from this city on duty at 
Thibodeaux, fifty-two miles distant. I was 
ordered there the 1st inst., and weut the 3d, 
returning with tho detachment of troops sta- 
tioned there on the evacuation of the post, 
one week ago. They are now at Greenville, 
four miles from New Orleans, for the pur- 
pose of being mustered out. At least that 
was the object contemplated in sending them 
here, but we have it "on die," that there is a 
change in the programme, and that they are 
to be kept, with other troops, a while longer 
in the service. I am staying with them till 
the balance of the regiment joins us, when 
the medical officers of the organization will 
be present, and of course my occupation, so 
far ns this command is concerned, will be 
gone. 

I was better pletsed with my situation at 
Thibodeaux than when in New Orleans. 
The town comprises, I presume, about 1500

La Fouche, near the Opolusas railroad. This 
is almost classic ground, being tho "Land of 
the Arcadians," or as termed here the "Cay- 
ens," and is made the scene of some of Long- 
fellow's poems, "Evangeline," of which more 
anon. The town is situated on "Bayou La 
Fouche," and lias been, before it was visited 
with "the war's desolations," no doubt, a very 
pretty pluei, and furnished a very pleasant 
retreat from the "cares of this life." It has 
since, however, been the scene of many a tale 
of wrong and woe 

The surrounding coun.-y i 3 ] 0 \v and flat, 
and is frequently overflowed with water. 
The soil is specially adapted to the produc- 
tion of sugnr cane, and large sugar planta- 
tions are spread over this and the surround- 
ing parishes. These are now mostly neglect- 
ed. The sugar-mills are in ruins ; the capi- 
tal requisite to carry them on has been ab- 
sorbed in waging a war for slavery and pow- 
er ; as they have it, "for their rights ;" the la- 
bor has become unavailable, and the proprie- 
tors have become ruined men, who solace 
themselves by cursing the negro for not 
working for them for nothing, when he can 
receive pay elsewhere for his labor. There 
has beeu considerable sugar made this sea- 
son, however, and some cotton has been 
raised in this vicinity, but noun compared 
with what the country is capable of produc- 
ing, or what it was even made to produce be- 
fore the war, What has been raised this 
year was principally by the poorer class of 
white men — "poor white trash" — and tho 
"lazy nigger" who "wont work without a 
master." 

The old planters, so far as I can see, spend 
their time in riding about the country on 
horseback, visiting drinking and gambling 
saloons, and projecting plans to raise militia 
companys when the United States forces are 
withdrawn, for the puropse of suppressing 
negro insurrection and controlling labor. I 
think they are the class in this country who 
need a master. They are the idle class. 
They have already more than plotted mis- 
chief. They say they are not whipped, only 
overpowered. They ask and implore to have 
tbe military removed, and at tho same time 
are solicitous to have local military organi- 
zations which they say are necessary for 
their protection. They threaten the direst 
vengeance upon the friends of the Govern- 
ment — the Union men and negroes — when 
they shall have the machinery of State Gov- 
ernment once more £illy in their hands, un- 
trammelled by Provost Marshals or martial 
law. Now, if it is necessary for anybody to 
have a master, if such a relation is compati- 
ble with the spirit of our government, why 
not take these men at their own word, avd 
give to them, the only useless or dangerous 
class, the benefit of their own suggestions ? 
Limit their privileges, set somebody to watch 
them and to control their labor. They stand 
right in the way of the prosperity of the 
country. By their own admissions they are 
unable to work their plantations and produce 
the great staples which the country needs. 
"Well," says one, "that is their misfortune. 
We must send down Northern men and capi- 
tal, and work these plantations for them. 
Here is a great field for enterprise and the 
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.ployment of capital with the promise of 
Irge and profitable returns." But, hold ! it 
kes more than one to make a bargain, 
"hese men are, to say tho least, the ostensi- 
!e proprietors of these estates. Will they 
rase or sell them to Northern men for the 
lere nominal sum specified in Northern pa- 
irs ? My observation justifies me in an- 
ering in the negative. Tliey have imbibed 
most extravagant notions of the value of 
Imitation to a Yankee, will not part with 
m by sale or lease, except upon terms so 
•easonable that no sensible man will think 
(complying. $15,000 to $20,000 per year 
t are required for a small plantation, 
leu the fences are all destroyed, the sugar- 
1 is in ruins. Tliese are to be put in re- 
r by the lessee. The owner is to be em- 
ed in some cases as an overseer, at a sal- 
of $3000 per year. Then the labor has 
ie paid, and all the contingent expenses 
$50,000 to $60,000 are needed at this 
to ruu it for a single year, and the pro- 
are to be found in the margin of returns 
xcess of that amount, 
f, as these men contend, the good of the 
ntry rather thau the individual is to be 
idled, and the individual who stands in 
the way of the public good, even by refusing 
his own labors, is to be controlled, why shall 
we not control the man who, through bigotry, 
iguorance, selfishness and incompetency locks 
up the resources of the country ? I do not, 
of course, fully admit the principle. It is 
theirs, not mine. I only ask to have it im- 
partially applied. 

In all parts of this country, the benevo- 
lence and enterprise of the North under the 
patronage of the government, has opened 
schools for the instruction and elevation of 
colored men, and there is perhaps no prouder 
monument to those qualities to be found, 
than the great success which has invariably 
attended such efforts, notwithstanding they 
have been made in the face of every obstacle 
tluit war, prejudice, and an unsettled condi- 
tion of the country could furnish. 

I visited tho school for colored children 
two or three times during my stay there, and 
desire to make the following report : There 
are four teachers employed, one male and 
three females. The principal receives $100 
per month, one of the lady teachers $60, and 
each of the others $50. About 200 children 
attend, most of them regularly. The progress 
they have made, is, I thiuk, highly creditable 
to both pupils and teachers. I inspected the 
writing-books and found evidences of skill in 
penmanship that would compare favorably 
with any school of equal grade I ever visited. 

During the last Saturday that I remained 
in the place I attended, by invitation of the 
Principal, a meeting of the parents to t:ike 
into consideration some measures in relation 
to raising the means among themselves to 
support their own schools. On the previous 
Saturday, a similar meeting had been held, 
at which Copt. Pease, Superintendent of 
Schools, under the auspices of the F reed- 
men's Bureau, made a speech. He informed 
them that tho government had done much 
for them, given them their freedom, patro- 
nized and protected their schools. That the 
benevolence of the North had done much, 
and that our government hail declined to do 
more, and. that the support of the schools 
would fall back upon them. The question 
was propounded whether they were willing 
to be taxed for that purpose. Resolutions 
expressive of their assent and of their desire 
to secure the promise of protection to their 
schools were passed, and a committee ap- 
pointed to wait upon Gen. Baird, and lay 
them before him. That committee was now 
ready to report. They had received favora- 
ble notice from Gen. Baird and the promise 
to do all within his power. But he was not 
able to promise definitely the extent of pro- 
tection it would be possible to furnish. 

I was called upon to address them, and im- 
pro 




labor. He will respect the rights of proper- 
ty as regards others, because his own inter- 
ests are blended with them. He will be 
prepared intelligently to labor for the accu- 
mulation of property himself, and will have 
acquired such notions of economy as will 
lead him to save it and prevent himself or 
his family from becoming an expense upon 
others. 

But the frecdman already understands this 
subject of labor better than his enemies are 
willing to concede. "I worked," said one 
who followed me in remarks at the meeting 
mentioned above, "to educate the sons of my 
master in South Carolina, and will I not 
work to send my own children to school, and 
give the in the benefit of an education of 
which I was .deprived ? I educated by my 
labor five young men, but was not permitted 
to enjoy the smallest portion of such a boon 
myself. But, now the times are changed. 
We are free so far as our persons are con- 
cerned, but there is a bondage of the mind 
from which we must disenthrall ourselves. 
We are mere babes in intellect, but have 
placed before us privileges that our fathers 
never enjoyed of cultivating our minds till 
wo become men in every sense of the word, 
and then we shall be prepared to claim all 
that men ought to claim of social and politi- 
cal rights. Until then, let us wait, and labor 
and sacrifice for our personal elevation, and 
that of our children and race." 

It is remarkable what an interest the col- 
ored people take in this subject. Not a sol- 
dier in this regiment, or I presume in any 
regiment scarcely, but has his spelling or 
other book, and spends his leisure moments 
in acquiring knowledge from its pages. Bay- 
onets are beginning to read, whether they 
think or not. 

I heard a malicious remark made by a po- 
litical demagogue in New Jersey, nbout three 
years ago, on an occasion when something 
had been done by the government for the 
colored man. "The days of white men are 
past." I do not know but so far as affects 
the old residents of the South this is true. 
There is coming a war of races — not physi- 
cal, but moral and intellectual, which in time, 
I am sure, would cause the colored men of 
the South to overshadow the Rip Vau Win- 
kle white men who have beeu their masters. 

I have been gratified to learn within a few 
days, that government has seen proper to 
pause in its career of extending conciliatory 
measures without the evidence of a proper 
appreciation. I am also informed that the 
Freedmen's Bureau is to be continued and 
troops sufficient to protect its interests are to 
be maintained. I hope this is so. I feel it 
to be necessary and right. It is a duty we 
owe the colored men who have ever main- 
tained their loyalty to the government, and 
have fought with us beneath its flag, to make 
such provisions and reservation of power as 
shall insure their protection wheu the States 
once in rebellion shall be "reconstructed." 

I am not able to say how much longer I 
shall continue in this Department, but from 
present appearances, suspect my services will 
not be tequired a great while. They want 
surgeons in the Freedmen's Bureau, and I 
had a mind this week to accept a situation 
within my reach, to go to Shrevesport. I 
may do it yet, or perhaps go into the work 
of teaching here. There is a great field 
open — white to the harvest, and the luborers 
are few. I did not contemplate this when I 
came here, but fince I have been to Thibo- 
deaux, I like the country better, and feel 
more like remaining a while. 

I received two copies of the Herald day 
before yesterday, which were more than ac- 
ceptable. They were the two containing the 
report of the doings of the Conference. This 
is the first time I have seen n copy since I 
came \o the country. Yours &c.

A MISSIONARY ON THE CHOLREA. 



Dr. Hamlin, for many years a mis- 
sionary of the American Board at Con- 
stantinople, has furnished to the Chris- 
tian Mirror an account of his very suc- 
cessful treatment of the cholera in that 
city. His practice has extended through 
three visitations of this dreadful disease, 
ill 1848, 1855, and 1865. The sug- 
gestions are so simple that we publish 
them, in the hope that they will do good, 
if the cholera should visit, and become 
prevalent in the United States : 

Dear Sir : The cholera, which has 
just left us after commiting fearful rava- 
ges, is making its way into Europe, and 
will probably cross the Atlantic before 
another summer has passed. 

Having been providentially compelled 
to have a good degree of practical ac- 
quaintance with it, and to see it in all 
its forms and stages during each of its 
invasions of Constantinople, I wish to 
make to my fiiends in Maine some sug- 
gestions which may relieve anxiety, or 
be of practical use. 

L.On the approach of the cholera, 
every family should be prepared to treat 
it without waiting lor a physician. It 
does its work so expeditiously, that 
while you are waiting for the doctor it 
is done.- - . . . 8 ■- - 

2. If you prepare for it, it will not 
cowie. I think there is no disease which 
may be avoided with so much certainty 
as the cholera. But providential circum- 
stances, or the thoughtless indiscretion 
of some member of a household may in- 
vite the attack, and the challenge will 
never be refused. It will probably be 
made in the night, your physician has 
been called in another direction, and you 
must treat the case yourself or it will be 
fatal. 

CAUSES AND SYMPTOMS. 

3. Causes of Attack. — I have person- 
ally investigated at least a hundred 
cases, and not less than three-fourths 
could be traced directly to improper diet, 
or to intoxicating drinks, or to both 
united. Of the remainder, suppressed 
perspiration wmild comprise a large 
number. A strong, healthy, temperate, 
laboring man had a severe attack of 
cholera, and after the danger had passed 
I was curious to ascertain the cause. 
He had been cautious and prudent in 
his diet. He used nothing intoxicating. 
His residence was in a good locality. 
But after some hours of hard labor and 
very profuse perspiration, he had Iain 
down to take his customary nap right 
against an open window through which 
a very refreshing breeze was blowing: 



Another cause is drinking largely of cold 
water when hot and thirsty. Great fa- 
tigue, great anxiety, fright, fear, all 
figure among inciting causes. If one can 
avoid all these, he is as safe from the 
cholera as from being swept away by a 
comet. 

4. Symptoms of an attack. — While 
cholera is prevalent in a place almost 
every one experiences more or less dis- 
turbance of digestion. It is doubtless in 
part imaginary. Every one notices the 
slightest variation of feeling, and this 
gives an importance to mere trifles. 
There are often a slight nausea, or tran- 
sient pains, or rumbling sounds, when 
no attack follows. No one is entifely 
free from these. But when*diarrhea 
commences, though painless and slight, 
it is in reality the skirmishing party of 
the advancing column. It will have at 
first no single characteristic of Asiatic 
Cholera. But do not be deceived. It is 
the cholera nevertheless. Wait a little, 
give it time to get hold, say to yourself, 
"I feel perfectly well, it will soon pass 
off ;" and in a short time you will re- 
pent of your folly in vain. 1 have seen 
many a one commit suicide in this way. 

Sometimes, though rarely, the attack 
commences with vomiting. But in what- 
ever way it commences, it is sure to hold 
on. In a very few hours the patient may 
sink into the collapse. The hands and 
feet become cold and purplish, the coun- 
tenance, at first nervous and anxious, 
becomes gloomy and apathetic, although 
a mental restlessness and raging thirst 
torment the sufferer while the powers of 
life are ebbing. The intellect remains 
clear, but all the social and moral feel- 
ings seem wonderfully to collapse with 
the physical powers. The patient knows 
he is to die, but cares not a snap about 
it. 

In some cases, though rarely, the di- 
arrhea continues for a day or two, and 
the foolish person keeps about, then sud- 
denly sinks, sends lor a physician, and 
before he arrives "dies as the fool dieth/' 

COURSE OF TREATMENT. 

1. For Slopping the Incipient Diar- 
rhea. — The mixture which I used in 
1848 with great success, and again in 
1855, has, during this epidemic, been 
used by thousands, and although the at- 
tacks have been more sudden and vio- 
lent, it has fully established its reputa- 
tion for efficiency and perfect safety. It 
consists of equal parts, by measure, of 

1. Laudanum and Spirits of Camphor. 

2. Tincture of Rhubarb. Thirty drops 
for an adult, on a lump of sugar, will 
often check the dianhea. But to pre- 
vent its return, care should always be 
taken to continue the medicine every 
four hours in diminishing doses, twenty- 
five, twenty, fifteen, ten, nine, when 
careful diet is all that will be needed. 

In. case the first dose does not stay the 
diarihea, continue to give iti increasing 
doses — thirty-five, forty, forty- five, sixty 
— at every movement of the bowels. 
Large doses will produce no injury 
while the diarrhea lasts. When that is 
checked, then is the time for caution. I 
have never seen a case of diarrhea taken 
in season which was not thus controlled, 
but some cases of advanced diarrhea, 
and especially ot relapse, paid no heed 
to it whatever. As soon as this becomes 
apparent, I have always resorted to this 
course : ' Prepare a teacup of starch 
boiled as for use in starching linen, and 
stir into it a full teaspoonful of lauda- 
num for an injection. Give one-third at 
each movement of the bowels. In one 
desperate case, abandoned as hopeless 
by a physician, 1 could not stop the di- 
arrhea until the seventh injection, which 
contained nearly a teaspoonful of lauda- 
num. The patient recovered, and is in 
perfect health. At the same lime I use 
prepared chalk in t«n-grain doses, with 
a few drops of laudanum ana camphor 
to each. But whatever course is pur- 
sued, it must be followed up, and the 
diarthea controlled, or the patient is lost. 

2. Mustard Povltic.es. — These should 
be applied to the pit of the stomach, audi 
kept on till the surface is well reddenedJ 

3. The patient, however well he may 
feel, should rigidly observe perfect rest 
To lie quietly on the back is one-hal 
the battle. In that position the cnem 
fires oves you. but the moment you ris 
you are hit. 

When the attack comes in the forn 
of diarrhea, these directions will enabl 
every one to meet it successfully. 

4. But when the attack is more vio 
lent, and there is vomiting, or vomitin 
and purging, perhaps also cramps and 
colic pains, the following mixture i 
far more effective, and should always b 
resorted to. The missionaries — Messrs 
Long, Trowbridge and Washburn 
have used it in very many cases anc 
with wonderful success. It consists o 
equal parts of laudanum, tincture of cap 
sicum, tincture of ginger, and tinctur 
of cardamom seeds. Dose, thirty to fort 
drops, or half a teaspoonful in a littl 
water, and to be increased according t 
the urgency of the case. In case the 
first dose should be ejected, the second, 
which should stand ready, should be 
given immediately after the spasm of 
vomiting has ceased. During this late 
cholera siege no one of us failed of con- 
trolling the vomiting and also the purg- 
ing by, at most, the third dose. We 
have, however, invariably made use of 
large mustard poultices of strong, pure 
mustard, applied to the stomach, bow- 
els, calves of the legs, feet, etc., as the 
case seemed to require. 

TREATMENT OF COLLAPSE. 

Cobxpse. — This is simply a more ad-| 



vanced stage of the disease. It indicates 
the gradual failing of all the powers of 
life. It is difficult to say when a case 
has become hopeless. At a certain point 
the body of the patient begins to emit a 
peculiar odor, which I call the death odor, 
for when that has become decided and 
unmistakable, I have never known the 
patient to recover. I have repeatedly 
worked upon such cases for hours with 
no permanent result. But the blue color, 
the cold extremities, the deeply sunken 
eye, the vanishing pulse, are no signs 
that the case-is hopeless. Scores of such 
cases in the recent epidemic have recov- 
ered. In addition to the second mixture, 
brandy (a tablespoon ful every half 
hour,) bottles of hot water surrounding 
the patient, especially the extremities, 
sinapisms and friction, will often in an 
hour or two work wonders. 

Thirst. — In these, and in all ad- 
vanced cases, thirst creates intense suf- 
fering. The sufferer craves water, and 
as sure as he gratifies the craving, the 
worst symptoms return, and he falls a 
victim to the transient gratification. The 
only safe way is to have a faithful friend 
or attendant who will not heed his en- 
treaties. The suffering may be, how- 
ever, safely alleviated and rendered en- 
durable. Frequent gurgling the throat 
and washing out the mouth will bring 
some relief. A spoonful of Gum Arabic 
water, or of camomile tea, may fre- 
quently be given to wet the throat. 
''Lyndenham's White Decotion" may 
also be given, both as a beverage and 
nourishment, in small quantities, fre- 
quently. In a day or two the suffering 
from thirst will cease. In a large ma- 
jority of cases it has not been intense 
for more than twenty-four hours. 

Diet. — Rice water, arrowroot, Lyn- 
denham's White Decotion, crust water, 
camomile tea, are the best articles for a 
day or two after the attack is controlled. 
Camomile is very valuable in restoring 
the tone of the stomach. 

The Typhoid Fever. — A typhoid state 
for a few days will follow all severe 
cases. There is nothing alarming in 
this. It has very rarely proved fatal. 
Patience and careful nursing will bring 
it all right. The greatest danger is from 
drinking too freely. When the patient 
seemed to be sinking, a little brandy and 
water or arrowroot and brandy have re- 
vived him. In this terrible visitation of 
the cholera, we have considered our- 
selves perlectly armed and equipped, 
with a hand bag containing mixture No. 
1, mixture No. 2, (for vomiting, etc,,) a 
few pounds of pounded mustard, a bot- 
tle of brandy, a paper of camomile flow- 
ers, and a paper of Gum Arabic. 

1 lav no claim to originality in recom- 
mending this course of treatment. I have 
adopted it from suggestions of able and 
experienced physicians. Having b«;en 
the only doctor of many poor families 
living near me, I have tried various 
remedies recommended by physicians, 
but I have found none to be at all corn- 
pared with the above. During the re- 
cent cholera I cannot find that any treat- 
ment has been so successful as this. 

Contagion. — The idea of contagion 
should be abandoned. All the mission- 
aries who have been most with the most 
malignant cases day after day, are fully 
convinced of the non-contagiousness of 
the cholera. The incipient attacks which 
all have suffered from, are to be attribut- 
ed to great fatigue, making the constitu- 
tion liable to an attack. ,

jt is a proverbial snying tljat "a gentleman 
jshould never be in a hurry :" the Spanish still 
lmore forcibly declare that "hurry is of the 
Idevil."

An age out of breath is an age iu which 
there is no faith, for "he that believeth shall 
|not make haste." It is an age which has

There is deeper truth and more portent- 
Fous meaning in the assertion that "the age is 
[out of breath," tharf probably the writer was 
[aware of. If a man be out of breath, he 
stops to recover himself ; and the circumstan- 
[ ces must be desperate in which a rider would 
1 not slacken speed to allow his horse time to 
take his breath. But the Satanic pressure 
put upon this age allows no breathing time; 
the writer of its dirge porceives no hope of 
this, but declares that "it is going down to 
the tomb of epochs, broken-winded with the 
[ pace at which it lives its hard, useful, polem- 
I ic, inquisitive, restless, mechanical life." It 
I is more emphatically true now than ever, 
I "Surely every man walketh in a vain show ; 
surely they are disquieted in vain ;' he heap- 
eth up riches, and knoweth not who shall 
I gather them." But the age has no faith in 
God to utter the Psalmist's cry, "O spare me, 
I that I may recover strength, before I go 
hence and be no more."

his young parishioner's eye : 'Duncan, my 
lad, ye have always borne a good name in 
the place, and been a great favorite, and all 
point to ye as an example for the young. 
But I. fear, from your present condition, that 
ye have deceived us all ! Ye must have 
committed some awful crime, which is tor- 
menting your conscience and driving ye to 
despair. If this is so, ye may confess it free- 
ly to me in the strictest confidence, and I 
will still be your friend. What ha' ye been 
doing, laddie ?' 

" 'Nothing in all my life, sir, that I would 
not be willing my parents should know. It 
is the sins of my heart which none but God 
can see, my rebellion against him, my re- 
jection of Christ — in short, my exceeding 
vileness in his sight, which mnkes me wish I 
had never been born ! I am so full of sin 
that I cannot see how God can possibly par- 
don me, and yet remain a just and holy 
Being.* . 

"The minister shook his head mournfully, 
admitted that he saw no help, and dismissed 
his soul-stricken guest with the cheering as- 
surance : 1 thiuk ye are losing your mind, 

laddie.' " 

The instructions of a pious schoolmaster 
pointed the troubled Duncan to Christ as the 
way of peace, and he began in the joy of for- 
giveness a religious life. Entering into 
business at Aberdeen, he commenced his 
ministry as a lay preacher. The desire for 
a wider field of usefulness led him to Ameri- 
ca. He settled as a school teacher in New 
Brunswick, where his earnest labors were so 
successful in winning souls to Christ, that he 
was invited to become the pastor of a church. 
Having through the study of the Scriptures 
been convinced that immersion was tho only 
baptism, he was baptized and ordained in 
1818, and settled as the pastor of the Bap- 
tist church in St. George. 

In 1819 his zeal for the evangelization of 
the province induced him, to visit • Great 
Britain to obtain funds and missionaries. 
Having accomplished his purpose, he re- 
turned with his family to America in the fall 
of 1820. The voyage was full of incidents 
which sliow of what stuff the man was made. 
The ship was old and leaky ; the provision 
inadequate ; and the captain having lost his 
reckoning, they were driven to aud fro at the 
I mercy of the winds. For sixteen weeks fifty 
passengers and niucteen sailors subsisted on 
a daily allowance to each of four potatoes 
and a gill of water. Mr. Dunbar was ade- 
quate to the exigency ; while others

Boudri, Bevaix, Gorgie, Concise and Onnens, 
leaving brother Gymet to do what he could 
in Missy. This vicinity of Lake Neuchatel 
seems to me a very interesting field of labor. 
The evenings of November 15 and 16 1 
preached at La Chaux, a village on the top 
of Mont-Tura, near the frontier of France, 
and four hours' walk from this place. The 
17th I made application to the "Syndie" of 
the flourishing village of Saint Croix, twenty 
minutes' walk from La Chaux, and to the 
minister of the national church of that place, 
for their large house of worship, which was 
kindly granted me. I accordingly wrote for 
the villngo paper a notice that I would com- 
mence, the 20th inst., a course of evening lec- 
tures upou the fulfillment of prophecy, etc, 
specifying the subject of each lecture, and in- 
vited all to attend. The first evening the 
large temple was crowded, and the congre- 
gation very attentive. We continued our 
lectures every evening (excepting Sunday) 
till the close of the month, the house being 
filled every evenin

One morning it was 
i announced that a babe had been born in the 
steerage ; and strange as it may seem, this 
caused great joy among all classes in the 
ship ; and father exclaimed : 'I do believe 
that God intends to save our whole compa- 
j ny ; for instead of taking away a single life 
by sickness, starvation or accident, he has 
added another to our number.' He then 
proposed that any one who felt that he could 
spare one potatoe a day or half an one, 
should send it to the poor Irish mother, who 
had now another life beside her own to save. 
She had a full supply after this, whoever else 
was hungry." 

The ship at last anchored off one . of the 
Bermuda Islands, where she was condemned. 
Mr. Dunbar and his family proceeded to St. 
George, N. B., where he was gladly received 
by his waiting people. There for over ten 
years he was abundant in labors, preaching 
three times on tho Sabbath to his own peo- 
ple, and once in Gaelic to the Highlanders. 
Almost every night during the week he held 
a meeting in the different neighborhoods, and 
was often absent from bis family for days, 
carrying the Gospel to the regions beyond. 

In 1828 Mr. Dunbar became the pas- 
tor of the North Beriah church, in the city 
of New York. He entered with zeal into 
his duties, and while not neglecting the peo- 
ple of his charge, took upon himself the trials 
of a minister at large. All who needed re- 
lief, either temporal or spiritual, became 
members of his parish, aud he, their faithful 
friend. 

But it was .during the memorable cholera 
year of 1832 that Mr. Dunbar showed that 
the energy and courage which characterized 
his boyhood had been developed in his man- 
hood by tho grace of God. Most of the 
clergymen had fled from the doomed city, 
but he, whh a faithful few, remained to al- 
leviate the sufferings of the people. No dan- 
ger, no sacrifice deterred him from going 
about from house to house doing good. 

His church was almost empty, but his 
house was filled with the friends of the dead 
and dying seeking bis aid. Through streets

He had great tact in introducing religious 
conversation in any company with which ha> 
mingled.

There they surprised a party of gamblers 
round a centre table, whither they had 
drawn two or three unwary youths. After a 
little pause at this interruption, they went on 
shuffling their cards : 'When,' says, one who 
was present, 'a gentleman rose and went up 
to them. He looked on as if with interest 
in the game ; and soon one of the number 
offered him a seat, sayiug, '-Will you try a 
hand with.us sir ?" ' 

" 4 "No,'' replied the gentleman, who I 
learned was Mr. Dunbar ; "I do not know 
the name of a curd. "When I was young, I 
had a great many games which I etijoyed as 
much as you do yours, and I now love to 
see all young men happy* He then told 
them of his early life in the Highlands of 
Scotland, with its wild sports and its hair- 
breadth escapes, until quite a group, be- 
sides the card-players, had gathered round 
him. The young men ceased playing and 
gave him their attention. Soon he spoke of 
a time when he grew sick of these pleasure.-, 
and was dissatisfied with himself; when he 
felt he was at enmity with God, and that 
unless converted and reconciled to him he 
must be eternally lost. He told them of the 
despair into which he fell, and ot his fearful 
looking for of judgment, and then of the 
manner in which Christ revealed himself as 
the way of life, and of the change this made 
in all his prospects and pursuits for this 
world. , . . 

"By this time the cards had all been 
slipped into the pockets of the owners, while 
the man of God, haviug gained their ear, 
preached Christ to them. Even those who 
under other circumstances would have scoffed, 
now listened with interest and attention, and 
all treated him with the greatest respect." 

On Sabbath, July 15, 1864, Mr. Duubar 
preached his last sermon. The following 
Monday he was seized by the disease which 
finally terminated his life. 

In his sickness he was thoughtful of others, 
asking after news from the army and the 
prayer-meefing, and distributing gifts to the 
destitute. His prayers would close with : 
'•O. Lord, I know not where to ,8top, but 
thou knowest all our wants ; display thy 
power and accomplish thy purposes, for the 
sake of Jesus Christ, thy Blessed Son, our 
olessed saviour. 

"Toward evening on Friday, after having 
lain long in a state of stupor, he spoke out ; 
when his daughter asked, 'What did you say, 
dear father?' He replied, 'I was saying, 
thou Lord knowest me by name.' After this 
he said ho more until just before he died, 
when the word. 'Happy ! happy V was re- 
peated distinctly." \ " ^ " | 1 ,-^- 

He fell asleep in Jesus on Saturday morn- 
ing. July^ 28, 1864, and ended his ministry on 
earth, where for forty-five years he had 
preached Jesus as the Saviour to his people. 

Many poor, aged and sorrowful of all na- 
tions and colors gathered with -bereaved 
hearts to his, funeral. A stranger's hand 
placed a cross made of his beloved heather 
on the heart of him who had been "the 
stranger's friend," and devout men bore his 
remains to Green wood cemetery. So lived, 
and died, and was buried Duncan Dunbar, a 
good man, an earnest minister, who with a 
loving heart, an open hand and a kind word

SPIRITUAL DROUTH. 



In some parts of the world the Beasons de- 
pend in such a manner upon the currents 
and atmospheric influencces that the year is 
divided into the. season of rain and the sea- 
son of dryness. At the Cape of Good Hope 
there are mouths in which evertbiug is 
scorched, dried up, and apparently dead, al- 
though the ground is full of bulbs and roots 
that carry their life in them. But in our 
northern climate there is an equability, a 
sort of distributive seasou, so that it is sel- 
dom that it is subject, except iu a compara- 
tive degree, to drouth. Last summer, you 
may remember, was an exception. There 
was for six weeks almost no rain. Wells 
were failing in the country. Streams of 
water were running very shallow. Pastures 
were almost ended. Many harvests were 
beginning very materially to suffer. Pre- 
maturely there were begiuning to be yellow 
leaves iu all the trees except those that grew 
in moist places. The ground looked brown 
where but a few weeks before it was green 
SvtthjwMH^ ', .

There are a great many analogies between 
spiritual drouth and real natural drouth. I 
observe that drouth steals upon the ground 
insensibly. No person knows it beforehand 
or cap predict it- It has been a week, and 
we say : "Well, it is only a week since 
we had rain ; we will have it soon, 
doubtless." It has been ten • days, and we 
say : "It is about time for that rain to come, 
but it will come before long." It has been 
a fortnight, and we say : "I wish the rain 
would come," but we take no especial alarm. 
It has been three weeks, and we say: **It 
looks as though we were going \o have a 
drouth." It has been four weeks, and now 
it is too late to take precautions, to mulch 
out trees and to prepare our crops to with- 
stand a drouth. Little by little it steals ou 
the harvest and on the ground, and we are 
in the midst of drooping and suffering, be- 
fore we actually begin to see that it is a 

And it is pretty much so in religious meet- 
ings. Men are still singing their hymns, and 
still praying their prayers, and still talking 
about revivals and the interests of Christ's 
kingdom ; but there is a subsidence, little by 
little, and we begin to say : "Well, if things 
are not quickened, we shall, by and by, begin 
to be in a declining state ;" and so spiritual 
drouth steals insensibly upon the heart and 
upon the church, and men are already in it 



before they wake up and see that it is a 
drouth. " ' . - - N 

There is no violent assault. Sometimes 
there is the seeming of great damage, when 
a powerful thunder-storm— as boys are ac- 
'customed to say — the breaking of a water 
spout, or of a cloud, (though all clouds are 
broken, I take it, before they rain ;) and 
gardens, and do immense mischief in spots. 
On there comes deluges that where the 
ground is in-.lined, tear deep furrows and 
gutters, and sweep away. On the other hand, 
when a drouth comes there is no noise in it, 
no threat, nothing that terrifies any sense, 
nothing that has any power for mischief. 
But all the roar of thunder, all the deluging 
of rain, is rather to be coveted than simple, 
silent, seemingly harmless holding back of 
rain. The negative is more dreadful than 
the positive. 

And so it is in spiritual decline. There 
are great enthusiasms, great fanaticisms, ac- 
companying religious fervor, which mar the 
work of God. and defile the church : but all 
the wildfire that ever went with revivals is 
not half so much to be dreaded as the silent 
subsidence of religious sensibility, inactiye- 

ness, deaduess. • , rfUi , l9 j .. \»viisb «j 

When the drouth begius to come, upon 
thiugs, you will notice that there is t very 
great difference between different plants in 
acting under it. There are some plants that 
have their roots near the surface of the 
ground, and they do well ordinarily : but the 
moment there is the beginning of a drouth 
they feel it, and commence to shrink and 
crumple up, and turn brown ; and soon tfiey 
are destroyed. There are others, that like 
the clover, have roots which, plunge far down 
into <the ground — sometimes three or four 
feet — and they draw their supply from deep 
.below the surface, and do not particularly 
feel superficial changes. I observed at the 
time of the severe drouth to which I have 
alluded, that on my lawn, wherever there 
was surface grass everything was dead : 
wherever there were turf Is of clover it was 
as green as ever. Aud you will see the same 
things in churches* You will see that, in 
nine cases out of ten, when there is a spiiitu- 
al drouth, their roots run so shallow, thpy 
are spread so much upon the surface, that, at 
the first indication of a spiritual drouth, they 
shrivel,- and wither, and turu brown. Wh ere- 
as you will notice in the case of others that 
they are like turfts of clover, and they thrust 
their roots down so far that they are not af- 
fected by surface changes, and are green all 
thej 110)0, , , x ) •: r; ,1 -,u>I 

When I came down from my place in the 
country last year, I observed the trees along 
the Hudson river ; and seeing how succulent, 
and green, and plump they were, I said, 
"They inutt have had rain down here, any- 
how." But it instantly occurred to me that 
it was said in the Psalms that the righteous 
man should be like a tree plauted by the 
rivers of water. There it was. The roots 
i an into the Hudson; and although there 
was no rain, -they did not want any rain. 
.. Now, whether you have long roots, or 
grow by favoring streams, so that your roots 
have au everlasting supply, it is all the same. 
There be some l0hg-rooted or happy-rooted 
persons that stand green through all the de- 
cline of spiritual coucerns, to make the sad- 
ness more sad on the one side, and on the 
other side to make tbe eheer more cheerful. 

There is one other thing that occurred to 
me. I noticed that where I double^plowed 
the ground, turning up the sub-soil to the 
depth of twenty-four or thirty inches, there 
crops did not suffer, but that where I plowed 
but once, and the soil was shallow, there the 
crops suffered most. ,? fij. , (l 

And it is just so in times of trouble. In 
those that have a deep, ascertained Chris- 
tian experience there has been a culture and 
preparation beforehand for the meeting and 
mastering of every ill ; whereas iu those that 
have but a shallow and superficial Christian 
experience, there is no* such culture and pre- 
paration. You cannot have grace to meet 
strong temptations unless you have had 
Christian experience, aud Christian experi- 
ence carried down deep, and made so habit- 
ual that it becomes a source of supply. 
Where the roots are long, and the soil . is 
mellowed far below the surface of the 
ground, there is no fear of drouth ; but 
where the roots ^re, short, and the soil is 
little plowed, all change." produce their most 
disastrous effects. Aud as it is with tempor- 
al things, so it is with spiritual. 

All signs fail in dry weather. My barome- 
ter was up, aud dflwn, and middlewise, and 
everyway, and it could not fetch rain. I 
have looked at the thermometer, and at the 
sun, and at the sky, and we have had every 
sign possible that would bring an abundance 
of rain; but all signs fail in dry weather. 
And, although I have gone to bed feeling 
sure that it would be better in the morning, 
yet, when the morning came, there was the 
old brass sun, just as relentless as ever. And 
I have done looking at the sun, and gone to 
work hoeing in my garden, satisfied that that 
is the only way to resist the drouth. If you 
would save, your plants you must keep the 
surface of the ground mellow, and water each 
plant that needs especial care. Go to work, 
and take care of your crops, and let the sun 
take care of himself. 

I have seen persons watch for revivals ; 
for the return of religious interest; for this, 
that and the other change. It is of no use. 
All signs fail in dry weather in the church, 
as well as out of the church. The ouly way 
is to go to work upon specials, and each man 
for himself. By-and by, probably when we 
are not thinking of it, and in tho way that 
we least look lor it, there will be tho sound 
of rain iu the heavens ; and oh ! how blessed 
that sound will be! How the leaves will 
clap their hands ! How things that, over 
night, hung drooping and searedj will, in the 
morning, stand up succulent and plump \ 
At one time last year f here was not water 
enough to give the convolvulus substance 
enough to support itself a minute after it 
was picked. In ordinary times, you can pick 
it in the morning, and it will hold itself up 
till supper time ; but if you picked it then, be- 
fore you could get it into a tumbler it would 
collapse. There was not water enough tq 
fill up the tissues, and make it self-sustain- 
ing. But by-and-by, when the rain began 



to come, all the plants lay to and drank. 
As the babe drinks at the bosom of its 
mother, so every root and flower and tree 
drink at the bosom of the universal mother. 
How brighUmd cheerful all things, revived 
and refreshed, did look ! and how they gave 
thanks to God \— except some : except those 
that cannot revive. After things have gone 
beyond a certain point of drouth, there is no 
help for tljera. Some that are hardier and 
tougher will oome out all right; but others 
will not. If they live, they will be cripples, 
and you will feel more like helping to kill 
them, than like nursing them. ^ f JJ ^ ■ 

It is so with a spiritual drouth. Many r 
vive, and come to, and hold up their leaves, 
aud blossom out, and get along very well ; 
but many are carried so far that they never 
recover, and the season is over with them. 

Now, Christian brethren, let us turn to 
advantage all these phenomena of nature and 
happenings of things outside of us. It was 
the pattern set by our Saviour. There is 
something to be learned from every phe- 
nomenon of nature almost, if we know how 
to turn u tb'spuMiual profit. ' Alia, when you; 
see the dust and the dry leaves, and hear the 
complaint of men about the drouth, remem- 
ber that there is a worse drouth than that. 
Aud when the rain comes to us, remember 
that there are drops more blessed than those 
which come from the clouds, and pray that 
God, while he sends upon the earth refresh- 
ing showers, to his church will send showers 
of righteousuess. — Henry Ward Beecher.

THE LAST DAYS OF JOHN ALBERT 
BEN GEL. 

BT G. P. DISOWAY, ESQ. 
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John Albert Bengel died a little more than 
one hundred years ago, and was one of the 
greatest men whom German Protestanism 
has produced. His life, one of the most 
blameless and useful - in the recoids of the 
Christian Church, was devoted to the ex po- 
sition of the sacred Scriptures. For twenty- 
eight years he discharged the duties of tutor 
fn a theological institution ; and as a preacher 
and pastor, he labored exactly for half* a cen- 
tury. He became an indefatigable writer of 
Biblical comment and criticism, and his Gno- 
mon, or Exposition of the New Testament, 
has most perpetuated his influence since his 
departure. It is a work for all time, com- 
posed by his whole mind, and spirit, , and 
heart; the accumulation of communion with 
the divine Spirit in his written WbrdV'j 

It may be questioned whether any single 
commentary on the New Testament has ever 
exerted, directly or indirectly, a greater in- 
fluence. Besides many reprints, it has been 
worked up by several other hands in a varie- 
ty of useful forms ; and by far the best of 
these- is that of Wesley whose Notes on the 
New Testament are, for the roost part, a 
translation and abridgement ot Bengel's Gno- 
mon. The Gnomon had been pub'islicd Only 
u few years, when Wesley discovered a value 
in it which no other English scholar seems 
to have noticed. We ought not, however, 
scarcely to call Mr. Wesley's New Testament 
a reproduction. For all distinctly Lutheran 
views in the Gnomon he omitted, with also a 
vast body of critical dissertation. Into the 
whole, Methodism is interwoven with su- 
preme skill ; still the essence of the Gnomon 
is there, and Bengel's influence will ever be 
felt in one of the best standards of our Meth- 
odist doctrine. 

John Wesley, by his Notes, has indissolu- 
bly linked his name with that of Bengel ; 
but there was a bond between these two 
great and pious minds more real and abiding 
than this mere fortuitous connection. They 
were strikingly alike in their religious char- 
acter, and distinguished by the wonderful 
clearness with which they apprehended and 
expounded the atoning work of the Redeem- 
er. We remember no two men in Christen- 
dom more absorbed in their divine Master's 
work than the teacher of Christianity in 
.Wurtemberg and the evangelist of England. 
They we/e one in preaching the evangelical 
gospel— the glory of their lives. They never 
met in this world, but are together now, 
where, continued from generation to genera- 
tion, disciples do follow them. 

Although Bengel had many and onerous 
public engagements, which deprived him of a 
pastoral home aud charge for the last seven 
years of his life, still they did not seal his 
hps as a preacher. He preserved his integ- 
rity as a preacher to the end. After a morn- 
ing of exciting debates in the secret State 
Council, or the harassing ecclesiastical dis- 
cussious of the Consistory, he quietly passed 
in the evening to the little assembly waiting 
bis coming iu a retired street of Stuttgart, 
where he prayed and discoursed with as 
much simplicity and power as if the whole 
day had been spent in his closet. His own 
beautiful words are the best comment here : 
"Habitual self-renunciation has made every 
change of employment easy to me, however 
irksome the new employment might be in it- 
self ; my settled object has beeu to assert and 
promote the honor and glory of God. In all 
these relations to my prince, my superiors, 
and those below me, it has been my bounden 
law to promote good and diminish evil to the 
best of my power. These ends being attained, 
1 cared not who was the instrument. I am 
drawn out from my long retired habits into 
a .stirring life of constant engagement., In 
every department of his probation, Bengel 
was great, but never greater than in the final 
test of his integrity. 

He was born at Winnenden, a quiet and 
beautiful little town some fifteen miles from 
Stuttgart, the capital of Wurtemberg, June 
24, 1687. His ancestors on both sides were 
distinguished Reformers in the religious his- 
tory of that remarkable country. He lived 
to complete his sixty-fifth year, and when 
summoned to depart, he was found in the ac- 
tive exercise of all his public and private 
duties. 

His life had been one incessant contest 
with death. One of his favorite expressions, 
concerning human existence was "perpetua 
tendentia ad mortem" (its perpetual tendency 
\f> death ;) and this was most affectingly il- 
lustrated by his own example. Twice iu the 
course of his career he passed all the pre- 
paratory stages of human dissolution, per- 
haps suffering all but the very penalty itself.

From June to November, 1752, Beng 
was gradually dying, but his failing energi 
were still employed in his usual duties. Dm 
iug the last fortnight, his sufferings becam 
very severe ; but he felt himself bound, h 
said, to spend every moment that remaine 
in communion with God and instructing hi 
friends. From day to day he poured t'ortl| 
the final treasures of his Christian experi 
ence ; and on the day of his departure, twelv 
members of his family partook with him th 
holy communion for the last time. He gath 
ered up his expiring energies for this sacre 
privilege, and, during an hour, declared 
profession of faith, and uttering his last litan 
of comprehensive intercession, blessed h 
househould. Soon' afterwards, when h 
could speak' no longer, the minister commend 
ed his spirit to God ; and when he heard th 
words, '-Lord Jesus, thine I am," he laid hi 
right hand upon his heart and passed into 
presence aud joy of his Redeemer. 

He was buried at Stuttgart, on Sunday 
November 5th, 1752, where, it is said, n 
memorial has been placed to his memor 
The whole land mourned his loss, as if tf 
greatest divine and the best man the country 
had produced was dead. WUrtembei 
which has properly mourned Schiller, hen 
great poet, and many of lesser fame, h 
never paid a suitable tribute to the memor 
of this, her greatest theologian. There ar 
rrtore references to Bengel' in Wesley 
works than in all tlie rest of the English lit 
era t ure of the last century. The Gnomon 
always finds a place in the libraries of th 
learned, and in our own hind his expositio 
is becoming more and more appreciated.

The man whose dying words we are abou 
to repeat, had spent full forty years in th 
possession of abundant sources of worldly 
happiuess. Adopted by the daughter of 
king — could he lack any good thing ? We 
not the chariots and the horses of his grand 
father all that a boy could ask ? The leek 
and the onions (if he liked them) the cucum- 
bers and the melons, were they not served to 
him in a lordly dish? And then as years ad- 
vanced to be learned in all the wisdom of 
the Egyptians ! Surely, the son of Phara- 
oh's daughter must have been happy. And 
doubtless he was so, as far as it was possible 
for him to be with his eyes blinded, and his 
understanding darkened. 

But when he was full forty years old, his 
mind was enlightened by rays of light from 
the throne of Him in whom is light and no 
darkness at all. And now, the sufferings of 
his oppressed countrymen are more to him 
than all. the treasures of Egypt. Henceforth 
Israel is his people, aud Israel's God is his 
God. Aud with God for his portion to en- 
joy, and his Master to serve, Ws happiness 
is unspeakably great. But, after a pilgrim- 
age of a hundred and twenty years, he is 
about to die. His last words will soon be 
spoken. The pages of his own personal his- 
tory are sparkling with the gems of .a bril- 
liant' career.

With his rod, he has done what the 
magicians with their enchantments could hot 
do. Will he speak of these wonders now ? 
His eye is not dim nor his natural force abat- 
ed. His voice does not falter. But his race 
is run — his course is finished, and we listen 
for his dying utterances. And we do riot 
listen in vain. He who was once of slow 
tongue, breaks out in rapturous eloquence, 
aiid. in relation to his great life work ex- 
claims, "Ha ppt art thou. O Israel ; who is 
like unto thee? O people saved by the Lord!'

j of people. The circumstances of the occasion 
just at the close of the war have given un- 
usual importance to the day. In Boston the 
day was marked by a general parade of the 
veterans who have returned from the war. 
i To each skeleton regiment was returned for 
their use for tho occasion, their torn and tat- 
' tered battle-flags, under which they had 
marched aud fought the battles of freedom. 
At the close of tho procession all these war- 
worn flags were returned by the regiments, 
and delivered over to the Governor of the 
State, to be preserved as mementoes of the 
valor of the soldiers of the Commonwealth 
in aid of that great work the crushing out of 
a gigantic rebellion and emancipation of -four 
millions of slaves. A more fitting occasiou 
for such a review and deposition of battle- 
flags, than immediately following the official 
proclamation of the end of slavery could- not 
have been found. Heaven grant that they 
may never again be called forth for another 
such fearful struggle.
